S the Letters I here offer to 
the Public are anonymous, 
SP the Reader will probably ex- 
p —_— = pea I ſhould give ſome Ac- 
po count of them: All I can 
" " fay myſelf is, that I have the 
greateſt Reaſon in the World to believe them 
genuine ; and in this I do not fpeak my own 
Opinion alone ; but that of ſeveral Gentle- 
men, who have done me the Fayour to peruſe 
them; and who all aſſure me, it is impoſſible 
they ſhould be miſtaken in their Judgment, 
for many Reaſons. I think it, however, unne- 
ceſſary to enumerate * Reaſons here, 2 
2 
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the Argument alledg'd for their being ge- 
nuine by one Gentleman, which I ſhall give 
the Reader, in his own Words, below, prove 
them to be fa beyond all Contradiction. 
They came to my Hands, among other Papers 
found in the Study of a Gentleman lately 
deceas'd in the Country, whoſe Library I 
bought, and who appears to have been the 
Author's Correſpondent, to whom they were 
wrote. This Gentleman had thought fit, for 
what Reaſon I ſhall not pretend to determine, 
to efface the Name of the Writer of theſe 
Letters, and the Dates of them, as well as 
the Names of ſeveral Perſons mention'd in 
them; of which latter, however, he has, in 
ſome Places, left the initial Letters, and in 
others the firſt and laſt: After having kept 
them ſome Time by me, and, upon dipping 
into them now and then, found, that they 
not only gaye a pretty particular Account 
of the Places from whence they were writ 
ten, and their Inhabitants ; but were inter- 
mix'd with Wit and Humor, Allegory and 
Fable; and, as I thought, not a little Satyr 
and ſecret Hiſtory, I began to entertain ſome 
Thoughts of publiſhing them. I, therefore, 
took the Opinion of ſeveral Friends, whom 
I thought better Judges of theſe Matters 
than myſelf, and they all concur'd in encou- 
raging me to it: But with this Advice z 
that, as the CharaQter and Capacity of the 
Author of theſe Letters were a Secret, it 
would be proper to inform myſelf, of ſome- 
body 
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body who was thoroughly acquainted with 


thoſe Parts, whether his Account of Per- 
ſons, Places and Things were to be depended 
on; and whether what they, as well as I, 


look'd upon to be Satyr and ſecret Hiſtory, 


might not be prejudicial to the Character 


or Reputation of any particular Perſons? 
There was, likewiſe, another Thing yet 
wanting, which was, as the Dates were 
effaced, and they came to my Hands pro- 
miſcuouſly, and looſe, how to get them placed, 
in the due Order of Time they were written 
in? * | 


I Hap, at that Time, ſome Concerns with 
a Gentleman, than whom I thought none 
more capable of giving me Satisfaction in theſe 
Points; I mean, Mr. Lediard, (a Gentleman 
pretty well known by the many Hiſtorical 
Pieces that have appeared under his Name) 


who having been many Years in thoſe Parts, 


as Secretary to his Majeſty's Envoy Extra- 
ordinary in Lower Germany, could not but 
be well acquainted with thoſe Matters. I 
had, beſides, the greater Reaſon to expect 
ſome Light from him, as I found him men- 
tion'd in ſeveral of the Letters, and from 
thence hoped he might be able, likewiſe, 
to give me ſome Account of the Author. 
I, therefore, made no Scruple of puting all 
the Letters into his Hands: And, aſter 
ſome Weeks, he returned them with the fol- 
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lowing obliging Letter, which I have his 
Leave to publiſh :

(CT HAVE perus'd the Letters you put 
into my Hands, and by having Re- 
« gard to the References, and comparing 
« Circumſtances, have, without much Diffi- 
“ culty, number'd them according to the 
“Order of Time they certainly were wrote 
„ in: Which appears to have been from 
© the Beginning of the Year 1727, thro' 
4 that and the two following Years. As to 
4 Your Queſtion, Whether I believe them 
« genuine? I venture poſitively to affirm, 
they are and muſt be ſo, I could give 
* you many Reaſons to ſupport this Aſſer- 
tion; but it may ſuffice to tell you, that 
hat the Author ſays of myſelf, in ſeve- 
« ral of his Letters, is ſtrictly true; and 
« tho', amidſt the numerous Acquaintance 
* I had with Eugliſh Gentlemen paſling 
* thro', and refiding ſome Time in Ham- 
« burg, 1 cannot, at this Diſtance of Time, 
call to Mind, or poſitively aſſert, which 
of them was the Author of theſe Letters; 
yet, that I was acquainted with ſuch a 
Gentleman, and in Converſation with him 
* at the Times and Places, and in the Man- 
* ner he alledges, I make .no Scruple to 
* allow, I have no Obhjection to any Thing 
be he ſays on my Account, but his giving too

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« favorable a Character of ſome trifling Thea- 
« trical Performances of mine, which he faw 
« exhibited on the Opera-Stage in Hamburg, 
« and which, tho' they did, indeed, meet 
« with a general Applauſe, was more owing 
« to the Fayour of my Friends, than their 
« own Merit: It being a Thing quite out 
« of my Way, and what I ſhould never 
« have attempted, but by the expreſs Com- 
« mand of Sir Cyril Wich, and ſome other 
« Perſons of Diſtinction. 


« Bur were there not theſe undeniable 
« Proofs, artificial Letters, written on Pur- 


- 77 to be publiſb d, are ſo apt to fall ſtort 


« of the vivid Force and Openneſs found in he 
« unboſoming of Friend to Friend, that the 


very Stile of them ſhews they are genuine. 


« As to the Letter-Writer's Accounts of 
« Germany in general, and of the ſeyeral 
“Places he viſited, in particular, with his 
“Character of the Inhabitants, their Cuſtoms 
and Manners, I can aſſure you, upon my 
* own Knowledge, that he has had good In- 
formation, and that his Obſeryations in 
„general are very juſt : And tho' there may 
A be, here and there, a trifling Objection or 
two to what he aſſerts; yet that, without 
making any Alteration in his Relations, may 
Abe remedied by a very few Notes; for 
« which, if yon ſhould publiſh them, I 
offer my Service.

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„„ War Share of Vit and Humour theſe 
Letters may lay Claim to, I will not un- 
&« dertake to judge: I can only fay, that I 
“ found them very entertaining; but that 
“ may be owing to their recalling ſeye al 
4 Things to my Mind, of which I have for- 
“ merly been an Eye- and Ear-Witneſs ; 
© they may not be ſo diverting to others, 
* where this Circumſtance is wanting; how- 
« ever, Novelty may perhaps, in ſome Mea- 
« ſure, counterbalance that. 


« An Itch of Satyr does, indeed, run thro? 
« the Whole; but I cannot ſay it is every- 
« where, if any-where, altogether undeſerv- 
“ ing: And the Author has always obſerved 
& the Rule given by the Duke of Bucking- 
4 ham, as a diſtinguiſhing Characteriſtick of 
true Satyr, in Oppoſition to Railing, in the

„HE has likewiſe accompanied his Satyr

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« I po not conceive, that you need be 
under any Apprehenſions, as to what you 
call ſecret Hiſtory: Not but that I allow, 
there are ſome Things that may be call'd ſo 
in ſeyeral of theſe Letters: But they are of 
ſuch a Nature as cannot give great Offence, 
even to the Perſons they concern, if I may 
be permitted to gueſs at them: Beſides, 
few of them are Perſons of that Conſequence 


to be greatly regarded ; many of them are 


dead, and the very Facts themſelves are 


ſuch as I ſhould think might, without Scru- 
ple, be related, with the Addition even of 
the Perſons Names: However, to remove all 
Difficulty, on that Head, I have placed 
fictitious Names over ſome of the initial 
Letters, where I think Reputation is con- 
cern'd ; which you may, if you think fit, 
make Uſe of. What you are moſt diffident 
of, I preſume are the Letters from Hanno- 
* ver; but I think without a Cauſe. The 
Gentleman who wrote theſe Letters, who- 
ever he be, is certainly a hearty Well- 
Wiſher to our preſent happy Eſtabliſhment; 
nor do I find a ſingle Word in them, 
whereby he may be ſaid to deviate in the 
leaſt, from that Veneration and Reſpect, 
which every true Agliſb-Man ought to 
have, and upon all Occaſions expreſs, for 
that illaſtrious Houſe, of which our moſt 
te gracious Sovereign is, at this Time, the 
Head: And tho' he do ſpeak pretty freely 
* of certain Perſons; of a more inferior De- 
F gree, I don't find any Thing that can give 
« Offence % 
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« Offence here. The moſt ſeyere Piece of 
4 Satyrical private Hiſtory (if there be an 
“ Thing in the Facts) is the Reign of 9 
4 dius, King of the Cambrivii, and Bulleroch- 
« ſius, his Co-Adjutant in the Government: 
« But I look upon the whole to be a Fiction, 
« a Child of the Author's own Brain, to give 
4 his Friend an Idea of the Inconveniencies, 
that might poſſibly ariſe from ſuch a Form 
« of Government, as he had before deſcrib'd : 
« Or ſhould there be any Thing of Truth in 
« it, the Names are fictitious, and the Di- 
4 ſtance of Time fo great, that it would be 
4 difficult now, but to ſuppoſe, and impofſible 
4 to fix it to any certain Period or Perſons. 


As for the Alegory and Fable, which 
4 make a conſiderable, and if I may be al- 
« low. d to ſpeak my Mind, the moſt beau- 
« tiful Part of theſe Letters, the Author and 
* his Friend have great Obligations to Foreign 
« Afiſtance. And here I muſt beg Leave 
« to do Juſtice (and to deſire you, if yon 
« ſhould publiſh theſe Letters, to do the 
« fame) to a Society of Gentlemen, for whom 
« J, and every one who knows them, muſt 
4 profeſs the higheſt Eſteem : I mean the 
Authors of the Patriot, a weekly Paper 
4 publiſh'd in Hamburg, in Imitation of our 
. 6-micomparable Spectators, and which is al- 
* wd, by all good Judges, to come up 
the neareſt to the Spirit of thoſe great Ori- 
« ginals, of any Thing that has been 18 
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liſh'd of that Nature. From theſe Patriots 
our Author has either tranſlated, or bor- 
row'd, thoſe fine Allegoties and Fables, 
which ſo greatly embelliſh many of his Let- 
ters; ſuch are his Intellectual Thermometer; 
his Touchſtone of Sincerity; his Philaſophi- 
cal Watch ; his Deſcription of the Empire of 
Pathia ; his Account of an extraordinary 
Collection of Pictures, his Viſions, and the 
like ; and tho' he has taken great Liberty, 
in theſe his Tranſlations or Imitations; and 
has, to make them anſwer his Deſign, 
and adapt them to the Engh/b Tongue and 
Tafte, in many of them, yery much devi- 
ated from, or made great Additions to, the 
Originals; yet it is plainly diſcernable, 
whence they had their Riſe. To introduce 
theſe Allegories and Fables he has painted 
that beautiful Character of his ſearnad 
Friend, which makes Part of the 1 1th, 14th 
and 16th Letters: This, likewiſe, he has in 
Part taken from the Patriot's Character of 
himſelf, which, however, he has very much 
diverſified and extended, and has added an 
agreable Account of his Houſe and Car- 
dens, Domeſticks and Oeconomy, and a 
diverting Relation of the Means he made 
Uſe of to get into his Acquaintance and 
Familiarity. 


« Tax Title you propoſe of GzaMan 
Spy is proper enough; for theſe Letters 
are really ſo: But take this along with 

& you 
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« you, that neither the Subjects, nor the 
Language of them are ſo vulgar and looſe, 
as in ſome of thoſe Writings, which go by 
the Name of Spies. The Author's Rela- 
tion of his Intriegue with a fair Nun at 
« Munſicr has indeed ſomething in it that 
« fayours of Libertiniſm : But then the Wit: 
4 and Beauty of the unhappy Fair-One feem 
« to have been ſo exquilite ; 


As could, with a reſiſtleſs Charm, impart 
The looſeſt Wiſhes to the chaſteſt Heart 

Raiſe ſuch a Conflict, kmdle ſuch a Fire, 

Between declining Virtue and Deſire ; 


« That it were no Wonder if the Frailty of 
« human Nature had hurried him to commit 
< an Action he, in cooler Thoughts, would, 
« without Doubt, himſelf condemn. How- 
« eyer, amidſt the ſtrongeſt Temptations ; 
4 tho' he gives his Friend ſome Hints, and 
leaves it to him to form a Judgment, he 
does not once, notwithſtanding their Fami- 
« larity, tell him he was actually criminal. 
« In ſeveral of his ſecret Hiſtories of others 
he does, indeed, diſplay the Frailties of 
both Sexes ; but it is in ſuch a Manner, as 
s plainly ſhews his Deſign to be the expoling 
« of Vice, and recommending of Virtue : 
« And he has every where taken Care not 
44 to offend in Point of Language. You will 
find nothing here, that can be obnoxious to 
« the niceſt Ear, of either Sex: * |

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« but what may be ſuppos'd to have hap- 
« pen'd among Perſons above the common 
« Rank, and to have been related by one 
Gentleman to another. The Author him- 
« ſelf ſeems to have been a Perſon endued 
« with the Principles of Religion and Mo- 
« rality, diveſted of Bigotry and Oftentation, 
« and the very Bent of his Allegories and 
« Fables is to inculcate the ſame Principles, 
in an agreable Manner, in others. 


THE Strength of juſt Obſervations, ( 
« which theſe Aa * Nase 
« has a prevailing Influence, and inſinuates it- 
« ſelf into the Mind almoſt imperceptibly ; and 
proper Examples make a more laſting In- 
« preſſion there than one would eaſily imagine. 
« They poliſh the Underſtanding, improve the 
« Tudgment, and, by regulating the Taſte, tend 
not a little to ſhame out of the World that 
« Ruſticity and Barbariſm, thoſe Follies and 
« Afﬀettations, in one Word, all that Litth- 
« neſs of Mind, which is ſo effetFual a Bar in 
« the Way of generous and noble Undertakings. 
« And if this be in general true, how much 
« more is it ſo, when we have before us 
« the Examples of other N ations, and can 
« ſee in what Particulars they excel or fall 
« ſhort of our own. y this (as the Specta- 
« tor juſtly obſerves) we may unlearn ſome. 
« odd Peculiarities in our Manners, and wear 
« off ſuch aukward Stiffneſſes and Affectations 
in our Behaviour, as may poſfibly have been 

« contratied 
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© contratted from conſtantly aſſociating with 
* one Nation of Men, by a more free, gene- 
« ral and mix'd Converſation. 


©Forr1rs and Vices cannot be too much 
© expos'd, nor too much guarded againſt. 
(Horace ſays very well: Sapientia prima eſt 
“ Stultitza caruiſſe.) They grow up with us 
from our Infancy : The Example of our, 
Parents, and Cuſtom, ſtrengthen them in 
© us: The evil Concupiſence of our Hearts 
4 beget daily new Ones; and Self-Loye nou- 
* riſhes theſe Monſters. They are now a- 
« days gloſs'd over with new Names, which, 
“ inſtead of giving us an Abhorrence of them, 
« recommend them to our Approbation. 
« AvARICE is now calld Good Husbandry ; 
< Luxvxy, Gallantry: An unreaſonable 
4 'THiksT gfter Hoxouk, is dignified with the 
e fpecious Title of a Noble Ambition : TREA- 
« CHERY is term'd Policy; PRorustNEss, Li- 
4 berality : OBsTINAcy is Conſtancy : SupkR- 
e STITION, Piety : BLASPHEMY, Free-Think- 
« ig; and the like. Rochefort (if I am not 
« miſtaken in my Author) ſays of the Canni- 
« bats, that they have no Word, in their 
Language, to expreſs any Vice: And, in- 
« deed, we may almoſt ſay the fame Thing 
4 of our Mother-Tongue.

« By thus diſguiſing our Vices, under theſe 
« and the like winning Appellations, we like- 
« wiſe get a Habit of forming a deceitful 
t Judgment of Things; So, for Inſtance, 
ce Poverty, tho' no Sin, is what we are all 
% aſham'd of: and, on the other hand, Pride, 
« tho' the moſt deform'd of all Vices, is what 
very few bluſh at. 


© THERE is another Uſe, that may be made 
* of ſome Part of theſe Letters, which I 
* muſt not omit taking notice of. They 
te ſnew in a lively manner, the Folly of Diſ- 
* content, and the Happineſs of being ſatiſ- 
* fied with our own Condition of Life. That 
« Murmuring Diſcontent is. a Daughter of 
&* diforderly, ſuper-abundant Self Love, and 
© the Mother of Complaint, is what every one 
te will readily allow: But few, I fear, con- 
« ſider, that the latter may juſtly be call'd, a 
* Scourge of Human Society; a Pool of many 
* Vices 3 a Source of Deſpair ; and a Peſt of 
* our Eternal as well as Temporal Happineſs. 
* A Perſon of this unfortunate Diſpoſition is 
s neither ſatisfied with himſelf nor others, 
te neither with Nature, nor with the Almighty 
e Author of all Things. He is an Enemy to 
te the whole Creation. Diſcontent makes him 
*© complain, and finding Fault encreaſes his 
| Diſcontent. 
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« Diſcontent. A diſſatisfied Body can never 
© ſerve Gop: He is inſenſible of his Good- 
* neſs, therefore cannot thank him: Is not 
© mov'd by his Glory; how then can he ho- 


* nour him? His Mercy makes no Impreſſion 
« on ͤ him; how then can he love him? 


ce T nAvE reſerv'd your Queſtion, Yhether 
« I think it might be worth your while to print 
« theſe Letters? as the moſt difficult to be 
« anſwered, to the laſt, I ſhall only ſay, that 
te if an agreeable Mixture of Hiſtory and Fa- 
ce ble; of Wit, Humour and Satire; written 
« in an eaſy familiar Style, and in ſuch Man- 
r ner, that the moſt ordinary Reader may be 
<« able to diſcover, which of theſe Occurrences 
ce are related as Truth, and which as Fiction; 
« if, I fay, theſe Things can recommend any 
te thing to the Publick, you may, I believe, 
&« ſafely venture. |

er laſt was from Amſterdam, which 
only informed you of my Arrival 
there; without attempting to give 
you any Account of a Country you 
are ſo much better acquainted with 
1 2 D than myſelf; having ſo often tra- 
4 velPd thro' it, during the laſt Wax, 
in your Way to the Armies, as well in the M. 
therlands, as on the Rhine. I made but 'a hort 
Stay in that City; and, as in my former Journy 
to Vienna, I went by the Way of A the 
Black Foreſt, Augsburg and Nurenburg, I reſolved 
now to take a quite different Route, and after 
having viſited the Hanſee- Towns of Bremen, Ham- 
burg and Lubeck, and the adjacent Countries of H- 
ſtein and Mecklenburg, to take a Tour to the Courts 
of Hanover and Wolfembuttel, and from thence 
to travel, thro* Saxony and Bohemia to the —_

Court. Of theſe Countries, and of the principal 
Towns and Cities of them, thro* which I ſhall 
paſs, I propoſe, in Obedience to your Commands, 
to give you ſuch Accounts as may be acceptable, 
and not altogether void of Uſe, from one Friend 
to another; but which will by no Means bear the 
Scrutiny of a critical Examination. My Letters 
therefore, wiil be very unfit to be communicated 
to any but ſuch intimate Friends, as your dear 
ſelf ; and upon no Account proper to be expos'd 
to the Public; which, as undeſerving of it as I 
am convinc'd they muſt be, you might, without a 
Caution, be tempted-to do, on Account of the Va- 
riety of Matter they will probably contain. I have 
thought this Caution the more neceſſary, as, know- 
ing I write to an indulgent Friend who will pardon 
all Faults, I ſhall not be over-careful either as to 
my Stile cr Order. I may, likewiſe, probably 
now and then, interſperſe, with my Hiſtorical, Geo- 
graphical, and Political Remarks, an Allegory, or 
a Piece of Private Hiſtory, which it might not be 
ſo proper to expoſe to all the World. 
Mr My Reſolucion being fix'd for Bremen, I made 
Enquiry after the moſt agreable and eaſy Route; 
I was recommended to that thro' Eaſt-Frieſland as 
the pleaſanteſt, and leaſt expenſive : But, to par- 


; take of theſe Benefits, I ſhould have been obliged 


to wait ſome Weeks, the Rivers and Canals not 
being yet ſo free from Ice to admit of travelling 
in Treck. ſcbuyts. The common Poſt-waggons, I 
was told, would be very inconvenient, on many 
Accounts; eſpecially as they drive Night and Day: 
1 was, theretore, advis'd to look out for a Com- 
. panion or two, and then we might travel more at 
Eale, and ly by every. Night. I applied myſelf, 
for this End, to a young French Merchant, with 
whom I had contracted an Acquaintance, at the 
Ordinary in the Houſe where I lodg d. He told 


me, 
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me, he was to depart himſelf, in a few Days, for 
the famous Fair of Leipzick, and ſhould take Bre- 
men and Hamburg, in his Way. He was ſo kind 
to offer me a Place in his Chaiſe, with himſelf and 
his Book-keeper : But gave me, at the ſame Time, 
to underſtand, that being obliged to viſit ſeveral 
of his Correſpondents, at different Towns ha 
Places, he could not promiſe me to go the nearelt 
Way, nor that he might not be detained a few 
Days in ſome Places. Theſe Circumſtances being 
rather acceptable than diſagreable to me, who am 


neither limited to Time nor Place, I readily ac- 


cepted his Offer; and we left Amſterdam, about a 
eek afterwards. Our firſt Tour was, by the 
Way of Utrecht, Nimeguen, Cleve and Santen, to 
Weſel, at each of which Places we ſtaid a Night 
and Part of a Day, and at the latter three Days, 
on Occaſion of a heavy Rain. I forbear giving 
you any Deſcription of theſe Places, which I know 
you have travelPd thro' yourſe!t more than once. 
My Fellow-traveller being an excellent Companion, 
who had ſeen the World, and, with a tolerable 
Share of Learning, had gain'd an Experience be- 
yond his Years, I paſs'd my Time with him very 
agreably, notwithſtandipg the Morrification of 
bad Roads and worſe Weather. Comes juctthdus 
in via pro vebiculo eſt. r 
Ar Veſel, he told me, he ſhould now put .] 
Patience to the Trial, and bid me prepare to look 
Poverty and Miſery in the-Face, in their moſt ug- * 
ly Shapes: For we were going to travel thro' a 
Country, which had as great a Share of both, as 
any in Germany; I mean Weſtphalia. However,

to raiſe my Spirits again, which began viſibly to 


droop, on View of the frigheful Images he had 
placed before. me, he told ma hd taken Care 


to ſtore his Hamper, with all the portable Conye- 
niences we ſhould ſtand in Need of. The. br 
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Night's Lodging gave me but too evident Proofs 
of my Friend's Veracity : We came, about the 
Cloſe of the Evening, to a miſerable Village, where 
we might truly have ſaid, that Poverty ſtared out 
of every Window, had there been any ſuch Thing 
in the whole Place: But I ſoon perceived, that 
one large Entrance, at one End, and a ſmall Door, 
about the Middle of each Side of the Houſes, ſer- 
ved not only for the Convenience of going in and 
out, but were as well all the Windows, as all the 
Chimnies they had. Theſe Houſes, which are low 
and thatch'd, conſiſt of but one pretty large oblong 
Room, which ſerves for Kitchen, Parlour, Bed- 
chamber and Stable, We were carried to the Inn 
or Publick-Houſe ; a Hovel, in nothing diſtin- 
guiſhable from the Reſt, but by a Manger at the 
Door, and a crooked Billet for a Sign. Our Coach- 
man drove directly into the Fore-part of the Caſtle, 
bn each Side of which, I perceived, the Cows were 
ſtationed. Here we alighted, and ſeeing a Fire 
towards the other End, we made up to it: We 
found it environ'd by a Set of Wretches, who had 
little more of Humanity in them than their Shape. 
They edg'd, indeed, together, to make Room for 
us; but, for any thing elſe, took no farther Notice. 
We accepted even of this ſmall Token of their Fa- . 
vour, and ſat down by them, on ſome Logs, which =} 
ſerved firſt for Seats and then for Fuel: But what 
with the Stench of their filthy Mundungus, and o- 
ther difagreable Smells, added to the Smoak of 
the green Wood they burnt, that very much of- 

fended our Eyes, we ſoon left them, hugging them- 
ſelves with the Pleaſure of ſeing our Uneafineſs, 
which we perceived they were very merry. upon. 
As we ſaw neither Chair nor Table, we made our 
"Trunks ferve inſtead of the former, and the Ham- 
per, which contained our Proviſions, took Place of 
dhe latter to ſpread our Cloth upon: But * . 
| . orc 
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forced to diſpenſe with every other Conyeniency- 


During our Supper, having heard of a Sort of Bread, 


which is their chief Food in this Country, called 
Pompernickel, I had the Curioſity to call for a Slice 
of it, which being hewed with a Hatchet, from a 
large Loaf of at leaſt a Buſhel, was accordingly 
ſerved, on a wooden Trencher, with great Form : 
But I had enough of the Looks of it, not to be 
tempted to taſte ir. The Colour of it is a dark 
brown, pretty near approaching to Black, and by 
the Hew, one would take it to be a Compound of 
ſome very filthy Materials. Upon Enquiry, I 
found it was made of Rye, coarſely ground, with 
all the Bran left in it, and that there had not been 
the greateſt Care taken, to ſever it from the Pieces 
of Straw, Hair, and other Naſtineſs, which had 
been ſwept with the Corn from the threſhing Floor. 


1 was curious to know the Etymology of the ſtrange 


Name they gave it; but my Enquiry out- reached 
the Sphere of our Landlord's Knowledge, and I 


had remained in Ignorance of this important Secret, 


had not a Fellow, who took Care to inform us he 
was the School-maſter of the Village, laid down his 
Inch of Pipe, and ſolv'd the Matter, in the fol- 
lowing Manner: A Frenchman (ſaid he) tra- 
«« velling thro* this Country, and asking for Bread, 


had a Slice of this (for we have no other) Sort, 
«© preſented him; Upon which he cried out ga 


% et bon pour Nicol (or, as our Pariſh-Prieſt inter- 


<« prets it, that is good for Nicholas) a Name, it 


„ ſeems, he had given his Horſe z which Words, 
in Imitation of our Betters, we have engrafted 
* into our Language, and thence produced the 
* barbarous Word Pompernickel”. Having re- 
warded our Interpreter with a Glaſs of Nantz, and 
cheer'd ourſelves with a Couple of Bottles of good 
French Claret, we ſhewed a Diſpoſition to Reſt ; 


Whereupon our Landlord, to treat us as Gueſts 
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of Diſtinction, ordered ſome Truſles of clean Straw 
to be ſpread on the Mud-floor, with the Help of 
a Pitch-fork, and gave each of us a Truſs for 
a Pillow, aſſuring us there was not a wholſomer 
or more cleanly Lager (Bed I ſuppoſe he meant) 
in the whole Country. 

Tus were we forced to ly down, with the Cows 
champing their Straw on the one Side, the Hogs 
grunting on the other, three or four Women, with 
a whole Litter of ſquawling Brats, on our Right, 
and their Huſbands, bleſſedly drunk, with Corn- 
Brandy, ſome ſnoring, others ranting, and again 
others ſpewing, on our Left; with a Stench ariſing 
from the ſour Eructations of ſo many different A- 
nimals, and other concomitant Cauſes, that we 
thould have thought a Bog-houſe a Noſegay : And 
to mend the Matter, the ſlovenly Clown, who had 
drove us the laſt Stage, thinking our Landlord had 
been too liberal of his Straw, for three Perſons, 
very familiarly laid himſelf down by us. 
Ix this pitiful Plight, Wearineſs, at length, 
clos d my Eyes, and I ſlept tolerably well; till a 
ſadden Twitch, which almoſt deprived me of: my 
Pillow, at the ſame Time, awaked- me ; when, 
ſtretching out my Arm, the. firſt Thing I laid hold 


of as a Cow's Horn, and, I found; the good-na- 


tured Creature, having broke looſe. from her Ted- 
der, had, without Ceremony, made bold with my 
Pillow for her Supper, or rather Breakfaſt, for 1 
found it was near — Lou will eaſily ima- 
gine, I had no farther Inclination to Sleep; 1 choſe 
rather to grope out my Way to the Door, for the 
Benefit of a Mouthful of freſh Air, which by this 
Time began to be highly neceſſary ; and Aurora 
beginning to ariſe from Tethys's Lap, I awaked my 
Companions, and having order'd freſh Horſes to 
be put to our Chaiſe (-for you muſt know the glo- 
rious Hovel, of which I have given you a Picture, 
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was a Poſt-houſe too) we departed at Day-break, 
and, to our great Refreſhment, reſted from our 
Labours, by continuing our. Travels. 

Tris faint Sketch may ſerve to give you a ge- 
neral Idea of the whole Country, only this I ob- 
ſerved ; as Weſtphalia is under the Dominion of ſe- 
veral Princes, partly Proteſtants and partly Pa- 
piſts, whoſe Dominions are ſo intermixed, that 
we went out of one into the other, ſeveral Times 
in a Day's Journy, that there are Degrees even in 

4 Miſery, and that the former enjoy ſome Com- 

4 forts of Life, which the latter are deprived of, 

1 by the Knavery and Tyranny of their Prieſts ; of 
which even we, who were only travelling thro' 
their Country, felt the Effects: For, it being Lent, 
we were forced to enjoy our own Proviſions by 
Stealth, and whenever we had an Inclination to re- 

gale ourſelves with a Slice of Veſtpbalia-Ham, 

to obtain Leave firſt of the Pariſh-Prieſt, at the 
Expence of a Bottle of Wine or Brandy. 

' As the Proteſtants in Weſtphalia. are, a great 
Part of them, Calviniſts, we met with daily In- 
ſtances of thoſe two great Weakneſſes of human 
Reaſon, Enthuſiaſm and Superſtition ; which a 
Member of the Church of England, who is edu- 
cated in a juſt and happy Medium between. both, 
cannot but (I had almoſt ſaid, and muſt fay it, ab- 
ſtrated of political Principles) equally abhor. 

Tux firſt Place we come to of Note, was this 
famous City of Munſter, the Capital of Weſtphalia, 

and of a Biſhopric of the ſame Name, under the 
Archbiſhop of Cologn, and the Reſidence of its 
Biſhop fituate on the River Aa, not far from its 
Conflux with the Ems. As my Stay in the ſeveral 
Places, which I ſhall paſs thro' in Weſtphalia, will 
not be above a Day or two at each, and not much 
longer here, you muſt be contented with ſuch a*-  * 
brief Account of them, as I ſhall be able to procure 
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in ſo ſhort Time, eſpecially as I ſhall relate no- 


thing to you but what I have ypon the beſt Infor-. 
mation. | 2 


Tux Inhabitants pretend this City was firſt built 


by the Tencteri, an ancient German People, in or 
about the Year 584, who call'd it Mayland (the 
ſame Name the Germans now give to Milan in 1ta- 
ly) which it kept *cill about the Year 696, when, 


on what Occaſion I don't find, it was changed to 


Mumingerods. In 772, it was taken by Charle- 
magne, wno, having founded a Biſhop's See here, 
and in the circumjacent Country, about the Year 


785, and having built a Monaſtery, and a Church 


or Cathedral here, call'd the Munſter, this City 
from thence took the Name it now bears; tho” 
ſome pretend it had not this Name, *till Herman I, 


their 14th Biſhop, built a Monaſtery on the other 
Side of the River, which he call'd Monaſterium 


Frans aguam, about the Beginning of the 11th Cen- 
tury, and yet enjoys great Privileges. In 1121, 
it was beſieged and reduced to a Heap of Ruins, 
by Theodorick, the degraded Biſhop 3 but was re- 
Built and enlarg'd by his Succeſſor z and Herman 
II, the 25th Biſhop, added the Walls and Gates, 
in the Beginning of the 13th Century, Theodorick 
III, the 27th Biſhop, who was elected in or about 
1225, laid the firſt Stone of the Cathedral, which 
was not, however, finiſhed *till 36 Years after, 
under Gerbardus, the 3 iſt Biſhop. My Com-

0 continue my Account of this City, 1 
We muſt tell you, that it is particularly no- 
ted in Hiſtory, for three very remarka- 
* ble Tranſactions. 52 
1. THz Inſurrection of the Anabaptiſts, who, in 
1533, ſeiz'd the City, and, ſetting up Jack of 
Leyden for their King, laid it under inexpreſſible 
Calamities, and perpetrated the moſt horrid Villa- 
nies, under the Pretence of an Enthuſiaſtic Zeal. 
Theſe Troubles continned 'till 1535, when Biſhop 
William II beſieg' d it, and after a Year's Siege, 
with great Bloodſhed, reduced the Rebels; where- 
upon he caug'd their King, Jobn, to have his Fleſh 
torn from his Bones, with red hot Pinchers, and 
his mangled Body, being put into a Sort of Iron 
Basket, to be hoiſted to the Top of the higheſt 
Steeple in the City. YA 35 
2. THz famous Treaty, which put an End to 
the bloody War that had raged thirty Years in 
Germany, on Account of Religion, and was con- 
cluded here, in 1648. | 
3. THz Troubles and War the Inhabitants had 
with their 57th Biſhop, Bernhard Chriſtopher von 
Galen (a Man wholly addicted to Cruelty and 
Bloodſhed ) who being elected in 1650, pretended. 
to a certain Juriſdiction, in Temporalities, never 
2 by his Predeceſſors (this City having for- 
merly been a free 2 City, and afterwards ex- 
empt) and great Diſorders enſued. In 1057, be- 
WP 9 9 eee | ng 
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ing back'd by the Electors of Mentz, Triers and Co- 
logn, together with the Duke of Neuburg, he laid 
Siege to the Town, which was defended with great 
Obſtinacy, by the Burghers, with the Help of the 
Dutch, *cill, the latter End of O#ober, they came 
to an Agreement with the Biſhop, that the City 
ſhould, for the future, be garriſoned partly with his 
Troops. But this Treaty did not ſubſiſt three 
Years, before the Biſhop found a new Pretence to 
quarrel with them, and the Dutch, at the Deſire 
of ſæveral Princes of Germany, having refuſed them 
their Aſſiſtance, they were obliged, in March 1661, 
after an obſtinate and bloody Siege, to ſurrender 
themſelves to the Mercy of the Biſhop, who ma- 
king his public Entry into the City, in July fol- 
lowing, overthrew their whole Form of -Govern- 
ment, rook the Adminiſtration into his own Hands, 
and new-modePd it ; ſince which the City has been 
— . - oz.  . 
Tax Biſhops were nominated by the Emperors, 
till the Beginning of the 13th Century, ſince when 
they have been elected by the Chapter, which con- 
fiſts of about forty Canons, who, for their Qua- 
ligcation, muſt prove their Nobility, for eight 
Generations, and that they have ſtudied a Year 
and fix Weeks at Paris. The preſent Biſhop is 
Clement Auguſtus of Bavaria, who was elected in 
1719, to this Biſhopric, and to that of Paderborn, 
and in 1723, Elector of Colagn ®. 

Tux preſent City is a well fortified Place, al- 
moſt circular, has eight Gates, and a fine Citadel, 


.calFd the Paulus. Ber, or Paul's-Mount, near ad- 


Joining to it, built in 1663, by Biſhop von Galen, 


* He is likewiſe Biſhop of Oſnabrug, where he was elected in 
1728, upon the Deceaſe of Erne Auguftus, of Hanover, Duke 
of. York, Brother of hig late Majeſty King George I, and aſter his 
Death it again devolves to the Houſe of Hanover. © | 
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to keep the Burghers in Aw; and for this Reaſon, 
he likewiſe call'd it the Brille“. The River Aa 
flows thro! the City, and falls into the Ems near 
the new Gate. At our Entrance, into this Place, 
I obſerved a great Number of Prieſts, of different 
Orders, and, as I thought, excepting the Prieſts, 
more Women than Men, many of whom ſeem'd 
to be of the looſer Sort (+). As we came here in 
the Forenoon, and our Stay was to be but ſhort, 
I no ſooner had refreſhed myſelf, in my Quarters, 
than I got a Perſon to accompany me in taking a 
View of the City, The Houſes are moſt of them 
ancient, or at leaſt in the antique Stile, and the 
5 5 in the four Markets, where, among other 

uildings, the Senat-houſe, and the Hall for the 
Guilden, or Companies of Arrtificers, are the moſt 
remarkable: In the Eaſtern Part of the City is a 
large Place, where the Fronts of the Houſes reſt 
upon Pillars, and form a handſome Piazza. This 
City has five Collegiate and fix Pariſh Churches, 
beſides a great Number of Monaſteries, Convents 
and Religious Houſes, moſt of them ſtately Piles, 
and ſome pleaſantly ſituated, in the Midſt of beau- 
tiful Gardens. I viſited as many of them, as Time 
would allow me, this and the following Day, and 
had particular Civilities ſhewn me in ſeveral of 
them; but more eſpecially in a Convent of Domi- 
nicans, an Order indulg'd with more Freedom than 


Our Author's Friend muſt have underſtood the German Idiom 
to comprehend this Reaſon without an Explanation.

It is a general Obſervation in the Roman Catholic Cities 
of Germany, the more Prieſts, the more W—res: And at Mentx, 
they have a Saying, that if any one paſſes the Bridge, from the 
other Side of the River, without meeting a Prieſt or a W—re, 
wb ha | any 
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any other except the Jeſuits, and whoſe Votaries, 
at leaſt if we may judge by their outward Appea- 
rance, wallow in Luxury and Eaſe. They are, 
likewiſe, calPd the Order of Preachers, and are 
fuppos'd, next to the Sons of Loyola t, to be the 
moſt learned. It being about Noon, when I viſit- 
ed them, I was invited to partake of what they 
calld a Repas maigre (or Faſting Dinner); but 
tho? it conſiſted wholly of Fiſh, it P r'd in {6 
many Shapes, and different Ways o Preſſing, as 
might have ſatisfied an Epicure. After Dinner, 
one of the Fathers accompanied me to a Nunnery 
of the ſame Order near adjoining ®, where, how- 
ever, I was to have gone no farther, than the Par- 
Jour | and Chapel: But, by a ſurprizing Ad- 
| venture, was afterwards admited into the moſt in- 
U ward Receſſrs of it. F 
| Wurm we enter'd the Parlour, I found two Nuns 
at the Grate, cheapening ſome little ſilver Toys, 
which an elderly Woman had to fell. I took 
the Liberty (having firſt aſk*'d my Guide, if I 
might do it without an Affront.) to offer each of 
them a ſilver Needle-caſe, which they accepted of, 
and diſcourſed 'with me in French : But by their 
reſerved Anſwers, I ſuſpected, as it afterwards ap-

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a Couple of antiquated Siſters, who had no Reliſh 
for Gaiety. It was not long before I was. relieved 
from their dry Converſation, by a third, who ſeem'd 
to be the very Reverſe of them. She came run- 
ning to the Grate, with the perfect Air of a Coquette, - 
diſcovering a lovely. white Hand, took hold of mine, 
thro* the Irons, and, without farther Ceremony, 
accoſted me, in Italian, with a Come ſta Signore 
Ingbleſe? (How do you do Mr. Engliſhman ? ) I 
thought my Habit might betray my Nation, and; 
therefore; without any Shew of Surprize at her 
Knowledge of that, began to talk with her, in the 
Language I thought her own; tho? her Diſcourſe 
ſavour'd more of the Freedom of the Exgliſb, with 
ſomething of the Levity of the French Woman. I 
perceived ſhe was young, and, by the Sample ſhe 
had given me of a ſoft white Hand, imagined her

Father-Confeſſor, was out of Hearing: Judge how 
ſtrong my Curioſity, as well as Inclination, muſt 
be, to ſee my little Charmer unveiPd, eſpecially as 
ſhe ſeem'd to expreſs as great a Deſire, of being 
better acquainted with me, as I could have. After 
about a ner of an Hour, in which it is hard to

Friend, Mr. Br ——7 of Canterbury; the fame 
merry, witty, pratling little Gypſy ſhe ever was 
capable of warming the frozen Appetite of a ſu- 
perannuated Hermit, or of raiſing irregular Deſires 
in the moſt rigid Pretender to Sanctity and Morti- 
fication : The ſame, who about three Years ago, 
left her Father's Houſe privately, and retired to 
her Aunt's, in Ireland, from whence we had the 
formal Account of her Death, about ſix Months 
afterwards. | 

AFTER having rallied me, in her uſual jaunting 
Way, upon the Subject of my Surprize, ſhe told

Tears in her Eyes, at her Feet: She had fo artfully 
put on the Countenance of a Perſon agonizing al- 
moſt in the Pangs of Death, that I was myſelf at 
a Loſs, whether her Sickneſs was feign'd or real? 
But the ghoſtly Father, after having finiſh*d his Of- 
fice, being retit d, leaving the Care of her Body to 
her affectionate Kinſman, and the good Mother go- 
ing likewiſe officiouſly to fetch ſomething ſhe thought 
wanting, we were no ſooner alone, than puting on 
an agreable Simper, ſhe, in a languiſhing Tone, 
aſk'd me if 1 could not gueſs at her Diſtemper ?

LETTER III. 


S IX, PADERBORN. 


& FinNISHED my Jait with the Concluſion 
of my Adventure with a beautiful Nun at 
EE Munſter, formerly our Acquaintance in 
England. I no ſooner return'd to my 
Lodgings, than, having finiſh*d that Let- 
ter, which I had begun and continued at Intervals, 
I order*d Poſt-horſes to be provided, and, riding all 
Night, overtook my Travelling Companion, the 
next Morning, at a Place call'd Soeft, ſeven Ger- 
man Miles from Munſter, South; remarkable only 


for being as poor, as we can imagine g large Place to 


be without Trade, and cumber'd wit Nera Mo- 
naſteries, whoſe Inhabitants, like Neſts Rats, 


in the Walls and Rafters of a Granary, *at&+conti- 


nually preying on whatever is within their Reach. 
This City is ſo ancient, that it was noted in the 
Days of Charlemaign, and is now very large, being 


divided into fourteen Pariſhes, and having as many 


Gates; but is in fo ruinous a Condition, that very 
few of the Streets are paved. It was formerly a 
free Imperial City, but, at different Times, under- 
went various Changes, and is now ſubject to the 


King of Pruſſia, as Earl of Marck, When it was 
"GS taken 
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taken and plunder'd, in the Year 1622, by Chri/: 
tian, Duke of Brunſwick, among other Booty, he is 
ſaid to have carried away the twelve Apoſtles, in 
maſly Silver. Its preſent Poverty is aſcrih'd, in- 
deed, to its different Fate and Sufferings in War, and 
by Fire ; but it is, perhaps, more owing to its being 
made a Prey to the Roman Catholic Prieſts, who are 
Maſters of the Cathedral, and of eleven of the other 
Pariſh-Churches, and have likewiſe ſeveral Monaſ- 
teries, and, in particular, a famous Nunnery, call'd 
Paradiſe. There are, however, among the Inha- 
bitants, a pretty large number of Lutherans, who 
poſſeſs two of the Pariſh Churches, and a Nunnery 
of that Perſuaſion ®. They pretend here to an 
ancient Body of Laws, call'd Jus Soſatenſe, which, 
tho? not mention'd by many ancient Writers, is 
generally allow'd to have been the Foundation of 
that ancient Body of Laws, now call'd the Jus Lu- 
 becenſe, after having received conſiderable Improve- 
ments from the Saxon Laws, and from thoſe of 
Wisbuy. ce! | 

My Companion and I, having ſpent the Aſter- 
noon in viſiting the Churches and Cloiſters, where 
Plenty appeared as barefaced as Poverty in the 
Town, when we return'd to our Lodgings, and 
aſk'd for our Beds, were directed to an Opening in 
the Wall, which we mounted, with the Help of a 
Chair, and a high Trunk, and found a Place over 
the Entry into the Houſe ; capacious enough for 
us all three to ſtretch ourſelves out, hut hardly 
high enough to fit upright. In this Cabbin, they 
had jaid a good ſoft Feather-bed (as they gene-

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rally all are in this Country, where they have any ) 
on the bare Boards, and another of the ſame Kind 
to cover us, if we had been inclin'd to creep in 
between them; but both in greaſy, filthy Ticking, 
and without either Sheer, Blanket or Quilt ; we 
therefore thought it adviſable to lye upon both, and 
cover ourſelves with our Cloaks. 

We did not meet with any Thing, in this Place, 
capable of tempting us to ſtay any longer here, 
than my Companion's Buſineſs oblig'd him to; ſo 

we departed the next Morning for Tirfade, where 
we arriv'd early the ſame Afternoon. As my Com- 
panion propog'd to continue our Journy the next 
Morning for Paderborn, which is but three German 
Miles from Lipſtadt, Weſtward, I had not much 
Time to look about me, nor could I learn, that 
there was any Thing very remarkable to be ſeen. 
I found, at approaching it, that this is a Place 
of great Strength, partly by Art, but more by Na- 
ture, being ſituated on the River Lippe, in the Midſt 
of unpaſſable Moraſſes; and I was told there, that 


it is eſteem'd one of the ſtrongeſt Places in Weſt- 


phalia. The Town 1s large, and has the Appea- 
rance of being one of the Habitations of Ppverty, 
tho* not under the Oppreſſion of the Roman Catho- 
lics : It is very ancient, ſaid to be built ſo early 
as 1150, was formerly in the Hanſeatick League, 
and once a free Imperial City; till, in Length of 
Time, it fell under the Juriſdiction of the Counts 
of Lippe, and became their Reſidence, as it was the 
Capital of the County of that Name *. In 1366, 
Count Simon pawn'd it to Engelbert, Count of the

„There are two Sorts of Counts in Germany ; one who may 


be called titulary, and poſſeſs no Sovereignties ; and the other, 
who are called Reichs Grafen (or Counts of the Empire) whe

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Marck, for $000 Marks of Silver *, and being 
never after redeemed, it fell, with the Duchy of 
Cleve, to the Houſe of Brandenburg, in whoſe 
Poſſeſſion it yet remains . In the thirty Years 
War, on Account of Religion, in Germany, it was 
taken four Times, viz. in 1621 by the Spaniards, 
in 1622 by Duke Chriſtian of Brunſwick, in 1623 
by the Imperialiſts, and in 1633 by the Heſſians, 
who reſtored it to Frederick William, Elector of 
Brandenburg, aſter the Treaty of Veſtpbalia. In 
1650 it was almoſt wholly burnt by Lightning; 
and in 1679 it was put into the Hands of the 
French, as a Security, for a ſhort Time : Since 
when the new Fortifications ſeem to have been

IN our Way to Paderborn, and within a German 
Mile of that City, we met with a mix'd Multitude, 
which put me in Mind of Butler's Deſcription of 
3 Rabble going to a Bear-baiting, in Hudiþras : 


The numerous Rabble was drawn out 

Of ſeveral Countries round about, 

From Villages remote and Shires, 

Of Eaſt and Weſtern Hemiſpheres ; 

From foreign Pariſhes and Regions, 

Of different Manners, Speech, Religions, &c. 


For ſo they ſeem'd to me to be, a confus'd pro- 
miſcuous Rabble of Men, Women and Children : 
But inſtead of being headed by Hudibras's Crow- 
dero, they were led by ſeveral Prieſts, and inſtead 
of Staves and Clubs, every one carried a lighted

Ar our Entrance into this City of Paderborn, 
we met a Proceſſion. of the Hoſt, carrying pro- 
bably to ſome ſick Perſon ; upon which I was pre- 
paring to get out of the Chaiſe, and pay the ſeem- 
ing Devotion to it, which 1 had been formerly 
often obliged to do in other Parts of Germany: 
And had once, at Cologn, met with a very rough 
Salute, from the But-end of a Muſket, for not being 
ready enough in complying : But I was ſtopp'd by 
my Companion, who told me, that in theſe Parts 
of Germany, where the Proteſtants are ſo inter- 
mix*d with the Catholics, the latter abated very 
much of their Superſtition, in the Eye of the 
World, and it would be ſufficient to ſtand up 
uncovered, I was not a little glad of this Ad- 
monition ; not that I think there is ſo much in 
kneeling on ſuch an Occaſion ; an ejaculative 
Prayer, to the Al MI GH , can never be amiſs, 
and an humble Entreaty to preſerve us, by his 
i Grace, 
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Grace, from ſuch blind Superſtition, at no Time 
more proper; but it happen'd to be in a filthy 
dirty Place, where kneeling would not have been 
very agreable. | 
Tux City of Paderborn is the Capital of a Bi- 
ſhopric of that Name, under the Archbiſhop of 
Mentz, ſituate near the River Lippe; but has its 
Name from the Pader (a little River which has it 
Riſe juſt under the high Altar of its Cathedral) 
and Born, a Spring or Fountain, In the Time 
of Charlemaign, it was a large Village, and was 
commonly honour'd with the Reſidence of that 
Emperor, when he viſited this Part of ancient 
Saxony. In the Year 777, that Prince held a ge- 
rieral Convention of the Franks and Saxons at 
this Place, whither three Kings of the Saracens re- 
ſorted from Spain, and a great — of Saxons and 
W:/tphalians, were baptized. About the fame Time, 
he built a Church there, and call'd it St. Salvator; 
but it was afterwards deſtroyed by the Saxons. In 
780, Charlemaign propos'd to erect a Biſhop's See 
here; but the Place not being then fortified, nor 
the Saxons totally ſubdued, it was placed at the 
Fortreſs of Heriſtell, five German Miles from Pader- 
born, where it remain'd *till 795, when Wittekind, 
the Great, Duke of the Saxons, having been bap- 
tiz'd, and the Church being rebuilt, it was tranſ- 
ferr'd thither. Pope Leo III, coming himſelf to 
this Place in 799, confirm'd this Biſhopric, and 
conſecrited the Altar in Honour to St. Stephen, whoſe 
Relicks he had brought with him from Rome, 
and depoſited here. Emperor Otto Il, is faid to 
have offer'd at this Altar a Croſs of Gold, of the 
Value of 60,000 Guilders : But in 999 the 
Cathedral, together with the Library, Privileges,

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and indeed, the beſt Part of the City, was de- 
ſtroyed by Fire: However, the Year following, 
Emperor Otto III, renew'd the Privileges of this 
City, which has given Occaſion to ſome Writers 
to call it yet a free Imperial City; tho' without 
Grounds ; at leaſt, at this Time, it is not included 
in the Matricula Imperii, but is ſubje& to the Bi- 
ſhop of this Name. It was likewiſe formerly in 
the Hanſeatick League. In 1002, Emperor Henry II, 
cauſed his Empreſs Cunegunda to be crown'd in 
this City. Meinwercus, the tenth Biſhop of Pa- 
derborn, who liv'd in the Begining of the eleventh 
Century, firſt ſurrounded this City with Walls. 
Beſides what I have already mentioned, this City 
has had the Misfortune, four ſeveral Times, to be 
almoſt wholly deſtroy'd by Fire, viz. in 1058, in 
1133, in 1165, and in 1340. In 1530, the In- 
habitants attempted to introduce the Lutheran Re- 
ligion, and procur'd the Aſſiſtance of three Luthe- 
ran Divines, but in vain; and ſeveral ſuffer'd on 
that Account. In 1604, Theodoric, the 44th Biſhop 
of Paderborn, with the Aſſiſtance of John, Earl of 
Eaſt-Friſeland, oblig'd the Inhabitants to deliver 
the City into his Hands, by Agreement : Bur 
having inſerted ſome Articles, which had not 
been ſtipulated, when it came to be read, at the 
Town-houſe, the Burgher-maſter, Liberius Wi- 
chard tore it ; whereupon a Tumult immediately 
enſued. The Inhabitants depended on the Al- 
ſiſtance of Landgrave Morice of Heſſe-Cafſel, who, 
indeed, came with a ſufficient Body ot Troops, 
but too late, Earl John having been before-hand 
with him, and taken Poſſeſſion ; upon which the 
Ring-leaders of the oppoſite Party being taken 
up, the Burgher-maſter was quarter'd, ſeveral of 
his Adherents put to Death, and others fin'd ; the 
City diveſted of all its Franchiſes, and the Form of 
Government alter'd. And, in 1613, this W Bi-

ſhop founded a Univerſity here. In 1622, Duke 
Chriſtian of Brunſwick, Biſhop of Halberſtadt, poſ- 
ſeſs'd himſelf of the beſt Part of this Biſhopric, 
and made a conſiderable Booty in this City, eſpe- 
cially of the Gold and Silver Images of Saints, 
among which, that in Gold of St. Liborius, weigh'd 
eighty Pounds, all which he had the Grace to put 
into a new Form, by recommending them to the 
Care of the Maſter of his Mint. In 1633, it 
was taken by Landgrave William of Heſſe, but 
deliver'd up to the Emperor, in 1636. In 1646, it 
ſurrender'd, on Diſcretion, to the Swedes and Heſſians, 
under the Command of the General Field-Mar- 
ſhal, Charles Guſtavus Wrangel; but towards the 
Concluſion of the fame Year, when the Heſſian; 
began to fortify it, they were drove out of it by 
Francis William, Biſhop of Oſuabrug; after which 
enſued the treaty of Weſtphalia, The preſent Bi- 
ſhop is Prince Clement Auguſtus of Bavaria, who, 
as I have ſaid above, was elected in 1719, and is 
a Prince of the Empire, as Biſhop of Paderborn. The 
Chapter conſiſts of twenty-iour Canons, whoſe Quali- 
fications conſiſt in being paſt the Age of twenty-one, 
having ſtudied in ſome Univerſity of France or [taly, 
and proving their Nobility for ſixteen Generations 
*. The Biſhops have their Reſidence at an ancient 
Palace, call'd Neubauſg, two German Miles from 
thence, built in 1590, by Theodoric, of Furſten- 
burg; which I was to ſee, but found nothing there 
worthy of Remark. 
TE City of Paderborn is now handſomely built, 
and ſome of the Churches magnificent. As you

have 
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have yourſelf travell'd in Roman Catholic Countries, 
and are acquainted with the Manner of adorning 
| their Churches, as well as their ridiculous Ceremo- 

i! nies, I ſhall not detain you with a Relation of them; 
but, inſtead thereof, give you an Account of a di- 
verting, or rather ſhocking Sight, I met with in one 
of the Churches of this Place. Ir being, as I have 
ſaid before, Lent, and my travelling Companion be- 
1 mg oblig' d to ſtay here ſome Days, my firſt Thought, 
1 afrer I came to our Lodgings, was how to get a 
Licenſe to eat meat. My Landlord carried me, 
for that End, to the Curate of his Pariſh, who, 
after ſome Expoſtulation with me, on the Neceſſity 
of it, on Account of my pretended ill State of 
Health, told me, he would gratify me ia it for a 
Week ; but that he was obliged to enjoin me a ſmall 
Pennance for it, which, however, he would likewiſe 
remit me, upon my buying, of a Print- ſeller who 
had his Stall in the Porch of his Church, ſix Im- 
preſſions or Prints of the Virgin Mary's Foot, the 
exact Dimenſions of which he had obtain'd by a 
very great Miracle, and had cauſed it to be engrav'd 
ar his own Charge. As the whole Expence was bur 

a Guilder, I readily complied, and had a Permiſſion 
accordingly. But while I was purchaſing thoſe 
Prints, I obſerv'd _ the Stall, among other ſa- 
cred Trumpery, a Box containing a large Number 
of Heads, Legs, Arms, and, in ſhort, of every 
Member of a human Body (not excepting the Pa- 
denda of both Sexes) handſomely repreſented in 
yellow and white Wax, the largeſt not above the 
Length of a little Finger. As I was mightily 
pleas d with the Beauty of theſe religious Nick- 
nacks, I was as curious to know the Virtue or Uſe 
of them. My Landlord, who, I found, was ont 
of Danger of dying a Martyr to his Religion, told 
me, if I would ſtep into the Church he would ſhew 

| me 
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me. He thereupon led me to a handſom Altar, on 
which was an Image of the Virgin Mary, adorn'd 
with theſe pretty Trinkets from Head to Foot; 
and told me this Image had the Virtue of heal- 
ing all Manner of Ailments in thoſe who, with 
a ſteady Faith, addreſs'd themſelves to it for 
e nine ſucceſſive Mornings; and that, if at any 
«« Time it failed, the Fault was in the Patient's 
© Unbelief, but by no Means in the Phyſician. 
„ Now (continued he) it is cuſtomary for thoſe 
e who receive any Favours from this miraculous 
Image, to buy the Repreſentation of the Limb, 
in which the Complaint lay, and having N. B. 
« firſt cauſed it to be bleſsd and ſprinkled with 
« Holy Water, by a Prieſt, to offer it, in Grati- 
« tude, or as a Memorial of the Benefit, at the 
« Altar from whence it came; for which, as well 
« as for conſecrating of it, certain Fees or Dues 
« are demanded : And ſo inſatiable are theſe ho- 
« ly Men of Gain, that they even appropriate to 
« themſelves the Profits ariſing from the Sale of 
« this ſacred Frippery, allowing their Factors only 
« a certain Proportion of it? . I had the Curi- 
oſity to buy as much of this Commodity as, be- 


I have myſelf ſeen ſomething of this Nature in the Cathe- 
dral of Mentz ; But whether there were any of thoſe Parts 
which our Author hints at in his Parenthefis, I cannot ſo poſitive- 


ly affirm: But this I have been aſſured, by Perſons of undoub- 


ted Credit ; that at a certain Nunnery within the Circle of oe 
phalia, there is a Well, of which it is affirm'd, that it has the 
Power, on only one Day in the Year, of curing all manner of 
Ailments, but more particularly a certain faſhionable Diſeaſe, 
by Sympathy; if the Repreſentatives of the Parts affected be 
immerged, that Day, into this holy Well, by the Hands of one 
of the Nuns. However, as this is a Point too tender to be han- 
Aled, with any Safety, by the junior Nuns ; ] preſume, this ſacred 
Myſtery is only manag'd by the Lady- Abbeſs, or ſome of the 
ſenior Siſters, : | 
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ing ſet together, would have made me a pretty 
naked F igure of each Sex: But when 1 came to 
review them at Home, I found I was bit of my 
Mony, and that they were fit for nothing but the 
Uſe they were deſigned for, being neither pair'd 
nor match'd, and withal as hollow as the Hearts 
of thoſe by whom they were created for this holy 
Uſe.

Cass EL is the Reſidence of the Landgraves of 


_ Heſſe-Caſjel, which is not only the eldeſt Line, but 
by tar the moſt conſiderable and powerful, of the 


Houſe of Heſſe, and is diſtinguiſh'd by the Name 


- of this City. Some pretend to derive the Name 


of this Place from an ancient German People, cali'd 
Caſuarii; 
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Caſuarii; Others will have it, that it was the Ste- 
reontium of Ptolemy; but Cluverius and Bertius 
plainly ſhew it was, among the ancient Germans, 
call'd Caſtellum Cattorum. About the Year 1008, 
there were yet, in this Place, the Remains of an 
ancient Caſtle, with only a Farm adjoining to it : 
And about the Year 1152, Henry Raſpo renewed the 
ancient Caſtle, and began to build a Town near it; 
on which Occaſion, Wolfis- Anger, then a Town near 
this Place, began by Degrees to decay, and being 
afterwards almoſt wholly deſtroy'd by Fire, is now 
become a Village: Bur Caſſel, by the particular 
Favour of its Landgraves, yearly encreas'd in Houſes 
and Riches. Philip the Magnanimous, firſt en- 
compaſs'd the Caſtle, in 1523, and the City in 
1526, with Walls, and tho', upon his being made 
a Priſoner by the Emperor, they were demoliſh'd 
by the Spaniards, and the Cannon carried away, 
they were rebuilt by him, after his Releaſe, and 
ſtrengthened with Bulwarks, and other Fortifica- 
tions, by his Son William, which were greatly en- 
creas'd and compleated by the preſent Landęrave 
Charles *. The River Fulda divides this City into 
two Parts, the old and new Town, of which the 
former is not only the largeſt, and by far the beſt 
built, but contains the Palace of the Landeraves, a 
magnificent Building, ſituate on the River, and 
fortified. The preſent Landgrave has likewiſe built 
another new Town, at his own Expence, all mo- 
dern brick Houſes, which, being chiefly inhabited 
by French Refugees, who have likewiſe their Church 
here, is call'd the French Town, This City, and 
the Neighbourhood of it, afford more Curioſities 
than I had Time to viſit; I therefore confin'd my

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ſelf chiefly to the Palace; and other public Buil- 
dings. What pleas'd me moſt in the Palace was 
a Volary for Pheaſants only, the moſt beautiful 
Building of the Kind I ever ſaw, containing a vaſt 
Number of theſe Birds, of the moſt beautiful Kinds 
and Colours ; the Library is likewiſe magnificent, 
and very well worth ſeing, as are alſo the Aſtronomi- 
cal Obſervatory and the Anatomical Chamber, with 
ſeveral Appartments adjoining, in which are a great 
Number of curious Mathematical, Optical, Mecha- 
nical, and other Inſtruments and Rarities. The Ma- 
chine and Model-Houſes, in the latter of which are 
| ty the Models of all the Palaces, and public 

uildings, erected by the Princes of this Houſe, 
gave me great Satisfaction, nor were the Arſenal 
and Stables leſs worthy my Obſervation: But Time 
would not allow me to take ſuch Notice of theſe 
Things as would have been neceffary in Order to 
give you a Deſcription of them. Let it therefore 
ſuffice, that I found every Thing far exceed what 
could be expected at the Court and Refidence of a 
Prince of the Rank of a Landgrave, and whoſe 
mountainous and barren Country, at leaſt that Part 
of it I ſaw, does not feem to promiſe a Revenue 
anſwerable to it T. I regreted- in nothing more 

the Want of Time, than that it deprived me of a 
Sight of the famous Water-works of Weiſſenſtein, 
a Pleaſure-houſe belonging to the Landgrave, at the 
Top of a high Hill, about half a 2 Mile

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from Caſſel, wherz there is ſaid to be the fineſt 
Caſcade in Europe. 

BEIN return'd from Caſſel to Paderborn, and 
my Friend having finiſh'd his Concerns there, we 
prepar'd not to ſet forward, but rather almoſt to 
turn back again, to come to this Place : For, as 
I told you in my firſt Letter, we were fo far from 
taking the readieſt Road from Amſterdam to Bre- 
men, that we croſs'd the Country backwards and 
forwards, from Place to Place, as his Buſineſs di- 
rected him. In our Way hither, we paſgd thro? 
two pretty large Towns or Cities, Bielfeldt and Her- 
voden, remarkable only for having pretty conſide- 
rable Manufactures of Linen. Bielfeldt is in the 
County of Ravensberg, about ſeven German Miles 
f om Oſnabrug, and was formerly one of the Hanſe- 
Towns: But it retains little of its ancient Gran- 
deur, except the ſtrong Caſtle of Sparrenberg, which 
is without the City, on a Hill. We came into 
the Neighbourhood of Bielfeldt late at Night, when, 
on a ſudden, we were ſurprized with a moſt hideous 
Howl, which I could compare to nothing but that 
of Lions, Bears and Tigers, in the uninhabited 
Woods of Africa, It was natural for me to aſk, 
whether this Country afforded any of thoſe vora- 
cious Animals; but my Companion aſſuring me 
of the contrary, we were the more ſurpriz'd, till 
coming to the Gate of the Town, we were told, it 
was nothing but a Parcel of roguiſh Boys, who 
watched the Bleaches on the adjacent Hills, and up- 
on the Approach of Travellers, in the Night-time, 
had accuſtom'd themſelves to this frightful How], 
which run like Wild-fire, from Hill to Hill. Her- 
voden, or Hervorden, which is two German Miles 
from Bielfeldt, five from Oſnabrug, and the ſame 
Diſtance from Minden, is likewile in the County of 
Ravensberg, and ſince 1647, ſubject to the King of 
Pruſſia, It is a pretty large Place, and divided 
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into three Parts, calPd the Old Town, the New * 
Town, and Radewich, by the Rivers Elſa, Aa, 

and Werne. It is chiefly noted in Hiſtory, for « 

famous Nunnery, the Abbeſs of which is a Princeſs 

of the Empire, and formerly heid this City in Sub- 

jection, *cill Ann, Counteſs of Limburg, and Abbeſs 

of this Nunnery, gave up the City to William 

Duke of Fuliers, in the Year 1547. The Eſtate 
belonging to it was formerly a County, and after- 

wards converted to the Uſe of a Monaſtery of 

Friars, in the Year 790 ; but how long it has been 

a Nunnery is not recorded. As well the Abbeſs, 

as the Nuns, are now Lutheran, and have conſide- 1 
rable Eſtates in the Neighbourhood of this City, as 1 
likewiſe another Lutheran Nunnerv, on a Hill, near 

the Town, which was founded in the Year 1101, 

and is under the immediate Direction of a Deaco- 

neſs, but otherwiſe ſubject to the Abbeſs of Her- 

voden. We ſtaid only Part of a Day and a | 
Night in Bielfeldt, and only a Night in Hervoden, | 
ſo that if there had been any Thing worth my ſe- 
ing, as I could not find there was, I ſhould have 
wanted Time. 

OsxAaBRUG is the Capital of a Biſhopric of 
| the ſame Name, under the Archbiſhop of Colopy, 
0 founded by Charlemaign, in the Year 776, he ha- 
| ving four Years before, erected a Church for the 
Converfion of the Saxons he had conquer'd, and de- 
dicated it to St. Peter, and the holy Martyrs Crif- 
pin and Criſpinian. It was formerly Imperial, and 
one of Hanſe; but is now ſubject to its own Biſhop. 
= - It is but eight German Miles from Munſter, by 

which you will conceive what a Tour I have taken. 

Some pretend this City was built by Julius Ca/ar ; 

but others, with a greater Shew of Reaſon, ſay it was 

founded by Herman, an Earl of Angar. Opinions 
differ as much with Regard to the Derivation of the 
Name, which ſome will have to be from the Haſe 


Or 
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or Hoſa, on which it is ſeated, and Burg a Caſtle ; 
Others from Offen or Ochſen (Oxen) and Brug or 
Brucke (a Bridge) from ſome Bridge which was a 
common Paſſage for Cattle. This City formerly 
enjoy*d great Privileges, which were beſtow'd up- 
on it by different Emperors ; but loſt them in the 
Begining of the 16th Century, when ſcveral Mem- 
bers of the Chapter, having opprels'd the Inhabi- 
tants, they rais'd an Inſurrection againſt their 49th 
Biſhop, Erick II, of the Houſe of Brunſwick, who 
thereupon impos'd a great Fine upon them, which, 
however, was at length reduc'd to 6,000 Guilders 
of Gold *. In 1525, he reduced the City to the 
Obedience of the Biſhop's See, under which it has 
ever ſince remain'd. After this the Citadel of Pe- 
tersburg, adjoining to it, was added, for the Secu- 
rity of the Biſhops, and their uſual Reſidence. Er- 
neſtus Auguſtus, Duke, and firſt Elector of Brunſ- 
wick-Lunebt:rg, the 59th in the Succeſſion of their 


Biſhops, brought it entirely under their Yoke, Un- 


der Francis, Earl of Waldeck, their goth Biſhop, 
the Reformation firſt took footing in this City, and 
the Lutheran Religion was publicly tolerated : 
And Henry III, Duke of Saxe- Lauenburg, Arch- 
biſhop of Bremen, and Biſhop of Paderborn, the 2d 
in Succeſſion after him, himſelf embrac'd the Doc- 
trine of Luther. In 1634, Guſtavus Guſtavſon, na- 
tural Son of Guſtavus Adolphus, King of Sweden, 
was made the 38th Biſhop, by the Intrigues of his 
Siſter, Queen Chriſtina, in Prejudice to Francis Wil- 
liam, Earl of Wartenberg, his Predeceſſor, and, up- 
on his Reſignation, at the Concluſion of the famous 
Treaty, at this Place, in 1648, his Succeſſor. By 
this Treaty, it was, among other Things, ſtipu- 
lated, that, after the Deceaſe of Francis William, a

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Proteſtant Biſhop, of the Houſe of Brun/wick- 
Luneburg, ſhould ſucceed, and that, for the future, 
this See ſhould devolve alternatively to a Roman- 1 
Catholic and a Proteſtant Succeſſor ; but, that the 

Proteſtant Biſhops ſhould always be of the illuſtri- | 
ous Houle of Branſwick-Luneburg. Accordingly, 
in 1662, he was ſucceeded by Erneſtus- Auguſtus, 
Father of our moſt gracious Sovereign, King George; 
at whoſe Death, m 1698, the Choice fell on Charles 
Joſeph Ignatius, Duke of Lorrain, and Biſhop of O/- 
mutz, afterwards Archbiſhop and Elector of Triers. 
He enjoy'd this Dignity, 'till the Year 1715, when, 
upon his Deceaſe, he was ſucceeded by Erneſtus 
Anguſtiis II, Brother to bis preſent Majeſty of Grea- 
Britain, and Duke of York, who is yet living , 
a Prince of that Affability and Goodneſs, that a 
long Continuance of his Life is even wiſh'd by the 
Roman Catholics themſelves. The Lutheran Reli- 
gion is not only tolerated, but thoſe of that Per- 
ſuaſion have likewiſe their Share of the Pariſh Chur- 
ches. They have alſo three Prebendaries in the 
Chapter, and an active Voice in the Choice of Dig- 
nitaries. To prevent all Diſorder, it was provided 
by the Treaty above-mentioned, that when the Bi- 
ſhop is a Proteſtant, the Archbiſhop of Cologn 
ſhould exerciſe the Jus Metropolitanum over the 
Roman Catholic Subjects of this See , but upon the 
Succeſſion of a Catholic Biſhop, that Right entire- 
Iy ceaſes, with Reſpect to the Proteſtants : All other 
Regalia and Prerogatives are poſſeſs'd equally by 
the Biſhops of either Religion ; in which neither

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one nor the other have the Power of making any 
Alteration. e een. Charlemaign having eſtabliſh'd 
a School here, for cultivating the Latin and Greet 
Tongues, the Jeſuits, in the Time of their 57th 
Biſhop, Francis William, who was elected in 1625, 
converted it to an Academy. 

As our Stay here was but two Nights and one 
Day, I had little Time more than to inform myſelf 
of the above Circumſtances, and to finiſh this 
Letter. The few Hours I had over, J ſpent in 
taking a curſory View of the Churches, in which 
I found nothing very remarkable: I likewiſe ſaw, 
at the Town-Houſe, the Rooms in which the 
Conferences for the famous Treaty of this Place 
were held, where they preſerve the Pictures of the 
ſeveral Plenipotentiaries who aſſiſted at it; which, 
however, have little but their Names and Titles 
to recommend them, being moſt of them done by 
very indifferent Hands. I ſhall probably write you 
Lo more, till I come to Bremen, where I think 
to ſpend ſome Time, if I like the Place and the 
Converſation of its Inhabitants. But, however 
that may prove, this I am ſure of, T ſhall heartily 
regret the Loſs of yours, and that of our Friends 
at the ——— I am, &c.

IS at Minden, a {mall City, the Metropolis 

1 J. of a Principality of that Name, formerly 
Cologn, once a free Imperial City, and one of the 
Hanſe, but now ſubject to the King of Pruſſia, as 
Elector of Brandenburg. The greater Part of the 
Inhabitants are Proteſtants, but the Cathedral, a 
large and ſtately Edifice, is in the Poſſeſſion of the 
Roman Catholics, as is likewiſe the Church of 
St. Jobn, and that of St. Simeon, with a large 
Convent of Friars adjoining to it. After having 
dined at our Lodgings, which was the beſt Inn in 


the Town, oppoſite to the Cathedral, the Bell 


ringing for Veſpers, Curioſity led me to ſee the 
Inſide of that and of the Churches of Sf. Fobn and 
St. Simeon: In the latter, I found very few attend- 
ing the Service, but the Monks of the Convent, 
whoſe Duty it was to officiate, and of thoſe but a 
ſmall Number. While they were performing Di- 
vine Service, I took the Opportunity to view the 
Paintings and Carvings in the Side-Iſles of the 
Church: But was ſo intent on a Piece or two of 


Antiquity, that when I return'd towards the 


tar, I found Service at an End, and all the 
Doors of the Church lock'd. I was looking about 
for a Convenience to come at one of the Windows,

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guous Building, I rightly imagin'd muſt be the 
Way to the Cloiſter. After ſome knocking, a 
Perſon, in the Habit of the Order, opening the 
Door, I addreſ9d myſelf to him in Latin, not 
doubting but J muſt be underſtood in that uni- 
verſal Language of the Learned : But I might 
as well have ſpoken the Ruſſian Tongue, 'for any 
Thing he knew of the Matter : For, it ſeems, 
he was one of thoſe Brethren of the Order, that 
are in almoſt all religious Houſes, who tho? gene- 
rally of the beſt Families, and often bring large 
Eſtates into the Community, for ſome Deficiency 
of Education, or natural Parts, are, indeed, allowed 
to wear the Habit of the Order, but are otherwiſe 
little better than menial] Servants, and perform the 
moſt ſervile Offices of the Houſe. This Brother 
immediately ran in, and return'd, in a few Mo- 
ments, with a Father, of a reverend Aſpect, and 
ſeeming great Age. I ſpoke to him in the ſame 
Language; but whether by my Hahit, or the 
Manner of my pronouncing the Latin T ongue, in 
which we differ widely from all the Moderns, he 
perceived I was of the Engliþ Nation, and ſur- 
prized me agreably by anſwering me in my Mo- 
ther-Tongue, which he, at the fame Time, told 
me was his own, He invited me with great Civi- 
lity into the Cloiſter, and hearing I had a Friend 
at the Inn, obliged me to ſend for him, and ſpend 
the Evening with him: And tho? it was Lent, and 
the Vigil of Good. Friday, we were entertain'd with 
an elegant Supper, and a Glaſs of excellent Old- 
Hock ; but the old Gentlemen would not partake 
of either, tho* he ſuffer'd two janior Fathers, 
whom he had ca]Pd to bear us 8 while 
he once retired for about an Hour, to do as we did. 
At Supper, he gave me to underſtand, that he 
was of the Family of the J n's in Lancaſhire, 
that he had been ſent very young into Flanders, 


where 
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where he had his Education, and after having been 
admited into Friars Orders, he had fpent the 
greateſt Part of his Life at Mentz, Frankfort, 
and other Places of that Part of Germany, till he 
was appointed Sub-Prior of that Convent, about 
ten Years before: That he was 9o Years of Age, 
near 80 of which he had ſpent on this Side the 
Ocean, and in all that Time had never been in 
England but once, in the laſt Year of King James's 
Reign, when, upon the Encouragement given to 
the Roman Catholic Perſuaſion, he obtained Leave of 
his Superior to viſit his Native Country. However, 
finding all his near Relations dead, and the Revo- 
lution ſoon after enſuing, he return'd to Germany, 
and had never ſince had the leaſt Correſpondence 
with any one of this Kingdom : Rut that, as he 
had liv'd in cantinual Hopes, of the Reſtoration 
of his lawful Sovereign the Pretender I ſuppoſe 
he meant) at the Mention of whoſe Name, the 
Tears trickled down his Cheeks, he had endea- 
vour'd to retain the Engliſh Tongue, by conſtant 
Reading, and what Converſation he could procure 3 
and indeed he ſpake it more readily than could be 
expected, tho pretty much corrupted with the 
German Pronunciation and Idiom. I viſited the 
good old Father, the next Day, to take my Leave, 
when having given me his Bleſſing, adding his 
hearty Prayers that my Eyes might be open'd, 
that I might ſee my Errors, and return to the 
true Path, from which my Forefathers had devi- 
ated, he preſented me with a little wooden Croſs, 
with a very ſmall one inlaid, which he aſſured me 
was of the real Croſs, on which our Saviour was 
crucified, and parted from me with Tears. 
TuIs City is ſituate on the Weſer, and was 
known by this Name, in the Time of Charlemaign, 
in whoſe Reign, Vittekind built a Caſtle here, ar 
the Foot of the Bridge laid from this Place over 
the Veſer, of which ſome Remains, with 1 
other 
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other Antiquities, are yet viſible, In 1529, the 
Reformation took Place here, with great Vehemence, 
inſomuch, that the Chapter was obliged to retire, 
and leave the City. This, however, brought upon 
- the Inhabitants the Bann of the Empire, in 1538, 
and, as a Conſequence thereof, they were obliged, at 
Length, to ſurrender to Charles V, in 1547. They 
were ever after in almoſt continual Troubles and 
Revolutions, on the Score of Religion ; their 54th 
Biſhop, George Duke of Brunſwick and Archbt- 
ſhop of Bremen, who died in 1566, making open 
Profeſſion of the Dectrine of Luther. During the 
30 Years War, on that Account, in Germany, this 
City was taken, in 1626, by Count Tilly, and in 
1634, by George Duke of Luneburg. In 1636, thg 
Swedes undertook to protect the Proteſtant Inha- 
bitants againſt the Perſecution of the Chapter, and 
on that Account kept Poſſeſſion of it, till 16550, 
when, purſuant to the Treaties of Yeftphalia, it was 
delivered into the Hands of Frederick William, Elec- 
tor of Brandenburg, together with thew hole Princi- 
Fur. They ſhew you a Succeſſion of 29 Biſhops, ' 
rom Herimbertus, who died towards the Conclu- 


ſion of the 8th, or Begining of the gth Century 
Jiſpaſ: 


to Francis William, their laſt, who was 

ſeſs'd, by the Swedes, in 1629. | 
MIN DEN is noted for a peculiar Sort of 
Beer, greatly eſteemed in other Parts of Germany: 
I cannot however ſay, it had very much my Ap- 
probation. It is a Sort of ſmall pale Beer, ſome- 
thing like our Oat-Ale, not unpleaſant in the 
Taſte; a Kind of dulce piccante (between Sweet 
and Sour ; ) But what diſguſted me was, that being 
drawn and brought us in tranſparent Bottles, I ſoon 


diſcover'd a muddy Settlement, above an Inch 
thick, at the Bottom. 


Ta1s City being a gatriſon'd Place, is ſadly 
peſter'd with Soldiers, as all are in the King of 
| Pruſſia : 
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Pruſſia's Dominions. Their Pay is not full Two 
Pence a Day (and a Pound of Bread) ; and with 
this mean Allowance, they are obliged to keep 
themſelves cleanly and neat; you will, therefore, 
eaſily conceive what a Life the poor Inhabitants 
lead among them. Every private Soldier expects 
to be treated like a Gentleman, and every Officer 
will imitate his Superiours, and ſtretch his Power 
to the utmoſt, to play the Tyrant. The former 
muſt be wink'd at, becauſe their Pay is ſmall, 
and the latter be allowed great Liberties, to make 
them, in ſome Meaſure, amends, for having per- 
haps ſacrificed their Fortunes, in raiſing the Num- 
ber of Men, of a limited Height, enjoin'd them, 
in Order to entitle them to a Commiſſion. They 
have moſt of them been taken, as Cadets, into the 
Army, while very young, before they have had 
any Education, or have ſeen any thing of the 
World; ſo that, in the moſt, it is hard to ſay 
whether Ignorance or Inſolence is moſt pre 
minant; and baiting a little of rhe Theory of their 
Profeſſion (fot very few of them have ever been 
in the Field) their Knowledge is not far fetch'd: 
And if with this, you deprive them of their two 
favourite Topics, W——ing and Dr---nking, you 
may as well talk Hebrew to them, as diſcourſe 
on any other Subject. After this long Tour, my 
next will probably adviſe you of my Arrival at 
Bremen.

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LETT BA VI. 


BRE ME N. 


E left Minden (which is but two Stages, 
N of five German, or twenty Engliſh Miles, 
each from this Place) on Eaſter- Eve, 
and travelling all Night, arrived before 
one of the Gates of this City, the next Day, about 
two in the Afternoon; but were obliged to wait 
near two Hours, it being cuſtomary, in the Garri- 
ſon-Towns of Germany, to keep their Gates ſhut 
during the Time of Divine Service. | 
Wr no ſooner enter'd the City, than I was 
apprehenſive ſome epidemical Diſeaſe had lately 
raged there, and thought the whole Town was 
in Mourning : For almoſt all the Men we met 
were in long black Cloaks, many of them with 
monſtrous large Bands, and all the Women in 
black Veils, and black Petticoats, which together 
ſo entirely cover'd them, that no more of them 
appear'd to View, than of a Mute attending a 
Corpſe lying in State. My Companion, obſerving 
my Surprize, freed me from it, by telling me it 
was the common Mode of the Place, and that 
the Burghers, of any Reputation, went thus dreſs'd 
out of Decency, as they calPd it, as the Women 
did for Modeſty : And as it happened to be a great 
Feſtival, ſoon after Evening ice, hardly any 
one appeared but in this decent Dreſs. 
AFTER our Chaiſe had travers'd a good Part 
of the City; we pot in a ſmall Square, which, 
by the Shambles, I found to be a Market-Place ; 


and 
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and it proved to be the principal, or indeed the only 
one of the whole Place. On one Side of this Square, 
is an ancient Goibio guilding,. which, upon Enquiry, 
I found to be the Raht (or Council) Houſe, where 
the Senat aſſemble, and where all juſticiary Mat- 
ters are tranſacted. The firſt remarkable Thing 
which attracted my Eye was a monſtruous large 
Statue, of 18 or 20 Foot high, in Imperial Robes, 
which they call the Great Roland, being deſign'd 
to repreſent an Emperor of that Name, who 
was famous as well for his enormous Stature, as 
his Strength and Valour; and, if you will believe 
the Vulgar, was of the Size you there fee him re- 
- Preſented : But, it ſeems, this is a common Statue, 
in many of the ancient Cities of Germany, and 
tho' the Size of it has been generally proportioned 
to the Length of their Pockets, they tell you 
the ſame Story every where : On the oppoſite 
Side of the Square, is another ancient Building, 
where. we alighted, and where I was told I was 
to lodge. This Building is call'd the Schuting, 
and is a Sort of common Hall, where the ſeveral 
Colleges or Aſſemblies of Burghers, and particu- 
. larly the Altermgnner (Elders) or College of Com- 
merce, hold their Meetings: But is, at the ſame 
Time, a public Houſe of Entertainment. 
. AFTER having refreſhed myſelt ſome Time 
in my Chamber, it being too ſoon to go to Reſt, 
I enquired of my [Landlord ; if there was not a 
Coffee - houſe in the Neighbourhood, where I migh 
divert myſelf an Hour or two, with Company, 
and reading the News? He anſwer'd me, with 
a ſeeming Surprize at the Queſtion, that he him- 
ſelf kept a Coffec;Raom, in that Houſe : But 
God. torbid he ſhould prophane the Sabbath ſo 
far, as to open it on that Holy Day. However, 
he Kindly offer'd me whatever Liquor 1 pleas'd 
in my Chamber, and, to beguile the tedious 0 ime 
ME” my 
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(my Companion being gone to viſit a Friend) his 
Company to partake of it. I accepted of his Offer, 
and left it to him to chuſe his Liquor : He told me, 
as I might probably be fatigued with my Journy, he 
thought a Glaſs of 24 Groot Beer * would beſt 
compoſe me to Reſt. I was reſolved, tho* you 
know I am no great Admirer of Malt-Liquor, to 
humour my Hoſt ; and in a Moment, with an Ala- 
crity, beyond what I could have expected from his 
demure Aſpect, the Table was cover'd with Pipes, 
Tobacco, a ſpitting Pot, and Glaſſes, and his 
Servant ſoon after brought up a large Bottle, con- 
taining at leaſt two Quarts, of the excellent Beer he 
promig'd me. My Landlord, who I ſoon found 
was a Man that abhor'd Ceremonies, fat down and 
fill'd his Pipe, which to oblige him I did likewiſe.. I 
found his Liquor very good of its Kind, but too 
heady to arink any Quantity of : However, my Hoſt, 
who was very loquacious in Praiſe of its Excellen- 
cies, after having emptied the Bottle, with a very 
little of my Aſſiſtance, thought a Dram would not 
be amiſs to correct, as he term'd it, the Sourneſs 
the Beer might otherwiſe leave upon the Stomach. 
In this I likewiſe humour'd him, and had the Sa- 
tisfact ion, or rather Mortification, before we par- 
ted, to find, notwithſtanding his great Pretenſions 
to Sanity, which made up the beſt Part of his 
Diſcourſe, he could be as cordially drunk, on the 
Lord's Day, as a Piper at a Country Wedding; 
tho? he could not prevail upon his Conſcience to open 
his Coffee-Room, and allow of innocent Conver- 
ſation among Neighbours and Acquaintance, left 
he ſhould prophane that Holy-Day.

E WHAT 
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W na T with the Fatigue of my Journy, and 
the Liquor I had drunk the Night before, I ſlept 
the next Morning, till the Sun was approaching its 
Meridian; and was firſt awak'd by a tumultuous 
Noiſe, as of a mix'd Multitude, under my Cham- 
ber-window. Upon looking out, I found the 
Market filPd with a great Concourſe of People, 
and near my Window a round Edifice of Stone, of 
about 12 or 15 Foot diameter, and near 20 Foot 
high, in the Center of which was erected a Poſt 
ten or twelve Foot high, and from an Iron Ring, 
near the Top of it, hung three large Birchen Rods. 

Upon Enquiry, I found, that a young Woman, who 
had been a Chambermaid in one of the principal 
Families of the Town, and having been too free in 
diſpenſing her Favours to her Maſter, was diſco- 
vered, by the watchful Eyes of a jealous Miſtreſs 
(who happen'd to be a Siſter of the Judge pro tem- 
pore) and condemn'd to be ſeverely fuſtigated, bran- 
ded, and then baniſhed the Town; which ſevere 
Puniſhment ſhe was juſt going to ſuffer. 

I T was not long, before a beautiful young Crea- 
ture, of about 18, with her Hair hanging diſhevel'd 
over her Shoulders, and ſtark naked to her Waift, 
with her two Wriſts tied together, was led up a 
pair of Stairs in the Body of the Edifice, upon the 
Stage, by a Fellow more ugly, than the poor un- 
happy Girl appear*d agreable, tho' under the 
greateſt Diſtreſs and Ignominy, which could befal a 
youthful Female; who, notwithſtanding the Crime 
ſhe ſuffer'd for, plainly ſhew'd ſhe was not aban- 
don'd to Vice, and had a Modeſty, which pointed 
out a true Senſe of her Guilt, apparently viſible in 
her Countenance. Being thus led to the Poſt, 
her Ancles were lock'd, with two Iron-Rings, to 
7 of it, and the Rods being taken down, 
the Nooſe of the ſame Rope, on which they hung, 
being put over her Hands, round her Wriſts, 
her Arms were hoiſted up to their utmoſt _— 

n 
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In this Poſture, in which her naked Limbs were 
expos'd to the Eyes of the Populace, for ſeveral 
Minutes (which, by the by, is not ſo very con- 
ſonant with thetr pretended Decency and Modeſty) 
the poor Wretch received near 20 Laſhes with 
each of the three Rods, from the Hands of the 
Hang-man, which were laid on with ſo good a Will, 
that her whole Back and Sides ſeemed to be one 
continued Piece of raw Fleſh. This done, ſhe was 
branded with a red hot Iron, about the Circumfe- 
rence of a Crown-Piece, which, as I was inform'd, 
left the Mark of the City-Arms on her Back ; at 
leaſt it took ſo faſt hold of her, that a Smoke aroſe 
upon the Application it. Amidſt this Severity, it was 
look'd upon as a Favour, that her Hair was ſuffer- 
ed to hang down her Back, which might perhaps 
take off the Edge of ſome Blows from her Shoul- 
ders. The poor Wench ſwooned away under the 
Operation, and, when looſen'd from the Poſt, fell 
into the Arms of that ugly Wretch who uſher'd her 
in, and now carried her down the Stairs ſhe came 
up. She no ſooner came to herſelf, than they obli- 
ged her to huddle on her Cloaths, and, in that 
mangled Condition, ſhe was led without one of the 
Gates of the Town, where having taken a folemn 
Oath never to return within the Territories of thar 
Republic, ſhe was turn'd looſe upon the World, 
with a fix Groot - piece in her Pocket. What think 
you, Sir, of this ſevere Puniſhment, for a ſingle 
flip of frail Nature ? May not this, probably, be 
the Cauſe of ſach an unfortunate Creature's run- 
ning headlong into Ruin and Deſtruction, both 
of Body and Soul? whereas with a more mild, or 
leſs public Suffering, ſne might have been re- 
claimed to Virtue, and become a uſeful Member 
of human Society. I muſt confeſs, the whole Scene 
was extremely ſhocking to me; but one Circum- 
ſtance more ſo than all ar” Reſt: I was ſhewn, at 

| * an 
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an adjacent Window, an ancient Gentlewoman, of 
a forbiding Countenance, at whoſe Suit, it ſeems, 
the unhappy Creature who ſuffer'd, had been pro- 
ſecuted, and who ſatiated her Swinge of Revenge, 
with ſuch an Air of Satisfaction, as almoſt promp- 


ted me to think the Husband had not uſed her much 


worſe than ſhe deſerved. 

Bu T to divert this melancholy Subject, I went 
down into the Coffee-room, where I was not much 
more edified. I found the Place pretty full of 
Company, chiefly Merchants and Lawyers : Seve- 


ral of them, in a very civil Manner, endeavoured 
to oblige me with their Converſation ; but, to my 


great Surprize, tho*, in my laſt Journy to Vienna, 
and Reſidence there, I had made myſelf a tolerable 
Maſter of the High German Tongue, I could hardly 
comprehend any Thing that was ſaid to me. I had 
not been long enough in Holland to learn the Lan- 
guage of that porn However, ſo much I had 
obſerved of it, to be ſenſible it was not that Tongue 
neither. Upon Enquiry, I was inform'd it was the 
Dialect of the Place, and of a very large Part of the 
lower Circles of Germany, diſtinguiſhed by the Name 
of Low German or Lower Saxon, which 1s neither 
Dutch nor High-German, but, in ſome Meaſure, 
partakes of both, or rather is the Ground or Root 
of both ; for, upon comparing it afterwards, with 
Funius's Anglo-Saxon Goſpels and ſome other Anglo- 


Saxon Books, I had in my Trunk, I found it had 


retained more of that ancient Tongue, than either 


the Dutch or High Germany had. The Coffee- room 


was not divided into Boxes, or by Tables, but being 


a ſquare and not a very capacious Room, there was 


only one large oval Table in the Middle of it, and 


Seats all round it. In the Middle of the Table was 
a large Coffee-Pot, of ſeveral Quarts, with three 


Cocks, out of which, there being Diſhes and Sugar 
placed about it, every one help'd himſelf : But I ob- 


lerved, that hardly any one went out of the Room 


without

Without calling for a Liquor, which being drank in 
pretty large Glaſſes, and of different Colours, 1 took 
to be Gills of Wine, of ſeveral Sorts: However, 
making a Sign tothe Waiter, to have a Glaſs myſelf, 
I found it a diſtil'd Water; and I was the more 
ſurpriſed to find it drank in ſuch large Glaſſes, as 
almoſt every one ſmoked at the ſame Time: But 
Conſuetudo altera Natura &. 

Beixo retired to my Chamber, I ſent for my 
Landlord, and deſired him to procure me a Bible, 
and three or four other Books, on familiar Subjects, 
in the Language of the Country; But how was I 
aſtoniſn'd, when he told me, that tho* Martin Lu- 
ther had tranſlated the Bible, and cauſed it to be 
printed in that Tongue, it was very rare tobe found ; 
and that tho' they ſtill rerain'd the Language of 
their Forefathers, in common Diſcourſe, every 
one underſtood High German, and their Modern 
Books were all printed, their Sermons preach'd, 


and their Divine Service perform'd, nay even their 


Letters written, in that Tongue. 
I am, as ever, c. 


* What our Author here obſerves is very juſt. I never was 
in any Place in my Life, where ftrong Waters are drank in ſo 
large Quantities by People of Faſhion, and even by the 
Ladies, as here. I had once Occafion to pay an early Viſit 
to the preſiding Burgomaſter, with whom | had ſupp'd the 
Night before. His Magnificence (which is the Title given 
them) having probably, in Complaiiance to me, drank more 
Old Hock the Evening before than uſual, was not ſtiring; 
but Madam was fo good as to favour me with her Company, in 
the mean Time. We were hardly ſet down, before two Sal- 
vers were placed before us, one with Biſcuits and dried Fruits, 
the other with two large Glaſſes, at leaſt Gills, of a diſtill'd 
Liquor. Her Ladyſhip made no Difficulty to empty hers, at 
three or four Sips, and, to induce me to do the ſame, told me 
it was her own Manufacture, and ſo wholſome, that ſhe drank 
of it every Day of her Life.

and ſpend the firſt three or four Days of 
| his being in Bremen, among his Correſ- 
pondents ; I reſolved, having no Acquaintance, to 
confine myſelf during that Time to my Lodgings: 
But I ſoon met with an agreable Motive to alter my 
Reſolution. I dined at an Ordinary in the Houſe, 
where I was tolerably well entertain'd : But what was 
moſt acceptable to me was the Converſation of a Gen- 
tleman, whom I had the good Fortune to be placed 
next to, who perceiving me to be an Engliſhman 
directed his Diſcourſe to me in my Mother- tongue, 
which he poſſeſs d to a tolerable Degree. I found, 
by the Diſcourſe at Table, that his Name was K--ch, 
that he was Major of the Artillery of that Repub- 
lic, and that he had formerly been employ'd as 
their Agent, to tranſact certain Afﬀairs at the 
Court of Great-Britain. After I have told you, 

that he poſſeſſes all the valuable Qualities of a Sol- 
dier, a Gentleman, and a Scholar, you will eaſily con- 
ceive, how happy I thought my ſelf in the Acquiſition 
of ſo agreable an Acquaintance, and began now not 


to regret the Abſence of my travelling Companion. 


Uyon my complaining of the Badneſs, or at leaſt 
Diſagreableneſs to me, of the Wine we drank at 
Table, which was French White Wine, of 10 
or more Years old, the worthy Major. propoſed 
my going with him, that Evening, to a fele& 
Company of Friends, where he could —_— — 

ö | — ou 
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hculd drink as fine a Glaſs of Rheniſb or Old Hock, 
as Germany could afford ; and, to make the Offer 
more acceptable, obſerv*d, that the Company would 
conſiſt chiefly of Gentlemen, who had ſpent ſome 
Years in England, and met to enjoy one another's 
Company, with that agreable Freedom of Converſa- 
tion they had been uſed to there, which moſt of the 
Inhabitants of this Place were intirely Strangers to. 
To this he added, that they would be molt or all 
of them of the Lutheran Religion; and, upon per- 
ceiving, I was ſurprized, he mentioned a Diſtinc- 
tion of Religion, as an Inducement to accept of 
his Propoſal; he told me, that the Religion of the 
State, and of much the greater Part of the Inhabi- 
tants, was Reformed or Calviniſt; and that the 
Lutherans not only enjoyed the free Exerciſe of 
their Religion, but were in Poſſeſſion of the Cathe- 
dral, and conſiſted of ſome Thouſands of Families; 
that there was a great Difference between the Lu- 
therans and the Calviniſts, in their Manners and 
Behaviour, as well to others, as among themſelves z 
that the former indulged themſelves in all innocent 
Freedoms and Diverſions ; but that the latter were 
ſo horridly Prieſt-ridden, and had, by Degrees, 
ſuffer'd the Clergy to get ſo much the Aſcendant 
over them, and their Families, that even thoſe who 
had travelPd, and knew better, were obliged to put 
on ſuch an affected, ſtiff Rigidity of Behaviour, as 
made their Converſation very troubleſome. even to 
one another : And that the leaſt Deviation from 
the Rules preſcrib'd them, by their ſpiritual Guides, 
render'd them liable to be cenſured and ; expoſed 
from every Pulpit, of which he promiſed to give me 
ſome ludicrous Inſtances, which may chance to be 
the Subject of another Letter. I hugg'd myſelf 
with the Thoughts of falling into ſo good Hands, 
and began to hope I ſhould ſpend the Time of my 
Stay in Bremen more agreably than I at firſt ama- 


ined. 
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Tur Major calld me at the appointed Hour, 
and carried me to a large Cellar or Vault, oppoſite 
to my Lodgings, under the Senat-houſe, which 
is kept for the Benefit of the Public. The De- 
ſcent into this Vault or Cellar is by a large Pair of 
Stone-Stairs, broad enough for five or tix Perſons 
to go down a-breaſt, which leads into a ſpaci- 
ous ſubterranean Hall; on the right Hand, is a 
Row of Boxes, and at the End of them ſome 
Rooms, for the Entertainment of Company. Op- 
polite to theſe Boxes are five monſtrous large 
Caſks, containing, if I have not forgot the Ac- 
count given me, conſiderably upwards of 100 
Hogſheads each ; four of theſe Caſks are always 
kept full of Wine; but the fifth is left empty, 
with a ſmall low Door or Entrance in the Head, 
to ſatisfy the Curioſity of ſuch as may be fond of 
creeping in, and ſay ing they have been in the Belly 
of ſuch a Baccbanalian Monſter ; which I confeſs 
T was not. The remaining Part of this and ſeve- 
ral other contiguous Vaults, which have a Com- 
munication one with the other, were fill'd with Rhe- 
niſh Wine, of different Growths, and of various 
Ages, from one Year to 50, 60, or more, all in large 
Caſks, few or none of which were leſs than what 
they call a Stuck-Faſs, or eight Awms. As theſe 
large Caſks are all Iron-bound, and ſome of them 
embelliſh*'d with very expenſive Ornaments of 
carved Work and Gilding, and beſides, there ap- 
pearing to be a larger dead Stock of Wine, than 
the Vent they could have, could poſſibly require, 
I had the Curioſity to aſk, what Benefit the 
Public could reap by keeping ſo large a Stock, 
and in ſuch large Caſks, which could bear 
any reaſonable Proportion to the Intereſt of their 
Mony, and the great Expence they ſeem'd to be 
at. To this I was anſwered, that the Value of 
Rheniſh Wine is always in Proportion * its 
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Age, and that ſuppoſing it to be of a good Growth 
and Year, there was nothing they could veſt their 
Mony in would yield ſo good an Intereſt : And 
as for keeping their Wine in fo large Caſks, they 
had this Advantage, that the larger the Quantity 
of Wine is, which lies together in one Body, the 
faſter it advances in that Quality which it gradually 
obtains by Age; inſomuch that 30 Hogſheads of 
young Wine, put together in one Caſk, would ap- 
pear to be older, at the End of five Years, than 
the like Quantity in ſingle Hogſheads, would do 
at twice the Age. 

HavinGs thus taken a curſory View of the 
prodigious Stock of Wine, we retired into the 
Club-room, where fix or eight Members were al- 
ready together, who ſoon after encreas'd to 15, all 
Perſons that had the Appearance of Men of Faſhion 
and Fortune. We ſpent the firſt Part of the Evening 
in general Converſation, on ſeveral public Topics 
and our Dicourſe was chiefly in the Exgliſb Tongue: 
But, about Nine o' Clock, our Company went off by 
two, three, and four, to ſeveral little Tables in the 
Room, ſome to eat a Mouthful, and others to a 
Game of Picquer, Whiſk or Ombre, every one 
to his Inclination, leaving only my Friend and one 
more with me, at the great Table. I took this 
Opportunity to deſire the Major to give me ſome 
Account of the State of Religion, and. the Con- 
duct of the Prieſts in that City; with which he 
ſeeming not very ready to comply, his Friend ex- 
cuſed him, as being in the Service of the Public, 
and cautious of ſaying any Thing, which, if it 
went farther, might lay him liable to the impla- 
cable Malice of the Clergy z and therefore under- 
took the Taſk- himſeltf. | "2 iba 

« Ov Religion (ſaid he) is what we call in 
% Germany the Reformed, grounded upon the 
« Doctrine and Principles of Calvin, ſomething 
Mt like 
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„ like that of your Presbyterians in England, or 
< rather more ſtarch and — a Sort of Com- 
&* pound, between that and Quakeriſm ; conſiſting

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* Our Author (or his Campanion) gives us here a lively,

LETTER VIIL 


S I R, BREMEN. 


V laſt gave an Account how happy I was 
in the Acquaintance of a worthy Gentle- 
man, a Major in the Gariſon of this City, 
and of the Appointment I had made to 
ſpend the next Day with him, in taking a View 
of what was worthy my Notice here. Accord- 
ingly, he came to my Ledgings early in the Morn- 
ing, and having prevail'd upon him to breakfaſt 
with me, I took that Oppottunity to deſire a brief

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of this City, which he readily gave me, in the fol- 


lowing Words : 
„ BREMEN (faid he) tho! now reckon'd 


<< the leaſt conſiderable of the three renown'd free 


„ [mperial Cities, in Lower Saxony, Hamburg, 
* Lubeck, and Bremen, is beyond all Diſpute, 
« the eldeſt. Not to mention the Account of its 


„ being the Fabiramum of Ptolomy, built by 


« Druſus, which is generally look*'d upon to be 


fabulous, I believe I may venture to fay it was 


c a Place of ſome Note, towards the latter End 
« of the fifth Century, when Pope Gregory I, ſent 
« St. Auguſtin, with other Monks, to Britain, to con- 
cc vert the Saxons to the Chriſtian Faith, in the Time 
of Ethelbert, King of Kent. This was the Place 
* thoſe holy Men choſe to embark in, to be tranſ- 
« ported to that Ifland ; it being noted for Ship- 
4 ping at that Time, which was above 200 Years 
« before the Building of Hamburg, and more than 
« 500 Years before the Building of Lubeck. 

« In.the Year 788, Charlemaign made it a 
% Biſhop's See, and appointed St. Wilbadus, an 
% Engliſhman, to be the firſt Biſhop: Tho' the 
« Diploma, pretended to be granted by this Prince, 
e at the Caftle of Nemes, now Spires, for the 
«© Eſtabliſhment of this See, is, on Account of 
“ ſome Articles contain'd in it, generally believed 
« to be ſuppoſititious. In 848, St. Anſcharias, 
« Archbiſhop of Hamburg, which had been laid 
« waſte, three Years before, by the Danes, was 
« ſent to Bremen, by Emperor Lewis the Pious ; 
«© where he was fourth Biſhop, and firſt Archbi- 
% ſhop, the Metropolitan See being transfer'd thi- 
« ther, or, according to other Writers, incorpo- 
* rated with this, by Pope Nicholas, with the 
« Conſent of that Emperor. Several Privileges 
« were afterwards granted it by ſucceeding Em- 
« perors, patticularly by Henry V. William, 

„% Wenceſlaus, 
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& Habenbauſen, in 1666, among other Conceſſions, . 
«© they were oblig'd to wave their Pretenſion of 
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Wenceſlaus, and Charles V, to exterminate Pirates, 


and protect Merchants trading on the Weſer . 
from all Danger. And for the Encouragement , 


of the Trade of this Place, no Goods were al- 


low'd to go down the Weſer, and paſs this City, 
without being firſt landed here. The Inhabi- 
tants have, likewiſe, the Privilege of fiſhing, 
from the Bridge of Hoye, four German Miles. 
above Bremen, down to the Sea, as likewiſe in, 


the Rivers Hunte, Ochtum, Wumme and Leeſem, 
which flow into the Weſer. Among other 


Fiſh, they catch great Quantities of Salmon and 


Lampreys, the former of which being dried and 


ſmoaked, and the latter pickled, are in great. 


Eſteem throughout all Germany: Rudolph II, 
endowed them with the Privilege, that neither 
their Perſons nor Goods ſhould be liable to Ar- 
reſt, Attachment, or other Impoſition, through- 
out the whole German Empire : And Charles V,

: «« the City, and condemr'd them to perpetual 
« Exile. The Government by Proconſuls and 
« Conſuls was hereupon reſum'd, with this Dif- 
tc ference only, that they were limited to thirty- 
«« three, to be choſen by the four principal Wards, 
« and, upon the Death of any one, the Vacancy 
: « to be ſupplied by the Ward the Deceafed be- 
g 4% long'd to. In this Form, with ſome few Al- 
; ec terations, it has continued ever ſince. The Se- 
« nat is now compoſed of four Burgo-maſters, 
« and twenty-four Senators, conſiſting of four Di- 
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«« viſions, according to the four Wards. The Se- 
| <« nat decides all Cauſes Eccleſiaſtical, Criminal and 
| «« Civil, and from them lies no Appeal, except, in

« when an Appeal to the Imperial Chamber of 
« Wetzlar may take Place. They have their own

It may not be amiſs to add here, to our Author's or his 
> Friend's Account, that the Archbiſhops of Bremen had never 
f any Sovereignty over the City : Nor was it ever dependent.on 
' the Duchy of Bremen, which belong'd to them. This Duchy, 
of which our Author gives ſome Account below, was yielded 
to the Swedes, in 1648, after which they formed ſeveral Pre- 
tences on the City, and beſieged it forty-fix Days, in 1666. 
But they rais'd the Siege, at the Interpoſition of the neighbour- 
pg Princes, and the Treaty of Habenbauſen enſued,

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* the Town, and are bordered on every 5 
* with Territories now belonging to his Majeſty 
« of Great Britain; for which Reaſon, they al- 
« ways court his Favour. The River Weſer, 
c which runs thro' the Place, and divides the 
« Old City from the New, is not navigable for 
« Ships of Burden farther than Fegeſac, two Ger- 
„% man Miles below this Place, where all Ships 
<< which come out of the Sea, or are outward-bound, 
*© load and unload; nor does this River ebb or flow 
« farther. We have a conſiderable Trade to Eng- 
<< land, eſpecially with all Sorts of Weſtphalian Li- 
<< nens, and ſend ſeveral Ships, particularly to Lon- 
% don, every Lear: We ſend Ships to France, and 
« ſometimes to Spain, Portugal and [taly, and alſo 
«© a good Number every Year to Greenland and 
<< Davis's Streigbts. We have likewiſe a conſider- 
«© able Inland Trade, particularly to the great 
„ Fairs and Marts in Germany, whither, among 
other Goods, we ſend large Quantities of Cal- 
<< licoes and Sugar, printed and refined here, in 
« which, however, the Hamburgbers out-do us. 
<< Our Beer is very much efteem'd in many Parts of 
«* Germany, and is therefore exported in large 
«« Quantities, Our Duties upon rtation and 
<< Importation are very low, which is a great En- 
„ couragement to our Trade, and gives us an Ad- 
vantage over the Dutch, in thoſe Provinces which 
e Iy between us and them. In the famous Han- 
e ſeatick League, this City is honoured with the 
* third Place. It is divided, as I faid before, 
into the Old and the New Town, the latter of 
„which was began to be built in 1623. They 
c are both pretty well fortifled with high Walls 
« and a broad Ditch. The old Town has ſeve- 
ral Towers upon the Walls, according to the 
„ ancient Manner of Fortification ; but the Walls 
« of the new Town, which are more modern,

TE firſt Place I went to ſee was a ſpacious 
Room, or Hall, in the Houſe where I lodge, of 
the Length and almoſt Breadth of the whole Edi- 
fice, the Walls of which are handſomely adorned 
with {mall Arms, it being a fort of Armory for 
the Burghers. In this Hall, the Altermanner (or 
Council of Commerce) hold their Meetings, and 
ublic Entertainments upon extraordinary Occa- 
— At the Bottom of a Deſcent of three Steps, 
by which you enter into the Hall, ſtands the Figure 


of a Warrior in compleat Armor, who, by Means 


of a Piece of Machinery under the Steps, as ſoon: 


as you tread upon them to deſcend, lifts up the 


Bever of his Helmet, with his Fruncheon, and 
falutes you. 


T a1s Statue Pur me in Mind of the Story of 


Roſicruſius's Sepalchre, as told in the SpeZator, in 
which was a Statue of a Man, in Armor, ſiting 
by a Table, and leaning on his left Arm. He 
Held a Truncheon in his right Hand, and had a 
a Lamp burning before him ; at the firſt Step, he 
ſtood bolt upright, at the fecond, lifted up the 
Truncheon in his right Hand, and at the third, 
with a furious Blow, broke the Lamp in a Thou- 
ſand Pieces. This, they tell you, was deſign'd to 
ſhew. Poſterity he poſſeſs d the Art of preparing a 
perpetual Lamp, and, at the ſame. Time, to de- 
ſtroy it, and thereby conceal that Myſtery from 
others; but the Deſign, of our modern Piece of 
Machinery was not fo deeply laid. 

FROM this Armory in Miniature, we went. 
to the grand Arſenal of the City, which is well 
fored with all Mander of Artillery, en 
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and other Utenſils of War, as well ancient as mo- 
dern. This Arſenal, I found, is under the par- 
ticular Diſpoſition of the Major who accompanied 
me, and he has ſhewn his Skill by the handſom 
Manner of ranging the ſeveral Sorts of Arms, &c: 
as well in the great Hall, where the Artillery is, as 
in a large Gallery, which encompaſſes it, and con- 
tains the greater Part of the ſmall Arms. 

. From this Gallery, there is a Paſſage into the 
Gymnaſium, or Academy, where we ſaw the Li- 
brary, and the Anatomical Hall, neither of which 
contain any Thing very remarkable. And here 1 
muſt give you an Inſtance of thoſe falſe Punctilios of 
Honour, of which I had been frequently told, and 
had ſometimes found, the Germans are fo full. Upon 
being ſhewn the Anatomy of a Man, I heedlefly 
happen'd to ſay, that Figure was Proof againſt the 
whole Art of War; I immediately obſerv'd the 
Major change Countenance, and ſwell, and tho 
good Manners got the better of his ſuppos'd injur d 
Honour, I perceiv'd it was ſome Time before he 
could calm the Tempeſt rais'd in his Mind, by 
the Imagination of my having deſignedly caſt a 


Slur upon his Profeſſion, or prefered that of Chi- 


rurgery to it. From hence we went to the Rabt- 
bau ſ⁊ (or Senat houſe) which, as I ſaid in my former, 
is a large ancient Sructure, built in 1405. The 
lower Part, or Hall, out of which are Doors ta 
the ſeveral Courts of Juſtice, and other Apart- 


ments, is fill'd with Shops for retailing Prints, 


Toys, Stationary and Haberdaſhery Wares, of 
ſeveral Sorts. The Courts of Juſtice, and other 
Apartments, are very plain, and hardly decently 
enough furniſh'd: for the Dignity of the Offices they 
are put to. The Outſide of this Edifice is adorn'd 
with ſeveral Statues of Emperors and Electors, 
as likewiſe thoſe of Plato, Ariſtotle, Cicero, and 
other Ancient, . c | 
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Ar one End of this Building, ſeparated by a 
Street, is another public Edifice, the lower Part 
whereof being a Piazza, in which are likewiſe 
Shops, is made Uſe of as an Exchange: But is 
not ſo frequented as thoſe of London and Amſterdam. 
The Merchants reſort thither only on Poſt-days, 
and then not in ſuch Numbers, but that you may 
walk with Eaſe, from one End to the other. From 
the Exchange we went to the Cathedral, which is 
an ancient, but large and ſtately Edifice. I was 
here agreably ſurprized to meet with an old Ac- 
quaintance of yours and mine : I mean the Reve- 
rend Mr. Cruſius, whom we formerly knew at 
London, in the Family of Monſ. Schutz, the Han- 
noverian Miniſter at our. Court. He is now Super- 
intendant of the Lutheran Congregation in this 
City; an Office little inferior to that of a Biſhop, 
or rather Dean of other Cathedrals; and of about 
1000 J. per Ann. Income, a large Revenue in theſe 
Parts. This Church, which is under the immediate 
Protection of his Majeſty of Great- Britain, as Bi- 
ſnop of Bremen and Verden, enjoys great Privi- 
leges; and is very ancient, The firft Church, 
built by St. Vibadus, ſtood 270 Years; but, in 
the Time of Beſelinus, the fifteenth Biſhop of 
Bremen, Ann. 1042, it was burnt to the Ground, 
by the Wickedneſs of his Son, Edo. The good 


Biſhop gave all he had in the World to repair 


the Damage, and began to rebuild it; but he died 


the Year following. His Succeſſor Albert, de- 


ſtroyed the Foundation he had laid, thinking it 
too fmall, and laid a larger; and that he might 
not want Stone, cauſed the Walls of the City to 


be razed, and the Stones to be employ'd for that 


Uſe: But going about the ſame Time. to Rome,

Liemarys 
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Liemarus, the ſeventeenth Biſhop of Bremen, about 
the Year 1090.” Towards the Concluſion of the 
fourteenth Century, it likewiſe ſuffered very much 
by Fire: And the Tower or Steeple was not re- 
built 'till 1446. It is now a ſtately large Building. 
the only Church the Lutherans have, tho? they are ſo 
numerous in this City, that they reckon near 20,000 
Communicants. The Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdiftion of 
this Metropolitan extended, for ſome Centuries, 
over the three Kingdoms of Denmark, Norway 
and Sweden ; but they exempted themſelves from 
it towards the Concluſion of the eleventh Century; 
when, at the deſire of Ericus, King of Denmark, 
the Pope erected an Archbiſhopric at Lunden, in 
Scania, and made all the Biſhoprics of thoſe three 
Kingdoms Suffragans to that Metropolitan: From 
which Time we find no Mention of any Archbi- 
ſhop of Hamburg, but only of Bremen. The City 
of Bremen embraced the Doctrine of Luther in 
1522, But the Archbiſhops did not acknowledge 
the Auguſtane Confeſſion *till 1585.

Bienen: But I muſt not omit mention- 
ing a Thing which is ſhewn, to Strangers, 
as a Rarity, tho?, in Reality, there is 
little in it, They preſerve, in a Vault under this 
Church, five or ſix Corps, which, tho' they were 
depoſited there fifty ar more Years ago, without 
being embalmed, or the Entrails taken out, are yet 
intire and uncorrupted. The Skin of theſe Bodies is 
ha d, and, like a Parchment, ſomewhat ſhrivePd: 
I had the Curioſity to lift one of them up by the 
Head, and found it ſo light, that I did not con- 
ceive the whole Body could weigh more than ten 
or fifteen Pounds, One of theſe 'Corps, they tell 
you, is of an Engliſþ Counteſs, who, having led 
a diſſolute Life, had the foul Diſeaſe, to ſuch a 
Degree, that ſhe was deem'd incurable, and was, 
therefore, ſent to this Place, to end her Life pri- 
vately, without bringing a Blemiſh: upon her Fa- 
mily. That the Perfon died of this Diſeaſe, is 
not improbable; becauſe, tho the Reſt of her | 
Face is intire, a good Part of ther Noſe is want- 
" ing: But if ſhe really was of our Nation, we may 
| ſuppoſe her to have been 'a Counteſs of the Hun- 
dreds of Drury. , 
Bur to give ſome Account of this Matter; the 
Vault in which theſe Corps are ſhewn, had not been 
open'd, in thirty or more Years atter the laſt was de- 


pofited ; | 
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poſited ; till ſome Years ſince, on Occaſion of puting 
up a new Organ, this Place was thought proper for 
the Artificer to caſt and ſodder his Pipes in, as 
containing ſo few Bodies, which, it was ſuppos d, 
were now fit for the Charnel-Houſe. Upon open- 
ing the Vault, and finding the Coffins entire, they 
were only put together in a Corner. After ſome 
Time, one of the Workmen, being left alone, 
either out of Curioſity, or in Expectation of find- 
ing ſome Booty, looſen'd the Lid of one of the Cof- 
fins, and finding the Corps, in the Manner I have de- 
{cribed, divulged it to his Companions, and upon the 
Matter being made public, the Reſt of the Cof- 
fins were open'd, and the Bodies contain'd in them 
found to be in the ſame Condition, This, in the 
ignorant Times of the Monks, would have been 
deem'd a Miracle of the firſt Degree, which would 
have brought a Treaſure to the Church ; and the 
Perſons, whoſe Corps had been ſo wonderfully pre- 
{erved, would certainly have been canoniz'd, what- 
ever Circumſtances of Life, they might have paſgd 
chro': But in theſe happier Days, in which the 
[Tyranny of Prieſt-craft is, in a gfeat Meaſure, 
aboliſh'd, and every Man is allow'd to think for 
himſelf, we may account. for jt without the Expence 
of a Miracle. This Vault, being under one Corner 
of the Church, has two Openings to the Church-

tinually paſſing, it may reaſonably be ſuppoled to

Txz other Churches of this City have nothing 
in them worthy our Notice. They are large, but 
very plain; with few or no Ornaments. , . 
Ir drawing now towards Noon, and the Major 
having engaged me to dine with him, we went 
trom the Cathedral to his Houſe, where I met 
; F 4 with 
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with a very friendly and handſom Entertainment, 
in the Company of three or four of his Acquain- 
tance, whom he had invited to make it the more 
acceptable to me. After Dinner, being diſpos'd 
to take a Walk, we order'd our Coach to wait for 
us at the Gaſt-Hoff, or public Hoſpital, for the 
Poor, the Sick, the Lame or Decrepid, of both 
Sexes, and we went thither on the City-Wall or 
Ramparts, pleaſantly planted with Rows of Trees, 
and a Paſſage as well for Coaches, as Perſons on 
Foot, from which you have an agreable View of 
the River, and the adjacent I 4 ag t 0 

T nz Hoſpital, I juſt mentioned, is maintain'd 
partly at the Public Expence, and partly by cha- 
ritable Contributions. At the Entrance, there is 
an Iron Cheſt, with a Memento over it, into which 
it is expected, that every one who comes to ſee the 
Houſe ſhould put a Piece of Mony, and the Per- 
ſon who conducts you generally begins, to ſet a 
good Example. I ſhall not detain you with a 
Deſcription of this Building, which is large, and 
decently handſom; tho' there feems, in the e- 
recting of it, to have been more a View to Uſe- 
fulneſs and Conveniency than Magnificence ; which 
I cannot but think much more commendable and 
conſiſtent, than the throwing away immenſe Sums, 
to erect Palaces inſtead of Hoſpitals, which ſu- 
perfluous Sunis, if rightly applied, might make 
a Fund for the perpetual Maintenance of double, 
or perhaps treble, the Number of poor Wretches, 
who would willingly, and by much more properly, 
inhabit Barracks, or little Tenements, than ſuch 
ſuperb Edifices. | f 
Tur Order and Oeconomy of this Houſe, as 


fir as 1 could get an Inſight into it, is as commen- 


dable as the Edifice itſelf. A frugal Plenty of all 
Things neceffary ſeems to reign in every Part of 
it; and an exact Order, even in the moſt trivial 
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Things, is nicely obſerved. As there are of both 
Sexes in this Hoſpita), they have different Quarters 
aſſign'd them : The Wards or Rooms, in which 
they ly, are on one Side of long Galleries, oppo- 
fite to which are Windows, to let in the freſh Air. 
In moſt of 'the Wards are two or mbre Beds, and 
they generally lay two Perſons in a Bed. The Bed- 
ding is cleanly and decent,' and the Wards are fur- 
niſh'd with ſeveral comfortable as well as neceſſary 
Conveniences. The Kitchen, as well as the Uten- 
fils of it, and Servants attending it, appear with 
a Neatneſs not very common in ſuch Places; and 
the Proviſions are wholeſome and' good, ſufficient 
but not ſuperfluous. I could find Fault with no- 
thing but the Bread, which I thought had too 
much the Hew of Veſtpbalian Pompernickel ; But 
I was told it was ſüch às was caten by the moſt 
reputable Burghers, for their common Table- 
bread ; Whiaren or White Bread ſeldom or never 
appearing in their Houſes, except for the Enter- 
tainment of Strangers, and on high Days and 
Holidays; on which Occafions it is eſteemed as 
great a Dainty as Plumb-cake with us. Thiey like- 
wiſe tell you, that this Bread is much more nourifhing 
and wholeſom, than Wheaten, or even a finer Sort 
of Rye-Bread, But to return to our Hoſpital : 
They have a very handſom Chappel, in which 
Divine Service is regularly perform'd ; and as 
there are always a Number of poor Wretches, 
either bedridden, or otherwiſe not in a Capacity 
to come to Chappel, ſuch as thoſe are all put into 
one large Room, where they likewiſe enjoy thar 
Benefit. 11 " EEE nas un 
' ADJOINING te this Hoſpital, or rather a Part 
of the ſame Edifice, is a Spinn-hayſz (or Houtc 
of Correction) trot only for ſuch Criminals as are, 
by Law, deem'd 'worthy of Corporal Puniſhment, 
but for ſuch diſorderly Perſons againſt whom there. 
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is no Law, but what is diſcretionary in the Judge; 
Juch as bad W ives or Huſbands, unruly or diſo- 
bedient Children, Spendthrifts, and the like: Theſe 
are generally lock d up in private Rooms, and are 
maintam'd there, for as long a Time as is thought 
neceſſary, at the Expence of their Friends. There 
are, at this Time, or have been very lately (for 
ſuch Priſoners are not ſheywn to any w_ nor 1$ 
it eaſy to know when or how they are diſcharg'd) 
under Confinement in this Houſe, a Gentleman of 
Diſtinction, who having kilYd a Perſon inadver- 
rently, is ſhut up here for Life, at the Deſire of 
a Prince in the Neighbourhood,” whoſe Subject he 
3s, the Plea of Chance-Medly, not being adi 
in this Country: A younger Brother of Mr. N----7, 
Governor of the Prince of .., who is confin'd 
for having been too laviſh of his Fortune; and the 
elder Brother of Monſ. von ?, a Gentleman 
of Fortune at the Court of H —, who having 
been diſinherited by his Father, for the ſame Ac: 
count, and being withal under a Suſpicion of Lu- 
nacy, is in a fair Way to ſpend the Remainder of 
his Days here. There is, beſides theſe, one Ob- 
ject of Compaſſion, in this Houſe, at preſent, who 
is expoſed to the View of every one; I mean a 


young and beautiful Daughter of Colonel N——, 


who having taken a falſe Step, n 
into a Condition ſhe could not hide, is, by the 
unrelenting Cruelty of her Father, rivetted to the 
Spinning Wheel, in the public Room, amidff 
common Proſtitutes, Thieves and Vagabonds, nor 
have all the Interceſſions of Friends, Relations and 
even Superiors, been able, in two Years Time, to 
reverſe the Sentence, which has fix d her unhappy 
Fate for Life, I had ſome Talk with her, but 
would not put her to the Bluſh, by ſeeming to 
know the Circumſtances of her Family; and to 
the indifferent Queſtions I aſk'd, ſhe gave ſuch 
121 Anſwers, 
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Anſwers, as made me pity her Condition, and 
think ſhe had ſufficiently atton d for her Crime. 
Tu Diſcipline which is kept in this public 
Priſon is very ſtrict; for tho? it contains 100 or 
more profligate Perſons, not an indecent Word is 
heard to come out of their Mouths; on the con- 
trary, their Taſk- maſter, who walks about the 
Room, with a Rod of Correction in his Hand, is 
almoſt continually ſinging of Pſalms and Hymns, 
in which they are obliged to accompany him. In 
this Houſe, are likewiſe private Apartments: for 
Lunatics, but they are lock'd up from the Eyes 
of the World; nor is the Diſgrace of human a 
made a public Spectacle, for the Sake of a ſmall 
Encreaſe of the Revenue of the Houſe. | 
' Havinc thus ſpent the beſt Part of the 
Afternoon, and Night drawing on, we return'd 
in our Coach, thro the City, to the Rah?'s Keller 
(or Public Cellar) where I paſg?d the Evening in the 


" ſame agreable Company I had enjoyed two Nights 


before. One of the Society, who is a conſiderable 
Merchant, and a Meinber of the College or Coun- 
cil of Altermaͤnner, invited me to dine with him, 
the next Day; at his Houſe, in the New Town ; 
and, on this Occaſion, 'defir'd the Company of the 
whole Society. My Entertainment there, with a 
Character of the Company, and their Behavior, 
ſhall be the Subject of my next, till when, c.

. BR MRM, 
HE Gentleman, who, as I told yo 


in my laſt, had invited me to dine with 
him, ſent his Coach to fetch the Major 
8 K and me, according to Appointment, 
at my Lodgings. In our Way to the New Town, 
which as I ſaid before, is ſeparated from the Old 
City, by the River Weſer, we paſs'd oyer a Bridge 
of Boats, which is the only Communication be- 
tween the two. At that End towards the Old Town, 
is a large and handfom Mill, belonging, if I miſ- 
take not, to the Public, and there are ſeveral other 
imall ones on the River near it. The New Town, 
which conliſts chiefly of Gardens, with ſmall Plea- 
ſure-houſes, belonging to the principal Merchants, 
and other Inhabitants of the old City, has larger, 
and much more regular Streets than that, and they 
are moſt of them planted with Rows of Limes or 
Wild Cheſnuts, which make it, taken all together, 
a very agreable Place. The Inhabitants who dwell 
conſtantly there are 'moſtly of the meaner Sort; 
there are, however, ſome handſom ſtately Houſes, 
which are inhabited Winter and Summer, and of 
theſe none more ſo, than that ta which I was in- 
vited. It is a modern Brick- Building (a Thing 
not very common here) on the River Side: But 
what makes it the more agteable is, that it is well 
furniſh'd in the Inſide, and does not conſiſt, as is 
very common here, of a meer Outſide-Shew, with 
pare white-waſh'd Walls within, and the F . 
Bs 6s +  & © * ; a 7 on y 
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only a Table and Locking-glaſs, with Chairs of 
ſeveral Sorts : The whole Houſe, or as far as I ſaw 
3 of it, is genteely furniſh'd, and our Entertainment 

1 was as handſom, but egregiouſly ſuperfluous. 
9 When the firſt Courſe, which confiſted of ſeveral 
Diſhes and Aſiettes, was ſet on the Table, I con- 
cluded, by the Variety of it, that, with a Deſert, 

was to be all; and accordingly I made my Dinner, 

as uſual, with a Diſh or two I lik'd; but how 

was I ſurprized, as well as mortified, to find the 

Table continually ſupplied with freſh Diſhes, for 

near four Hours together. The good Dame of the 

Houſe, who was by no Means ſo agreable Conver- 

fation as her Huſband, but ceremonious even to 
Impertinence, was every Moment ſending me Ben- 

jamin's Portions of various Diſhes, and ſeem'd to ex- 

4 preſs an Uneaſineſs, that ſhew*d ſhe thought me guil- 
| ty of ill Manners, if I did not, at leaſt, take Part 
| of every Plate that came from her Hands. This 
Manner of gorging their Gueſts, with a Superfluity 

of Diſhes, and preſſing them to eat of every one, 

is, it ſeems, the Cuſtom of the Country, at all Feaſts, 

and eſpecially for the Entertainment of Strangers ; 

ö and that even in Families, who cannot ſo well afford 
4 it, tho' they ſhould not have a good Meal in ſome 
4 Weeks after. Our Hoſt was as free with his Wine, 
3 as his Lady with her Eatables, but not quite ſo 
importunate : However, their ceremonious Man- 

ner of drinking, draws a Man inſenſibly, and al- 
moſt unavoidably, into taking a large Quantity 
af Liquor. As I was looked upon to be the prin- 
Cipal Gueſt, the firſt Glaſs was a Bumper drank 
to me, by our Hoſt, to bid me welcome, which 
I could not but pledge in the ſame Manner. I 
expected to fee the ſame Ceremony to every one 
of the Gueſts, and began to pity my hoſpitable 
Friend; but found he, ſoon after, welcomed all the 
Reſt in one Glaſs, and they having all their Glaſſes 


fill'd 
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fll'd, pledg'd him at one and the ſame Time. The 
third Glaſs was by Madam, to my Health, which 


was followed, immediately after, by a fourth, to 
the Health of the whole Company, which was 


all ſhe, and a ban of Ladies more at the Table, 
lord; then propoſed the Health 


drank. . Our Lan He: 
of his Right Hand Man, but was put in Mind, 
that a Health to the Ladies was firſt required, and 
this, being back'd by the whole Company, was 
complied . with, and each of them remember'd 
Jingly. This done, the Health of every one at 
Table went round, and were drank by the whole 
r together, except the Perſon whoſe Health 
was in Turn, who, with great Ceremony, returned 
Thanks, afterwards, to the whole Company. Thus 
every one drank above twenty large Wine glaſſes, 
full to the Brim, of Old Hock, during the Time 
of Dinner. | by 8: xa id ifs 15.47 
Tur Table being clear'd, and the Ladies re- 

tir'd, our Hoſt, in Complaiſance to me, began 
the King of Great Britains Health, in a Crown- 
Glaſs (as they call it) or a Glaſs with a Cover, 
holding near a Pint, which went round, every 
Man delivering the Cover of his Glafs to his next 
Neighbour, as a Loken that he was to pledge him. 
Several other public Healths, relating to Great Bri- 
tain, went round in the fame Manner, which oblig'd 
me to return the Civility, by propoſing the Empe- 
ror, the Senat, and ſeveral other Healths, which 
more immediately regarded them. Our Hoſt was, 
indeed, ſo Complaiſant to tell me, he had that Value 
for the Exgliſbo Freedom of Converſation, that I 
was entirely at my Liberty, However, as I had 
before tried both their Strength and my own, and 
found. I was a Match for any of them; and, be- 
ſides, believed it would be the only ceremonious 
Entertainment I ſhould be preſent at, I reſolvꝰd to 
ke; them out. By this Time, you may imagine, 
a good 
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4 good Part of the Company were ſomething more 
than merry, and were in a fair Way to be cut off 
from the Society, had not a Reprieve, in Form of 
an Invitation from Madam, to drink a Diſh of 
Tea or Coffee, in her Apartment, come timely to 
their Relief. | | 
Wr all immediately adjourned thither, and found 
our Hoſteſs had been ſo Complaifant to invite a 
good Number of her Female Acquaintance, to 
make a mix'd Aſſembly. The Room, which was 
pretty ſpacious, was handſomly illuminated, and 
in the Middle of it was placed a large Table, co- 
ver'd in a beautiful Manner, with all Sorts of wet 
and dry Sweet-Meats, Oranges, and dried Fruits. 
The Tea and Coffee was prepar'd at a large ſquare 
Table, in one of the lower Corners of the Room, 
where three Servant-Maids, in decent and becom- 
ing Habits, ſtood ready to ſerve the Company. 
The firſt Ceremony, which conſiſted of taking 
each of the Ladies by the Hand, inftead of ſalut- 
ing them, being over, every one ſat down, as 
Inclination or Chance led them, empty Chairs ha- 
ving been, as I magin' d deſignedly, left between 
the Ladies for that Purpoſe. And now began the 
moſt diverting Scene I had been preſent at, ſince 
my Arrival in this Country. The Gentlemen be- 
ing moſt of them pretty warm, and of Courſe 
amorous, began to. make their Addreſſes, each 
to the Lady neareſt to him: but it was on their 
Side in a forced and affected Strain of Courtſhip, 
an odd Compoſition, between innocent Freedom, 
and bridled Aſſurance, and was received, on the 
other Side, with a ſhy Reſervedneſs, and, at the 
fame Time, forward Compliance, a Motly of 
Sanctity and Libertiniſm, like thoſe Dames whims . 
fically deſcribed by Hudibras, 


4 Who, with one Hand, thruſt Woer from,

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all which together, made the Converſation a per- 
fect Comedy. Amidſt this Diverſion, I had, how- 
eyer, the Mortification, to find, I was gaz'd upon 
as the only Fool in the Company, for being a 
Stranger not only to the ceremonious Part of their. 
Converſation, but, in a great Meaſure, to their 
Language. I imagine I behaved, like a Country- 
Knight, among a Parcel of Goſſips at a Chriſten- 
ing, or a young Squire, juſt removed by his Mam- 
ma, from the Nurſery to the Viſiting- Room; not 
khowing whither or how to direct my Diſcourſe. 
At Length, an agreable young Lady, in whom 
I had obſerv'd an Air degage, which the Ladies in 
chis Country are perfectly unacquainted with, made 
an Excuſe to 8 out of the Room, and when ſhe 
return'd, her Place being taken, fat herſelf down 
by me, and aſk'd me, in French, how I liked the 
Company. I ſoon perceived ſhe was a French Wo- | 
man, and that ſhe was ready to burſt for want of 1 
an Opportunity of unbridling her Tongue, and | 
giving Vent to the Obſervations I found ſhe was 
brim-tull of; I ſoon gave her Eaſe, by begining 
with ſome I had made, after which ſhe di embo- 

, goed with all the Freedom I could wiſh, and I was 
as open ori my Side. You may eaſily imagine, hardly 
any of the Company eſcaped our Cenſure, either 
for their Perſons, Dreſs, or Behavior. Among 
other Singularities, I could not but obſerve one 
that to me appear d very whimſical, which was, 

that as well the Ladies as the Gentlemen not only 
drank to one another's Health in Tea and Coffee, 
but wiſh'd it to one another, at the Cuting of an 
Orange, or eating a preſeryed Pear or Plum. As. 
our Forer e was pretty free, I imagin'd my 

Behavior might, without Offence, be the ſame, 

and once offer d to ſalute my ſhe Friend ; but met 

with a civil Rebuke, and was told, that however, 

ready ſhe might be co allow of . * 
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think it no Stain to her Character, yet, with Re- 
ſpe& to others, it would caſt ſuch a Blemiſh upon 
her Reputation, as might deprive her of the future 
Converſation of her own Sex: But (continued 
ec ſhe) obſerve a little the Behavior of theſe pre- 
© ciſe Prudes, who condemn a Kiſs in public, 
<< whatever they may do in private, as a Scandal 
< to Society; fee what Liberties they allow the 
«« Gentlemen to take with their Hands, Arms, 
« Laps and Waiſts; What famillar Hugs and

«« Simpering of their Lips, whether they are thoſe 
« cold, inſenſible Ladies, they would appear to 
* be. I am miſtaken (added ſhe) if you Gentle- 
c men would not find an eaſier Conqueſt with one 
cc of theſe prim Creatures, than with the merrieſt 
6 ſinging, dancing, prattling Dame in Paris, or 
« the moſt forward Romp, in England. | 
We ſpent our Time, in this Manner, *cill we 
were ſummon'd again to the former Apartment, 
to Supper, whither the Ladies accompanied us. 
This Repaſt was cold, and conſiſted very properly 
of ſome of the ſuperfluous Diſhes, which were not 
touched at Dinner, with the Addition of a Couple 
of Weſtphalia-Hams, a Sort of Bologna Sauſages, 
which they eat raw, and Lobſters. Supper being 
ended, as we were N near an equal Num- 
ber of both Sexes, and all ſeemingly inclined to be 
merry, I took the Liberty of propoſing a Fiddle, 
and a Country-Dance : Qur Hoſt was unwilling to 
refuſe me any Thing; nor durſt he (as I afterwards 
heard) comply with' my Requeſt. A profound Si- 
lence therefore enſued, and the whole Company 
leem'd thunder-ſtruck at the Propoſal ; but my 
agreable Damoiſelle, whom I had taken Care to 
keep by my Side, and deſign'd her for my Partner, 
ſmiling, told me, that the Squeak of a Violin, or 
G an 
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an Outcry ot Murder, were equally terrible to the 
ſanctified Sinners of this City; that a Dancing- 
maſter, if any ſhould venture among them, would 


be eſteem'd a more dangerous Animal than a Town- 


Bull; that neither Muſic nor Dancing were allow'd 
by their Prieſts, even at Weddings, and that when 


any had been ſo bold to break thro' this facred 


Rule, they have been ſure to be cenſured from 
every Pulpit, and to be avoided by their Neigh- 
bours, at leaſt publicly, as People of abandon'd 
Principles, with whom it would be dangerous to 
converſe. I was glad to withdraw > Fab, 
and the Ladies ſoon after retiring, the greater Part 
of the Company got innocently drunk, rather than 
to involve themſelves in the Guilt of dancing to the 
Tune of a Fiddle. Before we parted, one of the 
Company invited us all to dine with him, the next 
Day, where we were entertain'd much in the ſame 
Manner; and this ſecond Feaſt was productive 
ſubſequently of a third, a fourth and a fifth, and 
would probably have gone the whole Round; but 
as I found myſelf in Danger of being kill'd with 
Kindneſs, at the fifth Entertainment, 1.call'd for 
a large Glaſs of Wine, and drinking a Cup of 
Thanks to the whole Company, declar'd that I 
had taken a Place in the Hamburg Poſt- Waggon, 
tor the next Saturday (it being then Thurſday) be- 
ing obliged to be, the Monday following, in that 
City. It was with Difficulty they conſented to 
part with me ſo ſoon, having formed ſeveral Parties 
of Pleaſure for my Entertainment : But finding my 
Reſolution fix'd, at my p_ Inftances, they at 
Length conſented to except of my Foy, the next 
Evening, at the Cellar ; *till when 1 have lock'd 
myſelt up to write you this Letter, and, as my Tra- 
vellipg· Companion was obliged to leave me ſome 
Days before, I have actually beſpoke a Place in 
the Poſt Waggon, which departs to-morrow, about

Noon, for Hamburg; from whence 1 will trouble 
you, ſoon after my Arrival, with the Continuance 
of my Adventures, being in the mean Time, as 
ever, Sir, Ge. 


P. S. I ſhould have told you, that, between the 
ſecond and third Entertainment, I made an Elope- 
ment for three Days, to ſee the ancient and famous 
City of Oldenburg, which is but five German Miles 
from this Place. In my Way thither, a German 
Mile from Bremen, I paſgd thro? Delmenhorſt, the 
Capital (ſuch a one as it is) of a County of the ſame 
Name ; but now little more, than a poor miſerable 
Village. It was built by Orte the II, Earl of Ol- 
denburg, in the Year 1247, on the River Delme; 
and belong'd to that County, till the Year 1334, 
when, by Agreement between the two Brothers, 
Jobn XI, and Chriſtian IV, it fell, together with 
a certain Diſtrict of Land, which from the Town _ 
was calPd the County of Delmenhorſt, to the Share 
of the latter. It was once united to the Biſhopric 
of Munſter for a Time, but being reſtored to the 
Hauſe of Oldenburg, remain'd fo till both Counties 
fell to the Crown of Denmark. In 1711, it was 
mortgaged to the Elector of Hannover, but re- 
deem'd with Part of the Mony King George * 
that King, for the Duchies of Bremen and Verden. 

OLDENBURG is a pretty large City, on 
the River Honta, which falls into the Weſer, 
fortified with a Wall and a Ditch, the Capital 
of a fine and ancient County in Weſtphalia, which 
was known by that Name, in or ſoon after 
the Time of Cbarlemaign; Walpertns, Earl of 
Ringelbeim, Grandſon (or as ſome Hiſtorians will 
have it, Nephew) * of Wittekind, who died in the 


—— CC 

This Difference in Hiſtory proceeds probably from the 
Uncertainty of the Signification of the German Word Enchel, 
which is uſed indifferently to Egnify either Grandſon or Ne- 
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Year 856, being the firſt Earl of Oldenburg, and, 
in Honour to his Counteſs Altburgis, only Daughter 
of the Earl of Leſmona or Leſtbem, having built 
a Town on the Weſer, which he called Althurg, 
er Oldenburg, and from that gave Name to the 
whole County. From this Walpertus deſcended 
the ancient Earls of Oldenburg, in one continued 
Line, for twenty-three, or, as ſome ſay, twenty-four 
Generations, till it became extin& in Antbony- 
Gunther, who died in 1667, without Male-heirs. 
After his Death, there were ſeveral Competitors 
for the Succeſſion, which, however, fell at Length; 
together with the County of Delmenbonſt, to the 
King of Denmark, partly by Sentence of the Im- 
perial Court, and partly in Conſideration of a Sum 
of Mony, and ſome Places in Holſtein, given as 
an Equivalent to the Duke of Holſtein- Ploen. 
THey tell you a very odd Story of one of their 
ancient Counts, call'd . Otta, who, in the Year 967, 
being on the Chaſe, and oppreſs'd with Thirſt, 
« cried out; Ach Gott ! wer nur einen kiklen Trunck 
it hatte! (Would to God I had a cool Draught!) 
Upon which a Hill, calld the-Oſenberg, that 
«© Jay before him, open'd, and a very beautiful 
* Damſel, richly clad, coming out of it, ap- 
«« proach'd him, and offer'd him ſomething liquid, 
« ina Veſſel, of the Form of a Hunting Horn, 
% of Silver gilt, and curiouſly wrought, telling 
«* him, if he drank it all out, Happineſs would at 


<« tend his Family. The Earl had the Preſence 


« of Mind, to throw out the Liquor over his 
Shoulder, and turning his Horſe about, rode 
% away with the Horn, upon which the Damſel 
«« retir'd, to the Hill, which clos'd upon her; and 
<« it afterwards appear'd, that where any of the 


Liquor had fallen upon the Horſe, the Hair 


« was, as it were, ſcalded off, to the very Skin. 
«« This Horn was afterwards ſhewn, for ſome Hun- 
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T dreds of Years, as a great Rarity, in the Re- 
« {idence of the Counts of Oldenburg. F 


i In.the Year 1676, the very Day that the Inha- 
bitants of Oldenburg, which was firſt built by Otto 
the Great, were to have taken their firſt Oath of Al- 


legiance to the King Denmark, this City was almoſt 


wholly conſumed by Fire. There are now ſeveral 
handſom public Buildings in it, which I viſited, as 
the Churches of St. Lambert, of the Holy Ghoſt, 
and of St. Nicholas, the Caſtle, where the ancient 
Earls reſided, the Town-houſe, Chancery, Arſenal, 
Stables, &c. But I ſaw nothing in them ſo re- 
markably curious as to deſerve a particular De- 
ſcription: 


+ This Horn, or what they call fo, is till preſerv'd in the 
King of Denmar#'s Chamber of Rarities at Copenhagen, at leaſt 
I faw it there, in 1720. It is not in the Form of a Hunting, 
but rather of a Sow-gelder's Horn : Nor is it of Silver-gilt, 
but rather Gold, of a baſe Alloy, or a Mixture of ſeveral 
Metals: Tho? thoſe that will have it to be ſupernatural tell you, 
that the greateſt Artiſts, after re-iterated Trials, have not been 
able to make any Compoſition of known Metals, perſectly 
agreing with it in all its Qualities. On the other Hand, 
thoſe who will not give into the Fable tell you, this Horn 
was made by Order of Chri/tian I, King of Denmark, in Ho- 
nour to the three Kings or Wiſe Men of the Eaft, whoſe ſup- 

ſed Names, Caſpar, Melchior and Balthaſar are wrought upon 
4 Be this as it will, the Horn they now ſhew you, is of 
curious Workmanſhip. Round the Rim, are the Words 
O Mater Dei, memento mei ; and, at the ſmaller End, is the Fi- 
gure of a Damſel, holding a Label, on which are the ancient 
German Words: Drinc al at. (Drink it all out.) 
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Assur to what I wrote you in my 
NJ - laſt, I left Bremen, and came in the 
Wo 73 common Poſt-Waggon for this Place. 
Wuat they call a Poſt-Waggon, which 
is the uſual travelling Carriage in Germany, can- 
not be more adequately deſcribed, than by com- 
Paring it to a Country Dung-Cart, with Boards 
nail'd a-croſs it for Seats; ſome of which Seats 
have Backs to them, about a Foot and a half 
high, but others are without any ; and to theſe 
bleſſed Vehicles was I confined for twenty-ſix or 
twenty-ſeven Hours ; curſing, at every Jolt, the 
Stupidity of the more ancient Germans, who could 
think of no better Conveniency, for the Accom- 
modation of Strangers, and the Folly of the pre- 
ſent Race, who will be A-—s, for no other Rea- 
ſon, but becauſe their Fathers were A= before 
them. We leſt Bremen between one and two in 
the Afternoon, and came about ſeven in the Even- 
ing to the firſt Stage, call'd Ottersburg, a Fortreſs 
or Paſs on the Borders of the Stifit (Biſhopric) or 
Duchy of Bremen, three German Miles from the 
City of that Name. We were ſix in Company, 
ſeated on three Seats, two and two, behind one 
another, and the Waggon was beſides ſo loaded 
f with Goods, that we had hardly Room ſo ſet our 
1 Feet in; inſomuch that when we came to alight, 
if I was fo crippled, I could hardly put a Foot to 
li the Ground; and was already ſo fatigued — 
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Way of travelling, that I ſhould gladly have ſtaid 
behind, if the Poſt-maſter could have given me 
any Hopes of procuring me a more convenient 
Vehicle the next Day. 

Wx were allowed about an Hour to refreſh our- 
ſelves, and then were pack'd up again in two 
Waggons, leſs, and conſequently more inconve- 
niert, than the former: But Patience was here a 
Virtue. We were hardly ſet out, when it began 
to rain very hard, and continued to do fo *till we 
arrived at the next Stage, which is three long Ger- 
man Miles, at a Place call'd Cloſter Saven, and 
as we had only two miſerable Boor”s Horſes before 
our Waggon, it was near two in the Morning 
before we got thither. We alighted at a Hovel, 
which they call'd the Poſt-houſe, little better than 
that I deſcribed to you as my firſt Lodging in 
Weſtphalia. We look'd like fo many halt drowned 
Rats, and I, for my Part, not being uſed to this 
Way of travelling, nor ſo well provided for it 
as my Companions, ſhould have been in a worſe 
Pickle than the Reſt, had it not been my good 
Fortune to be placed at the left Hand of a good- 
natur'd bulky Female, who ſiting to Windward of 
me, not only ſcreen'd me from a good Part of 
the Rain, but let me partake of ſome Convenien- 
cies ſhe had to ſhelter her from the Weather, which 
I. was glad to accept of, tho' under the Mor- 
tification of certain Circumſtances I ſhould hard- 
ly have put up with at another Time. 

Wx found a Wood-fire,' in the Middle of the 
Hovel, but the Waggons, with Paſſengers from 
Hamburg for Bremen, being come in before us, it 
was ſo beſet, that we were little the better for it till 
they were gone. Wet as I was almoſt to the Skin, 
I could gladly have lain down on a Truſs of Straw 
ſpread on the Floor; but was told we muſt mount 
again in leſs than an Hour. However, I no ſooner 


got a Seat by the Fire-Side than I fell aſleep, and

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was not a little diſpleaſed, when diſturb'd by the 


by tA of a Poſt-Horn, a little Braſs Inſtrument, 
O 


about eight Inches long, twiſted almoſt like a 
French Horn, which tho? otherwiſe muſical enough, 
I now thought the moſt diſharmonious Sound I ever 
heard. We departed between three and four for 
the next Stage, call'd Boxtebude, being four Ger- 
man Miles, upon Waggons, if poſſible, worſe 
than the former. The Rain continued, but we 
baited about half Way, for an Hour, at a Hovel, 
where, at the Expence of about a Penny each, we 
had an Opportunity of drying ourſelves. We 
came to Boxtebude, a little City, on the River E., 
formerly fortified, but now in a ruinous State, about 
ten. We ſtaid only to breakfaſt, and then went 
down this ſmall River to the Conflux of it with 
the River Elb (or Albis) at a Place call'd Crantz, 
about a German Mile from Boxtehude. Here we 
took another great uncouth Boat, with a large high 
Sail, which tho? only to carry over a few Paſſengers 
and ſmall Goods, was big enough for a Ferry, and 
might have carried twenty Ton. In this Boat, 


we only croſs'd the River Elb. to a Fiſher-Town, 


call'd Blankeneſe, in Daniſh Holſtein, which is but 
two little German Miles from Hamburg. 

Tut whole Country, from Bremen to the Banks of 
the Elb, is the Duchy of Bremen, bought by the late 
King George of the King of Denmark, who took it 
from the Swedes in the laſt Northern War, This Part 
of it is moitly Heath, and has the Appearance 
of a poor barren Country ; but the reſt of it, to- 


gether with the Principality of Verden, transfered 


to King George, at the ſame Time, is, as I am 
inform*d, 3 very fertile Country, and particularly 
| ti by of very fine Fruit, of all Sorts. The 
_ of the River, on that Side are very low, 
.and would be frequently overflown, were it not 
for artificial Banks or Dikes. On the other * 
the 
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the Banks are naturally very high, from ſomething 
below this Place quite to Hamburg. by 

Taz Elb, in this Place, is near an Engliſ Mile 
broad, and has the Appearance of a fine, noble 
River: But I obſerved our Boat, tho flat-bottom'd, 
was obliged to go a great Length downwards to 
avoid a Sand, in the Middle of it. As ſoon as 
we came out of the E,, into the Elb, we had a 
fine Proſpect of the famous City of Hamburg, 
which, with its ſix very high Steeples, makes a 
grand Appearance. At our Landing, we found 
a larger and more convenient Waggon than 20 
we had hitherto had, ready to receive us, which 
carried us in about an Hour and a half to Altena, 
a pretty large open Town, belonging to the King 
of Denmark, a little Exgliſb Mile below Hamburg. 
It being Sunday, and during Afternoon's Service, we 
were obliged to wait here, as I had been at Bre- 
men, *cill the Gates of the City were open'd, after 
Service. I ſoon began to form a different Idea 
of the Inhabitants of theſe Parts, from thoſe of the 
Place I came from: For inſtead of that formal 
affected Sanctity which appeared in them, here 
Libertiniſm ſeem'd to ride triumphant. In the 
ſeveral Public Houſes we paſs'd by, and in par- 
ticular that we ſtopp'd at, were Muſic, Dancing, 
Nine-pins and all Manner of Diverſions, inſo- 
much that the whole Place had the Appearance 
of a Fair. We had not been there above an Hour, 
before we were made ſenſible, that the Gates were 
open, by the Shoals of People who came flocking 
out of the City to partake of theſe Diverſions, which, 


That the Reader may not be deceived by Monſ. YVo/taire's 
Account of this Place, in his Life of Charles XII, King of 
Sweden, it may not be amiſs to obſerve, that our Author juſtly 
calls it an open Town below Hamburg, as it is, and not 
above Hamburg and fortified, as that otherwiſe ingenious Au- 
thor, by Miſtake, affirms. x 
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I found afterwards, were not allow'd in the public 
Houſes, in.Town, tho? in private Houſes, nothing 
is more common: But more of that below. 


THz Spice, between Altena and Hamburg is 
quite open, and very pleaſant, with agreable Walks 


on the: left Hand, and the River, at the Foot of 


very high Banks, on the Right. The Walls and 
Fortifications, which ly open to view, are cover'd 
with. Graſs, and planted with ſeveral Rows of 
Trees, one above the other, which make a de- 
lightſul Proſpect, and are beſides ſo high, that 
the Churches only, but none of the Houſes, are 
ſeen, *till you come within the Gates. Being en- 
ter'd the Town, we paſs'd thro' ſeveral large 
Streets, of poor Houſes, and ſeemingly very mean 
Inhabitants, chiefly Jews: This, I was told, was 
the new Town. When we came into the Old City, 
which is ſeparated from the former by a Canal only, 
we found both the Houſes and the Inhabitants make 
a better Appearance, but the Streets narrow and 
crooked. Our Waggon drove us to the Bremen 
Poſt-houſe, from whence I was conducted by a 
Man, who carried my Baggage on a Wheel-har- 
row, to tte Houſe where I was recommended to 
Jodge, call'd the Little Engliſh Houſe, to diſtin- 
guiſh it from another calPd the Great Engliſh Houſe, 
where the Society of Britiſh Merchants have their 
Public Meetings and Chapel. This Little Engliſh 
Houſe is ſo far from being little in Fact, that it is 
eſteemed the beſt Houſe of Entertainment for Stran- 
gers in the City, and, being under the Protection 
of the Britiſh Society, is allow'd to ſell all Manner 
of Liquors, which all Public Houſes are not, and 
is free from all Taxes and Duties to the Town. 
This privileg'd Houſe has formerly been always 
kept by Engliſb- men, put in by the Society, but 
the Perſon who now keeps it is a Frencb- man, for- 


merly

merly Brigadier Sutton's Steward, and his Wife a 
Flanderkin. | 

I Found, notwithſtanding it was Sunday-Even- 
ing, the Houle was full of Company, and ſeveral 
drinking in a Public Room, where I might have 
made one : But as I was fatigued, I choſe to retire 
to my Chamber, and having beſpoke a Supper, 
deſired my Landlord's Company, who entertain'd 
me very agreably with his Converſation, and an 
excellent Glaſs of French Claret. Among other 
Things, I made Enquiry if the Britiſh Society was 
numerous; what was their Manner of Living, and 
what Kind of Reception they gave to Strangers? 
His Anſwers to theſe, and ſome other Queſtions I 
put to him, concerning them, were in Subſtance ; 
„That the Britiſh Society of Merchants-Adven- 
5 turers, eſtabliſhed in this City, had formerly 
* been very famous, as well as numerous, and en- 
« cjoyed gone Privileges, which had been granted 
them ſo long ago as the Reign of Queen Eliza- 
«<< beth, when, they having an excluſive Privilege 
«© of exporting the Engliſh Woollen Manufactures, 
s their ſettling in Hamburg was of great Service 
<< to that Republic, and their Favour very much 
<< courted : But that, ſince this Branch of Trade 
vas laid open to all Foreigners, by Act of Par- 
„ liament, in King William's Reign, they were 
„ dwindled away almoſt to nothing: That they 
<< were not, at this Time, above ſixteen or ſeven- 
teen, of which not above one half were Houſe- 
« keepers : That they, however, yet enjoyed the 
«© ſame Privileges (an Account of which he reſer- 
ved to a more convenient Opportunity) and liv'd 
sin great Reputation; but converſed chiefly a- 
«© mong one another, and were very ſhy and jea- 
„ lous of Strangers of the Exgliſb Nation, unleſs 
they came recommended to them: That if my 
«« Buſineſs was Trade, and I had any Concerns

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* with them, I would be admited into their Inti- 
* macy, and treated very handſomly: But that

As I found, by this Narrative, that I was not 
Ike ro have much Converſation with , my Country- 
men, and had my Reaſons, which I need not tel! 

ou, for not making myſelf known to Mr. V.. -h, 

told my Landlord, i was a High-German, but 
had lived many Years in England, and was now 
going, afrer a very long Ablence, to ſee my na- 
tive Country again, having, ſince I left it, viſited 
moſt of the Countries in Europe, and ſpent ſome 
Time in every one of them: That I was no Tra- 
der, nor did I ſeek the Company of the Engliſb 
Nation in particular: That I travel'd for the Im- 

rovement of my Underſtanding, and not of my 
2 5 That I ſhould be obliged to him if he 
could recommend me to the Acquaintance of any 
ſober ſtaid Gentleman, of univerſal Knowledge and 
Learning ; and that it was equally indifferent to 
me what Nation he was of. 

My Landlord, with a ſeeming Joy, anſwered, 
he had a Cuſtomer would ſuit me to a Hair ; but 
the Point would be how to get into his Converſa- 
tion. What (replied I) is he ſo difficult of Acceſs, 
or is his Quality ſo ſuperior, that it would be a 


Preſumption in me to aim at it? Not fo (an- 


« ſwered 
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« ſwered my Landlord ) but he is ſo ſparing of 
« his Words, that, tho* he has conſtantly frequent- 
2 «« ed my Houſe, once a Week, for near two Years, 
2 „ I have hardly ever heard him pronounce” three 
„ Sentences.” What Reaſon then (ſaid 1) have 
you to think this taciturn Gentleman would be for 
my Purpoſe? * Becauſe ( replied he) I am in- 
formed he has ſpent above thirty Years of his 
« Life in continual Travels, not only thro? all 
„ Parts of Europe, but even in the moſt diſtant 
«© Regions of the known World. I am (conti- 
„ nued he) his Agent or Factor in this City; for 
he lives at forme Milgs Diſtance, in Daniſh Hol- 
ſtein. His Letters come all directed to my 
4 ** Houſe, and he has frequently large Parcels of 
4 % Papers, Books, and other Things ſent him from 
2 England, Holland, France, Italy, and other Parts, 
3 5 which he is ſo careful of, that I am caution'd 
not to truſt them in any One's Hands but my 
* own, and am obliged, on ſuch Occaſions, to take 
% Horſe or Coach, and to go out to him myſelf, 
for which he pays me generouſly. When I am 
« admited to his Prefence, which is not always, 
« I find him immured with Books, in the Midſt 
* of a copious Library, with great Numbers of 
£« Mathematical, Aſtronomical, and other Inſtru- 
* ments, many of them not known in this Coun- 
« try, about him. He is a ſingle Man, but has 
a large Family of Servants, of both Sexes, moſt 
«« of them Foreigners, who are ſeldom ſeen abroad, 
« and converſe very little but among themſelves. 
« His ſingular, but expenſive, Manner of Living, 
«© his extenſive Charity and Generoſity, his great 
Knowledge and Succeſs in Phyſic, he having 
« a Perſon for that End in the Houſe with him, 
« who goes by the Name of Doctor, and who not 
<« only gives his Advice, but diſpenſes Medicines 
5 to all that come, and have the Appearance of 


« Want, 
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Want, gratis : Theſe Circumſtances, I ſay, 
with that of his not being poſſeſs'd of any 


known real Eſtate, but the Houſe and Gar- 


den where he lives, and following no Buſineſs to 
ſupport this great Expence, give Occaſion to 
the common People to think him a Conjurer, 
and that he deals with the Devil : And others, 
not quite ſo ignorant, imagine he has found the 
Grand Secret, or the Philoſopher's Stone. He 
comes conſtantly every Saturday to my Houſe, 
and, having performed his Devotion, at one of 
the Lutberan Churches of this City, on Sunday, 
returns in the Eveniog, or Monday Morning, 
and he was but juſt gone when you came to my 


* Houſe. In good Weather he rides, and ſome- 


times walks, and in bad comes in his Coach ; 
but hardly ever miſſes coming. When he has 


ing, he always takes his Seat in my public drink- 


ing Room, at a ſmall Table, hardly big enough 
for more than one; where he ſmoaks his Pipe, 
and drinks his Bottle, without ſpeaking a Word 
to any one; and if, by Chance, any of the o- 
ther Company drink his Health, or direct 
their —— to him, they arę ſure to meet 
with no other Return but a Nod, a Shake of 
the Head, or a Shrug, for which Reaſon he is 
generally diſtinguiſh'd by the Name of the Dumb 
Man, and is never diſturb'd unleſs now and then 
by a Stranger. He is obſerved to be very at- 


c tentive to all public Diſcourſe, and ſometimes

Here my Landlord ended his Narrative, and 
you will eaſily imagine how deſirous I was to be 


n with this extraordinary Perſon: I 


deſired him to beſpeak a Coach, to go out the 
next Day, to endeavour obtaining Admitance 
to him; but he adviſed me to ſtay till the next Sa- 
turday, and firſt take a View of his Perſon and Be- 
haviour, after which we might think of the 18 5 
eſt Method of geting into his Company.

Converſation, without the leaſt Sign of any Buſi- 
neſs being tranſacted: And, I am told, it is 
the ſame in other Coffee-houſes, of which perhaps 
I may make ſome Mention in a future Letter:

as I could, *till I ſhould have an Oppor- 
WIE tunity of ſeing the learned Gentleman my 
RTE Landlord” had told me of, I enquired 
what public Diverſjons this Place afforded, and was 
told there was every Monday, Wedneſday and Thur /- 
day, a very good Opera, the Property of which was, 
at this Time, veſted in Mr. -h, the Engliſh 
Envoy, and the Management left to'one of his Se- 
cretaries, our Country-man, Mr, L -d. I invi- 
ted my Landlord to go with me, and expected to 
have been diverted more with a Sight of the Com- 
pany, than with the Drama, being told the Price 
of the Pit was but halt a Dollar, or about 2 5. Ster- 
ling. I was, however, deceived, and found it far 
exceed my Expectations, The Houſe is large and 
handſom ; the Stage very long,” arid, as I concei- 
ved, at the largeſt Opening, not much leſs than a 


Hundred Foot deep; broad proportionably, but 


two low for the Length, and the Declivity too great. 
The Pit is beautiful and convenient, in the Form 
of an Amphitheatre, with a Space between that 
and the Orcheſtre of about ten Foot broad, 'for 
Gentlemen to walk and converſe, and fo much low- 
er than the Amphitheatre, that, tho? they ftand, 
they do not intercept the Sight of the other Specta- 
tors. And at ene End of this Space is a _ of 

"hor 
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Shop, where Coffee, Tea, Liquors, and other Re- 


freſhments are ſold. There are two Rows of Boxes, 


one above the other, but both too high, and a Gal- 
lery over them. Excepting the middle Front-Box, 
and two Side-Boxes, neareſt the Stage, with two 
Balconies over the Ends of the Orcheſtre, tlie Reſt, 
in both Rows, are divided into ſmal} Family-Boxes, 
for four or ſix Perſons, which are Jet, ſome by the 
Year, and others by the Day. The Front of the 
Stage opens, in a grand Manner, with a double Por- 
tico, one over the Orcheſtre, and the other over 


about eight or nine Foot of the Stage, inſtead of a 


Sound-board. The inſtrumental Muſic was good, 
and the Voices, tho* not comparable to ours at the 
Hay-market, were far from being deſpicable. The 
Habits were tolerably good, and the Scenes beau- 
tiful, and in greater Variety, than I remember to 
have ſeen on any Stage. I ſoon perceived the Com- 
poſition of the Muſic to be of the inimitable Mr. 


Handel (who, itſeems, formerly 8 the Thorough- 
0 


Baſs, in this Opera, for three or four Shillings a Time) 
and I fancied I knew the Songs. Upon buying the 
Book, I found the Opera to be Fulius Ceſar in 
Egypt, as repreſented at the King's Theatre in the 
Hay-market, of which, I perceived by the Dedication, 
Mr. IL -- d had tranſlated the Recitative into Ger- 
man Verſe, and left the Songs in Talian, in Order 
to retain Mr. Handel's Muſic in them, tho 
the Recitative was entirely new ſet, according to 
the Tone or Accent peculiar to the Language: In 
the ſame Manner as was practiced in the Hay-mar- 
ket, with great Succeſs ; *till the Audience reſol- 
ved to ſacrifice every other Part of the Pleaſure of 


a good Play to that of their Hearing, or rather, to 


the Vanity of being pleaſed with nothing but what 
was foreign, What was wanting in Voices was 
ſufficiently made up in the Fourberia della Scena, (the 
Knavery, or trickiſh Part of the Drama) as Mr.

—— — 
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Addiſon, 1 think, lomewhere calls it, which is rai- 
ſed to a great Height here, eſpecially in ſplendid 
Entries, and great Variety of Dances, properly 
enough introduced: Beſides which, we were enter- 
tained with a whimſical Intermezzo, ſet to Muſic, 
between the Acts, repreſenting the Adventures of 
an Old Man who married his Chamber-maid. In 
the Whole, the Evening's Entertainment was very 
agreable and diverting ; and pleaſed me fo well, 
that I reſolved to ſpend more of my Time there. 
The next Piece I faw, on the Wedneſday follow ing, 
was a Tragedy wholly in the German Language, 
and {ct to Muſic by a German Compoſitor, Mr. Tel- 
&man, Director of the Church-Muſic of this City. 
The Subject was taken from the Spaniſh Hiſtory, 
being the Story of a King of that Nation, whoſe 
beloved Conſort was wrongfully accuſed, by her own 
Son, of Adultery. The Words of this Opera were 
not, as generally with us, a mere dead Letter, or 
Vehicle to convey the Muſic to our Ears ; the Paſ- 
fions ſeemed to be finely wrought up in the Poetry, 
and as naturally expreſs d in the Muſic, a Thing 
ſeldom or never regarded in the Halian Operas ; 
but which has a very great Effect upon the Mind, 
1 eſpecially if accompanied with Action. I muſt, 
* for my Part, confeſs, this Drama had as great an 
i Effect on me as any of our excellent Tragedies, and 
it was hard to ſay whether the Poet or Compoſitor 
had the greateſt Share in it. There was one Scene, 
l which I thought the tendereſt and moſt affecting 
I had ever ſeen. The innocent Queen, the Night 
before her intended Execution, deſires an Interview 
with the King her Huſband, as the laſt Favor ſhe 
has to aſk, not to ſue for Pardon, but to indulge 
her Sorrow in a doleful Farewel. The King was 

rſuaded of her Guilt, and fully bent to let her 
uffer the Death, he thought, ſhe had deſerved : 
He abhor'd the Criminal, but had yet the ay” 
n 0 
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of the tendereſt Affection for the Wife; and, after 
a long Conflict between Love and Honour, he con- 
ſents to it. The melancholy View of a mourning 
Chamber, diveſted of all Light but two dim Can- 
dles on the Table; the Queen in Widow's Weeds; 
her Submiſſion and Reſignation ; the apparent Strife 
in the King's Breaft, berween Love and Anger; the 
former of which ſoon prevaiPd, and broke thro? 
all the Art made uſe of to conceal it: All theſe 
Circumſtances, I ſay, heighter'd with every Thing 
that Poetry and Muſic could add to them, and ac- 
companied with a ſuitable Action, concur'd to raiſe 
the rendereſt Compaſſion poſſible in the Breaſt of 
the Audience. But what moſt affected me, and, in 
my Opinion, deſerv'd the utmoſt Applauſe, was 
the Concluſion of this tender Scene, where the Com- 
poſitor had ſhewn his exquiſite Skill and Judg- 
ment, in diverſifying the three laſt Words of a 
Duetio, ſang, by them, noch einmabl fahrewol (once 
more farewe}) in ſuch Manner, that what with the 
Repetition of them, on both Sides, with proper 
Pauſes, fi ll'd with Muſic perfectly adapted to the 
Subject, they laſted ſome Minutes, and thereby gave 
the Actors all the Opportunity they could wiſh, 
to diſplay their Skill, and the Audience a ſufficient 
Time to indulge that noble Paſſion, which the pre- 
ceding Incidents had raiſed. To me, I muſt own, 
this ſingle Scene was worth more, than a whole life- 
lefs [talian Opera; nor do I think it poſſible for the 
utmoſt Skill of the Poet, to raiſe the Paſſions to 
ſuch a Height, as this ſkilful Combination of Pg. 
etry and Muſic can effect. It is well this Letter is 
to come into no other Hands, than your. own ; I 
might, otherwiſe, be look'd upon, as a Fellow of a 
very odd Taſte, or rather no Taſte at all. What 
ſome might be apt to ſay, give the Preference to 
Muſic ſer to Words, which are a perfect Contra- 
dition o Muſic, and ſufficient to deſtroy all 
H 2 Harmony: 
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Harmony: But even this is a vulgar Error; the 
Fligh German is no ſuch diſharmonious Language, 
but that a ſkilful Poet, who knows any Thing of 
Muſic, may find Words as proper to be ſet to it, 
as in Italian: And I defy any 1taltan to point out to 
me harſher Sounds in the German, than I will ſhew 
him in his Mother-Tongue. I was again at the 
Opera laſt Night, where I was entertain'd by a 
Piece of as odd a Compoſition, as, I think, I ever 
ſaw. It was call'd Die verkebrte Welt, or the 
World turn'd Topſy-turvy, a Comic Opera. I ſoon 
found the Idea, and perhaps the principal Scenes, 
were taken from a French Piece, call'd Le Mond 
Renvers; but it ſeem'd to be more particularly 
adapted to the Circumſtances of the Times and 
Place; and, if 1 may be allowed to judge by the 
Locks and Behavior of the Audience, was not 
without perſoral Satyr. The Muſic was as ſingu- 
lar, as the Subject, and the whole whimſicaly, tho 
nonſenſicaly diverting.

EST 8 I had heard a very favorable Chara- 
my 


Ger of Mr. L -d, I had ſought every 
- EXvening in the Opera, an Opportunity 
Hof geting acquainted with him; and 

the laſt Time, I was there, a very con- 
venzent one offer d. Towards the Concluſion of the 


+ Drama, I was ſhewn him ſiting on a Benchat the 
Coffer Shop; and, as there was Room on the ſame 
Bench, for another, I immediately took Poſſeſſion 


of 
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of it. We had not ſat long, before an Incident in 
the Play gave me an Opportunity of aſking him a 
Queſtion, which I did, in French, and from thence 
we fell into a farther Diſcourſe, which laſted ' till 
the Curtain drop'd. I then beg'd the Favor of his 
Company to ſup with me, at my Lodgings: But a 
young Gentleman of his Acquaintance, who had, 
in the mean Time, join'd us, propoſed going to 
the Rah“, or public Cellar ; deſir'd to be of the 
Party, and offer'd his Coach to carry us thither. 
As I had not yet ſeen that Place, I made no Diffi- 
culty to accept the Offer, and we repair'd thither, 
accordingly ; having, at our going out of the O- 
pera-houſe, met with a French Merchant, I had 
ſome Knowledge of, by his dining at the Ordinary, 
where I lodged, whom we took with us. The 
Gentleman, I firſt mention'd, to whom I ſhall give 
1 the Name of Nardino, was, I found, a young M 
I chant, juſt return'd from his Travels, with a com- 
1 ou Cargo (to uſe the mercantile Stile) of all the 
3 anities, Follies, and Vices of the Countries where 
3 he had been, as his Dreſs, Air, and Diſcourſe ſuf- 
1 ficiently ſnew'd. When we came to the Cellar, I 
4 found it not like that at Bremen, with a great Num- 
ber of Steps to go down to it; but a low vaulted 
1 Entrance, with an eaſy Deſcent, to what may more 
4 roperly be called a Cave. Having call'd for a 
oom, our firſt Compliment was, that as well all 
the private Boxes, as the public Rooms, were full, 
and that we could have no Place, unleſs we would 
go into the Hangman's Room ®. Upon this, we 
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* The Hangman is not allow'd to go into any Public Houſe, 
or Company, without pulling off his Hat, and, after having 
declar'd who he is, aſking Leave : But he has the Liberty of 
going, at all Times, without any Ceremony, into this Room, 
which -is public for every Body, whatever Company be in it, 
and the Drawers are oblig d to ſerve him, | 


H 3 were 
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tainted the Works of the Learned: But the ingenious Authors 
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were preparing to ſeek other Quarters, when, a 
Company happening to go away, with much Diffi- 
culty, we were allow'd to ſucceed them; the Draw- 
er telling us, he did not know whether he could an- 
{wer it, there being three Companies waiting, at a 
neighbouring Coffee-houſe, for Rooms, However, 
all his Rhetoric could not perſuade us to give up 
the Poſſeſſion we had taken. We, therefore, call'd 
for a Quart of Old Hock ; but the Drawer, to be 
even with us, let us fit near half an Hour without 
bringing us any Thing. I found our young Gen- 
tleman particularly uneaſy : He chang'd Counte- 
nance, begun to ſwell, and, at length, burſt out, 
with a Quelles Betes! Parbleu, Meſſieurs, a Man 
cannot temoigner his Reſpect to his Ami, with a 
Verre du Vin, but theſe Coujons give you all Manner 
of Deſagremens; A Paris, Meſſieurs (ab la char- 
mante Paris !) if a Canaille of a Drawer dares to 
treat you de telle Maniere, Corbleu, vous n' avez 
3 A faire, but to give him a Pirouette down Stairs, 
with a Coup de Pied. Thus he run on, for near a 
-—_ of an Hour, in a Fargon half German and 
half French; by which I found our young Tra- 
veler, if he had acquir'd no other Knowledge in fo- 
reign Parts, had gain'd the Advantage of forgeting 
his Mother-tongue ; a Thing indeed but too com- 
mon with the Germans, tho? they do not ſtir out of 
their own Country. At length, our Drawer

® Tt is become ſo common a Thing, over all Germany, to 
lard their Language with French, Italian, and even Latin Words, 
that.tho' a Man has taken never ſo much Pains to make himſelf

Laries, at the ſame Time, he is not much the nearer. This ridicu- 


lous Cuſtom prevail'd firſt among People of Faſhion, from them, 
as cuſtomary, deſcended ta the Merchants and Tradeſmen, and, 
at length, got hold of the Vulgar. It had once pretty much

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came, and, ſeting a Quart-Rummer on the Table, 
reſted with both Hands upon it, and ſtood ſtock- 
ſtill, ſtaring us in the Faces. For my Part, I could 
not but be ſurprized at the Fellow's Stupidity, as 
well as ill Manners; Mr. I- d, I found, ſmil'd, 
and Nardino look'd angry; and thus the Scene 
continued, for ſome Minutes, *cill Mr. L. d put 
an End to it, by giving the Churl a Piece of 
rr which he retir'd) and told me, he had 
a Mind I ſhould ſce the Humours of the Place, or 
elſe he had diſmiſs'd him ſooner, it being the Cuſ- 
tom here to pay for every Glaſs of Wine, as it is 
brought in. It was not long, before we had ano- 
ther Inſtance of the Politeneſs of the Rabht's Keller 
of Hamburg ; for the Wine proving meer Hog- 
waſh, the Bell was rung, and the young Merchant, 
in an angry Tone, aſk'd the Drawer, how he came 
to bring us ſuch miſerable Wine : His Anſwer was 
very ready, that it was ſuch as other People drunk, 
and, if we did not like it, we might ſee where wwe could 
get better, and with that left us without any farther 


of the Patriots have now pretty well ſham'd them out of it, as 
well by their Precepts as ples. 


Our Author is far from exaggeriting the Matter, in his Sam- 
ple of the young Merchant's Jurgen. I believe I can't give a 
livelier Idea of this egregious Folly, and the Force of Cuſtom, 
than by tranſcribing the firſt Period of a Letter written to me, 


by a German of great Diſtinction, and a Perſon who abounds 
in good Senſe and Learning too.

dreſs' d, at a neighbouring French Cook's, we made 


«6 Wine, of the worſt Growths, which they buy 
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Ceremony. Mr. L- --d, hereupon ſtep'd out, and, 
returning immediately, told us we ſhould ſoon be 
better ſerved; this was a Novelty, he was, like- 
wiſe, willing I ſhould ſee. Soon after, the ſame 
Drawer came, to fetch away the Glaſs, and, at his 
Heels, an elderly Man, with an Aſpect of Autho- 
rity (whom I afterwards found to be the Head- 
ſervant, or Steward of the Place) with a large 
Rummer of Wine, holding a Gallon, which, he I 
ſaid, he beliey'd would pleaſe us. He was deſir'd 3 
to let us ſee he was not afraid of taſting it himſclf, I 
upon which he drank our Healths, and then retir'd 3 
very civilly, without ſtaying for his Mony, as the i: 
other Looby had done. This, I afterwards found, 4 


Wine was, indeed, excellent, and, being in ſo large 
a Quantity, upon ſhaking the Glaſs, gave a Fla- 
vor to the whole Room. In ſhort, we lik'd it fo 
well, that, having got a Diſh or two of Meat

ſhift to empty the Glaſs thrice. After Supper, my 
Friend, the French Merchant, at my Deſire, gave 
the following Account of the Oeconomy and Singu - 


larities of this public Tavern. This Cellar (ſaid 


«© he) with the Stock in and appertaining to it, 
*« which is much larger, than that you mention'd 
„ of Bremen, and, perhaps, the largeſt in * 
« belongs to the Public, and the Profits ariſing 
* from it, which are very conſiderable, are appli- 
« ed to the public Uſe. The Wine, good or bad, 
« young or old, be it a dear or a cheap Year, is 


« always at the. ſame Price, viz. 144. a Quart. 


« And this is one Reafon, why you have ſeldom 
« any good Wine at all here. Not that I believe 
„they brew their Wine with any worſe Liquor, 
«© they can hardly have any Thing elſe ſo cheap; 
„what I mean by bad Wine is young, hungry 


« for 
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* for a Trifle. They have their Factors on the 


Rhine, who buy their Wine in great Quantities, 


very often ſtanding, and make it themſelves, and 
frequently, in plentiful Years, they have a full 
« Caſk for an empty one. In ſhort, as they have 
„% always a prodigious Stock, they have no Occa- 
e fion to buy, but when they can buy cheap; they 
« always buy for ready Mony, and ſend their 


„Wine, down the Rhine, to Rotterdam, and, 


„ from thence, without landing it, by Sea hither. 
% By this Means, their common Draught, ſuch as 


* our firſt Glaſs was, does not ſtand them, one 


« Time with another, in 2 d. a Quart. They call 


it all old Wine, and, to make it appear as ſuch, 
tho? it very ſeldom exceeds the Age of a Year, 
or at moſt two, when a Drawer is order'd to 
bring a Pint or a Quart of old Wine, or what- 
ever the Quantity be, (for they ſell all in Rum- 
«© mers) he firſt goes to a Caſk, which always lies 
C at the Entrance into the common Vault, on the 


left Hand, and draws from thence two, three, 


or more Spoonfuls of a black Barcelona, or Ali- 


* cant Wine, which not only gives the Colour you 
„ obſerv'd, to the Wine that is drawn upon it, o- 


<« therwiſe almoſt as pale as Water, but likewiſe the 


„ Taſte of Strength and Age, The Management 


« of this Cellar (or rather Inſpect ion over it) is in 
% one of the Burgher-maſters, three Senators, one 


Ober- Alter, and three Burghers : But the imme- 


4 diate Direction is in the Steward (or, as they call 
« him, Captain) of the Cellar, who has 2 d. out 


of every Quart of Wine that is ſold, for which 


„ he furnithes Firing and Candles, Bread and 
«« Cheeſe, which they give gratis; pays Servants 
„ Wages, and maintains them: And the Vent is 
« ſo very great, that the Stewards get Eſtates out 


of it. It is not alone what is drunk in the Place, 
c but the vaſt Quantities that are fent for to pri- 


© vyate 
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« vate Houſes, and even to public Houſes, none 
being allow'd to retail any Wine, of the Growth 
of the Rhine, or adjoining Parts of Germany, 
«© except this and one Houſe more, unleſs it be 
s bought of them: But what occaſions the greateſt 
Vent, is the Cuſtom of making Preſents in Wine, 
<< upon all Occaſions, where a Preſent in Mony 
% would not be fo decent. Thus, when any one 
sis elected Burgher-maſter or Senator, or to any 
other conſiderable Office, it is cuſtomary for 
« every Friend, Relation, Acquaintance or De- 
«*c pendant, to fend a Preſent of Wine, of ten, 
« twenty, or forty Gallons, more or leſs, to the 
«« Perſon elected, which, with ſome, amount to 
« ſeveral Thouſands of Gallons, In theſe Ca ſes, 
* the Wine is not ſent in Specie, but Notes entit- 
< ling the Bearer to ſuch a Quantity of Wine, and 
« theſe Notes are not only always valid, tho* they 
*© ſhould not be preſented in twenty Tears; but the 
* Poſſefſors may, at Will, have any Quantity en- 
© dors'd from them, even a ſingle Quart, if de- 
& fir'd, tho? the Note ſhould be of 40 Gallons : 
* Or they may, allowing 2 d. in a Quart, receive 
% Mony for their Notes; which I ſuppoſe is done 
sto have it thought their Profit is not ſo exorbi- 
* tant, Their Pretence for demanding Mony for 
their Wine, when brought in, is, that as ſeveral 
* Companies fit in the public Rooms, at one and 
<< the ſame Time, it is impoſſible, they ſhould keep 
4 an exact Account, which might give Occafion 
ce to People to go away without paying. I belicve, 
<« however, this Caſe would very ſeldom exift, and 
« if it did once in a Month or two, I think that 
« trifling Loſs ſhould be bore with, rather than an 
<< Indignity put _ every one who comes hither 
« to ſpend his Mony. This cannot but be very 
« diſtaſteful to all, and more particularly to Stran- 
* gers, who are not-accuſtomed to ſuch Uſage : _ 
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there is another Thing, which is yet more diſa- 
greable, I mean the Badneſs of their common 
Draught, as I have obſerv'd already: Not but 
that they have the beſt of Wines, of all Ages 
and Growths, and will fell you, in Quantities, 
to what Price you pleaſe, and very well worth 
your Mony: But as their Rule is, not to ſell for 
more or leſs than 14 d. a Quart, by Retail, you 
muſt be contented with what Wine they think fit 
to give you; and there is no coming at any bet- 
ter, unleſs the Steward order it, in Complaiſance 
to a Foreigner, for their Credit's ſake, or you 
happen to have any Intereſt with him; or elſe 
by a Method which is, indeed, daily practiſed, 
to the great Scandal of the Place, and indeed 
of the City; I mean by an exorbitant Fee to 
the Drawer. Nothing 15 more common, than 
for a Burgher, who has a Mind to treat his 
Friends with a good Glaſs of Wine, to flip a 
Crown, or ſometimes a Ducket, into a Drawer's 
Hand, and perhaps be bit at laſt : And I myſelf 
have frequently paid 14 d. for a Quart of Wine, 
and given a raſcally Boy twice the Mony to give 
me what was fitto drink, This it 1s, that makes 
them ſo ſaucy, to treat People in that rude Man- 
ner you was a Witneſs to, and this, with other 
the like Miſmanagements, occaſion*'d a Perſon 
of great Diſtinction to tell a Senator, at his own 
Table, their public Cellar was fo ſcandalouſly 
managed, that he would ſooner ſpend his Moay 
in their Hangman's Houſe, than there. 

I nave ſeen a humorous Deſcription of this ri- 


diculous Tavern, its Gueſts and Management, by 
Mr, J. d, in Hudibraſtic Verſe, begining thus: 


In Hammon's Cell, where every Sort, 
High, Low; Rich, Poor; Great, Small reſort ;

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Where Lawyers, Merchants and Phyſicians ; 

Pimps, Brokers, Hangmen and Muſicians ;

He then goes on to give a Deſcription of the- 

Gueſts in the public Room, their Converfation and 
Behavior, and the ſame of the Drawers, and the 
Oeconomy of the Place; but as he makes every one 
ſpeak in his own Tongue, almaſt every Line is 
in a different Language, and ſometimes two or 
three in one; which, without a particular Know- 
ledge of the Perſons and ALL WH would be

wards heard, coſt him a Ducket, and, when we 
came to pay, we found he had paid the Reckoning 
too, 8 would not ſuffer any of us to pay our 
Club; which, by the by, it 1 had been a Trader 
would not have eſtabliſh'd his Credit with me *,. 


If I may be allow'd to gueſs at the young Merchant, our

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But as to our Vaults, I muſt confeſs, as much as I 
was ſurpriz'd at the Singularities, and ill Manage- 
ment of this ſubterraneous Tavern, no leſs was I aſ- 
toniſh'd at the prodigious Stock of Wine ſhewn me, 
in monſtrous large Caſks, ye as our Guide 
told me, they had ſeldom leſs than twenty other 
Store-Vaults, for ſome of which they paid near 30 J. 
a Year Rent. We were allow'd to taſte of ſeveral 
Caſks of what they calPd their choiceſt - Wines, 
which were, indeed, extraordinary, and more par- 
ticularly one Caſk, which was ſaid to be above 100 
Years old: But what pleas'd me moſt was, that, at 
every Glaſs which our Guide gave us to taſte, he 
told us not only at what Place on the Rhine it grew, 
but in what Year. I took Oecaſion from this to 
aſk him, whether he had this Knowledge from any 
Mark on the Caſk, or from the Taſte ; for he al- 
wa taſted himſelf firſt. His Anſwer was, that 
he knew it by both, and that there were People on 
the Rhine, who would taſte a hundred Caſks of dit- 
ferent Wines, one after another, and tell you the 
Growth and Age of each. Of this he gave us ſome 
particular Inſtances ; one of which, for the Hu- 
mor and Singularity of it, may be worth your hear- 
ng, tho otherwiſe it has pretty much the Air of 

able. | 

Two of theſe nice Palats being taſting a Cellar 
of Wine, both pitch*d upon one and the ſame Caſk, 
of about fix Hogſheads, which had all the good 
Qualities they were looking for ; but both, at the 
ſame Time, agreed it had a peculiar Flavor, which 
they could not account for: One ſaid it had the 
Taſte of old Iron, but the other would have it ra- 
ther to be that of Leather. They bought, how- 
ever, the Piece, and upon drawing the Wine off, 
into ſmaller Caſks, a Key with a” Leathern 2 


was * at the Bottom of it. Riſum teneatis, A- 
ici 
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Tur Hamburgers were not fo nice Taſters, in 
an Inſtance, that is ſaid to have happen'd ſome 
Years ago in that City. An Apprentice belonging 
to a noted Vintner, being miſſing, was ſuppoſed to 
he run away, till, ſome Months afterwards, a large 
Caſk, which held ſeveral Pipes, and had been fill'd 
with Canary, being empty and to be clean'd, his 
Skeleton and Cloaths were found in it. It was re- 
member*d afterwards, that the Boy had been, the 
Day he was miſſing, in that Caſk to clean it, and 
that he had the fame Morning a Quarrel with a 
Journy-man, who died ſoon after; and it was, 
therefore, ſuſpected he clos'd the Door of the Caſk, 
and ſtifled him, by burning Brimſtone at the Bung : 
But the Reafon of my mentionmg this Story is; be- 
cauſe it is faid, that while this Caſk was drawing, 
the Wine was fo eſteem' d, that none of the Vint- 
ner's Cuſtomers would buy any other: But then they 
muft not have been ſuch nice Taſters, as our Key 
and Thong-men. You are at your Liberty to be- 
lieve of diſbelieve either of theſe two Stories: 1 
give you them, as they came to me, without at- 
firming to the Truth of either. 

As I propoſe to ſtay here ſome Time, I defer 
giving an Account of the Place, till I can give you 
a compleat View of it, at once. In the mean Time, 
the Subject of my next may poſſibly be, The Life

HE Saturday, I waited for with ſo 
much Impartience, being at length come,

I order'd 
my Landlord to let me know when he was ſeated in 
his uſual Place, and as I was ſenſible the beſt Way 
of captivating the Minds of Perſons, who are ſin- 
lar in their Way of Thinking, is to fall in with 
their Humors, I reſolved to place myſelf near him, 


to watch his moſt minute Actions, and to imitate

Ol. 

A Bou T eight, in the Evening, my Landlord let 
me know he was in the public Room ; I immedi- 
ately went down, and found him ſeated in the Man- 
ner J had been before informed. There were ſeve- 
ral Companies, in the ſame Room, at 3 

es 
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bles. On one Side of the little Table, at which 
this ſingular Gentleman had placed himſelf, was a 
Bench, of which he had taken Poſſeſſion, and, as 
ſoon as I enter'd, without taking Notice of any one, 
I took a Chair, and fat down on the other Side. 
The Servant coming in, at a Signal given by him, 
a Bottle of Wine, Pipes and Tobacco were ſet on 
the Table, and upon my repeating the ſame Sig- 
ral, I was ſerved in the like Manner. I continued 
to follow him in every Thing, with a ſeeming ln- 
attention: When he took up a Pipe, filPd it, laid 
it down again, drank a Glaſs of Wine, began to 
imoak, and the like, 1 immediately did the fame. 
This, I obſerved, diſcompoſed him a little at firſt, 
and I found he took every Opportunity of my turn- 
ing aſide, to view me narrowly ; but withdrew his 
Eyes, when he perceiv'd I took Notice of it. I, 
hereupon, began to conceive Hopes, he would ſoon 
break Silence. But he was not long before I per- 
ceived he had overcome this little Uneaſineſs, and 
recovered his former ſerene A ſpect. In this Man- 
ner, we ſat near two Hours, without making any

This Queſtion almoſt puzzled me ; I had told my 
Landlord I was a German; but fear'd to ſay the 
fame to him, left he ſhould diſcover me by my 
Speech : I had, however, the Preſence of Mind, to 
anſwer him, without Heſitation, that I was a Swiſs z 
a Nation, which, tho* they generally underſtand 
German, ſpeak it very corruptly, and I thought the 
Progreſs I had made in that Tongue might enable

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Weeks here, I deſired my Landlord to recom- 
* mend me to the Acquaintance of ſome Gen- 
*« tleman of Learning; upon which he gave me 
* a Skitch of your Character, and it appear'd to 
* me in ſo amiable a Light, that I reſolved 
„upon this, I hope innocent, Stratagem, to 
break your accuſtomed Silence, and open a 
* Way to your Friendſhip : I have ſucceeded 
«in the firſt Part of my Attempt, and it now 
depends upon your Goodneſs to crown the Re- 
„ mainder of it with the ſame Succeſs”. 

I found he was a litttle flutter'd upon my 
mentioning our Landlord's having, in ſome Mea- 
ſure, diſcovered him; but it was ſoon over, and 
with that pleaſant Look, which is ſo natural to 
him, he replied :

I acctyTED of his Offer, and he promis'd 


to ſend his Coach to fetch me, early in the Morn- 
ing. After ſeveral Profeſſions of a future Friend- 
ſhip had paſgd between us, our dumb Philoſo- 
Pher, having found his Tongue, to the Surprize

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as well as Joy of the whole Family, ordered the 
Servants to light us to our Chambers, and, in a 
friendly Manner, wiſh'd me, as well as our Land- 
lord and Landlady, a good Night. I ſaw him, 
the next Day, at the common Table, where we 
dined ; but we had agreed not to know one ano- 
ther, ſo I had no farther Diſcourſe with him, at 
this Time. 

TE next Day, after Dinner, the greater Part 
of the Company being gone, we, who remain'd,

+ Torva ( faid he) a beautiful young La- 
% dy, of a conſiderable Fortune, was married to 
* Amiander, a Gentleman, in every Reſpect, de- 

ſerving of her. Never was Pair, in Appearance, 
more equally match'd, nor did there ever ſeem 
a fairer Proſpe& of a happy Marriage: But 
all theſe pleaſing Hopes were fruſtated, by a 
Sullenneſs of Temper in Torva, which, in her 
Maiden State, was taken to be a too auſtere 
« Virtue and Modeſty, that Amiander's good Hu- 
«© mour would ſoon wear off; but which, after 
«© Marriage, diſcover'd itſelf in an ill- natur'd Pride, 
« and haughty Affectation of Superiority. This 
% occalion'd firſt an Indifferency, and afterwards a 
© Coldneſs, in Amiander, who was all Life and 
© Gaiety. Torva, who did not want good Senſe, 
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* could not be long a Stranger to this Coldneſs 
of her Huſband, and the more ſhe was convin- 
s ced of it, the greater was her Sullenneſs of Be- 
* haviour towards him ; which heightened his In- 
« differency, and that, of Courſe, her ill Hu- 
% mourz 'till, by a mutual Diſſatisfaction, which 
* daily encreaſed, they both conceived, as they 
«© thought, a juſt Hatred, one to the other. 

* AMIANDER, hereupon, grew _ of 
« his Wife and Home, and, to ſooth his Unea- 
« {ineſs, ſought other Company more fuitable to 
his own gay Temper. This he ſoon found in 
&* the Acquaintance of Leviſa, the Daughter of a 
« Country-Gentleman, whoſe Eſtate was conti- 
« guous to a Houſe he had in a neighbouring 
« Villa. She was not indeed to compare with 
4 Torva, either for Youth, Wit or Beauty; how- 
&* ever, by her ſprightly Behaviour, ſhe ſoon got 
* the Aſcendant ſo far over him, that he could not 
„be eaſy out of her Company. 

* His good Senſe made him ſometimes reflect, 
that this Courſe of Life muſt, at Length, end 
in his utter Shame and Ruin; and he ſeveral 
Times reſolved to break with Leviſa, and be 
„ reconciled to his Wife: But he no ſooner ap- 
«© proach'd her, than the Fire of Love, which 
„ her Beauty kindled, was extinguiſhed, and con- 
„ verted to Ice, by her ſullen haughty Aſpect. 

&© LuPinvs, a diſtant Relation of Amiander's, 
© had long been enamoured with Torva z but could 
« never flatter himſelf with the leaſt Hopes of a 
& Return from her; *till, on this Occaſion, he 
« ſtole into her Affection, by feigning a Compaſ- 
« ſion for her Sufferings ; and ſhe, under the Pre- 
« text of unboſoming her Affliction, opened the 

1 between them, as, 

« by frequent Converſation with him, in her 
« Huſband's Abſence, awakened a Jeatouly in 
| 8 cc im, | 
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„ him, and an evil Opinion of her Conduct in 
„ the Eye of the World. 

« Tais encreaſed Amiander's Inclination for 
« Leviſa, and he was fo liberal in his Preſents 
{© to her, that he impaired his Eſtate 3 and, in 
the End, reduced himſelf almoſt to a Want of 
* Neceffaries. To drive away, as he thought, in 
«© ſome Meaſure, this double Care, he took to 
„Drinking, and thereby brought his Health and 
c his Eſtate into one and the ſame ruinous Con- 
« dition. 

&« LEVISA,. in the mean Time, found the 
„Fruits of her unlawful] Converſation with Ami- 
ander began to appear, in too evident a Man- 
* ner, to be long a Secret. She, therefore, reſol- 
£6 ved, to conceal the Scandal ſhe had brought 
upon her Family, at the Expence of her own 
„ Child's Life. Accordingly, without conſulting 
«© even Amiander, it no ſooner came into the 
&© World, than ſhe imbrued her Hands in the 
Blood of the innocent Babe, and threw it into 
« a Moat, which environ'd, her Father's Houſe ; 
„but the Body being taken up, and all Circum- 
& ſtances conſidered, the Suſpicion ſoon fell on 
« Leviſa, and ſhe was accordingly taken up for 
e the Murder, which ſhe inftantly confeſſed ”. 

«© AMIANDER was no ſooner informed of 
this Diſaſter, in which he had, at leaſt indi- 
« rectly, ſo great a Share, than he reſolved up- 
«© on making his Eſcape. To this End, he ha- 
4 ſtened to his Houſe in Town, and, filling his 
„Pockets with what Gold and Jewels were at 
4 hand, ordered his Horſe to be ſadled, and 
loaded a Pair of Piſtols for his Journy. In 
„ his Way down Stairs, paſſing by his Lady's 
„Chamber, Curioſity led him, to take a laſt 
© Farewel of her, with his Eyes at leaſt, thro? 
„ the Key-hole; when, to compleat his Diſtrac- 
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** tion, he beheld her in cloſe Embraces with his 
** Kinſman Lupinus. Rage added Strength to 
& his Arms, to force open the Door, and, with 
& one of the Piſtols he had in his Hand, he ſhot 
© the Lover dead on the Spot, in the Arms of 
„his Wife. He left him, reeking in his Blood, 
* at the Adultereſs's Feet, and immediately moun- 
ted his Horſe to ride off: But the Noiſe of 
© his Piſtol, the Out-cries of Torva, and the Con- 
* fuſion which was viſible in Amiander's Face, 
gave ſuch Room for Suſpicion, that he was 
immediately ſtopped. In ſhort, Leviſa and A.- 
* miander ſuffered by the Hands of the common 
« Executioner, and Torva, conſcious of havin 
„been the remote Cauſe of all this Miſery, 
obtained Leave to fee her Huſband the Morn- 
© ing of his Execution; and, on her Knees, beg- 
« ing Pardon for her Offence, ſtabbed herſelf at 
* his Feet. Thus, by an Indiſcretion, which, in 
*« the Begining, but juſt exceeded the Bounds 

of Innocency, four Perſons of Diſtinction, who 
might have enjoyed all the Happineſs this 
| «© World could afford, loſt their Lives, in a miſe- 
| s rable and ſhocking Manner, an innocent Babe 
| „ was barbarouſly murdered, and four conſiderable 
«© Families thrown into a State of the deepeſt Sor- 
« row and Affliction“. 


1 am already anticipating the Pleaſure I ex- 
pect to enjoy to-morrow with my new learned 
Acquaintance, which will probably be the Sub- 


ject of my next. I conclude this as uſual, &c. 
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for the future call him) expected me to Break- 
faſt, I got on my Cloaths, with all the Expe- 
dition I could, and departed : I reckoned it to 
be about five Engliſh Miles from the Town, and 
the whole Way 1 obſerved ſtately Houſes and 
Gardens, on each Side, which gave me a 
very grand and advantageous Idea of the Opu- 
lence of this City of Hamburg. We arrived, a- 
bout Niner at the Gare of my Friend's Houſe, 
which, tho? not ſo large as ſome I had ſeen, 
had an Air of Grate and Magnificence, 
that far exceeded any of them, and ſhewed the 
exquiſite Taſte of the Poſſeſſor, who, I ſoon per- 
ceived, had cauſed it to be built, under his own 
Direction. The Houſe is at a proper Diſtance 
from the Road, and the Avenue to it thro' a 
Grove of high Trees, in which is a Rookery : 
This Avenue is in the Form of a Semicircle, in 
the Middle of which are noble Iron Gates, that 
lead into a Court-Yard, with Out- Houſes on 
each Side. At the End of this Yard, is another 
Pair of Iron Gates, ſomething leſs than the for- 
mer, which open to a beautiful Fote-Garden, fine- 
ly decorated with Statues, Vaſes and Ever-greens, 
and divided into four large Graſs-plats, with a 
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large Statue in the Midſt of each. In the Mid- 
dle of this Garden is a Fountain, with a handſom 
Piece of Rock-work, adorned with proper Fi- 
gures, in the Center, On each Side, oppoſite to 
the Fountain, and in the Middle of two Brick- 
Walls, covered with Trees of different Sorts of 
Wall-Fruits, with Seats at proper Diſtances, are 
two Iron Gates, leading to two Walks of the 
Grand Garden, which terminate in very agreable 
Viſtos. The Houſe, which is at the End of this 
Fore-Garden, 1s raiſed on an Eminence of three 
Steps, and a Terraſs of that Height, and about 
Ten Foot broad, ſurrounds it, being bordered by 
a low Brick-wall, cover'd with Stone, and adorn'd 
with beautiful Pots, containing great Variety of 
Exotics. At each End of the Front of the Houſe, 
are two large Iron-Gates, which fill up the Spaces 
between the Corners of the Houſe, and the Walls 
of the Fore-Garden, and lead each to a Walk, of the 
Length of the whole Grand Garden, that terminate 
in handſom Alcoves. The Entrance into the Houſe, 
is by a large handſom Portico, leads you 
into a Hall, adorned with Paintings of the beſt 
Italian Maſters. Oppoſite to the Entrance are 


large folding Doors, leading into a fine inner A- 


artment, which, in Winter-time, ſerves as a 
tove or Green-Houſe, but in Summer for a 
Dining-Room. In the Middle of each Side of 
the Hall are other folding Doors, that lead into 
the Side Apartments, which conſiſt of a Parlour 
or Fore-Room, an inner Room or Bed-Cham- 
ber, and a Dreſſing Room, on each Side regu- 
larly the ſame, and all with Windows towards 
the Garden. The large or middle Room is ex- 
actly re according to the Walls, but the 
Area of it is rendered circular, by Twelve beau- 
tifull Corintbian Columns, which ſupport a Gal- 


| ery of the ſame Form, The Columns are joined 
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by a Balluſtre, of about two Foot and a half 
high, and the whole Gallery is encircled with the 
ſame; behind which, both above and below, are 
broad Benches, riſing gradually one above the 
other, to the Corners, to ſet the Pots on in Win- 
ter, but in the Summer there is only one hand- 
ſom Vaſe in the Middle of each, with a gilt 
Statue on each Side : So that the whole has the 
Reſemblance of a beautiful Amphitheater or Cir- 
cus; the Stoves being hidden under the Bench- 
es. Oppoſite to the folding Doors, by which 
you enter, are two other folding Doors, leading 
to the Terras, and from thence, by a Deſcent ot 
three Steps, into the Garden. To give you a 
Deſcription of all the Beauties of this Garden 
would be endleſs; I ſhall; therefore, only tell you, 
that an exact Symmetry reigns every where, and 
give you a general Idea how it is laid out. 
The whole Garden is pretty near a Square, of 
about a Thouſand Foot, and when you deſ- 
cend into it backwards, you come into a Walk 
of about twelve Foot broad, which joins the 
two Side-Walks, proceding from the two Iron 
Gates, on each Side of the Houſe, in the Fore- 
Garden. Between theſe two Walks, for about 
two Hundred Foot, is a handſom Parterre, 
with a Fountain in the Middle of it, and four 
Croſs-Walks leading up to it. In the Middle of 
the four Squares, formed by theſe Croſs-Walks, 
are again large Statues, and in the Borders 1e- 
veral ſmaller, intermixed with Vaſes and Ever» 


greens. From the End of this Parterre, and 


about two thirds' of the Breadth of it, opens the 
grand Viſto, planted with four Rows of Elms, 
which divides it into one large and two ſmaller 
Walks The middle or large Walk does not 
run above two hundred Foot; but is conti- 
nued by a Canal or Fiſh-Pond, with the Rows of 


Elms,

Elms, and Side-Walks, to the End, and termi- 
nate with a Croſs-walk, and a Haw-Haw, which 
opens a fine View over the Corn-Fields for near 
a Mile, and ends at a little Aſcent, upon which 
my Friend has raiſed a high Pyramid, with a 
Roman Urn, rifing in Flames, at the Top of it, 
In the Middle of the Canal, is a ſmall circular 
Iſland or Salon, with Bridges to it from either 
Side, In the Center is a round Table with 
Benches 3 and the Salon is furrounded with Dwarf 
Trees, which ſerve as a Border, without inter- 
cepting the Viſto. On the Canal itſelf are two 
handſome Gondblo's. The Walk at the End of 
the Garden, which is about twenty Foot broad, 
runs all along, and joins the two outermoſt 
Side-Walks, which run down to the Extremi- 
ties of the two Walks that lead to the two 
Iron Gates on the Sides of the Fore- Garden. 
All the intermediate Spaces are laid out in the 
hand ſomeſt Manner, and the whole is incloſed with 
a high Brick-Wall; with full grown, high Limes 
on the Out- ſide, that give Shelter to a great Num- 
ber of Singing Birds, which, by their Tameneſs, 
lainly ſhewed they were not often diſturbed. 
' choſe to give you an Account of the lower 
Part of this beautiful little Houſe, and the Gar- 
den, which, in a Manner, ſurrounds it, in one 
View ; I ſhall now inform you how I was en- 
tertained. 

M y Friend met me at the Top of the Steps, 
on the Terras, and conducted me into the Back 
circular Apartment, of which I have already 
given you a Deſcription. We there found an 
agreable, genteel Woman, decently, but not gau- 
dily, dreſſed, who was preparing our Breakfaſt. 
I ſoon found, by her Diſcourſe, that ſhe was an 
Halian, who at forty Years of Age, had all the

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ready Wit and ſprightly Converſation, I per” 
ceived ſhe was the Gouvernante of the Family» 
with the Title of Houſe-keeper, and had after- 
wards an Opportunity of hearing, that beſides 
her Capacity in that Quality, ſhe was an excel- 
lent Muſician, had a fine Voice, played on 


the Harpſichord, and touched a Lute to Perfec- 


tion. During Breakfaſt, we were ſo placed, that 
we had a View up the grand Viſto, on one Side 
of us, and of the Avenue from the Road; on the 
other, at one and the ſame Time. Breakfaſt be- 
ing over, Madame la Gouvernante immediately re- 
tired and left us alone, when my Friend propo- 
ſed a Walk in the Garden. We ſpent ſome Time 
in Diſcourſe on indifferent Topics, in which I 
acquainted him with my Country and Circum- 
ſtances; *till at length, being ſeated on a Bench 


oppolite to the Canal, he gave me a brief Hiſ- 


tory of his Life, which ſhall be the Subject 
of my next Letter.

“ whence my Parents removing, whilſt I was ve-

«© Hamburg, I had the firſt Part of my Edu- 


© cation, 
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<< cation, and laid the Foundation of my Stu- 
ce dies, there: But I eſteem the whole World as 
% my Native Country, nay as one ſingle City, 
* and myſelf as a Relation to, and Fellow-Ci- 
e tizen with, all Mankind. Neither Quality, Age 
* nor Sex is any Bar to me, from looking up- 
*© on every one as my Equal, and, without any 
«© Diſtinction, my Friend, My Life has been 
« hitherto a Motley of Good and Evil, Plea- 
„ fure and Pain, and has been attended with 
% many extraordinary, and almoſt miraculous E- 
< vents, of the moſt remarkable of which I may, 
„ as Time and Opportunity ſhall offer, give 
«« you an Account: But for the preſent ſhall be 
- -- + with leting you into a general Idea 
2 : 

«© I THANK Gov, I was born of, and brought 
*« up by, Parents who enjoyed all the natural 
«* and acquired Advantages, both of Body and 
„Mind, which can make Mankind happy to 
ce themſelves, and valuable to others, in this 
World: And that the ſame Su PpREAM BEING 
«© has given me a Soul, which, with the Aſſiſ- 
<< tance of his Divine Grace, is prone to Good, 
rather by a natural Inclination, than by any 
, outward Force of Law, Cuſtom or Example. 
I have, from my very Youth, employed my 
Time, in a diligent Reading of the Bible, and 
« the moſt celebrated Philoſophers and Hiſto- 
4 rians; and likewiſe in a narrow Scrutiny into 
my own Qualities, both of Body and Mind, 
in Order to fortify myſelf againſt all Havits, 
«© Prejudices and Paſſions. I ſoon found in my 
« ſelf an innate Conviction of a Supream Eter- 
«+. nal Being, by whom I was placed in this 
«© World to promote, to the utmoſt of my Pow-_ 
« er, and according to Rules preſcribed me by 
that ſame Being, not only my own 228. 
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nefs, but that of all Mankind. In order to 
perform this great and important Duty, I have 
made it my conſtant Buſineſs, to gain a Know- 
ledge not only of myſelf, but of other Men, 
and to make diligent Search into every Part 
of the Creation, and particulatly into every 
Species of vegetable, animal, and rational Life: 
And I found myſelf the better qualified for 
making theſe Enquiries, as, in my early Years, 
I obtained, in an eaſy and uncommon Man- 
ner, a Knowledge of nine or ten of the moſt 
neceflary Languages now in Uſe. My Father, 
who, beſides a large hereditary Fortune, had 
acquired a very conſiderable one, by his Pro- 
feſſion of Phyſic, ſpared for no Coſt to give 
me, his only Child, a ſuitable Education: An 

as he was a profeſſed Enemy to the Pedan- 
try of the Schools, he was at the Expence of 
keeping a young Divine in the Family, to in- 
ſtruct me in the Principles of Religion and 
Morality, and to teach me the learned Tongues, 
which having, by this Means, attained to, 
while I was very young, I found it, I fay, ve- 
ry eaſy to learn the modern Tongues, which, 
in effect, are no other than Dialects of the 
Latin or Teutonick, or of a Mixture of both. 
I was inſtructed in every other Branch, as well 
of polite, as uſeful Literature, and, at the Age 
of Sixteen, was thought fit to be ſent to the 
Univerſity. My Father was prejudiced in Fa- 
vor of that in which he himſelf had abſolved 
his Studies, or perhaps as it was in his Native 
Country, I mean Leipzick, a Univerſity famed, 
beyond any in Germany, for forming the Gen- 
tleman, together with the Scholar. Here I 
ſpent five Years, and afterwards two more in 
viſiting other Univerſities of Germany. It was 


my Father's Deſire, that I ſhould apply of

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« {cif to the Study of Phyſic, which I fo far 
% complied with, as to be inſcribed into that 
* Faculty: But as I was not unacquainted, that 
« I ſhould one Day be Maſter of a Fortune, 
„ which would place me above the Neceſſity of 
te following any Profeſſion, I gave a larger Scope 
to my Studies; and tho? I reſolved to lay a 
% good Foundation in the Science I ſeem- 
« ingly profeſſed to follow, in order to huild 
upon it hereafter ; as my Mind was wholly 

bent upon Travelling, I ſpent a great Part 
of my Time, in attaining to a Knowledge of 
thoſe Things, which might probably moſt in- 
dulge my Natural Inclination, and, in particu- 
& Jar, in the Study of Natural Philoſophy. 

„ AFTER Seven Years thus ſpent, I return- 
ed to Hamburg, not as my Father propoſed, 
to ſettle and practice with him, but to pre- 
« pare for a longer Abſence ; which, however, I 
« wagsealily indulged in, when I palliated my Reſo- 
&* Jution, with a Pretence of improving the Know- 
ce ledge I had in Phyſic, by converſing with the 
% Learned of every Nation. My Stay, in Ham- 
« burg, was no longer than was neceſſary to ſet- 
«© tle every Thing for ſeven or eight Years 
« Voyage and Journy, which was the Time I 
«© had, at leaſt, propoſed to allow myſelf, in 
« viſiting the principal Parts of ZE:zyope. My 
« indulgent Parents, who thought nothing too 
* much, nothing too expenſive, to gratify my 
„ Inclinations, furniſhed me with all and more 
<< than was requiſite, and being provided with Let- 
ters of unlimited Credit, wherever I ſhould come, 
I took my laſt and melancholy Leave of them. 
„ I SHALL not trouble you with an Account 
« of my ſeven Years Travels, in Countries, per- 
% haps better known to yourſelf than me, as 
$5. you have viſited them ſo lately, I ſhall only 
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* in general tell you, that tho I did not deny 
* myſelf a reaſonable Enjoyment of all thoſe 
* lawful Pleaſures, which may be called gay and 
* gallant, and which my Years may reaſonably 
* have been ſuppoſed to prompt me to, yet I 
„ indulged myſelf no farther in them, than as 
they were ſubſervient to the great and princi- 
« pal End I propoſed to myſelf, by Travel- 
ling, the Acquiſition of Knowledge; or at leaſt 
« no farther, than that they did not interfere 
with this my main Purpoſe, but ſerved rather 
« as a Relaxation of the Mind, which an intenſe 
Study abſolutely requires. I always conſidered, 
that there is, or ought to be, à certain Seve- 
% rity in Pleaſure, without which all Decency is 
& baniſhed; and that if Reaſon is not to be preſent at 
« our greateſt Satisfaftions, of all the Races of Crea- 
« tures, the Human is the moſt Miſerable. 

« AT my Return, I found both Father and 
« Mother dead, and their whole Fortune, which 
« proved more conſiderable than I had expected, 
„ ſome Charitable Legacies only excepted, be- 
« queathed in Truſt for my Uſe. I might now 
have fat down in the Midſt of an affluent For- 
«© tune, and have enjoyed all the Eaſe and Com- 
« fort human Nature is capable of, on this Side 
« the Grave, and my Eſtate would have enti- 
«« tled me to the Choice of a Partner in my 
« Happineſs, ſuch as I myſelf ſhould approve 
of, within the Limits of this opulent City: 
« But the Itch of Travelling, for Improvement of 
„ uſeful Learning, which had ſo early ſeized me, 
* was rather encreaſed than abated. I, therefore, 
« ſettled my Affairs, and diſpoſed of my Eſtate, 
„ fo that I could command any Part of it when, 
« where, and in what Manner I ſhould think fit: 
And, not content with having already ſeen the 
“ molt civilized Countries of Europe, I reſol- 


« ved 
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« ved to viſit the more diſtant Parts of the World, 
« and be acquainted with the almoſt unknown Lap- 
« [landers, Greenlanders, Tartars, Moluccos, Indians, 
c Chineſe, Faponeſe, Moors, and even the Hotten- 
< tots and Cannibals, On theſe Voyages, I ſpent 
« upwards of twenty Years, of which I was near 
© two among the Cannibals of America. 

« By this Means, I not only, in general, diſ- 


c covered the Wiſdom and Follies, Virtues and 


« Vices, Laws, Ordinances and Cuſtoms, of theſe 
« my diſtant Country-Men, who, in the vulgar 
% Opinion, are eſteemed {imple and ſavage 3 but, 
« at the ſame Time, obſerved ſuch extraordi- 
« nary Inſtances of rational and virtuous Men a- 
« mongſt them, as could hardly be. excelled by 
< any of us haughty Europeans. In ſeveral of 
« theſe Nations, I likewiſe contracted an Inti- 
« macy with their Philoſophers, and procured 
« the Writings of their moſt famed Moraliſts, 
« and, even to this Hour, I keep up an advan- 
<« tageous and extenſive Correſpondence, with ſome 
of them. Whenever it happened in theſe my 


„ Travels, as was frequently my Caſe, that I 


«© was alone, and Geſtyute of all other Books, 
„ the Bible, with the great Book of Nature, 
% were my Whole Library, and a Diſcourſe there- 
c upon, with my ſelf, my moſt agreable Con- 

4 verſation. 5 
« WII theſe, and other the like aſſiduous 
« Obſervations and Enquiries, my Thirſt after 
« Knowledge is at Length quenched, and I am 
«« now contented with my ſelf, in an entire 
« Tranquility of Mind: As much as I endea- 
% your not to be inſenſible of the daily Mira- 
« cles and Mercies of the Almighty, as little do 
I ſuffer either a Senſe of Diſappointments to get 
the Maſtery of me, or my — to make 
« me haughty. I neither fear nor grieve beyond 
| 5 Mealure, 
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« Meaſure ; and can ſay, with your excellent Spec- 
e tator, that tho* I am always Serious, I do not know 
e what it is to be Melancholy: I never rejoice to Ex- 
« ceſs; I ſuffer not Anger to get the better of my 
„ Reaſon; I envy no Man; in ſhort, all my 
« Aim, and all my Wiſhes are, with Pleaſure, to 
4 ſee every one proſper, and to enjoy that mix d 
State, which wiſe Men both delight in, and are 
« qualified for. 

« I Have now paſs'd my fifty- eighth Year, and 
«it is but a few Years ſince I retired from the 
« World, and reſolved to end my Days where I 
« had agreably ſpent my Youth. As I can here 
“ enjoy an Abundance of every Comfort of Life, 
ec with an unlimited Freedom; ſo likewiſe, in the 
Midſt of a conſtant, tho' voluntary Employ- 
„ ment, I here find what others call Reſt. I have 
* never been anxious after great Riches, and they 
<« are yet very far from being what I aim at, in 
« any of my Actions: But as little as they have 
ce been the Objects of my Hopes and Deſires, as 
C plentifully are they fallen to my Share. Tho? I 
« am far from denying myſelf a reaſonable En- 
« joyment of them, I hve very much within the 
« Compaſs of my Revenues : And as I have al- 
ways led a ſingle Life, and have neither Chil- 
« dren to provide for, or to leave my Eſtate to, 
« nor Relations who want it, I take a Pleaſure in 
* employing the Reſidue of my yearly Income, to 
« the-Benefit of others, and the public Good. 

« I Live here, in an agreable Solitude, at ſome

By this 
Means, I live retired within myſelf, and want 
very little Aſſiſtance from without. My Taylor 
and my Barber, my Semſtreſs and my Laun- 
dreſs, with ſeveral other neceſſary Artificers, 
and an excellent little Band of Muſic, are all 
within the'Compaſs of my ſmall Family. I de- 
light to ſee my Servants as happy, and as pleas'd 
as myſelf ; and ſeting aſide their reſpective Of- 
fices, for Fhich their Wages are their leaſt Re- 
wards; they are much more my Companions 
than my Slaves z and they receive my Orders, 
as Favours rather than Duties, What others, 
who perhaps have far leſs Means, than I have, 
to ſupport it, expend in gilt Coaches, coſtly 
Liveries, ſuperb Gardens and Palaces, rich Fur- 
niture and Apparel, Gaming, Feaſts, Balls, 
Maſquerades, and the like, I employ in making 
other People eaſy in their Circumſtances ; in re- 
lieving the Fatherleſs and the Widow]; in admi- 
niſtring to the Sick ; in puting the Sons of de- 
cay'd Families out to Trades; and in giving 


& {mall Fortunes to their Daughters in Marriage; 
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in procuring Employments for ſome, and in 
ſeting up others in the Trades they have learn'd : 
And as I never appear in any of theſe Things 
myſelf, and the Number of my Agents is not 
great, I am known to few.

knowing where I am not known, of ſeing where 


& I am not ſeen, and, in ſhort, of prying into the 
c Actions, Conduct and Miſconduct of every 
& Rank of Men, in this great City, and the 
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Neighbourhood thereof, from the higheſt Degree 
8 he loweſt, 1 find Means to get an Inſight 
s into the moſt ſecret Tranſactions of the Senat and 
ce the Conſiſtory, in the Aſſemblies of the Great, 
« and the Diverſions of the meaner Sort, in Ta- 
« verns and Coffee-houſes, in Studies and Ware- 
« houſes, in Nurſeries, and even among the Goſ- 
„ ſips in the Chambers of lying-in Women: In 
« ſhort, there is no Door, but what my Silver- 
Key will open, whenever I think fit to put it 
*« into the Hands of any of my Agents. Nor is 
„ this meer Matter of Curioſity, but directly con- 
% ducive to my main Purpoſe, and the ultimate 
„ View of all my Actions, the Happineſs of my 
«« Fellow-Citizens. By this Means, I can, with-

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LETTER XVII. 


SIR, HAM BUR. 
T Friend had ſcarce finiſh'd the Skizzo 
N of his Hiſtory, which I gave you in 


5 2 my laſt, when a Servant came to tell 


bim Dinner was fited for us; we 
thereupon return'd to the pleaſant Apart- 
ment we had breakfaſted in, where, finding but 
two Covers on the Table, I took the Liberty of 
aſking, if I might not hope to enjoy the agreable 
Converſation of the Perſon who had managed the 
Tea-table in the Morning. My Friend's Anſwer 
was, ſhe was but a Servant; that indeed, as ſhe 
had been a faithful one, for many Years, and was a 
Woman of very good Senſe and Parts, he uſually 
admited her to his Table when alone, but never 
allow*d her to come into the Company of Strangers, 
excepting at the Tea-table ; however, as I defired 
it, he would for once break into that Rule, and 
thereupon order'd her to be calPd in, and bid her 
fit down. Having ſucceeded in this Point, I ven- 
tured to go farther, and aſk'd him, Rene — 
e 2 earn 
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learned Phyſician, I had been informed he kept in 
the Houſe, was not allow'd that Liberty ? This 
Queſtion put my Hoſt into ſomething more than a 
Smile, and Madam in a Horſe-Laugh, which put 
me almoſt out of Countenance, not being appre- 
ſive there was any Thing ludicrous or ridiculous in 
what I had aſk'd : But the former ſoon rid me at 
once of my Noubts and Fears. The Phyſician, 
* (ſaid he) whom you are pleas d to honour with the 
«« Epithet of Learned, is no other than my identical 
« ſelf ; and I have a Diſguiſe for that Purpoſe, 
«* thro? which it would not be eaſy for the neareſt 
Friend to diſcover me.“ 

Ov r Dinner was plentiful and elegant, not ſo 
ridiculouſly ſuperfluous, as is but too common here, 
as well as in Bremen; but what pleas'd me moſt 
was, that almoſt every Thing was of his own 
Product: Fiſh out of his own Ponds, Fowls from 
his Barn-door, Greens and Fruit out of his own 
Garden: And tho' our Hoſt offer*d me Variety of 
the moſt exquiſite Wines, I was preſsd to drink no 
more, 1 thought fit to call for. Our Diſcourſe 
at Table was ſerious, and yet diverting; merry with- 
out Levity; and I may truly ſay of my Friend, 
with Tully, In eo facetiæ erant, que nulla arte tradi 
poſſunt. In ſhort, it would be almoſt impoſſible 
not to be pleaſant, where the Hoſt is ſuch a one. 
As ſoon as the Table was clear'd, and we had drunk 
two or three Glaſſes a-piece of excellent Champaign, 
my Friend told me, I muſt excuſe a Weakneſs he 
had contracted during his long Reſidence in Utaly, 
which he had never been able to ſhake off ſince, 
that of ſleeping an Hour or two after Dinner, offer- 
ing me, at the ſame Time, an Apartment where I 
might do the ſame. I told him, it was a Cuſtom 
I never indulg'd myſelf in, but that I could paſs 
my Time very agreably in his Garden. Upon this, 
he took a Key out of his Pocket, and, giving it 
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me, order'd a Servant to conduct me into his Li- 
brary, where (ſaid he) you may probably find 
ſomething to divert you till I have taken my Nap. 
I roLLowED the Servant, full of Expectation, 
and overjoyed to a Degree beyond Expreſſion, up 
one Pair of Stairs, where I was let into a Gallery, 
about twenty-five Foot broad, which took the 
whole Breadth of the Houſe, on that Side next the 
Garden, and had a large Balcony that command- 
ed a View of the whole. The Front of this Story, 
I found, was divided into ſeveral Lodging-Rooms, 
handſomly furniſh'd, and over it, was only an At- 
tic Story, for Servants. The dark Side of the 
Gallery, which my Friend had choſen for his Li- 
brary, was wholly taken up with Shelves for Books, 
diſpoſed in the moſt regular and beautiful Manner 
I ever ſaw, in different Claſſes, according to their 
Languages, and the Subjects they treated of; and 
I found two Catalogues, an Alphabetical, and a 
Claſſical one, fairly tranſcrib*d and lying on a Table. 
A handſom Cornice run along the Top of the 
whole, in a ſtreight Line, under which were Cur- 
tain-Rods, bearing green Silk Curtains, from one 
End to the other. Above the Cornice were placed 
fine Bufto's, of the moſt learned Men among the 
Ancients and Moderns ; and, on the Edges of ſome 
of the Shelves, were faſten'd all the curious Medals, 
ſtruck to the Honor of Men of Learning, which 
he had been able to procure. Ateach End of the 
Gallery, and againſt the Piers, betwixt the Win- 
dows, on the oppoſite Side, were ſeveral! Cupboards, 
or Repoſitories, containing great Variety of the 
moſt curious and ſcarce Things in Art and Nature, 
and handſomly embelliſh'd with proper Mottos and 
Devices. Some were fill'd with Foſſils, ſome with 
petrified Fiſh, others with beautiful Inſects, and 
again others were ſet apart for Letters, Manuſcripts, 
and other Papers. Of theſe latter, I obſerved two 
in 
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in particular, one filPd with Foreign Letters and 
Papers, and the other with Inland. They had each 
their ſeveral Diviſions, which were deſtin'd for as 
many different Subjects, as 1. Philoſophical ; 
2. Critical; 3. Political, and fo on; and theſe 
again had their proper Subdiviſions, by which it 
was eaſy to find whatever was wanted. The middle 
Pier was Looking-glaſs, from Top to Bottom ; 
and in the Middle of the uppermoſt Part, which 
was arch'd, I obſerv'd the following Words in 
Golden Letters: Reddo, non facio, which I thought 


was as applicable to my Friend's Character, as to 
the Glaſs. 


I's the Middle of each End of the Gallery, were 
two large Repoſitories, in which were rang'd, in 
an agreable Manner, great Numbers of curious 
Mathematical, Aſtronomical, and even Chirurgical 
Inſtruments, with which, likewiſe, ſeveral other 
Parts of the Gallery were decorated ; and, that no 
Room might be loſt, the very Cieling hung full 
of one Rarity or other. I obſerved, that one of 
the large Repoſitories, I juſt now mention'd, was 
chiefly fill'd with Inſtruments (the Product, pro- 
bably, of very diſtant Regions) to the Uſe of which 
I was an utter Stranger. Of theſe, as Occaſion 
ſhall offer, I may perhaps, hereafter, obtain a far- 
ther Knowledge, which I ſhall not fail to commu- 
nicate to you : But what, at this Time, moſt com- 
manded my Attention, was a very curious and beau- 
tiful Thermometer, which, by a Label hanging to 
it, I found, had been ſent my Friend from Suri- 
nam, in South America, by a learned Arabian Phi- 
loſopher, calld Hai Ebn Salaman. This moſt ex- 
quiſite Piece of Art is not above five Inches high, 
and ſtands on a gilt Pedeſtal, into which the Ball 
of the Tube is fix d. This Tube, which is about 
three Inches long, is faſtened to an Ebony-Frame, 
of the ſame Length, and about an Inch broad. 
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On this Frame, are delineated the ſeveral Degrees 
of Heat and Cold, by Strokes of Gold inlaid, but 


. the Characters (probably, to conceal the real Ufe 


of this little Inſtrument) were to me unintelligible. 
The Top of it riſes to a Semicircle, artificially in- 
laid with Gold, repreſenting certain Characters, 
likewiſe unknown to me, and on each Side of this 
Semicircle, is a beautiful Vaſe. of the ſame Metal. 
The Tube is flPd with a Liquor, or Spirit, of a 
reſplendent Ruby-Red ; and I obſerved, to my very 
great Surprize, that this Liquor was almoſt in a 
continual Motion, higher and lower; tho', upon 
runing to the Window, I could not find any viſible 
Alteration in the Air. At a Diſtance, I perceived 
the Spirit in the Tube ſtand fix*d to the Center, 
without Motion; but I no ſooner approach'd it, 
than it began to riſe and fall, as before, and ſome- 
times, with great Swiftneſs, almoſt from Top to 


Bottom. 


AsTonisHn*D at this Phenomenon, I ſet my little 
Inſtrument on the Table, and fat down, to exa- 
mine it with more Eaſe and Leiſure : I could, how- 
ever, by no Means, dive into the Secret, and be. 
ing tired with Speculation, caſting my Eyes upon a 
Virgil, which lay upon the Table, I refolved to 
raiſe my Spirits again, by reading a little in that 
agreable Author : But how great was my Amaze- 
ment, to ſce, that, as ſoon as I begun to read, the 
Spirits, in the Tube of my little Inſtrument, roſe 
at once ſeveral Degrees! It ſunk, however, as pre- 
cipitately, to its former Situation, as ſoon as I laid 
down my Book to examine it more narrowly. 

TR Is ſeem'd very ſtrange to me, and I ſan 
perceiv*d, that Hai Ebn Salaman was a greater Artiſt 
than Toracelli * : But my Wonder increas'd, when,

* Tracelli, who was the firſt Inventor of the common Wea- 
ther-Glaſs, was an Halian Mathematiciang and lived about the 
Begining of the ſeventeenth Century, 
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upon taking up my Book again, it roſe as before, 
and fell the Moment I left off reading, I began to 
imagine my Breath might have ſome Effect on this 
volatile Spirit; but could not obſerve the leaſt Dif- 
ference, whether I read loud or ſoftly, near to 1t or 
at ſome Diſtance. Upon this, I took up another 
Book, which happen'd to be an ancient Tract of 
Logic, and here, to my great Aſtoniſnment, I 
found, that, as ſoon as I began to read, the Liquor 
ſunk ſeveral Degrees below its Center, and return'd 
thither again, as ſoon as I laid my Logic down. 
Some, in my Place, would certainly have taken it 
for Witchcraft; and, I muſt confeſs, I could hard- 
ly forbear thinking it ſome Illuſion, or Deceptio Vi- 
ſus, not being able to conceive, what hidden Pro- 
ty could be contain'd in this Liquor, or what the 
reparation could be, to produce ſuch wonderful 
Effects. I, therefore, thought with Ovid, Cauſa 
latet, vis eſt notiſſima; land, leaviug it on the 
Table, was led, by Curioſity, to one of the Repoſi- 
tories, fill'd with Manuſcripts and Papers, where, 
caſting my Eye on the Title of a Drawer, call'd 
Allegorical Papers, a Sort of Writing, which, of all 
other, I think the moſt entertaining, as well as in- 
ſtructive “, I took out the firſt 1 laid my Hand 
upon, and found it to be entitled, A DescrIPTiON 
OF THE EMPIRE OF PATHIA,

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TH x Title of this Manuſcript raiſed my Curt- 
oſity to read itz and I immediately fat down, in an 
eaſy Chair, for that Purpoſe. I found it writen in 
the High German Tongue, and before I had read a 
fingle Page, I had Reaſon to believe my Friend was 
the Author of it. Before I had gone thro? it, he 
came in very gay, after his Nap, and, ſeing how I 
was employ'd, bid me put the Manuſcript in my 
Pocket, and read it at my Leiſure, and deſired 
me, at preſent, to go down with him into one of 
the Alcoves of the Garden, to partake of a Concert 
of Muſic. In that Inſtant, ſeing his little Thermo- 
meter on the Table, he ſmiled, and, telling me he 
perceived 1 had not been idle, aſk'd me what I 
thought of jt. I readily embraced this Opportunity 
to confeſs my Ignorance, as well as Wonder, and 
to defire ſome Information from him, to diſpel 
them both. He complied with my Requeſt, with- 
out Heſitation, and immediately gave me the fol-

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ments, and all my Friend's Domeſtics. Madame 
la Con vernante play d the Thorough-Baſs, on the 
Harpſichord, and ſung ſeveral Songs, which ſhe 
accompanied herſelf, while my Friend play'd the 
Baſs-Viol. However, ſhe frequently roſe, and ſur- 
render*d her Place to another, while ;ſhe ſerved us 
with Tea and Coffee, and, for the greater Variety, 
gave us two or three Solos on the Lute. My Mind 
was, in the mean Time, ſo taken up with the Tren- 
fure I had in my Pocket, that, notwithſtanding the

HaMBURG. 


HA hardly finiſhed my Letter of the 
F when Morpheus clos d my Eyes, 
and obliged me to haſten to Reſt : But 

RES Curioſity open'd them again, with the 
Riſing of the Sun, to make ſome farther Remarks 
on my Thermometers; for ſo I conceived the one 
Inſtrument I had not yet ſeen muſt likewiſe be. I 
made a Begining, by trying ſome Experiments, on 
that I already knew the Uſe of, with ſome Books I 
had in my Trunk: And as I am never without 
Plays of all Sorts, I refolved my firſt Trial ſhould 
be with them; I therefore fetch'd my whole Stock, 
and laid them on the Table, and, after many Ex- 
periments, made the following Obſervations : An 
Lalian Opera ſinks it to its loweſt Ebb, and, on 
the other Hand, a Pantomime, or Ballad-Entertain- 
ment, ſwells it with ſuch Impetuoſity, that I was 
cautious of repeating the Experiment too often, for 
Fear of burſting the Tube. I tried it with ſeveral 
of Shakeſpear's Plays, and found it to deviate but 
very ſeldom from its Center, for any long Time, 
with any of them; and tho' it did, indeed, fre- 
q_ take a ſhort Trip above the middle Region, 
I plainly perceiv'd my Author had never loſt his 
View of that Point ®. It was juſt the ſame, when 
upon reading ſome of thoſe Puns, or what the French

ca 
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call Jeu de Mots (or Play with Words) of which this 
eat Author is but too full; when, I ſay, I read 
ome of theſe Paſſages, and the Spirits in my Tube 
thereupon ſunk below their Center, they ſoon 
mounted again, and, with my Author, return'd to 
their proper Situation. By moſt of our modern 
Plays, they were very buſy towards the two Extre- 
mites, frequently riſing and falling ſeveral Times, 
during the Reading of a ſingle Scene, but rarely con- 
tinuing, for any Time, within the five middlemoſt 
Degrees: But I had the Satisfaction, at reading 
Mr. Addiſon's Cato, to find, that, notwithſtanding 
they often roſe two Degrees above the Center, they 


never, tho a Tragedy, went more than a full De- 
gree below it. 


I RESOLVED next to make a Trial with ſome 


other Books, and fetch'd an Arm-ful, without exa- 
mining into them. The firſt I open'd was Eachard's 
Gazetteer, which ſunk the Spirits of my Tube at 
leaſt three Degrees below the middle Point, but 
they roſe near as much above it, on laying that 
down, and taking up the Tale of @ Tub. With the 
Atlantis, J obſerved, they always roſe to Spright- 
lineſs, and ſometimes to Fire. I tried my Thermo- 
meter with ſeveral of the Spectators and Tatlers, and 
always found it {riſe or fall exactly as the Subject 
requir'd ; inſomuch that I was able to diſtinguiſh 
the Author of every particular Piece, by my Glaſs, 
before I came to the End of it, to know it by the 
final Letter. Having made theſe Experiments, 
with Books of ſo many different Subjects, I reſoly*d 
before I concluded, to make a Trial with a Book 
or two of Divinity: The firſt that came to my 
Hands, was a Volume of Archbiſhop Tilotſor's 
Sermons, and I ſoon found all the Signs of a ſtrong 
Judgment, fervent Zeal, and ardent Deſire of con- 
vincing Mankind of the ſaving Truths of the Go- 
ſpel, which I had Reaſon to expect from ſo — 
an 
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and good a Man, I next made a Trial with a 
ſmall Piece of Baxter's, which, tho? the Man's In- 
tent may have been upright, 1 found ſo clogg'd 
with the Weight of Dulneſs, that it ſeldom reach'd 
the middle Region, without, at the ſame Time, 
running up to all the Height of Enthuſiaſtical 
Madneſs and Extravagance. 

My Tea being, by this Time, brought up, 
while I was drinking, I began to pleaſe myſel 
with the Hopes of being one Day Maſter of fo 
uſeful and diverting a Piece of Art. I had ob- 
ſerved, in my Friend's Repoſitory, a Phial of 
Liquor exactly of the Colour of that in the Tube 
and as I did not doubt but the Virtue was con- 
tained in the Spirits, (conceiving it would be eaſy 
to get the Machine made) I hop'd 1 might ob- 
tain a ſmall Share thereof, As we are apt to 
anticipate our Joys as well as our Fears, I began 
to number the Diſcoveries I ſhould, from Time to 
Time, make with this new Machine, There are, 
thought I, ſeveral particular Societies, as well in 
the City of London, as elſewhere, whoſe Judg- 
ments and Underſtandings I ſhall meaſure with 
the greateſt Fxactitude, and I ſhall follow (ſaid 


I ro myſelf) the Inhabitants of that great City and 


its Suburbs, in all their Haunts, from the Church 
to the Play-houſe. Nay, I flatter'd myſelf, with 
the pleaſing Hopes, that there ſhould not be the 
leaſt Grain of corrupt, depraved Taſte among us, 
but what I ſhould ferret out and diſcover, by 
Means of this my Thermometer : That being de- 
tected, and expoſed to the Eye of the whole World, 
the Evil might, by Degrees, be removed, and 
a better Taſte and Judgment be thoroughly re- 
{tored and eſtabliſhed amongſt us. 

I BEGAN to wiſh myſelf a larger Portion of 
this wonderful Liquor, than I could hope to ob- 


tain, in Order to make a Preſent of one of theſe

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Thermometers to every one of our Journaliſts, that 
they might, with the Help thereof, form better 

udgments of their Authors, than moſt of them 
have hitherto done: And to the Writers of our 


the R-----1 S------y, and their worthy Pr-------t, 


are of little or no Benefit to Mankind, in the 
Search after this Secret of ſo univerſal Advantage, 
They who ſeek to enrich and agrandize themſelves 
in the fruitleſs Attempt after the Philoſopher's 
Stone (thought I) would perhaps ſooner find their 
Accounts in this; and it might as well deſerve a 
Premium being ſet upon it as the Longitude. 
In the mean Time, as this rare Invention:came 
firſt from a very diſtant Region, it might be worth 
the while of an E [----a or $---th S4 $---p---go, 
to make Enquiry, among the Philoſophers and 
wife Men of the ſeveral Places they come to, after 
this valuable Commodity; it might bring as much 
Advantage, and be leſs hazardous than any other 
Branch of private Frade ; at leaft, it would not 
expoſe them to the unreaſonable and ilI-natured 
Enquiries of their Superiors, when, poor innocent 


| Gentlemen, 
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Gentlemen, they perhaps only follow the Steps of 
their Predeceſſors, now their Maſters. 

Havinc finiſh'd my Breakfaſt, Curioſity led 
me to examine the other little Machine, which 
my Friend had lent me. I found, upon opening 
the Caſe, a curious Quadrangular Pyramid of 
Ebony, reſting upon four little golden Balls, on 
the four Corners of a ws ors Pedeſtal, 
which again reſted on four Balls of the ſame Me- 
ral, and of a ſomething larger Size. Both Pedeſtal 
and Pyramid were curiouſly inlaid with what I took 
to be Chineſe Characters, in Gold, and, on the 
Top of all was an Urn of the ſame. The Pyramid 
was perforated in the Form of two Arches one 
above the other. In the lower Arch was an Image 
of Saturn, of a yeliowiſh Metal, and in the upper 
Arch hung a ſmall Bell. As all this gave me no 
Idea of the Virtues or Uſe of this little Inſtrument. 
I had immediate Recourſe to the Manuſcript which 
my Friend gave me with it; and I there found it 
was an Invention ot an ancient Chineſe Philoſopher, 
call'd Bramin- Quam- Bo- Ni, and that he had given 
it the Name of Pe-Kad-En-Noſch, or the Toucn- 
STONE OF SINCERITY. It likewiſe acquainted 
me, that the Figure of Saturn had been formed 
by a ſecret Sympathetic Arr, under a certain Influ- 
ence of the Planets, and of the fame Metal as the 
moving Statue of Dædalus: And that the Bell was 
of the ſame Compoſition as the Image of the 
Dodonæan Jupiter, with the Greeks, which gave 
a certain Sound, when the Beams of the Sun darted 
upon it. Upon farther Examination, I found the 
Virtue and Uſe of this pretty Pyramid greatly to ex- 
ceed the Beauty of its Structure. My Manuſcript in- 
form'd me, that if it was placed upon a Table, in 
the Midſt of a Company that was in Diſcourſe, 
either the Figure that was in the lower Arch, or 
the Bell over its Head, would be in continual 
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Motion, according as the Perſon ſpeaking was 
ſincere, falſe, or prevaricating in what he ſaid. If 
Heart and Tongue agreed, the little Figure would 
move its Head and nod, more or lefs, in Propor- 
tion to his Integrity; but if Deceit, Flattery, or 
tormal Compliment, without any Meaning, had 
any Share 1n his Diſcourſe, the Bell would begin 
to ring with more or lels Force, as his Words ap- 
proach'd nearer, or were at a greater Diſtance 
from his Mind. As I was alone and could con- 
jequently make no Experiments with this Machine, 
but on myſelf, I mutt defer a farther Account of 
it to another Opportunity, and can only ſay now, 
J had the Satisfaction to find, that happening oc- 
caſionally to throw out an Ejaculation to the Su- 
preme Being, my Friend Saturn ſaid Amen to it 
with a Nod ; I thereupon put it into the Caſe a- 
gain, and, laying it carcfully in my Trunk, re- 
Jolv*d to conclude this Letter with an Account of 
the fatal Cataſtrophe of x Gentleman, wich whom I 
had formerly an Intimacy in Holland. The Perſon 
I mean, was C---nſ---r H. u, formerly Secretary 
to the unhappy Baron G— 72z, firſt Miniſter of 
State to Charles XII, of Sweden, who was ſacri- 
ficed to the Fury of the Populace, after the Death 
of that extraordinary Monarch. Monſ. H——#x 
was a Gentleman of ſolid Learning, a found Judg- 
ment, great Experience, and the moſt ready Wit 
I ever met with in any one Man, but withal a 
perfect Debauchee. He was let into the Secret of 
all his Maſter's Intriegues, and was one of his 
principal Agents ia them. This made the S——t 
of 801 conceive great Hopes of making ſe- 
veral Diſcoveries by his Means: He was accord- 
ingly put under cloſe Confinement, and as all the 
fair Promiſes they could make him were of no 
Weight to engage him to betray his Maſter, the 
prevalent Argument of the Rack was more than 
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once made Uſe of to convince him of his Miſtake : 
But as he had the Courage and Preſence of Mind, 
even to undergo this Torture, without flinching, 
he was himſelf tried for high Crimes againſt the 
State, and, being convicted, was ſentenc'd to a 
ſhameful and painful Death. After Condemnation, 
Offers of a conditional Pardon were again tender'd 
him, but in vain, *ciil the Night before his intended 
Execution, having taken a plentiful Doſe of Bur- 
gundy, he threw off what he afterwards calPd a falſe 
Point of Honor, and reflected upon the Folly of 
ſacrificing hisown Life, for the Sake of a Perſon 
who had drawn him into this Dilemma, and who 
perhaps would not have parted with a Finger to 
ſave his. He, therefore, gave Notice, about 
Midnight, of his Reſolution to diſcover all that 
he knew, which he did the next Day, and ob- 
tained his Pardon. After the Death of his Un- 
fortunate Maſter, Monſ. H attach'd himſelf 
to the Service of the D. of H-, who made 
tim A——ck C—nſ-—:r, and employed him 
in his Finances: But ſome Years after, for Reaſons 
I am not inform'd of, he quitted that Prince's 
Service, and was put in Poſſeſſion of a Bailiwic 
in the Duchy of Lunenburg, in the Service of our 
preſent King. He had not enjoyed that Station 
long, before, upon a Quarrel with the Super-In- 
tendant of the Diſtrict, he was involv'd in a te- 
dious and expenſive Suit of Law, and was oblig'd 
te retire from his Bailiwic. In this Retirement 
it was I contracted an Intimacy with him, and 
was highly delighted wich his Converſation when 
ſaber, which, however, was not often; for 
after his Troubles in St——/m, he gave himſelf 
up to exceſſive drinking, eſpecially to Drams in a 
Morning; and, in his Cups, would fay, two 
Bottles of Burgundy had ſaved him from an un- 
timely Drath, who then could blame him for 
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valuing what he had received fo great a Benefit 
from? He was, as I have already ſaid, a De- 
bauchee, and in his Diſcourſe apt to diſcover too much 
of the Free-Thinker : However, he always pre- 
tended to a Senſe of Religion ; and was a punctual 
Obſerver of that practical Devotion, in which the 
Germans are, in ds. too apt to place the whole 
of their Duty. His Morning Prayers he, in par- 
ticular, ſeldom omitted, and (as 1 think, the 
Spectator ſomewhere ſays, on a like Ocaſion) wiſel 
conſidering, that be might not be in a Condition, to þ 
the ſame, at Night, would perform his Evening- 
Service, at the ſame Time. 
Hz had the good Fortune, in the Sequel, to 
triumph over his Adverſary, the Super- Intendant, 
and not only recovered all Damages; but, as a 
Recompenſe for his Sufferings, had a more con- 
ſiderable Bailiwic confer'd upon him. He was 
now, as one would reaſonably conclude, arrived 
at the Height of his Deſires, and might have 
ſpent the Remainder of his Days, in as comfortable 
a Manner, as a reaſonable Man could hope or ex- 
pet : But, by what Fatality, is not eaſy to deter- 
mine, after having gone thro? an Infinity of Trou- 
bles, and overcome them all, in this happy State, 
he himſelf put a Stop to the Career of his good For- 1 
tune, and, with all the Sedateneſs and Premedi- | 
tation imaginable, * upon his own Head 
the diſmal Cataſtrophe, of which I ſhall now, after 
this long Preamble, give you an Account. 
Bz1inG in this ſeeming happy State of Life 
and having for ſeveral Days before convers 
with his Acquaintance, in that free and pleaſant 
Manner, which was natural to him, on the 12th of 
May, laſt, N. S. in the Morning, he ſhot himſelf, 
in 2 own Chamber, in the King's Houſe, in the 
Bailiwic of r, He had plac'd the Piſtol 
at his right Eye; ſor there it appeared the Ball 
9 went 
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went in, paſgd thro' his Brains, and went out 
again at the Crown of his Head. There had ap- 
pear*d no Signs of ſudden Diſcontent in him for any 
Time before: On the contrary, it ſeems he had 
calmly made ſeveral Preparations for this tragical 
Cataſtrophe, which argue it was the Effect of a pre- 
meditated and ſteady Reſolution. Not long be- 
fore he committed the Suicide, he put on a new Suit 
of Cloaths: Upon his Table, was found a Letter 
to his Majeſty of Great Britain, begging his Par- 
don for ſtaining his Manſion-houſe, with his Blood; 
returning him Thanks for all his Royal Favors, 
and giving him ſome Reaſons why he was weary 
of the World. In his Pocket, was found a Paper 
with the following Lines:

Las de laſſer mes Amis, 

Las des Pourſuites des Ennemts, 
Las de vivre a la Torture,

* Various were the Opinions of Mankind, what could 
move this unhappy Gentleman, with whom I was not only 
acquainted but correſponded to the laſt, to take away his 
own Life in this violent Manner : The moſt general was, 
that as he was given to Liquor, he did it in a drunken Fit: 
But I have been credibly inform'd, he went ſober to Bed, the 
Night before, and had drank nothing but Tea, the fatal 
Motning. That he was under no Diſcontent of Mind is 
certain. TI have an Original Letter of his yet by me, written 
not a Month before his unfortunate End, full of Expreffions 
of the higheſt Satisfaction, in the Station of Life he was then 
in; acquainting me with a Deſign he had formed of intro- 
ducing Church-muſick in his Diſtrict, and defiring me to 
"MM L 4 procure 
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- procure him ſome Anthems for that Purpoſe. What Reaſons he 

may have alledg'd to his Majeſty for this Deed, 1 never could 
learn ; but it is to me ſelf.evident, that a very ill State of 
Health, being in almoſt continual Pain, and a deprav'd Ap- 
petite, which had left him no Taſte of what he moſt de- 
lighted in, Luxury, had made him weary of himſelf, and 
of the World, and this is plainly expreſs'd in the Lines that 
were found in his Pocket, of which I ſha!l give the Reader 
a literal Tranſlation : 


Weary of Drinking and Eating, 

Weary of deceiving my Creditors, 

Weary of tiring out my Friends, 

Weary of the Perſecution of my Enemies, 

Weary of living in continual Pain, 

Weary of ſeing the ſame Thing over again,

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„Tu Empire of PaTHIA is a Country which 
<< abounds in every Thing that can be ſubſervient 
eto the Neceſſity, Convenience and Ornament of 
« human Life. CEYHALE, the Metropolis of this 
Empire, of an oval Form, is the Reſidence of its 
« Empreſs, who, for her extraordinary Inſight and 
« Prudence, in the Management of the public 
« Affairs, as well as her own private Oeconomy, 
« obtained of her Subjects the additional Name 
« of REason, 

« Baron Wir, firſt Miniſter of State to the 
«© Empreſs, was a Nobleman better qualified for 
« Execution than Counſel, and who, tho? he was 
« too haſty and capricious to weigh Matters duly, 
« or totake any Thing under mature Deliberation,

„Beauty, and ſo engaging a Behavior, that ſhe 
«<< was diftinguiſh*d by the Name of Lady Lover v. 
„She had four Siſters, the two eldeſt of which

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„ TRE old Baron, her Father, countenanc'd

« Empreſs had no Suſpicion of the Marriage, till 
it was too late to remedy it; but was then fo 
« enraged at the clandeſtine Proceeding, that, in 
4 the Height of her Diſpleaſure, ſhe not only diſ- 
e carded the whole Family of the WiLLs, from 
all their important Poſts, but forbid all Manner

«© Reign of the confined Empreſs. Pa TrHIA ſoon 
« became a general Reſort of all who travell'd

« very Aſſes as when they ſet out. Her Palaces 
and Seats were ſuperb ; Hoſpitality reign'd every 
« where; Plays, Ridotto's, Aſſemblies, and all

i exceeding whatever had been ſeen during their 
«© depoſed Sovereign's Reign. In ſhort, nothing

« To put a Stop to this Evil, which muſt 
* have haſten'd their Fall, they bethought them-

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„% SqevIRE AVARICE lent large Sums, at an 
exorbitant Intereſt, to the Needy, and thereby 
hurried on their impending Ruin. Squire SPLE- 
NATIC, who, notwithſtanding his many and 
known ill Qualitics, was now raiſed to a conſi- 
derable Poſt in the Adminiſtration, depreſs'd 
Merit, wherever it rear'd its Head, Squire 
SENSU Al, debauch'd the Wives and Daughters 
of the principal Inhabitants. The Regent him- 
ſelf govern'd every Thing, according to the 
Dictates of his own Obſtinacy, right or wrong; 
and his Grandſon, AmsiTion, entangled the 
Empire in an unneceſſary aud fatal War, with a 
neighbouring Nation, about ſome trifling Punc- 
tilio's of Honor. INTEGRITY, JusTIce, CoM- 
pass io and FRIENDSHIP were baniſnh'd the 


State, for oppoling theſe pernicious Proceedings.

« Tra1s Confuſion muſt neceſſarily have brought 
the whole Nation into utter Ruin, had nota cer- 
tain Matron, who was held in particular Eſteem 
by the late Empreſs ; but, by the Populace, was 
look'd upon to be no better than a Sorcereſs, 
interpoſed, and put a Stop to this Miſery, while 
yet there was a Remedy. This prudent and 
venerable Sybil, whoſe Name was ExyzR1- 
ENCE, taking the Opportunity of a Fair, ap- 
ar'd in the Midſt of the Croud, on the Mar- 
et-place, and holding up a Piece of the late 
Empreſs's Coin, in the Sight of all the People, 
This, my Friends and Fellow-ſufferers (ſaid ſhe) 


is a Coin which will bear all Teſts ; (holding, at 


the lame Time a Glaſs over it, which, by con- 
* traCting 
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7e tracting the Rays of the Sun into a Center, had 
** the Power to melt all Metals of a baſe Alloy 3 
& But this (continued ſhe, holding up a Piece of 
« the new Coin, which, upon applying her Glaſs 
« to it, was reduced to its intrinſic Value) can 
« bardly withſtand the leaſt Degree of Trial : And 
« juſt ſo are all the imagina — of your new 
Form ef Government ; dazzling, but of no Du- 
« ration. Is it for this Phantom, you have bartered 
«© the bappy Adminiſtration of your depos'd Sovereign ? 

« Tre Populace, whoſe Eyes began to be 
t opened, at ſo palpable a Conviction, finding 
« themſelves wounded in the moſt ſenſible Part, 
ac their Riches, took up Arms, by unanimous Con- 
« ſent, brought the depoſed Empreſs out of her 
« Confinement, and reſtored her to her lawful 
«« Throne, Their Rage would have hurricd them 
<< on to exterminate the whole Race of the WiLLs, 
« had not this gracious Princeſs herſelf appeas'd 
« their Fury, and given immediate Command to 
« ſacrifice SELF-INTEREST to their Revenge; 
« declaring, at the ſame Time, that tho' the Fa- 
« mily of the WII Is were wholly unqualified for 
« the Adminiſtration, ſhe had other Employ- 
« ments for them, in which they might be of real 
«« Benefit to the Common Weal. 

« Txr1s Deſcription, as it is called, is plainly

« other Hand, to proportion our Sorrow and 
«« Care, to our actual, and not to our imaginary

I this Examination of the intrinſic Value

Haribum, I have deſtin'd this Letter 

co give you as circumſtantial an Ac- 
count thereof, as I have hitherto been able to 
learn. 

TH E Story of its being built by Druſus, in 
Honor to Jupiter Ammon, I paſs by, as being 
generally efteem'd a Fable; and proceed to what we 
may depend on, with greater Certainty. 

In the Year of our Lord 808, the Emperor 
Charlemaign, or, as the Germans call him, Caro- 
lus Magnus, cauſed two Forts or Caſtles to be 
built on the Elb, to repel the Incurſions and Rava- 
ges of the Venden, and other Northern Infidels. 
One of them, on the North Side of this River, 
was call'd Hamburg, or Hammenburg (or the Caſtle 
of or near the Wood) from a little Wood, ar 
about a Mile's Diſtance from where the City now 
ſtands; Hammen, in the ancient German, ſigni- 
fying a little Wood, and this Wood being in par- 
ticular call'd Hamma; and there is, to this Day, 
likewiſe a Village on the ſame Spot, call'd Hamm. 
We find, indeed, ſeveral other Derivations of this 
Name, as from the Statue of Jupiter Ammon, 
which Charlemaign deſtroy'd there; or that the firſt 
Inhabitants were the Remains of the ancient Gam- 
brivü, and the Place calVd formerly Gambrivium ; 

| * | or, 
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or, with Krantzius, from an ancient Saxon Hero, 
call'd Hama ; but all theſe ſeem groundleſs *. The 
3 firſt Legatus, Lieutenant or Commander of this 
F ; Fort, who likewiſe built it, was calPd Odo, Udo, 
7 or Otto, who firſt call'd it Hochbucti, or rather 
Hochburg (the high Fort,) the North Banks of the 
Elb being very high thereabouts. It was taken and 
raz'd by the Barbarians, two Years after; but 
Charlemaign, having repel'd theſe Infidels, the 
Year following, cauſed it to be rebuilt, and, as it 
was cuſtomary for the neighbouring Inhabitants to 
reſort to, and build near theſe Forts or Caſtles, it 
ſoon became a po ulous Town. In 811, Charle- 
maign built the firſt Church here, which he dedi- 
cated to our Saviour and the Virgin Mary, and 
this was the only Church Hamburg had, for above 
350 Years, Ludovicus Pius, the Son of Charle- 
maign, made it an Archbiſhop's See, in the Year 
833, and the Church of Hamburg, the Mother of 
all thoſe of Nortb-Albingia ; which was ſoon after 
confirm'd by Pope Gregory. The firſt Biſhop 
was St Anſcharius, a French Monk of the Order 
of St. Benedif, a zealous Converter of the Infidels, 
and Promoter of the Chriſtian Religion, by whom 
it was planted in Denmark, after he had converted 
their Ling Erick, as likewiſe in Sweden ; for which 
he was call'd the Northern Apoſtle, and was like- 
ö wiſe ſtiPd Primat, and the Pope's Læat for all the 
f North. 
I x 845, the Danes, probably before they were 
converted to the Chriſtian Religion by Anſcharms, 


* Chriſtopher Silvius, an ancient Poet of Hamburg,” was of 
the ſame Opinion with our Author, as to the Derivation of + 
the Name of Hamburg, which we may ſee by the two follow- 
ang Latin Verſes of his : |

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ſurpriz'd Hamburg, and either ſlew or carried away 
captive all the Chriſtians, except a very ſmall] 
Number, who eſcap'd with their Biſhop, probably 
to Rameſlo, now Bardewick, near Lunenburg, for 
there Anſcharius reſided afterwards, 'till, in 848, 
he was tranſlated to the See of Bremen, where he 
was the fourth Biſhop, and the firft Archbiſhop, 
that being made a Metropolitan See by Pope Ni- 
eholas, with the Conſent, of Ludovicus. And here 
German Hiſtorians differ, ſome will have it, that 
Anſcharius was the only Archbiſhop of Hamburg, 
and that after it was rebuilt, it was no more than 
an Epiſcopal See : Others pretend, there was an 
Archbiſhop, call'd Aridagus, before Anſcharius, 
but this ſeems improbable *. Others, again, will 
have it, that the Metropolitan See was not tranſ- 
fer d to Bremen, till 1223, and yet others, that 
they were both Archbiſhoprics *till that Time; 
which to me ſeems the moſt probable. Be this 
as it will, the Danes, having, ſome few Years after, 
burnt the Suburbs, with the Biſhop's Palace, and 
the fine Church built by him, and plunder'd the 
Town, left it; whereupon Anſcbarius returned, 
and, repairing theſe Damages, took upon him the 


I have an ancient German Manuſcript-Chronicle of Ham- 
burg by me, which, after having ſuppoſed C har/emaign, when 
he firſt croſs'd the EI, to North Albingia, to have found a 
Caſtle on the North Side of the EI, call'd Hammenburg, ſays, 
Charkmaign took this Caſtle into his Protection, and having 
Placed a Garriſon in it, under the Command of a Captain, 
call'd Otto, or Libo, built a Church there, in Honor to the 
Virgin Mary, and put it under the Direction of one Herida- 
gus a Prieft, whom he deſign'd to have made Archbiſhop of a 
Metropolitan, to be erected for the Eaſſern and Northern Parts; 
however, other weighty Affairs prevented the Accompliſhment 
of it in his Time. This my Author places before the Year 
804, and this Heridagus (or Aridagus was, probably, the 
Perſon, ſuppoſed by ſome Authors to have been Archbiſhop

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See again, but whether as Biſhop or Archbiſhop, I 
ſhall not pretend to determine. He died, however, 
in Bremen, A. 865, in the ſixtieth Year of his 
Age: But the Hamburghers have, to this Day, 
a Remembrance of him, one Part of their Haven, 
which is now a Market for Sea-fiſh, where for- 
merly one of the Gates of the City, which bore 
his Name, ſtood, is yet calPd, from him, the 
Schar-Thor, or Gate. 

TH et Danes and Swedes, who had been converted 
by him, apoſtatizing after his Death, with the Aſ- 
ſiſtance of the Infidel] Venden, took, ravaged and 
burnt this City, ſeveral Times afterwards ; but it 
always roſe out of the Aſhes again in greater Splen- 
dor: Eſpecially in the Year 1073, after the Death 
of Biſhop Albert, it having, the Year before, 
been entirely reduced to Alhes, by Xroto, a 
Duke or General of the Venden, when it was 
very much enlarged. This City - was formerly 
under the Juriſdiction of the Saxons, and go- 
vern'd by a Sort of Magiſtrate call'd a Yogt, or 
Bailif ; one of whom was Count Adolph of Schaum- 
burg, who govern'd it in 1137, for Emperor Lo- 
tharius, Duke of Saxony. Adolph III, granted it 
many and great Privileges, in Conſideration of 
Mony they furniſh'd him with for his Expedi- 
tion to the Holy Land, which were confirmed by 
the Emperor Frederick Barbaroſſa. In his Abſence, 
Henry, the Lion, ruin'd it: But Adolph, upon his 
Return, recovered and rebuilt it *. But Woldemar, 
Duke of Sleſwick, with the Aſſiſtance of his Brother,

from this Time it is we muſt date the firſt Freedom and Pri- 
vileges of Hamburg. Among theſe was one very conſiderable, 
which they retain to this Day; wiz. That no Fort ſhould be 
built within two German Myles of them, without which 
the Danes would long ſince ha ve fortified Altena. 
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King Canutus of Denmark, took it afterwards from 
the Emperor Otto IV, and gave it to Count Albert 
of Orlamunda*, who, however in Conſideration 
of the Sum of 1500 Marks of Silver, ſet the City 
at Liberty, and transfer'd his whole Right to it, to 
the Citizens thetnſelves T. In 1359, Emperor 
Charles IV, took this City under his and the Empire's 
ſpecial Protection: But in 1375, he enjoin'd the 
Hamburgbers, by a formal Sentence, to return to 
their Duty to the Counts of Holſtein I. Now 
tho? the ſucceeding Counts and Dukes of Holſtein 
confirm?d their Freedom, yet they were bound to 
them by certain Covenants: And when, after the 
Death of Adolpb VIII, the laſt of the Male Line 
of the Earls of Holſtein, that County devolv'd to 
Chriſtian the Iſt, King of Denmark, they likewiſe 
came to a certain Covenant with him FF. The 
Hamburghers likewiſe acknowledged a Sort of Fealty 
to the Dukes of Holſtein, of the Oldenburg Line, 
not by Oath, but by giving of Hands, and this 


From this Time, the Kings of Denmari form their firſt 
Pretenſions on Hamburg, not only by Right of Conqueſt, but 
as Deſcendants from the ancient Counts of Ho/ein; to whom 
they — this City belong'd from Time immemorial. 

+ This happen d in the Year 1227, and from this Time 

we may date the firſt independant Freedom of this City, which 
was confirm'd to them by Adolnb IV, Duke of Holbein. 
I This indeed is affirmed by the ancient Hiſtorian, from 
whom I haye taken the Latin Quotation above, who names 
Count Nicho/as of Hoſſtein, as the Prince who renewed this 
Claim : But the Favorers of the Hamburg independent Liberty 
deny the Fact. i 

This happen'd about the Middle of the 15th Century; 
for it was in 1464, that the Emperor Frederick III, gave the 
Title of Duke, inſtead of Count of Ho}ftein, to Chriftian I, 
King of Denmark. It is pretended by ſome, that the Ham- 
burghers did Homage to this King, and to his Sons, Jabn and 
Frederick ; but this they deny, aud pretend it cannot be proved 
upon Record, „„ 1

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Homage they paid to Chriſtian IV, King of 
Denmark, in 1603*. From whence the Kings of 
Denmark, to this Hour, pretend a Right to it, and 
call it their Erb-unterthanige Stadt, (their City by 
hereditary Right, ) tho', at the ſame Time, they 
keep an accredited Miniſter there, which is a ma- 
nifeſt Recognition of their Independency and So- 
vereignty. In 1618, this City was ſolemnly de- 
clar'd a free Imperial City, and, in 1641, was ac- 
cordingly ſummon'd to the Diet of the Empire : 
Tho”, as Denmark and Holſtein proteſted againſt 
it, they have not yet enjoy'd their Right of Sit- 
ting and Voting there. 

GREAT Priviliges have been granted them by 
ſeveral Emperors, particularly, Frederick I, gave 
them that of a Toll upon the Elb, on Condition 
that they could keep it clear of Pirats, inſtead of 
which they now lay the Buoys, which are 34 in 
Number, from the City to the Sea; and keep a 
Light-Houſe, four German Miles within the Sea, 
at the Iſland of Helgoland, for which their Ships are 


free from our King's Toll at Stade. This Toll on 


the Elb was confirm'd to them by Frederick II. 

Frederick III gave them the Right of Staple; and 

Sigiſmund that of coining Gold and Silver Mony. 
IN 1686, upon ſome Differences among them- 


ſclves, two of their principal Burghers, Hieronymus 


Schnitiger, and Conrad Faſtram, conſpir'd to deli- 
ver the City into the Hands of the King of Den- 
mark, who thereupon came before the Town with 
a conſiderable Army, but the Conſpiracy being diſ- 


The firſt Homage paid to the Kings of Denmark of this 
Nature was in 1538, to Chriſtian III. It was performed by 
the preſiding Burgher maſter, not kneeling, but ſtanding, and, 
putting his Hand into the King's Hand, declaring, they 
would behave towards his Majeſty, as Men of Worth and 


Honor; the King having firſt taken an Oath to preſerve all 
their Privileges. 


cover'd 
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cover' d, the two Chiefs paid for their Treachery with 
their Heads, and, by the Interpoſition of the neigh- 
bouring Princes of Brandenburg and Lunenburg, but 
more particularly of King James II, of England, 
who, on that Occaſion, ſent a Fleet to the Elb, the 
Siege was rais'd in Conſideration of a round Sum of 
Mony. 
IX 1512, on Occaſion of the Northern War, the 
Danes, Muſcovites and Saxons, having their Armies 
in the Neighbourhood, made their ſeperate De- 
mands on the Hamburghers, with Threats, in Caſe of 
$3 Refuſal ; and they were oblig'd to compound with 
the Firſt for 230,000 Dollars, and with the Se- 
cond for 200, ooo; but whether the Saxons got 
any Thing out of them, 1 am not ſo well in- 
form'd. 

Is 1708, upon Occaſion of ſome Differences be- 
tween the Senat and the Burghers, Dr. Kraumboliz, 
a Lutheran Prieſt, fomented Matters to ſuch a De- 
oree, that an Inſurrect ion being apprehended, the 
Senat privately applied to the Imperial Court, from 
whence Orders were iſſued for 12,000 Men, of 
the Troops of Lower-Saxony, to inveſt the City; 
and this was tranſacted wich ſo much Secrecy, that 
it was perform'd before the Burghers had any No- 
tice of it, It was tono Purpoſe thento reſiſt ; they 
were oblig'd to admic 2300 Men into the City, 
to keep Peace, while five Commiſſioners, appointed 
by the Emperor, the King of Sweden, as Duke of 
Bremen, the Electors of Brandenburg and Lunenburg, 
4 and the Duke of Wolfembutile, were empower'd to 

examine and remedy the Grievances on both Sides. 
By this means, the rebellious Burghers were not 
only kept in Aw for the preſent, but ſaddled with 
a new Form of Government, which took a great 
Part of the Power out of their Hands, and inveſted 
the Senat with it: But as this Commiſſion laſted 
upwards of three Years, during which Time _ 

a 
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had an Allowance of 100 Marks (or near 71.) per 
Diem, to each of the five Commiſſioners, and the 
2300 Men, to pay, beſides an Infinity of other 
nameleſs Expences, it is generally believed, the 
Debt contracted on this Occaſion, tho' a Poll-tax 
was granted on that Account, is not fully paid to 
this Hour. 

Laſt Year, the Hamburghers were involved in 
new Troubles, with the Danes, on Account of the 
Currency of the Daniſh Coin in Hamburg, which 
till then had been almoſt the only current Mony 
they had; but was now, in a Manner, cried down, 
by their coining ſo large a Quantity of their own 
Coin, which was conſiderably better in intrinſick 
Value, as, with the Help of a Current Bank, ena- 
bled them to carry on their Commerce without the 
Daniſh Mony; and the Senat empower'd their 
Burghers, beſides, to refuſe all Payments, if they 
thought fit, that were tender'd them in any Coin but 
their own, This reduced the Value of the Daniſb 
Mony, and ſo enraged Frederick IV, King of 
Denmark, that he, by Proclamation, prohibited all 
Manner of Trade and Commerce between all his 
Dominions, and the City of Hamburg, which con- 
tinues to this Day, tho* the Subjects of Denmark, 
ſuffer as much, or more, by it, than the Ham- 
burghers *. 

ABourT the ſame Time, they had a Diſpute 
with our Sovereign, King George, about the Right 
of appointing a Preacher for the Cathedral of this 
City, which, with the Chapter, anda large Number 
of Houſes belonging thereunto, are under the im- 
mediate Protection of his Majeſty, as Biſhop of

This Term being elapſed, and nothing 
done, the King's Council for the Adminiſtration of 


the Duchies of Bremen and Verden, at Stade, by 

his Majeſty's Order, gave them another ſhort Term

| the Sunday following, previous Notice having = 
giving thereof to the preſiding Burghermaſter, the 

Miniſter appointed by his Majeſty was admitted 

into Poſſeſſion of that Office, by the Chapter, and 

preach'd in the Cathedra]. The preſiding Burgher- 

maſter, a Perſon of ſo violent a Spirit, that he had 

| frequently embroiPd the State, in the Height of his 

| Paroxiſms, thro* Ignorance, Want of Thought, or 
Pride, went, the next Morning, to the Senat, 
burning with Zeal for the Honor of the Republic 
(as he call'd it), or rather to ſatiate his own Revenge, 
at the Expence of Truth, and the Reſpect due to a 
crewn'd Head, to whom the Republic had infi- 
nite Obligations, and had ſo much Influence over 
his Bretheren, that an inadvertent Placat was im- 
mediately publiſh'd, and affix'd at the Corner of 
every Street, in which, among other Things, 
highly injurious to his Majeſty, they denied having 
any 
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any previous Account of his Intention, and forbid- 
ding any of their Burghers, under a ſevere Penalty, 
to 3 the Cathedral; for which ſome were ac- 
tually taken up and fined. But what was the Ef- 
fect of this ill timed Zeal? They were oblig'd, ſoon 
after, to ſee, for ſeveral Days together, Placats 
affix d almoſt on every Houſe belonging to the Chap. 
ter, in the open Street, and in the very Center of 
their own Juriſdiction, in which they were ſeverely 
treated in their own Kind; the I. retorted | 
upon them, and themſelves directly tax d with ſuch

Honor. How this Matter will end, Time muſt 
ſhew; in the mean while, tho' the Miniſter con- 
tinues in his Living, his charitable Brethern have 
found Means to deprive him of certain Rights, 
which were to have been the beſt Part of his 1

HAMBURG embraced the LutheranReligion ve- 
ry early, and has ſtrictly adher'd to it ever ſince r. 


* One of the Rights our Author hints at, is that of attend- 
ing Funerals; a conſiderable Advantage, of which he gives | 
his Friend a more particular Account in another Letter. 
+ The firſt Step made towards it was by Arnoldus Stiphe- -Y 
lius, Paſtor of the Church of St. Catherine's, who declared | 
publicly againſt Indulgences, in 1521, about four Years after | 
Luther had begun, by ing the ſame at Erfurt. In 1523, or, | 
as ſome will have it, 1525, Stephen Kempe, a barefoot Monk, 
came from Roſtock, to Hamburg, and gave a farther Shock to 
the Papa/ Authority ; which was almoſt wholly diſregarded, 
upon the Preaching of John Zicgenbagen, who came thither 
from Magdeburg, in 1526. In 1527, or 1528, the Senat pub- 
liſhed a Decree, by which they obliged all, who would pot 
conform to the Lutheran Religion, to depart the City. In 1528, 
Dr. John Bugenhagen was invited to Hamburg from Wittenberg, 
and, the next Year compleated their Canons. In 1530, the 
Reformation was fully eſtabliſhed, and the Canons render'd 
public by Authority; and in 1532, Jabame /Efings was 
appointed the firſt Super - Intendant of the Church of Ham- 


dure.

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They gave Shelter to the Exgliſp who fled thither 
from Perſecution; in the Reign of Cs Mary, 
and a Treaty having been concluded in the Reign of 
her Succeſſor, by which they were allowed a Chap- 
pel, and the free Exerciſe of their Religion, the 
Anglican Church has been tolerated ever ſince. 
They are oblig'd to allow the Roman Catholics 
and Calviniſts the Exerciſe of their Religion in 
Ambaſſador's Houſes ; but, at the Inſtigation of 
the Lutheran Prieſts, their Burghers have been fre- 
quently put to Trouble for frequenting them; for 
which Reaſon they have their Churches in Altena, 
whither likewiſe the French, Anabaptiſts, and Jews 
are oblig'd to repair. 

HAMBURG, is now, in every Reſpect, the 
moſt renowned Ciry of ' Germany, large, rich and 
populous, and has more foreign Trade, than all 
the Reſt taken together: It is a free Imperial City, 
and ſecond in Order, in the Han/e. It is ſituated 
pleaſantly on the Elb, which waſhes its Bulwarks, 
in the Circle of Lower Saxony, the Metropolis of 
the Duchy of Holſtein, in the Territory of Stor- 
maria: At the Diſtance of 28 Miles from Lunen- 
burg, 36 from Lubeck, and about 70 from the Sea. 
It is almoſt of a circular Form, and about five or 
ſix Miles in Circumference. Towards the South, 
it is waſh'd, as I ſaid above, by the River Elb, 
which flows about as far above it, as the Thames 
does above London, and brings Ships of Burden, 
with the Tide, into the very Heart of the City : 
The South Banks of this River are border'd by the 
Duchy of Zunenburg, and below that, the Duchies 
of Bremen and Verden, almoſt to the Sea. This 


River is ſeparated about two or three Miles above 


Hamburg, into two principal Channels, called the 
South and North Elb, and ſome ſmaller Channels, 
which having formed ſeveral beautiful Iſlands, all 

K belonging 
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belonging to our King, except one very ſmall one 
to Denmark, re-unite in one Channel, about fix 
Miles below Hamburg. Towards the Eaſt, it is 
waſh'd by the kale River Bil, and towards the 
North, by another little River call'd the Alter, 
which forms a very large Baſon, juſt without the 
Town, and another, tho? not ſo large as that, yet 
of at leaſt 1000 Foot ſquare, within the Walls of 
it; after which it drives the public Mills, and 
paſſing by ſeveral Sluices and Canals, thro* the 
whole City, empties itſelf into the Elb. As this 
City is divided into five Wards, 1t has five princi- 
pal, or very large Churches, beſide the Cathedral, 
and eight lefſer Churches or Chapels of Eaſe: And 
as a great Number of Canals, fed by the Waters 
of the Elb, and the Aſter, paſs thro' it, it has 
84 Bridges, 38 Water-Mills (beſide fix Wind- 
mills) and fix Sluices: And it has likewiſe fax 
large Markets. It is divided into the Old and 
New City, and it is not above 30 Years ſince they 
were ſeparated by the Wall and Ditch of the Old 
Town ; Part of which = remain 3 but of much 
the greater Part, the Wall is now levelPd, the Ditch 
fled, and the fineſt Street in the Town built upon 
it. The whole is ſurrounded by a fine high Wall, 
with 23 Bulwarks, beſide other Outworks and 
Fortifications, in the modern Manner ; the Ditch 
is, likewiſe, very deep, but hardly broad enough 
for the Height of the Walls. They have of late 
Years ran a noble Line, or Outwork, with a broad 
and deep Ditch, and other Works, from the largeſt 
Baſon of the After to the Elb, above the Town, 
at about half a Mile from it: And, on the otlzer 
Side of that Baſon, about the Midway between 
that and the Elb, below the Town, is a very line 
Fortification, calPd the Star-Sconce, which con- 
mands the Avenue to the Town on that Side, ind 
is of ſuch Force that the King of Denmark, with 
all his Army, could not take it in 1686, tho' he 


beſic g'd 
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beſieg'd it (if I am rightly inform'd) fix Weeks, 
The Hamburgbers keep a Gariſon of 2300 Men, 


among which is only one DP of Dragoons, the 
Reſt Infantry; a Number hardly one quarter ſuffi. 


cient to beſet, much leſs to defend their Poſts. 


Their chief Strength, however, conſiſts neither in 
their Walls, nor in their Gariſon; but in the Im- 
portance it is to all the neighboring Princes, not 
to let any one of them poſſeſs it: And it is ſitu- 
ated fo conveniently for that Purpoſe, that if the 
Danes attack it on one Side, they can open 
their Gates on the other, to Jet in Auxiliaries from 
the Electors of Brandenburg and Hannover, and 
ſo vice verſa. This City has ſix Gates, and three 
Entrances by Water, two from the Elß, and one 
from the Alter. The Territories belonging to 
this City, tho' not large, are pretty conſiderable : 
On the Side of Denmark, they have nothing but 
a ſmall Part of Altena; on that of Holſtein, it 
reaches about a German Mile ; and for about three 
German Miles farther, a fine Diſtrict, which was 

wn'd to them, by ſome of the Anceſtors of the 

ouſe of Lunenburg; and, if I am not miſin- 
form'd, forfeited for want of Redemption: But 
they are terribly apprehenſive, it may, ſooner or 
later, be reclaimed. 

AT about two German Miles above Hamburg, 
near the Elb, they have, in Community with the 
City of Lubeck, a Caſtle, with a little Town and 
Bailiwick, call'd Bergedorf, of which they have 
been in poſſeſſion near 400 Years. This Place was 
firſt pawn'd to the Lubecters, by a Duke of Lau- 
enbur; but one of his Succeſſors, under Pretence 
of ung the Governor, being got into the Caſtle, 
ſeiz d it again for his own Uſe. Upon this Lubeck 
calling in Hamburg, to its Aſſiſtance, they, with 
united Force, retook it, and have been in Poſſeſſion 
of it ever ſince; the former, for their Mony 1 

3 7 and 
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and the latter as a Re-imburſement of their Ex- 
pences in taking it. They put in a Bailiff alterna- 
tively, and gariſon the Caſtle with an equal Num- 
ber of Soldiers, from each City, 2 
Tux have, likewiſe, a fine Bailiwick, with a | 
Caſtle, and 14 or 15 Villages, cald . Ritzbuttel, 
at the Mouth of the Elb, which they are, likewiſe, 
not a little in Pain for, leſt the Houſe of Lunen- 
I burg, which now poſſeſſes almoſt the whole Space 
4 between the Elb and the Weſer, ſhould, ſome Time 
or other, take a Liking to it: And their greateſt 
Security, in this Point now, ſeems to be, that there 
is a ſmall Territory, between their Baili wick and 
the Duchy of Verden, call'd Hadeln, which is now 
in Poſſeſſion of the Emperor, by Sequeſtration : 
But ſhould our King ever become Maſter of that, 
either by Purchaſe, or otherwiſe, it is not very dit- 
ficult to gueſs what would be the Fate of Ritzbuttel; 
eſpecially as there is a diſtant Pretence to it, on 
Account of the Houſe of Layenbutg, which is 
now extinct. Of this Bailiwick the Hamburghers 
have, likewiſe, been in Poſſeſſion about 350 Years; 
They took it firſt from the Lords of Lappen, who. 
were notorious Pirats, and very much infeſted the 
Navigation and Commerce of the Elb: But the 
Dukes of Lauenburg afterwards laid Claim to 
this Bailiwick, under the Pretence, that the 
Lords of Lappen were their Vaſſals: However, a 
Right of Conqueſt and Forfeiture; a Claim of Dif- 
burſements, and a long Preſcription, have hitherto - 


maintain'd the Hamburgbers in the Poſſeſſion of it. 
Jam, &c. 
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HE Government of the Republick of 
Hamburg is veſted in the Senat, and the 
Dl chree Colleges of the Burghers : Under 
e Protection of the Emperor, for 
which they pay yearly 80,000 Crowns: But how 
little that has avail'd them upon many Emergencies, 
is but too well known; and the Protection England 
gives them, for the Sake of our Trade, is, cer- 
tainly their greateſt Security . The Senat con- 
ſiſts of four Burghermaſters, whereof three are 
Lawyers, and one a Merchant; of which two pre- 
fide alternatively a Year; 24 Senators, 11 of 
which are Lawyers and 13 Merchants; four Syn- 


dici, who are all Lawyers, and, like the Judges in 


our Houſe of Lords, give their Opinions, but 


Their Form of Government is mixed, and has ſomething 
of the Democratical, and ſomething of the Ariferratical; Of 
the former, becauſe all their Taxes and Impoſts are granted 
by the Burghers, without whoſe Conſent the Senat cannot raiſe 
one Penny; and becauſe the Management of their Finances is 
in 10 of the Bucghers: And of the latter, becauſe they have 
a Senat choſen out of the principal Perſons of the Republic ; 
who alone have the Power of aſſembling and diſſolving the 
Convention of the Burghers; to whom the Burghers, who are 
Managers of their Finances, are accountable ; who treat with 
foreign Princes, without the Intervention of the Burghers, 
and who are veſted with almoſt every Act of Sovereignty, but 
that of laying. Taxes and Impoſts, and managing the Fi- 
nanges. 

have 
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have no Vote ; and four Secretaries, of which 
the principal is calPd Prothonotary ; and all theſe, 
ſince the laſt Commiſſion, are, upon every Va- 
cancy, choſen and ſupplied by themſelves 3 the 
Burghermaſters from among the Senators, or Syn- 
dici, the Senators out of the Burghers, either Mer- 
chants or Lawyers, as the Vacancy requires, and 
the Syndici and Secretaries out of the Lawyers. 
The Election is always the very Day after the Fu- 
neral of the Deceaſed ; for they have no Vacancies 
but what Death makes, except by Bankrupcy,as was 
the Caſe ſome Years ſince of Mr.'\$——7z; or unleſs 
any one be expell'd for a Crime, as was the Caſe 
not many Years ago of Mr. L-——-s, who being 
ſent Deputy (or Ambaſſador) to the Imperial Court, 
to beg Pardon for an Inſult committed by the Mob, 
upon the Roman Catholic Chapel in the Emperor's 
Miniſter's Houſe, was ſo indiſcreet to game away 
the Public Mony, entruſted” in his Hands: But 
theſe Caſes _—— ſeldom. They have an ex- 
ceeding good Way of chuſing the Burghermaſters 
and Senators, to prevent Party or Corruption ha- 
ving any Influence over their Elections. They 
firſt, by Ballot, chuſe four of their own Body, 
whom they call Electors; theſe being ſworn to 
act according to the Dictates of their Conſciences, 
for the public Good, without any private Views, 
each names, ſeparately, a Perſon they think proper 
for the Office, and then retires : The Queſtion-is 
then put, whether any one has any Objection, which 
generally runs as to the Age, Qualification or Ca- 
pacity; if none be made, the Perſon named is al- 
lowed a Candidate: If any Objeftion be made, 


- 


+ They are likewiſe, generally ſent, as Occaſion re uires, 
in Ambaſſies to foreign Princes 4 are employed as — 
to confer with foreign Miniſters, write Letters, make Deduc- 
tions, and ſtate Caſes of Importance. Their Office requires 
great Labor, Experience and Knowledge. 
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the Validity of it is debated, and afterwards de- 
cided by Vote: If the Perſon named be difallowed» 
the ſame Elector muſt name another, and ſo on, 
till one is approved, and fo likewiſe the other 
three; and when four Candidates are fixed on, it 
is decided by Lot, which of the four ſhall enjoy the 
Office. As, upon this Occaſion, ſonal Reflec- 
tions may naturally ariſe, the whole Senat is upon 
Oath oblig'd not to divulge what paſſes. When 
a Burghermaſter is choſen, after he is ſworn in, 
they proceed to the Choice of a Senator in his 
Room: And when a Senator, he is immediatly 
ſent to, wherever he be, the Court remaining ſiting 
till he is found, when, being cloathed in the Habit, 
he is led to the Senat-houſe, between two of his 


' neareſt Relations, ſworn, and directly admitted, be- 


fore the Court riſes. The Office of a Senator is hono- 
rable, but far from being profitable, in Proportion 
to the Labor of it, which is very great; all the 
conſiderable Offices of pubſic Truſt, ſuch as Com- 
miſſioners of the Cuſtoms, Exciſe, Trade, Treaſury, 
Admiralty, Sc. being all performed by them, by 
Turns, without any Reward but their Salary as 
Senator, which is ſmall z and they have no other 
Advantage, ttill in their Turn, they attain to the 
Office of Pretor, which they retain two Years, and 
make a conſiderable Advantage of. = 
Amonc other Advantages, all Fines which are 
levied during their Pretor/hip fall to them, out of 


which however, they are obliged to maintain Cri- 
minals; and pay the Expence of their Trials and 
he moſt conſiderable of theſe Fines,

I mean that which is the Price of Wenching, is

| you. They do not, as is cuſtomary in other Places,

for a future Crop. This they do in the following 
Manner: When one of theſe Wenches is ripe for a 
Harveſt, ſhe is carried before one of the Pr etors, 
where ſhe is tortur'd with what they call Thumb- 
Screws, *till ſhe confeſs all the Men that have had 
any criminal Concern with her, and it is not very 
improbable, in the Agony of Pain, more. The 
Price of ſingle Fornication is 50 Dollars or 10 J. 
and that of Adultery double the Sum : But in Order 
to levy this, the Perſon accuſed muſt be publicly. 
tried and convicted, and here ir is they take the Ad- 
vantage. The Perſon is ſent for privately:; told 
there is ſuch an Information laid againſt him, and 
threaten'd with an immediate. Proſecution, unleſs 
he comply with the Terms preſcribed him, which, 
acccording to his Circumſtances, is 3, 10, or 
perhaps 20 Times the Penalty enjoyn'd by Law. 
Proteſtations of Innocence, tho? attended with never 
ſo plauſible Circumſtances, and confirm'd by an 
Oath, avail nothing; the Strumpet's Word is to be 
taken, and pay he muſt, or be expoſed. But the 
former is generally the Caſe ; for they do not give 
themſelves the Trouble of ſending for them who 
have not wherewithal, Of two Evils (fay they) 
the leaſt is to be choſen : Should every one, who. 
has incurr'd the Penalty, be expoſed, how many 
Family Quarrels, Law-Suits and Divorces, with 
all the evil Conſequences attending them, would 
there enſue? This I would readily allow then “: 


I ſhall not pretend to ayer the Truth of every thing our 
Author here relates; tho' it be no more, than I have been 
told a hundred Times: But this I have likewſie heard; that 
when a Perſon has not wherewithal to pay the Fine appointed 
by Law, they will rather play at ſmall Game than ftand out ; 


and will take two or three Duckets rather than expoſe him by 
a Proſecution, | 
| . and 
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and commend their Practice, did they never 
exact more than the Law allows them; but 
as the Caſe now ſtands, nothing is more plain, 
than that the efficient Cauſe of their Proceedings 
is Mammon. There is, however, another Proof 
that ſets it beyond all Diſpute. No Doubt there 
are Wretches here, as well as in other Places, who 
proſtitute themſelves for a Trifle to the moſt abject 
of the Vulgar, to ſuch as are not capable of payin 
the ſmalleſt Fine: But I never heard of any of dels 
being expoſed to a public Proſecution: No, this 
would be attended with ſome Charge, but no Pro- 
fit. But to this I would aſk, whether public Ex- 
ample be not a public Benefit, and whether this be 
not the Profit a Judge ought principally to aim at? 
What think you, Sir, 1s not this encouraging 
Wenching with a Vengeance ? Eſpecially as theſe 
Strumpets, after they have made their Confeſſion, 
are turned looſe to begin again. Would not the 
Allowance of public Stews, as in many Places, be 
as commendable ? And what think you, Sir, of 
admiting the ſingle Evidence of a profligate 
Wretch, under the Agonies of Torture, who 
ſtands convicted of a Crime, puniſhable, by Law? 
It is by far worſe than an Evidence admited in 
our Courts, which I have always condemn'd: I 
mean the ſimple Oath of the Proſecutrix in puncto 
Stupri, a Crime, perhaps, never commited by 
any one Man, ſince the Creation, unleſs thro? 
Threats and Fear in the Perſon injur'd. 

I xvsT not conclude this Subject without mak- 
ing you merry with a ludicrous Story that has been 
told me, on this Occaſion. Heribertus, a Burgher, 
and afterwards Senator, of great Reputation, about 
the Begining of the foregoing Century, was ſo im- 
moderate a Lover of the fair Sex, that he greatly 
impaired his Fortune, as well as his Conſtitution 
by it. Being arrived at the Prætorſbip, he was 
refolv'd to pick up his Crumbs again, by IEG 
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others to the ſame Laſh he had ſo often lain under 
himſelf; and none was ever more noted for this 
Sort of Proſecution than he. Having once a Fe- 
male Delinquent of this Kind under his unmerciful 
Clutches, who had already given him a long Bede- 
Roll of her Gallants, which ſhe proteſted were all 
ſhe knew; Avarice or Want prevaiFd upon him 
to be incredulous, and to order another Turn of- 
the Screws, which put the poor Creature to ſo ex- 
quiſite Torture, that oblig'd her to cry out, with 
ſuch Vehemence as was heard in the Street; F you 
would take my Life away, I can confeſs no more | 
but your Worſhip and your Son] who, it ſeems, 
was a Chip of the old Block. This becoming ſoon 
a Town-Talk, ſhamed our Magiſtrate ſo, that he 
was obſerved to be more moderate ever after. 
TRE Bailiwick of Ritzbutiel which the Sena- 
tors enjoy, by Turns, for ſevea Years, 1s likewiſe 
profitable; but when they have paſs'd theſe Offices, 
they have nothing of Profit more to hope, unleſs 
Fortune advances them to the ſupream Dignity. 
They have two Courts of Juſtice for civil and cri- 
minal Cauſes, the Lower and Upper Court. The 
Lower Court conſiſts of the two Prætors, whereof 
one goes out every Year, and 13 Burghers, three 
learned in Law, and the Reſt Traders, of which a 
certain Number, likewiſe, go out, and are ſupplied 
by others, annually. The Upper Court is the whole 
Body of the Senat. In civil Cauſes, the former try 
all under 200 Marks (or about 13 J. 105.) but there 
lies an Appeal tothe Upper Court. All Caules above 
that Sum are cogniſable in the „ * Court, from 

whence, if the Sum exceed 2000 Mark, there is an 
Appeal to the Imperial Chamber at Metzlar. Cri- 
minal Cauſes are tried before the Lower Court; but 
the Sentence given muſt be confirm'd or reform'd, 
and finally pronounced by the Upper Court. They 
have, likewiſe, ſince the Year 1623, a-Court of Ad- 
N 4 miralty, 
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ray, which conſiſts of a Burghermaſter, four 
Senators, ſix Merchants, and two Maſters of Ships; 
with the Aſſiſtance of a Secretary and a Water- 
Bailif. Their Law is the Civil or Juſtinian Law; 
and, in Criminal Cauſes, the Statutes of the Em- 
peror Charles IV, with which they have, likewiſe, 
their own Statutes: But both one and the other are 
ſo explain d away, inſtead of illuſtrated, by in- 
numerable Comments, and puzzled rather than 
clear'd up, by contradictory Precedents ; that the 
Law there, as well as elſewhere, is itſelf a greater 
Evil, than the Evil it is deſign'd to remedy, the 
Bane of the Nation; and the great Number of 
Lawyers, the Flock of Vultures, which are con- 
tinually preying upon the Intrails of the State, 
and ſpend in Sloth and Luxury, what the pains- 
taking Trader or Artificer has honeſtly gain'd by 
the Sweat of his Brow : A Sort of deſpicable 
Wretches, of whom we may juſtly ſay, with Mar- 
tial; Iras & Verba locant : (They hire out their 
Words and Anger.) What think you, Sir, of the 
Laws of Denmark, the whole Rody of which is 
brought within the Compaſs of about a Quire of 
Paper, where no Comments are allow'd, nor Pre- 
cedents regarded, and where every Suit, tho" never 
ſo intricate or important, muſt be decided within 
the Space of a Lear? Happy People, had they 
not wantonly given up their Liberties, in Revenge 
to their tyrannizing Nobles, a Prey to abſolute and 
deſpotic Power ! But to return: Beſides theſe two 
Courts, the two preſiding Butghermaſters, and the 
two Prætors, fit each of them in their own 
Houſes, three Times every Week, and try Cauſes 
under 45 Marks, (or 31.) where a Fry of leſſer 
Harpies, under the Name of Procurators *, are 


— m —— — 
fin an Edict publiſh'd by the Senat, for the Regulation of 
theſe Harpies, (as our Author calls them) they are juſtly ſtil'd 
a Peſt of the City: But how comes it, then, they are ſtill 
tolerated ? | | 
ſyre 
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ſare to fleece both Parties, let which ever win the 
Cauſe. In the Lower Court they have certain 
Terms of ſiting; as they have, likewiſe, in the 
Senat on Cauſes ; but on other public Affairs, ex- 
cepting in the Dog-Days, they fit three Days every 

eek, beſides the Buſineſs of their ſeveral Offices 
of Truſt, from which none of them are free, and 
ſome have four, five or {ix at once. So that a 
Senator of Hamburg is a very Slave to the Public, 
and can hardly call a Day his own. 

Tn E three Colleges of the Burghers are; 

1. THAT of the Ober-Alten (or chief Elders) 
which conſiſts of- fifteen, three choſen out of each 
Ward. They were firſt eſtabliſh'd in the Year 
1528, and were then but twelve, the City conſiſt- 

ing but of four Wards, till, after the new Town 
was built, and a fifth Ward, on that Account, 
added, in 1685, they were encreas'd to fifteen. 
This College has great Power ; not unlike that of 
the Tribunes in Rome; can, upon Occaſion, de- 
mand of the Senat, to call a Convention of the 
Burghers, and even accuſe a Senator of Malver- 
ſation, to the Senat : They can likewiſe demand 
a Conference with a Deputation of the Senat, 
upon theſe, or any other Occaſions. 

2. Tux College of Sixty, which conſiſts of the 
former, and nine more out of each Ward, who 
are call'd Deacons: From 1528, to 1685, their 

Number was but 48. 2 

3. Tux College of One Hundred Eighty, which 
conſiſts of the two former, with the Addition of 24 
out of each Ward, call'd Sub-Deacons : To which, 
lince 1720, each Ward adds fix more, as Adjuncts, 
who are call'd in upon certain Occaſions. From 
1528, *till 1685, this College conſiſted of but 144 
Perſo s. le wad 

Ware n they are all aſſembled, and the Senat 
at the ſame Time, which is upon all extraordinary 
| Occa. 
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Occaſions, and particularly for laying of Taxes, 
it is call'd a Convention of the Senat and Burghers : 
And, at theſe Times, the Gates of the City are 
ſhut, the Poſts beſet, a ſtrong Guard drawn up 
before the Senat-Houſe, and Centinels placed at all 
the Avenues to it. When the Number of Burghers 
is compleat to do Buſineſs, the Doors of the Senat- 
Houſe are ſhut up, and none ſuffer'd to go out or 
in, till their Debates are at an End, and their 
Reſolutions taken. Each Ward debates and votes 
by itſelf, and when they are come to their ſeparate 
Reſolutions on the Queſtion propoſed by the Senat, 
the Majority of the Five, agree or not agree, de- 
cides the Matter. | 
BzroRE the laſt Diſturbances, which brought 
on the Commiſſion, every Burgher who paid 
Taxes, had the Right to make one in theſe Con- 


ventions, which was often the Occaſion of great 


Confuſion, and frequently of Inſults upon the Senat; 


every Cobler aſſuming as great or a greater Liber- 


ty, than the moſt ſubſtantial Merchant: And this 
came, at Length, to ſo great a Height, that no 
Burgher of any Note would attend the Buſineſs of 
the Public, at theſe Meetings, not thinking their 
Lives ſafe. You will eaſily conceive what a Life 
the Senators, who were then choſen by the Burghers, 
led, eſpecially as they had not only ſuch a Crew 
to deal with, but were, in a Manner, watch'd, or 
rather lock'd up by them, the Guard before the 
Senat - Houſe conſiſting then of- the Trained- 
Bands *.

It was very common, during theſe Troubles, for the 
Burghers to inſult the Senators in the Senat-Houſe. I once, 
myſelf, ſaw ſome of the Train'd Bands, who were placed there 
for their Safety, fire into a Window of the Senat-Houſe, di- 
recting their Pieces towards the Council Chamber. OO 
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Tre Balance of Power was then, beyond all 
Diſpute, too great in the Hands of the Commo- 
nalty : But I don't know whether it mayn't be now 
as much roo great on the other Side. The Senat 
chuſes „ the Colleges conſiſt, indeed, of 
the moſt ſubſtantial Burghers, as it is but reaſonable 
they ſhould, but I believe the Senat has no ſmall 
Influence in the Choice of them; they are moſt 
of them either related to, or dependant on ſome 
one or more of the Senators, or aſpire themſelves 
ro that Dignity, and, therefore, court their Favor : 
And when there does happen to be one among them 
more turbulent or refractory than the Reſt, they 
bring him into another Way of thinking, by call- 
ing him, as ſoon as poſſible, into the Senat *.

ſame Time there was a Tumult within, and an Attempt made 
to throw one of the Senators out of the Window, and his Hat, 
Periwig and Ruff were actually thrown out. At this Time, 
likewiſe, the Burghers, contrary to their own Statutes, turn'd 
out ſeveral (I think 7) of the Senators, without alledging any 


particular Crime againſt them, or giving them a Hearing, and- 


only to make Way for ſome of their own Creatures. And 
when Matters were come to that Height, that the Senators no 
longer thought their Lives ſafe to go to Council, great Num- 
bers of the Burghers went, in a tumultuous Manner, with 
Drums, to the Houſe of the Preſiding Burghermaſter, and 
commanded him, in a haughty Manner, to repair to the Senat- 
Houſe. The Day the Troops of the Circle inveſted this 
City, in Order to repreſs theſe Enormities, the chief Officer 
of the Garriſon, who has the Poſt of General {the eldeſt Bur- 
ghermaſter being Genera/i/im) having been in a Council of 
War at the Senat. Houſe; and returning with the Orders of the 
Senat, on ſo emergent and extraordinary an Occaſion, was 


ſtop'd and inſulted by ſume of theſe Train'd Bands; and I 


was Eye · Witneſs, that one of them, who had the Appearance 
of a Cobler or Botcher, ſeiz'd his Bridle, and, in an inſolent 
Manner, told him, he ſhould know that they paid him, and 
were his Maſters, and therefore would know what his Orders 
were, | * 

* An Inſtance of this, I remember in the late Senator and 
aſterwards Burghermaſter .-, who, when call'd up 1 
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Tr 1s, Sir, may ſerve to give you a general 
Idea of the Form of Government here, to enter 
imo a particular Diſcuſſion of it, I muſt exceed the 
Bounds of a Letter. There is, however, one 


Thing, in the Adminiſtration of Juſtice between 


one Burgher and another, which is ſo very com- 


mendable, and puts an End to, or prevents ſo many 
Law-Suits, that I cannot but mention it. Either 
PhintifF or Defendant, if a Suit be depending, or 
the Perfon who thinks himſelf aggrieved, if not, 
is allowed to petition the Senat for a Commiſſion, 
and to propoſe two or three Senators, by Name, 
as Commiſſioners to examine into the Allegations 
on both Sides, and endeavour to make up the Mat- 
ter in an amicable Manner. The other Party is 
ablig'd to appear before this Commiſſion ; and tho? 
either Party is at Liberty not to ſubmit to their 
Award; yet it is reckon'd ſuch an Indignity offer'd 
to the Senat in general, and ta the Commiſſioners 
in particular, that the Cafe does not often exift. 
In theſe Caſes, Matters are treated ſummarily, 
without any Form or Expence, and J have been told, 
that, on ſuch Occaſions, the Senators take an infi- 
nite Deal of Pains to reconcile Parties, and put an 


End to, or prevent Law-ſuits, than which nothing 
can redound more to their Honor.

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TRHEIR Eccleſiaſtical Government, of which 


the Senat is undoubtedly the Head, is managed 
by a Miniſterium (as they call it) or Conſiſtory, 
who meet, and debate on Matters which regard 
Church- Diſcipline, in a Sort of Convocation. This 
Aſſembly conſiſts of 2 Senior and four other Head- 
Paſtors, of the five principal Churches; an Arch- 
Deacon, and two Deacons of each of them; one 
ſupernumerary, for the Church of St. Michael's, 
which has a Chapel of Eaſe belonging to it, and 
eight Paſtors, for the other ſeven ſmaller Churches 
or Chapels, that of St. George's having two: To- 
gether 29, moſt of them, as arrant Popes, as far 
as they can poſſibly extend their Power, as his 
Holineſs of Rome, who may, in a great Meaſure, 
be ſaid to govern the whole City. For tho' they 
are, in Reality, as much Subject to the Senat, ay 
any other Burghers, and have no direct Power o- 
ver them; yet they have ſuch an Influence over 
the Minds of the Commonalty, as makes the Senat 
cautious of doing any Thing they can apprehend 
will diſoblige their ſpiritual Fathers. There have 
been, as I have been told, Inſtances of their ha- 
ving abſolutely refuſed to comply with Injunctions 
of the Senat, and declared one for all, they would 
rather quit their fat Livings T. I cannot, how- 


<* ever; 


+ One Inſtance of this Nature, which occurs at preſent to 


my Memory, was the following. A Company of ſtroling 
Players, who were tolerated by the Senat, as cuſtomary during 
the Fair, put, as uſual, at the Top of their Bills, By Authorery 
of the Senat. Midſummer. Day (which, with other Saints- 
Days, are there look'd upon to be more holy than Sundays) 
intervening, theſe Strolers, knowing they would not be allow'd 
to play on that Day in the City, acted a Comedy in one of 
the Suburbs, and affix'd: their Bills, as at other Times, with 
the Authority at the Head of them, meaning the Authority to 
play, in its general Senſe, But a troubleſome Prieſt, more nice 

then 
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ever, but very much queſtion, whether they would 
have had Reſolution enough to ſtand this Teſt, if 
the Senat had dar'd to have put them to the Trial, 
and had not choſen rather to wave their Au- 
thority, than to hazard an Inſurrection of the Po- 
pulace.

Why elſe will they till take upon them to de- 
fend their exploded Doctrine of Conſubſtantiation, 
a Doctrine, if poſſible, more abſurd, than that 
of Tranſubſtantiation, with the Roman Catholics. 
They do not, with the. latter, pretend there is 
any Tranſmutation of the Elements, and yet they 
tell you, after Conſecration, the Body and Blood 


than wiſe, took upon him to interpret it, as an Authority for 
that particular Day ; and, producing the Play-houſe Bill in his 
Pulpit, after having read it to his Congregation, animadverted 
ypon it, in ſuch Manner, as was highly injurious to his Maſters.

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of our Saviour is actually received in and with the 
Bread and Wine: But if you put it to them, Quo- 
modo?

Gold the next Day, to the Opera, i took my 
Inſtrument with me thither, likewiſe ; and being, 
by the Favour of my Friend, Mr. L— 4, admit- 
ted upon the Stage, into the Room where the 
Actreſſes were drefling, I ſet it upon the Table a- 
mongſt them; upon which I perceiv'd they took 
me for a Jugler, and wanted to know by what 
Art I could ſet the Bell a ringing, at ſuch a 
Diſtance. You will eaſily conceive, Saturn had 
very little Employ among theſe Creatures ; I could, 
indeed, have put him in Motion, by telling one 
I thought her ugly, a ſecond that ſhe was a Co- 
quette, a third that ſhe was a Prude, and the like;

E SHoULD have told you, ſome Time ſince, 
that my Stay being longer here, than J 
dat firſt deſign*d, I have chang'd my Lodg- 
wee ings, from a public to a private Houle : 
But a merry and pretty ſingular Adventure, which 
has happen'd to me, ſince this Change, a Relation 
of which may give you ſome Amuſement in your 
Solitude, puts me in Mind of my Neglect, and 
= me an Opportunity of doing it now. The 
ouſes are in general pretty large here, and in 
ſome of the Out and moſt pleaſant Parts of the 
Town, they are fo adapted for leting Lodgings, that 
not only ſeveral Perſons ; but frequently different 
Families are harbor'd under one and the ſame Roof. 
In that where I now am, there are, on the firſt 
Floor, three convenient Apartments, of two hand- 
ſome Rooms and an Alcove-Bed-Chamber to each. 
I have my Lodgings backwards; and forwards, in 
one Apartment, lodges an ancient Banker of —, 
who has been a few Weeks in this City, on Account 
of a Law Suit, and whom I ſhall call Toccario.

Cloſe to mine, lean'd her Head upon my Shoulder, 
and ſqueez'd me by the Hand. In ſhort ſhe gave 
me {ſo plainly to underſtand, that ſhe thought me 
too baſhful, and wanting as well to myſelf as her; 
that I was forc'd to break off our Amour abruptly ; 
by confeſſing myſelf guilty of the higheſt ill Man- 
ners; expreſſing my Concern for being obliged, 
in Compaſiion to her, to deny myſelf the greateſt 
Happineſs I could wiſh, and to alledge a Reaſon, 
which made me Bluſh ; as much as it did her. She 
flew from me in a ſeeming Paſſion; but, after having 
taken a Turn or two in the Room, tocompoſe her- 
ſelf, ſat down again by me, with all the Preſence 
of Mind imaginable, as if nothing uncommon had 
happen'd ; and falling into Diſcourſe on ſome in- 
different Subject, we ſpent an Hour or two after- 
wards, with great Coolneſs and Decency.

I deſir'd her to compoſe herſelf, 
and not to give Way to her Uneaſineſs, aſſuring 
her, I would not only, with Patience and Com- 
paſſion, hear her Story; but give her all the Aſſiſ- 
cance and Relief in my Power. You muſt then, 
« Sir, (continued ſhe) have obſerved, how une- 
c qually and unhappily I am married; but as an 
« unlucky Fate, which I brought upon myſelf, 
* reduced me to the Neceſſity of accepting of this 
„% Match, I think I could bear the Burden of it, 
„ with ſome Degree of Patience, at leaſt, did but 


« Toccaris 
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« Toccario let me partake of any reaſonable Share 
«© of his Riches, tho' but in Proportion to the 
Fortune I brought him; that I might appear 
de like myſelf, among my Friends and Acquain- 
« tance. He is, otherwiſe, good-humour'd enough, 
& but covetous, even to debaring me of Neceſ- 
« faries. This, of Courſe, puts me upon Strata- 
« gems to ſupply my Wants, which I ſometimes 
« find Means to do, at his Coſt ; and his Eaſineſs 
of Temper furniſhes me often with Opportuni- 
ties: For he is ſo far from prying narrowly into 
% my Actions, that tho” he fee me wear Jewels 
e and Cloaths, which he is ſenſible I cannot have 
« come fairly by, as long as he has no Suſpicion 
& of their being ſupplied out of his Purſe, for the 
« Reſt, he is eaſy. Before I proceed, I muſt con- 
« feſs to you, that I have all the Frailties of my 
«« Sex; and, indeed, I have laid myſelf too open 
to you, to pretend now to more Virtue than my 
« Neighbours; you muſt, however, allow, I 
« have two ſtrong Temptations, to prompt me to 
« Vice : But to the Point: 

„% THx Day after our Arrival here, being 
« walking in the Street, with Maria following me, 
„ ] happen'd to paſs by the Baron, whom I did 
« not then know, as he was talking with a Friend, 
tc at a Book-ſeller's Shop. I obſerved that he 
« looked earneſtly at me, and I had hardly gone 
three Steps, but I over-heard him tell his Com- 
* panion, that he thought me one of the moſt 
« charming Creatures he had ever ſeen, and that 
« he would willingly give 100 Duckets, for the 
« Pleaſure of enjoying my Company one Night 
ce only. Had he been alone, I ſhould immedi- 
« ately have taken him at his Word: However, 
« a young ſprightly Lover, with ſo handſome a 
« Sum to introduce him to my farther Affection, 
«« were Temptations too ſtong to be reſiſted : I

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© was, therefore, no ſooner got at a convenient 
« Diſtance, than I order'd Maria to watch the 
« Gentleman to his Lodgings, and enquire his 
« Name and Circumſtances. She ſoon return'd, 
« with the ſatisfactory Anſwer, that it was the 
«« young and rich Baron Yon B——rg, whoſe 
« Character I had before heard; and I had the 
% Courage, without farther Heſitation, to ſend 
% Maria to him, to let him know, that if he was 
e in earneſt, I was not wholly diſinclin'd to give 
« Far to his Propoſal ; and that, if he thought 
c fit to take a Lodging, that was empty, in the 
« ſame Houſe, and on the ſame Floor, with me, 
& it would not be long, before a proper Oppor- 
<« tunity would offer, to gratify both our Inclina- 
« tions. The Baron accepted the Offer, with 
& a ſeeming Joy, and I had the Pleaſure to hear, 
cc the ſame Evening, that he had taken the very 
te next Apartment to my own, How ſoon, and 
« how familiarly we were acquainted, you your- 
e ſelf have been an Eye-Witneſs : But tho? I gave

e without 
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* without my Knowledge or Conſent, and told

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agreable, ſo generous a Lover. I ſent Maria 
to him, to make my Excuſe, and to deſire his 
Company at Breakfaſt, He pretended a Necel- 
ſity of going out immediately ; but told her, he 
had entirely forgot all that had happen'd, and, 
at our next Meeting, all ſhould be right again. 
I was in Hopes now, I had regain'd my Point, 
and that a kind Look, or, at worſt, leting him

« TuIS may properly be calPd THE RATIO- 
&© NAL OR PHILOSOPHICAL LIFE or Max, the 
« Length of which my Watch has the ſingular 
« Virtue to meaſure, with the greateſt Accuracy: 
It ſhews (I ſay) with the greateſt Exactitude, 
« how long a Perſon may be ſaid to have lived, 
« taking that Word into the moſt perfect Accep- 
tation it will bear. 154% 

« WHATEVER the common Opinion of the 
« World may be, we cannot properly be ſaid to 
„live the Time we ſpend in Dreſſing, Gaming, 
« Dancing, Pratling, Laughing, and the like. 
« We live no longer, than we act according to 
ce the true Dictates of Solid Reaſon and Sound Un- 
« derſtanding. At leaſt in this Senſe it is; that my 
Match ſhews how long a Man has really lived, 
« with Regard only to ſuch Perfections, as cannot

I could 
ce give you numerous Inſtances of the Succeſs of 
« this Univerſal Snuff; but ſhall, at this Time, 
c think two ſufficient. 

« PARFULUS is a Perſon of mean Birth, 
ce and not the greateſt Merit: But Fortune having 
& taken him from behind the Plow, and placed 
« him in the Family of a worthy Merchant, 
cc continued to heap her Favots, in ſuch Manner, 
% upon him, that by a Chain of unforeſeen and ex- 
« traordinary Events, he is now become, in a very 
«< ſhort Time, Poſſeſſor not only of his Maſter's 
<< and Benefactor's Trade, but of his Fortune too; 
and Riches have recommended him to one = 
the 
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the principal Poſts of Honor and Truſt, in the 
Republic of- .

4 tion. Her Conſcience accuſed her; ſhe took Fire, 
« and would have it, my Deſign was to affront her; 
4 thoꝰ, poor Lady, the moſt innocent of that Crime, 
« of any of her Sex. Her Fury tranſported her 
« to ſuch Indecencies of Expreſſion and Aon, 
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that I thought it beſt to leave her alone: And 
*© being once more retired, I began again, in the 
* moſt ſerious Manner, to refle& upon the Fright- 
* fulneſs of this Vice, and the moſt baſe and hate- 
0 ful Motives to it offer d themſelves to my Con- 
«« ſideration. I found that there were three Inci- 
«« tives, all equally vile and unjuſtifiable, which 
e put Men upon ſlandering one another; viz. Self- 
20 Satisfattion, Malice, or Vanity. | 

«© War Art and Cunning (thought I) does 
«© not the Detractor make Uſe of to palliate 
« his real Deſigns, by gloſſing them over with 
«© ambiguous or equivocal Words; by gilding the 
« bitter Pill, with a pretended Compaſſion for his 
« Neighbor, or wounding the Reputation of his 
« Friend, under the falſe Larve of - defending him 
„ againſt the Slanders of others! He pours, as it 
«« were a coſtly Oil on our Head, which, however, 
«© conceals a coroſive Venom: His Words ſeem 
«© to be ſmoother than Oil, but are in Truth a two- 
„ edged Sword. 

BEING thus work'd up to a Deteſtation of the 
«« Crime, in Order, as much as in me lies, to 
<«« put a Stop to this dreadful and growing Evil, I 
« form'd ſeveral Rules, as Preſervatives againſt 
<< this Infection, which I made public, the firſt 
«« Opportunity, and ſhould be glad you would add 
« your Thoughts to them, for their Improve- 
« ment.” He thereupen put a printed Paper into 
my Hands, of which the following is a Tranſla- 
non ; 1

I. SET a Watch upon your Words, and never 
ſpeak without Deliberation : Than which, nothing, 
in human Life, can procure you a greater Re-

P II. Puxsux your own Affairs with Diligence, 
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and concern yourſelf as little as poſſible, with thoſe 
of others. | 

III. Takes Care to have always ſo much Buſi- 

neſs upon your Hands, that you may not, tor 
Want of neceſſary Employment, be led, againſt 
your Inclination, to ſpeak Evil of others. 
IV. Never take a Pleaſure in hearing others 
reviled: But accuſtom yourſelf to have Compaſ- 
ſion on their Infirmities, rather than to rejoice at 
them. 

V. Ir you hear a Perſon ſlander'd, and know 
any good of him, reveal it: Which may, at leaſt, 
counterbalance the Detraction, and ſo far preſerve 
his Reputation. | 

VI. Lr it always be a Maxim with you, that 
it coſt you nothing, and that it is the ſmalleſt Fa- 
vor you can ſhew your Neighbor, to ſpeak well, 
or, at leaſt, not evil of him. 

VII. Cons1DeR what Eſteem you yourſelf hav 
for thoſe People, who make it their Buſineſs to 
ſully the Reputation of others, by Defamation ; 
and let a, a Warning to you, not to fall un- 


der the ſame hateful Character. 


VIII. Ware x you find the leaſt Inclination in 
yourſelf to defame another, lay your Hand upon 
your Heart, and aſk yourſelf, 4 you have 
not merited the ſame or a worſe Reprehenſion? 

IX. Examine your Mind, how you have been 
able to bear with Aſperſions caſt on you by others: 
And tho? you may have the Reſolution to deſpiſe 
them, lf > another may not. It may perhaps 
be an Affliction to him, and this Affliction may 
be attended with other evil Circumſtances. 

X. Enquire narrowly into the Certainty of 
of what you intend to ſay of another. Whether 
ou can affirm the Truth of it of your own Know- 
ledge, or only by Hearſay ? If the latter, it may 
be groundleſs, and you may draw upon yourſelf 

7” | the 
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the Character of a wicked Defamer; If the former, 
then conſider, whether it may not be as friendly an 
Office to conceal it, as to relieve a Neighbor under 
Neceſſity. | 

XI. Loox back into former Times, and recol- 
lect your Memory, whether the Perſon in Queſtion 
has ever wrong'd you? If not, you are about to 
act a Piece of Cruelty; and if he have, your 
Slander 1s, at beſt, but the Fruits of Revenge and 
Malice. | 
XII. RecorLecrt, likewiſe, whether that Perſon 
has never done you a Favor : If he have, you add 
to this Vice the Sin of Ingratitude ; and if not, 
may he not have an Opportunity of doing it for 
the future ? May not the Time come when, by the 
Inſtability of Things of this Life, his good Will 
may be of Service to you ? 

XIV. Think as far forward as poſſible, and 
reflect upon the various Conſequences, which may 
ariſe from Detraction. Tho? at firſt they may 
be little regarded ; the greater may be the Danger 
hereafter. A Slanderer always finds his Match, 
who pays him in his own Coin: He is hated by 
all Men; is liable to be involv'd in Law-Suits, and 
falls imperceptibly into Broils and Quarrels, which 
are often not to be ended but by Bloodſhed. 
XV. LasTLy conſider, that tho' the various 
Underminiags of Detraction, are not puniſhable 
in this World; yet they are a direct Breach of the 
ninth Commandment, and incur eternal Puniſnment, 
in the World to come. 2 

AFTER having read theſe Rules, I told my 
Friend I had nothing to obje& againſt them, nor 
could I ſee there wanted any Thing to be added : 
unleſs, if he ſhould ever re-publiſh them, he 
might be induc'd, for the Benefit of thoſe who 
lay under the Laſh of ſlanderous Tongues, to add 
ſome Rules for their Behavior: To which, I added; 
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he might, in my Opinion, very properly ſubjoin, 
the Story of the famous Painter Apelles, among the 
Ancients, as we find it told by Lucian: A Tranſ- 
lation whereof, as you may not have that agreable 
Author by you, at ſo great a Diſtance from Lon- 
don, may not be diſagreable to you. 
« APELLES was accus'd by Antiphilus, a 
« jealous Dawber in Painting, of having conſpir'd 
4 againſt King Ptolemy, and, among other Treache- 
<« ries, of having been the Occaſion of the Defection 
« of the City of Tyrus. Ptolemy gave Ear to this Ac- 
c cufation, and without the leaſt Examination into 
the Merits of it, was about to put him to Death, 
% as a Traitor and Rebel. Happily for Apelles, 
* his Innocence appear'd by the Self. Confeſſion of 
« one of the Conſpirators: And the King ſo far 
1, repented of the Injury he had done him, that 
4 he not only ſent him a Preſent of 100 Talents, 
« for Satisfaction, but the Accuſer, to be puniſh'd 
« according to his Will and Pleaſure. Apelles, not- 
« withſtanding the Atrociouſneſs of the Fact, did 
, not ſeek to gratify his Revenge on the Perſon of 
« his Enemy, but on the Crime, which had brought 
« him into fuch Danger of his Life. 
„H painted Credulity in the Form of Midas, 
« ſiting in an Elbow Chair, with Ignorance and 
« Suſpicion on either Side of him. He offer'd his 
« right Hand to Detraction, who ſeem'd to ap- 
« proach him. The Complexion of the latter, 
% was of a fiery Red, notwithſtanding which her 
« Face was engaging and agreable. In her left 
« Hand, ſhe held a burning Torch, and with her 
« Right ſhe dragg'd, by the Hair of his Head, a 
«© Youth, who, ſtretching his Hands towards Hea- 
<« ven, ſeem'd to implore the Divine Aſſiſtance. 
«© Before her march'd Envy, in the Form of a 
Man, macerated with a tedious Sickneſs, of 
Da pale Complexion, with ſquinting frightful 
yes. 
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„ Eyes. She was followed by Deceit and Diſſi- 
« mulation, who endeavor'd, to the utmoſt of their 
«« Power, to excite and encourage Detraction, and 
e to adorn her in the beſt Manner they could: 
«« Theſe were followed by Repentance, whoſe tat- 
«« ter'd Robe, was cover'd with a Veil of black 
« Crape. She turn'd her Face continually towards 
« the Image of Truth, but Shame and Sorrow 
«© would not ſuffer her to open her Eyes, which 
e ſeem'd ready to burſt with Tears. | 

As much as you will be pleas'd with the Sym- 
bolical Invention of this Piece of Painting, I be- 
lieve you will much more admire at the Magnani- 
mity of the Inventor of it, who indeed ſhew'd his 
Enemy what a Monſter he was, but afterwards 
ſcreer.'d him from farther Puniſhment. 

SLANDER is never better encounter'd with, than 
by a noble Scorn of it. Am I guilty of what is 
laid to my Charge, it is my Duty to amend? Am 
I innocent, I look upon Detraction no otherwiſe 
than as a Random ſhot, flying over my Head, 
which indeed makes ſome noiſe in the Air, but is 
ſoon loſt. 

Ou farther Diſcourſe was at this Time, inter- 
rupted, by a Summons to Dinner, and while my 
Friend was taking his Afternoon's Nap, I took the 
Opportunity, to pen down what I had ſeen and 
heard in Short- Hand, in one of the Alcoves in the 
Garden, in each of which was a Deſk with Pens, 
Ink and Paper: And I took the fame Method 
every Day afterwards: The Fruits of which will 
be the Subject of ſome future Letters. I conclude 
this, as uſual, with Aſſurances of being, c.

I N my Letters of the I gave you 
a brief Account of the ancient and pre- 
ſent State of this City : I have ſet apart 
this to give you a Deſcription of ſome 
of the public Buildings, which are numerous here, 
and ſome of them ſtately ; and I ſhall begin with 
the Churches: 

OF theſe the Thum or Cathedral, which is under 
the immediate Protection of our Sovereign, King 
George, is the firſt in Conſideration ; as being the 
eldeſt, and, for 350 Years, the only Church in 
Hamburg. I have already obſery'd that Emperor 
Charles the Great, built a Church here in Honor 
to the Virgin Mary, about the Year 811. For 
we find, it was this Year conſecrated by a Biſhop 
calPd Amalarius Fortunatus : In the Year 831 his 
Son Ludovicus Pius, erected it into a Collegiate 
Church, which was confirm'd by Pope Gregory IV, 
and *cill 1164, or 1168, Hamburg had no other. 
How long this firſt Church ſtood, or when the 
preſent Church was built, I have not yet found : 
This is, however, a large and ancient Pile, with 
a very high Spire, which, together with the Tower 
that ſupports it, is 360 Foot high *, but plain and 
adorn'd with very few Embelliſhments. The Chap- 
ter was eſtabliſh'd in or about the Year 1015, by

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Archbiſhop Unwan, and conſiſts, befides the Bi- 
ſhop, of a Dean and 12 Canons, now ſeculariz' d, 
who have large Revenues, and a conſiderable Diſ- 
trict of Streets and Houſes round about the Church, 
appertaining thereunto; which are a great Eye- 
Sore to the Hamburgers, as being exempt, and 
a ſeparate Juriſdiction, in the very Heart of theirs. 
In this Church are ſeveral ancient Tombs and 
Epitaphs, of which I ſhall give you an Account 
of two or three only for a Specimen: 
ADALGAGUS, Archbiſhop of Hamburg, 
Chancelor to the Emperor Otho, brought” Pope 
Benedict II, who was elected in Oppoſition to Leo, 
Priſoner to Hamburg, where he died in 966, and 
was buried in this Church, under a large Tomb, 
raiſed about three Foot from the Ground, in the 
middle Iſle, near the Aſcent to the Choir, on 
which is the Effigies of a Pope, in his Pontifi- 
cal Habit, of plated Braſs, and the following In- 
ſcription. Benedictus, Papa, qui de Sede Apoſtalica 
per violentiam remotus, poſtea cum revocaratur obiit 
Hamburgi. | u eiten 
Hrn we likewiſe ſee the following Epitaph of 
the famous Northern Hiſtorian, Albert Krantzius : 
Anno Domini, 1517, in vigili Conceptionis Matris 
Virginis, Celebris & Reverendus Vir, Albertus 
Crantzius, Sacre Theologia Doctor, Eccleſiæ Han- 
burgienſis Canonicus facundiſumus, & olim Decanus, 
religioſæ pietatis, morum & virtutis exemplar ob 
prudentem pro Republicd in conſiliis dexteritatem, & 
decus illuſtræ in Domino moritur, Celeſtibus deſtina- 
tus gaudiis, cui à poſteritate, quod Vandaliæ, Nor- 
wegiæ, & Sueciæ origines, antiquitatum tenebris omnio. 
Obirutas, cum Metropoli, Ecclefiaſtice luci & poſ- 
teris reſtituit, merits nominis immortalitas debetur. 
/ But the moſt remarkable is an ancient Stone fix d 
in the South Wall of this Church, repreſenting an 
Aſs playing on a Bag - pipe, with ſeveral Inſerip- 
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tions, in the ancient Monkiſh Character, of which, 
for their Singularity as well as Antiquity, I ſhall 
give you a Tranſcript, with a Tranſlation of them : 
On the Top of this Stone, which is an Oblong, of 
about five or ſix Foot high, and about three Foot 
broad, are the following Words : viz. 


Ick far, du na: Arm und elend bin ict gebaren, © 

I firſt, thou afterwards: Poor and Miſerable I 
was born, 

Hier is mebr gewunnen als verlabren. 

Here is more got than loſt. 


Near the Af, is repreſented a Globe with a Croſs 
upon it revers d, and the Inſcription : 


De Welt beft fick ummegekeert : 
The World is turn'd Topſy-turvy : 
Darum hebbe ick arme Eſel Pipen geleert. 


Therefore I, poor Aſs, have learn'd to Pipe. 


Underneath is the Repreſentation of a Man ſiting 
in a Baſket, like thoſe uſed to put Fowls in, with 
the Inſcription : 


Got ſy mir armen Sinder gnidig. 
God be merciful unto me, a poor Sinner. 


About the Border of the whole are theſe Words: 


Des Dienſtags na Michali, ftarff Selige Geſche van- 
den Holten. 

The Tueſday after Michaelmaſs, died the late

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Who theſe Perſons were, I don't find; nor is it 

ſſible to fix the Time of this Stone's being placd 

ere“; there being neither the Date of the Year, 
nor any Thing elſe to determine it. 

Next to this Cathedral Church, I ſhall give 
you a brief Account of the five principal Churches 
belonging to the Hamburgers, which give Name 
to the five Wards, into which this whole City is 
divided, 8 

I. The firſt is the Church of St. Peter's, on the Berg 
(or Hill) fo calPd, I preſume, becauſe it ſeems to be 
the higheſt Part of the whole City. This Church is 
likewiſe an ancient large and noble Pile; but when it 
was built is uncertain. It is mentioned in a Diploma 
of Pope Honorius III, Ann. 1220, which, as far 
as I can find, is the eldeſt Account of it: And, by 
an Inſcription at the South Entrance of the Church, 
it appears that the Foundation of the Tower, on 
which there is the higheſt Spire in the City,. was 
laid Ann. 1342. On the ſame Side, is a very large 
Charnel-Houſe, and over the Front of it, in a Pe- 
diment, a very fine and curious Piece of Painti 
repreſenting the Reſurection; as likewile a Set 
Chimes, and a Dial, ſhewing, among other Things, 
the Encreaſe and Decreaſe of the Moon. 


* The Character ſhews it to have been before the Reforma» 
mation, in the Times of the Moni,; and the Stone has the 
Appearance of being very ancient; but the Language is much 
the ſame that is ſpoken to this Day in Hamburg. The Vul- 
gar have a Tradition, that the Perſon, in whoſe Memory this 
Epitaph was erected, was a young Prodigal of a noble Fa- 
mily, who, being warn'd by his Friends, that the Courſe of 
Life he led would inevitably bring him to Penury and Want, 
anſwer'd ; that was as impoſſible as for an Aſs to play on the 
Bag-pipe 3 that being, at Length, reduc'd to extream Ne- 
ceflity, he one Morning heard a Bag-pipe under his Window, 
and, looking out, ſaw an Aſs playing on it ; and that, coming 
afterwards to great Riches again, he was the Founder of the 
preſent Church: But this idle Fable has not a ſingle Voucher, 
for any one Circumſtance of it. | 

N 
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I'n the Body of the Church are a great Num- 
ber of curious Pieces of Painting and Sculpture, 
with Altar-Pieces, Images, and other Remains of 
Popery!; of which this, and all the other Churches, 
excepting the new St. MichaePs Church, and thoſe 
which were built ſince the Reformation, are very 
full. Among other Pieces of Painting, I obſerved 


that of Martin Luther, with the following Latin 
Verſe under it : 


Peſtis eram vivus, moriens er0 mors tua, Papa. 


On the North Side of the Church is a large and 
antique Piece of Painting, repreſenting a View of 
the ancient City of Hamburg, within its Walls; 
as there is, on the South Side, another: And, on 
both Sides of the Altar, are two large and fine 
Pieces of Perſpective. 

II. THz Church of St. Nicholas, which, like 
the Reſt of the five principal Churches, is now a 
noble and ſpacious Building, was at firſt but a 
Chapel, built between the Years 1164 and 1168, 
out of the Ruins of which afterwards aroſe this mag- 
nificent Pile, the firſt Steeple whereof was builr 
Anno 1517, but, being conſum'd by Fire in 
1589, was rebuilt in 1591. The preſent Steeple, 
which is a very beautiful one, in the Italian Taſte, 
was built in 1556. The Pyramid, or Spire of it 
reſts on Golden Balls of a- prodigious Size. On 
the North Side of the Church, is a large Proſpect 
of the City of Hamburg, painted m 1552. At 
the Veſt-End of the North Iſle, is a large and 
curious Piece of Perſpective, by the famous Gabriel 
Enge. Among the Pieces of Antiquity, in Paint- 
ing and Sculpture, in this Church, I obſerved a 
Piece of Carving, repreſenting the Virgin Mary 
in Labor, not in the moſt. decent Poſture, with 
Mother -Midnight in the Act of giving her Aſſiſ- 

tance, 
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tance, and all her Implements about her; a Piece 
I could not but think very improper for the Con- 
templation of People performing their Devotion. 
III. S. CaTHERINE's, another of the five prin- 
cipal Churches, is likewiſe a ſtately Edifice, which 
aroſe from the Ruins of a Chapel dedicated to the 
ſame Saint, and ſuppos'd to be built in the 14th 
Century, The Steeple, which was built_in 1601, 
was blown down in 1648, but rebuilt, in a more 
magnificent and beautiful Manner, in 1657 and 
1658, by Peter Marckbard, the ingenious Archi- 
tet, who likewiſe built the Steeple of St. Nicholas. 
The Front of the Tower, on which the Steeple 
reſts, is adorn'd with a great Number of Statues 
in Niches, and the Steeple is broke into ſundry 
Lanthorns, reſting on each other, and diminiſhing, 
till the laſt only ſupports a Pyramid or Spire, 
not unlike our Steeple of St. Bride's, in Fleet ſtreet, 
but much higher. The Middle of this Spire is 
encircled by a large Crown, or rather open Coro- 
net, of Copper-gilt ; which, the Vulgar tell you, 
was originally of ſolid Gold, and made of a 
Booty taken from certain notorious Pirats, who 
had long infeſted the Northern Seas, but were, at 
Length, ſubdued by the Hamburghers ; and that, 
when the Steeple was blown down, it was employ- 
ed for the Re-building of it, and this Copper 
Coronet placed in the Room of it : But the Value 
of Mony is too well known in Hamburg, to ſuffer 
ſo large a Capital to remain near 30 Years uſeleſs. 
Among other curious Pieces of Painting, in' this 
Church, they ſhew you one, repreſenting our Savi- 
our laying into the Sepulchre, which they ſay ex- 
ceeds any Thing of that Nature, in any of thc 
other Churches: It is, beyond all Diſpute, a curi- 
ous Piece, but I could not underſtand by what 
Artiſt. . 
| IV. Sr. 
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IV. Sr. Jacos's was likewiſe formerly only a 
Chapel, which ſubſiſted in the 14th Century; 
but when the preſent ſtately Edifice was erected, I 
do not find: The Steeple, however, was erected, 
Anne 1580. This Church is particularly remark- 
able for ſeveral fine modern Pieces of Painting. 
V. T nx new St. Michael's is the only one of 
the principal Churches, in Hamburg, built ſince the 
Reformation, and was erected upon the great En- 
creaſe of the new City; for the Uſe of which, the 
old St. Michael's Church was much too little. The 
Hirſt Stone was laid Apr. 26, 1649, and, on the 14th 
: of March, 1661, it was conſecrated, but the Steeple 
1 was not finiſh'd *till 1669. This Church is large, 
Itght and lofty ; but not crouded with ſuch a Num- 
ber of little trivial Embelliſhments, as thoſe built in 
more early Times. I obſerved nothing particularly 
remarkable here ; but a ridiculous - little Piece of 
carv'd Work, in a Pediment, over one of the Side- 
Ertrances into the Church, deſign'd, I ſuppoſe, to 
repreſent the Creation of Adam. You ſee the upper 
Parts of a Man compleatly form'd, and the two 
Arms, I preſume, of the ALmicary, iſſuing from 
the Clouds, and, with a Mallet and Chizzel, act- 
ing the Part of a Sculptor, in forming the lower 
Parts out of Clods of Earth. 
Tux other ſmaller Churches, or rather Cha- 
pels of Eaſe to theſe five principal Churches, are : 
VI. Tnar of St. Fobr's, built by Adolph IV, 
Earl of Schauenburg, Anno 1227. 
VII. ST. MARY MacpaLen's, built the fame 
Year, likewiſe, by Adolph IV. 
TnxszE two are term'd Filial, or Dependant on 
wr” * of St. _ Magdalen a 
N the Chapel of St. M. , are ſeve- 
ral whimſical 4 of —. particularly one 
repreſenting the Trinity; the firſt Perſon by an 
old Man, the ſecond by a Lamb, and the third 


by 
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by a Dove, attended by the Heavenly Hoſt : And 
another repreſenting Hell, in which are the Bodies 
of ſeveral Perſons of both Sexes, lying promiſ- 
cuouſly, and roaſting, or rather broiling on burning 
Coals, and gnawed, at the ſame Time, by the moſt 
hideous Monſters the Mind of Man could invent: 
But what made this Picture the moſt remarkable 
was, that the Painter had exhibited two Faces, 
very well known to the whole Town; one the 
Wife of a wealthy Merchant, famous for being fo 
perfectly good-natur'd, that it was impoſſible for 
her to refuſe her Favors to any one; and the other 
of a Jew, as noted for having raiſed immenſe Riches 
on the Spoils of his Chriſtian Neighbors: The 
latter is yet remaining; but the Lady being mo- 
deſt and baſhful, the Painter has taken Compaſſion 
on her, and ſuffer'd her to cover her Face with her 
Hand. I have been told of a Picture in this 
Church, repreſenting our Savior playing at Cards 
with his Diſciples ; but either it is now removed 
or eſcap'd my Sight : This latter, if true, is pretty 
much of a Piece with the Paſchal Lamb larded, 
which I have ſomewhere read of, to be ſeen in 
ſome Church in 1:aly. 

VIII. Tur Church of the Holy Ghoſt, ſuppos'd 
to be built in the 14th Century. 

IX. Tax Chapel of the Hoſpital for Orphans. 
Theſe two are dependant on the Church of Sr. 
Nicholas. ED 

X. ST. GEORGE's, without the Walls of 
the City, built about the Year 1250. 

XI. THz Chapel of St. Gertrud's, built to- 
wards the Concluſion of the 14th Century : Both 
dependant on the Church of St. Jacob's. 

XII. ST. PAUL's without the Walls of the 
City, conſecrated Auguſt 24, 1682, and, on the 
24th of October, 1692, declared filial to the new 
St. Michael's Church.

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XIII. Tux old St. Michael's Church, built in 
1605, and fold in 1678, by St. Nicholas's to St.

THERE are, beſides theſe, Chapels in the Gaſt- 
bo, or Hoſpital for aged Men and Women; and 
in the Zucht-hauſz, or Houſe of Correction, or 
rather Workhouſe : And the Britiſh Society have 
a Chapel allow'd them in their Houſe call'd the 
great Engliſh Houſe.

THrzxy have, moſt of them, very fine Altar- 
Pieces, curiouſly adorn'd with Painting and Sculp- 
ture : One of the fineſt, which is but lately built, 
aroſe from a very odd Incident: Mr. H—=r, a 
wealthy Merchant, lately deceaſed, more noted for 
Acts of Extortion, and for a particular Dexterity in 
robbing the Public, than for his ware Spirit, or any 
Act of Liberality, unexpectedly offer'd to build a 
new and coſtly Alrar-Piece, in the Room of one that 
was decaying, in one of the principal Churches, 
at the Expence of near 20001. out of his own 
Pocket. As he had never before been accuſed of 
Generoſity, this very much aſtoniſh'd the whole 
Town : However, his Offer was accepted of ; the 
Materials for the new Altar-Piece provided, and 
the Paintings and Carvings nil But before 
the old Altar- Piece was pull'd down (the Materials 
of which he thought himſelf intitled to) unluckily 
a Letter was ſome how or other intercepted, by 


which it appeared, that he had fold ſome Pieces 


of Painting, in the old Altar-Piece, and agreed to 
deliver them, in Holland, at a Time ſtipulated, for a 
Sum far exceeding the Expence of the new One: So 
that, it ſeems, he expected to have received the Re- 
ward of his Charity even in this World. The Elders 
of the Church, however, underſtood this Matter 
£4 4 otherwiſe z 
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otherwiſe ; and, tho' they loaded him with grateful | 
Acknowledgments, for his Generoſity, gave him to 
underitand, that the Materials of the old Altar- 
Piece might, probably, be of future Advantage to 
the Pariſh: Bur, in Lieu thereof, they ſuffer'd his 
Picture to be — up in the Chancel, as a Monu- 
ment of his extenſive Goodneſs. n 
Tu Organs are, in general, very fine here, 
of a prodigious Size, and finely adorn'd : That in 
St. Catherine's Church is ſaid to conſiſt of above 
6000 Pipes, of which I, myſelf, obſerv'd two 
that were ſo large, that I could but juſt graſp them 
with the Extent of my Arms. They allow of 
Church Muſic, both Vocal and Inſtrumental, and 
have a very good Band, uy by the Public, which 
rform in all the Churches by Turns: But what 
is remarkable, the ſame Perſons are employ'd in 
the Church, and in the Opera; and I have ſeen 
the ſame Singer, after having ſung in the Character 
of Feſus Chriſt in the Church, a& the Part of 
Pluto in the Evening, in the Opera. 

TH x Steeples, which of the Cathedral and five 
principal Churches are very high, are only Frames 
of Timber, cover*d with Copper: And I have been 
told, the latter refines to ſuch a Degree, by being 
expos d to the Sun, that when they were oblig d to 
take any of it down, to repair the Havock made 
by the Teeth oſ Time, they find it greatly in- 
creaſed in Value, and that it will yield a ſmall 
Quantity of Gold. : 

As the Churches are moſt of them Thorough- 
fares, and ſtand open ſrom Morning to Night, 
they are frequently made Places of Appointments, 
or Rendezvous, and, by the Appearance of People 
I have ſometimes ſeen in them, I fear often of ve 
ſcandalous Ones: Some have likewiſe Bookſeller's 
Shops in them. |

« Labor of the Day, is as ſweet as that of the 
« Great, who wallow on Beds of Down. | 
«© ConsIDER well this Wonder of Nature, an 
« thank the Al MICHTY, who of his inconceiv- 
«* able Love, has made no real Difference in Man- 
«© kind; but has ſo order'd the Courſe of Things 
& in this World, that even our Wants are made 
ec ſubſervient to our Pleaſures. 

« As for thy other Objections, that, in a penu-

PSY? DESIGN, in this, and two or three 
l ſuture Letters, to give you a particular 
oe 1 18} Account of the Circumſtances, Quali- 
ties, and Manners of the Inhabitants of 
d this City. As it is a Place of conder- 
able Trade, much the greater Part are Merchants, 
Retailers or Manufacturers; with thoſe Artificers and 
Laborers, who are dependent on them. The Mer- 
chants, who are in great Numbers, are in general 
4 diſcreet, ſober and honeſt Sort: of People, tho? 
by much too ceremonious, than which nothing can- 
be more diſagreable to an Zngli/ſpman.. This ſeems, 
however, to be a modern Vice, not wholly of their 
——— own 
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own Growth, nor learn'd of their Forefathers; 
but an aukward Imitation carried to the higheſt 
Degree of Extravagance, of ſomething they think 
they have ſeen in foreign Countries; and are reſol- 
ved to excel in, by overdoing it here. They are 
nice to a Fault in their Punctilio's, or falſe Points of 
Honor, and a very trivial Negligence, in that Re- 
ſpect, often makes an Enemy of the moſt intimate 
Friend. I cannot give you a better Idea of theſe 
Matters, than by an Inſtance that happen'd-to-my- 
ſelf. They are mighty exact in giving the Place 
of Honor, even in walking the Streets, to thoſe 
to whom by their Rules it is due. The fair Sex, 
Foreigners, Clergymen, Graduates in Law or 


Phyſic, and among theſe, thoſe who are married, 


or moſt advanced in Years, have progreſſively 
their Rank. With two, the Right-Hand is the 
Place of Honor; and if you are walking with a 
Lady, you muſt be ſure to give it, tho? in order 
thereunto, you ſhould be obliged to thruſt your 
Companion into a Kennel or Puddle, or - expoſe 


her to the Wipe of a Coach or Cart-Wheel, which 


in theſe narrow Streets, where there are neither 
pav*d Stones nor Poſts to ſcreen you, is often the 


_ Cafe, With three, the Middle is the dignified 


Station, and with five, the inmoſt Right and Left 


are far more honourable Places than the outmoſt. 


When one leaves the Company, or another joins 
them, not a Step muſt be made till all are pro- 


'perly adjuſted; and when a Coach or a Cart diſ- 
turbs their Symmetry, it is not, ſometimes, with- 


out infinite Difficulty they get into Order again. 
When a Company meet, who are not perfectly 


well acquainted with one another, or with whom 


Rank and Order has not been before ſettled; Whiſ⸗ 
perings to know their Quality and Circumſtances, 
and Ceremonies to aſcertain their Stations, gene- 
rally take up the firſt Quarter of an Hour, Ths

| premis d, I ſhall tell you my Adventure: I had 
| contracted a Sort of Intimacy with a young Mer- 
| chant 'of this City, who, being a ſingle Man, 
4 dined at the Ordinary in my Lodging, and we uſed 
frequently to walk together. As a Foreigner, the 
| Place of Honor was my Due, and I was frequently 
| oblig d to ſubmit to the Inconvenienne of being his 
Right-Hand-Man, at the Expence of a Pair of 
white Silk-Stockings, or the like. It happen'd one 
Day, that we had Occaſion to walk thro? the great 
Engliſþ Houſe, which is a common Thorough-fare, 
and truly my Companion took it in his Head, 
as I had let him know I was an Englifman, 
to imagine, that in this Paſſage, of perhaps about 
100 Yards, I was the Native, and he the Fo- 
reigner, and expected the Right-Hand accord- 
ingly, I was ſo unfortunate not to be ſo well 
inſtructed, and ſo unmannerly to keep my Station: 
My Friend took it in Dudgeon, ſpoke not a Word 
afterwards all the Way home ; moped all Dinner- 
Time; went away without taking Leave, and I 
expected nothing leſs than a Challenge the next 
Morning ; but tho? his Phlegm got the better of 
his Choler, after having conſulted his Pillow, I 
ſoon found 1 had irrecoverably loſt my Friend for 


ever. i 
IT is not, however, in thefe idle Punctilio's 


alone, that the Ceremonies of the Hamburghers are 
troubleſome to themſelves and others : Their. ver- 
bal Compliments are equally fulſom and tedious.” 
A Man cannot bid his Neighbor good Morrow, 
after the modiſh Way, in leſs than ten Minutes; 
and a Compliment of Congratulation or Condo- 
lance, is the Work of a good half Hour. They 
conſiſt in a Form of Words, which they learn in 
their Childhood, and think as little of, when they 
ronounce them, as they do of the Lord's Prayer. 


t is common to ſce their Lips move, for a Quaniee 
| 0 
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of an Hour together, without hearing a diſtinct 
Word : But the Perſon, ro whom the Compliment 
is directed, knows the Occaſion, and has the Re- 
turn ready, as ſoon as he perceives his Friend's Lips 
ceaſe, of which the other hears as little as he has 
done: I would recommend, to the Hamburghers, 
a Definition, I am wonderfully pleas'd with, in the 
Spectator, of Compliments, when he fays: They 
are a Proſtitution of Speech, ſeldom intended to mean 
any Pari of what they expreſs, never to mean all 
they expreſs. However, whether they know this 
or not, it is certain they practiſe it: For as their 
Compliments expreſs nothing, ſo of Conſequence 
they mean nothing: Nevertheleſs, a Senſe of this 
might make them aſham'd of ſpending their Time 
ſo idly. : | 
Bur to return to the Merchants, they are here, 
beyond all Diſpute, the main Pillars of the State, 
and, at the ſame Time, they, with the Bleſſing of 
Heaven, ſupport and advance the public Welfare, 
they are ſupporting and advancing , their own. By 
their Aſſiduity, the Inhabitants of this great City 
are furniſh'd, not only with all Neceſſaries, but 
with all Conveniences, which Life, or even Lux- 
ury, can call for; in as great Plenty, and with as 
oreat Eaſe, as if they were the Produce of that 
Spot of Ground, which is within their own Walls. 
They have their Vineyards in France and S ain, 
their Groves of Oranges and Lemons, in Portu- 
gal, their Fleeces in the luxuriant Meadows. of 
Great Britain, and their Plantations of Sugar and 
Tobacco in the Weſt- Indies. Hamburg may be, 
in ſhort, ſaid to be the Storehouſe of Germany, 
which it furniſhes with all thoſe Neceſſaries, Cons 
veniences ard Superfluities, with which it is itſelf 
provided from foreign Parts. Diligence and Art 
are here encouraged by the Advantages they pro-

duce, and Mony, which is the Nutriment of the 
Republic, is thereby made to circulate thro! all its 
Veins. From the Merchants, the Poor have their 
Subſi ſtence, the Middle Sort their Conveniences 
of Life, and the Rich their Pomp: And, at the 
fame Time, that they make their own Fortune, 
they. promote the Good of the Republic, which is 
again their own &. 

Tux Oeconomy of this uſeful Part of the Inha- 
bitants of Hamburg is, however, aot very conſiſtent. 
In their Houſekeeping they are frugal to a Fault, 
or rather mean: A large Piece of ſmoaked or ſalted 
Beef, boiFd on Sunday, is ſerved up the whole 
Week, with Vegetables, or a Diſh of Fiſh, which 
is extreamly — and good here; while their Ser- 
vants are chiefly fed with ſundry Sorts of Spoon- 
Meat, made of the Soop of their Salt-Meat and 
Herbs, or of ſundry Groots, boiled in Milk, Wa- 
ter or Beer. Butas ſparing as they are in their own 
Families, as extravagant are they when they treat 
Strangers F. The Account I gave you, of the 
Entertainments I was invited to at Bremen, may 
ſerve as a Specimen of the like I have ſeen here. 
They are generally obſerved to act by Extreams, 
and a remarkable Inſtance thereof has been told me, 
in two of the principal Families of this City ; that 
of the S—##s, who ruin'd themſelves, and all 


who were allied' to them, by a luxurious Table, 


while their next Neighbours, the L——*'s, faved 
an Eſtate by ſtarving themſelves. While the for- 
mer ſpent the Revenue of a Month in a Supper, 
the latter were contented with an Egg a-piece, or,

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in Winter, with an Egg between two. The Heirs 
of the latter, however, ſquander'd away theit 
Eſtate as extravagantly, as their Parents ſaved it 
ridiculouſly. I could give you many more In- 
ſtances of the like Inconſiſtences. 

Coachs, for Example, which are not very 
neceſſary here, are ſo common and numerous, that 
a Merchant, or even any confiderable Shop-keeper, 
without one, would almoſt find it difficult to nego- 
ciate a Bill of 100 J. on the Exchange. Many, 
however, pretend to excuſe it in a Manner, that 
rather aggravates than extenuates the Folly, if not 
the Crime of it. They fave at leaſt half the 
«« Expence of it in Cartage, by uſing their own 
« Horſes, with a Sort of little Carts of Sledges, 
to carry their Merchandize, when not tos bulky 
& or heavy, from one Part of the Town to the 
„% other.” But they don't conſider, that, in Order 
to defray Part of this, 2833 unnecefſary Ex- 
pence, how many poor People they deprive of 4 
good Part of their Livelihood: And the more, as 
the common Cafts here, which are only a long 
Pully, ſuch as our Vintners uſe, laid upon an Axle- 
tree, between two Wheels, are drawn, not by 
Horſes, but Men; and you will ſometithes ſee 
twelve or more braway Fellows, link'd to fuch a 
Machine, with Slings croſs their Shoulders, draw- 
ing a Fatof Yarn of Linen, of two Tons Weight. 
The Narrowneſs of the Streets makes Coaches very 
inconventent here, to their Owners as well as others, 
and is a pretty ſute Argument, that their Forefa- 
thers knew better how to make Uſe of their Legs: 
But there is yet another, which is inconteftably ſo, 
viz. That, excepting fome few new- built Houſes, 
oy have ho ſuch Thing as Cbach- houſes or Stables: 
When Signor (for ſo the conſiderable Burghers 


affect to be ſtil'd) comes from the Exchange, or 


Madam from Church 6t a Viſit; you will ſee the 
8 2 Coach, 
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Coach, by Means of a certain Crane or Pully, in 
the Middle of the Hall, gravely marching up 
Stairs, and the Horſes as ſoberly defcending in- 
to the Cellar *. But as inconvenient as their 
Houſes are in this Reſpect, as convenient, on 
the other Hand, they are, with Regard to 
Trade, with a View to which they ſeem to 
have been ſolely built. They have Warehouſes 
upon Warehouſcs, even to four, five or ſix Story 
high, and it is common to go into the very Garret, 
to buy a Butt of Wine or a Hogſhead ot Sugar. 
Their Houſes are generally but narrow in Front, 
which, I pretume, has been the Occaſion of their 
building them ſo high: But what they want in 
Breadth, they have in Depth; and moſt of them 
have Canals behind them, by which Lighters bring 
up their Goods to their very Houſes, which are 
eaſily convey'd to and from their lofty Ware-houles, 
by Means of a Crane at Top of the Houſe. Be- 
ſides the Want of Room below, they had another 
very ſubſtantia] Reaſon for making the upper Part 
of their Buildings Ware-houſes : For, it ſeems, 
they have generally, twice a Year, towards the 
Begining, and the Concluſion of the Winter, ſuch 


high Foods, with a North-Heſt Wind, and 4 ' 


Spring- Tide, that not only their Cellars are fill'd, 
buc many of- their Streets overflowed with Water. 
Their Houſes are vaſtly ſtrong, as they need be, 
to bear ſuch Burdens , but are of a very ſingular 
Structure. I took the Dimenſions and Diviſions of 
one, Which may ſerve to give you an Idea of the 


The Authors of the Hamburg Patriots obſerve, ** That 
4 a hundred Years ago, they had hardly a tenth Part of the 
Number of Coaches there, as they have now of Hackney- 
«+ Coaches alone, and add; Could the Heads of our Forefa- 
„ thers, which now ly in tb Charnel-bouſes, caſt a Glance ober 
« the  bhurch-yards, they would be aftoniſh'd at ſuch a Number «of 
+ Coaches, and think half tis City had the Gut. a ; 
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reſt ; for they are pretty much alike. The Front 
is 32 Foot, of which the Gate, which is in the 
Middle, is eight, and twelve Foot high, arch'd at 
Top. To this Gate you go up ſix Steps from the 
Street, and as ſoon as you enter, you find two Par- 
lours, one on each Side, of 10 Foot broad, 15 
deep, and 12 high. Being paſs'd theſe Parlours, 
you come into the great Hall, the Breadth of the 
whole Houſe, 60 Foot deep, and 24 high. This 
Hall ſerves as well for a Ware-houſe, as a Coach- 
houſe. At the End of the Hall, on the left Hand, 
you go down ſix Steps, into a back Yard, g0 Foot 
deep, and half the Breadth of the Houſe, which 
1 to back Ware-houſes, 20 Foot deep, and under 
them to the Canal. On the right Hand of the 
Hall, at the End, you go up two Steps into Rooms, 
which take up the other halt Breadth of the Houſe, 
the ſame Depth of the Yard, and join to the Back- 
Warehouſes. ' Thele are divided into three Apart- 
ments; a Dining- Room of 25, a Withdrawing- 
Room of 15, and a Cabinet of 10 Foot deep; 
all 14 Foot high; and under theſe are Cellars, as 
are likewiſe under: the whole Houſe. --In the Middle 
of the Hall, on the right Hand, is a very large 
Chimny, of 10 Foot long, which; with about five 
Foot on each Side of it, and eight Foot in Depth, 
is ſeparated from the Hall by a Wainſcotting of ſix 
Foot high, with a Baluſtrade of a Foot and a half 
high, at the Top of it; but all above that open 
to the Hall: And this ſerves them for a Kitchen, 
where they make a glaring Shew, with their:Pew- 
ter, Braſs and Copper, behind the Baluſtrade, and 
over the Chimney : But are obli'd to burn Candle 
all the Day. Over four Foot of this Kitchen, runs 
a Gallery, the whole Length of the Hall, from 


a Room over the front Parlour, on that Side; to 


the other End ot the Hall, into the Rooms over 
the Back-Apartments below. : And theſe are, like- 


8 3 wiſe, 
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wiſe, divided into three, 3 Fore-Room, a Bed- 
Chamber, and a Dreſſing- Room. The two little 
Rooms over the Fore-parlors are join'd by a 
third over the Entrance into the Houſe, and theſe 
are the Compting-houſe, and Rooms for the Book- 
keeper and Apprentices. At each End of the Hall, 
on the Right, is a dark winding Stair-caſe, which 
leads to the Gallery, and from thence to the upper 
Stories, ſo narrow, that two cannot go conveniently 
a · breaſt, and ſo ſteep, that a Man cannot with 
Decency follow a Woman up them. The Story 
over the Hall is divided into Lodging-Rooms, 
backwards and forwgrds, with a Sort of Hall be- 
tween ; and above this are three Stories of Ware- 
houſes over the Whole, from the Front towards 
the Street, to the Canal, 145 Foot deep, 95 Foot 
of which js 3o Foot broad, and the Reſt 15. In 
this Manner moſt of the Merchants Houſes in 
Hemburs are built: Thoſe, which, like this, have 
a Back-Yard and Back-Apartments, are, except- 
ing the Stairs, convenient enough; but for ſuch as 
are cut off by the Canal, at the End of the Hall, 
235 is the Caſe of many, they are very inconvenient, 
becauſe they have not a good Room, till you come 
up two Pair of Stairs, to the Story above the Hall. 
As for the Furniture of theſe Houſes, it is not much 
better, than what I mentioned of the Houſes in Bre- 
men; ſo that an Upholſterer is a very poor Trade 
here: But they delight much in a Sort of large Wal- 
nut · tree Cup- boards, finely adorn'd with car ved 
Work: of a monſtrous Size, ſome of them to the Va- 
lue of 30 or 407. Of theſe you generally ſee two or 
three in their Halls, in which the Women hang 
their Cloaths ; but their Uſe is by no Means ade- 
quate, either to their Price or Bulk. Their Stoves, 
which they have in almoſt every Room, inſtead of 
Ehimnies, are an exceeding good Invention, and 
ſurprizingly beautiful here, beyond what I __ 
{ een 
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ſeen in other Parts of Germany. They are gene- 
rally rais'd in one Corner of the Room, upon 
or Pillars of about a Foot and a half high, and 
are carried up, about two Foot and a half, or three 
Foot ſquare, to near the Cieling, all of blue and 
white Tiles, adorn'd with Mouldings, Pillars, and 
a Sort of Crown at Top, and other Embelliſh- 
ments of the fame. They are pretty coſtly 3 but 
are a Part of the Houſe, and furniſh'd by the 
Landlord. They fave a great Deal of Firing, for 
a ſmall Matter of Wood or Turf (which is what 
they here uſe) heats them, and they will retain their 
Heat ſix or eight Hours, and diffuſe it equally 
throughout the whole Room. The Firing us 
put in without the Room, and you fee no- 
thing of it, except in a particular Sort, which they 
call Wind-Ovens, that open with Braſs Doors, on 
the Inſide ; but theſe conſume twice the Quantity 
of Firing, which the others do, and will not retain 
the Heat ſo long. You may heat them to what 
Degree you pleaſe ; ſo that in Winter, when it is 
very cold, you may at once, by opening your 
Chamber - Door, go from under the Line to Nova 
Zembla : For they often heat them, in other Parts 
of Germany, where I have been, like Bagnio's, and 
I ſuppoſe they do the ſame here. As great Lovers 
as they are of Heat, as fond they are likewiſe of 
Light ; for thoſe Sides of their Rooms, which ate 
expos'd ro the Air, are all Windows, with very 
ſmall Piers, or only Pillars, between them; the 
Glaſs generally bad, ſmall Quarries, and fix d in 
Lead. And ſo much for their Houſes: In my

PRoros E, in this Letter to give you 
a farther Account of the Inhabitants of 


call (tho* often very improperly) the Learned, or 
Graduates in Law or Phyfick ; but, chiefly the 
former. Theſe are very numerous here ; for hardly 
a Merchant or Shop-keeper of any Note but what 
breeds up a Son or two, if he has them, to be 
Scholars: And the particular Honor unreaſonably 
ſhewn to theſe Limbs of the Law, beyond their 
trading Bretheren, who are their Support, is a 
Spur to Youth, to direct their Inclinations this Way. 
There is, likewiſe, another Cauſe why ſo many 
Lawyers are vfed here: Divinity is look'd upon 
as a Study too unbecoming and deſpicable ; fo that, 
if a Youth has no Inclination to Trade, he muſt of 
Courſe be a Lawyer; tho' to his own Misfortune, 
as well as that of the State, to which he thereby 
becomes a Worm, that gnaws on the Intrails of 
it. There are ſo many of them, that they may 
rather be ſaid to be of the Science than the Pro- 
feſſion. This is of extream Prejudice to Trade, 
by taking large Sums of Mony out of it, which is 
loſt to the Public, or employ'd to the Prejudice of it 
in Uſury ; while many brave Merchants Houſes, 
which were a great Support to the State, fink 5 — 
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Death of a conſiderable Trader, by ſo great a Part of 
the Stock being drawn out, for the Shares of theſe 


uſeleſs Members of the Community. Uſeleſs; I 


ſay, becauſe hardly a tenth Part of them can be 
employ'd in the Senat or at the Bar; and the Reſt 
muſt either ſpend their Fortunes, inſtead of impro- 
ving them, or, in ſome ſhape or other, prey upon 
others. | %. Of 

T HERE is, indeed, a Cuſtom here, that I have 
not met with elſewhere, which is of great Reſource 
to the poorer Sort of theſe Learned Gentlemen, 
and the richeſt do not diſdain to partake of the 
Benefit of it: I mean their being paid for attend- 
ing public Funerals. Theſe Proceſſions are in the 
Afternoon, on Foor, and a folemn Invitation being 
made to the whole Town, by a fine Scroll of 
Parchment, beautifully engroſs'd, and hung up two 
Days before on the Exchange, they are generally 
very numerous, often conſiſting of many Hundreds, 


Men only, and all in black Cloaks. There is fome- - 
thing very ſingular, and I can hardly forbear fay- 


ing diverting, at theſe Funerals, tho? on ſo ſolemn 
and melancholy an Occaſion. I ſhall, therefore, 
give you, in a future Letter, a particular Account 
of one, with all the numerous Preparations for 
the Solemnization of it; and ſhall now only obſerve, 
that every Senator, Member of the College of 
Ober Alten, Divine, regular Phyſician and gra- 
duate Lawyer, has his Fee for attending theſe Fu- 
nerals: If I miſtake not, that of a Senator js a 
Crown, and that of a Divine, Phyſician, and Lawyer 
half the Sum. 1 have been told, but will not 
pretend to aſſert the Truth of it, that this Mony 
was formerly intended for the Uſe of the Poor of 
the Pariſh-z and that, in the Time of their Fore- 
Fathers, when Charity was more diffuſive, and 
the Churches not ſo exceſſive rich as they now 
are, it was cuſtomary for eyery one who attended 

"hs a Fu- 
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z Funeral, to put a Piece of Mony inte a Bafon 
at the Church Door, for the Benefit of the Poor: 
But that, as it was thought an Honor to have 
the Company of theſe dignified Gentlemen, it was 
deem'd unreafonable they ſhould be put to any 
Expence , and this Mony was put into their Hands 
to be ſo diſpoſed of. Be this as it will, they make 
no Scruple now of converting it to their own Uſe, 
and as there are ſometimes two or three of theſe Fu- 
nerals in an Afternoon; it is, as I obſerv'd before, 
of great Reſource to the lower Sort of thefe Gen- 
try. They have beſides another Advantage over 
their Trading Bretheren 3 for having little or no- 
thing elſe to do, they generally attain to a greater 
Perfection in the little Arts of Dreſs and Gallantry, 
© apt to captivate the Hearts of the fair Sex, and 
may, therefore, be efteem'd a Sort of Fortune- 
hunters. Add to this, the Pre-eminence and Rank 
their Wives have over thofe of a Merchant or 
Shop-keeper ;- and it is no Wonder if they are pre- 
rr before them, and commonly run away with 
the beſt Fortunes, when leaſt deſerving of it; and 
here again Trade greatly ſuffers. E have often 
wonder d, chat the Wiſdom of the Senat has not 
provided againſt this growing Evil, by obliging 
every Merchant's or Tradeſman's Son, who deſerts 
the Profeſſion of his Forefathers, by which the 
State has been brought into the flouriſhing Condi- 
tion it now is, to be contented with a ſmaller Share 
of his paternal Eſtate, or at leaſt to leave half of 
Xin Trade at a low Intereſt, which. would be, as 
it were, laying a Tax upon Vanity and Ambition: 
Or elſe, by giving the Rank and Pre-eminence to 
thoſe who have the juſteſt Claim to it, the Trad- 
ing Part of the Subjects: But 1 might as well 
wonder why Monopolies and Stockjobbing are not 
put down in England; the ſame Cauſe probably 
12 ME 
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Son of the moſt conſiderable of theſe Men of 
Learning, as well as of the Merchants, have their 
Country-houſes, at two, three, or four Miles Dif- 
tance — the City, chiefly in their own Terri- 
tories; in which they are very extravagant, as well 
as in their Gardens; and far exceed the Condition 
of Life they are in, as they do, likewiſe, in their 
Feaſting and Entertainments there. They have 
been obſerved to be the Ruin of many of the beſt 
Families, eſpecially of Merchants, who while they 
were revelling in Delights, left the Care of their 
Counting-houſes and Ware-houfes to their Book- 
keepers, and they, in a few Years, have ſucceeded 
in a Trade their Maſters have been oblig'd to aban- - 
don. Of this I have heard more than one Inſtance, 
in the Family of the D. H------g*s. I have been 
told monſtrous Stories, of the wicked Courſe of 
Life led at ſome of theſe Garden Aﬀemblies; but 
as I have not the beſt Authority for theſe Reports, 
I chuſe rather to ſuppreſs Calumny, than to pro- 
mulgate it. The Story of Wengartia, or the Us- 
fortunate Beauty, is, however, too remarkable, 
to be paſs'd over in Silence. This unhappy Lady, 
in the Prime of her Youth and Beauty, having, at à 
Midnight Revel, in one of theſe 2 — 
been deluded, as it was ſuppoſed, by à near Rela- 
tion, brought a Burden with her to Town, which 
ſhe was oblig'd to bear, *cill the Time limited by 
Nature freed her from it. She had artfully con- 
cealed her Misfortune from the Eyes of the whole 
World, but a Servant Maid, her Confident : By 
whoſe Aſſiſtance, at her Delivery, the Fruit of 
her Indiſcretion, whether alive or dead was never 
known, was convey'd into one of their Stoves, 
and a large Fire made to cunſume it. An un- 
uſual Stench being perceived in the Houſe, and 
Search made what. could occaſion it, two Legs of 
an Infant were found entire. The Maid being 
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conveyed privately away, the whole was laid upon 
her, and the Matter thereupon huſh'd up. The 
unhappy Fair-one could not, however, eſcape Cen- 
fure, and her Reputation of Courſe ſuffer'd*for it. 
Nevertheleſs, as the was the preſumptive Coheireſs 
of a conſiderable Fortune, an indigent Gentleman of 
Character was prevaiPd upon to marry her, and 
they lived many Years together in Penury and 
Want, on a miſerable Pittance, allow'd them by 
a Perſon who long out-liv'd the Time they hop'd. 
SHOP-KEEPERS are here, as in other Places, 
wholeſale and retale Dealers; the former are more 
properly Warehouſe-keepers, and ſell their Goods 
in thoſe large Halls I gave you an Account of a- 
bove: Both one and the other have conſiderable 
Dealings in the neighbouring Countries, eſpecially 
at the Fairs of Leipzick, Francfort, Brumfwick and 
Nauemburg, which are the principal Marts of Ger- 
many, whither incredible Quantities of all Sorts of 
Goods are ſent from this Place, and great Numbers 
of the Merchants and Shop-keepers repair thither 
in Perſon. The Manufacturers are chiefly of four 
Sorts of Goods, of which this Ciry vends vaſt Quan- 
tities, and ſends them to all Parts of Germany, and eſ- 
pecially to the Fairs I have juſt mentioned. Firſt, of 
knit Stockings, in which are employ'd vaſt Numbers 
of the Poor here. Second, of Velvet. Third, in Su- 
gar-Refining; and fourth, in Callico-Printing. From 
the three laſt, which are conſiderable Branches of 
their Trade, they have intirely cut off the Dutch, 
whouſed formerly to furniſh all Germany with them; 
the Lowneſs of their Duties, and the Cheapneſs of 
Workmanſhip, enabling them to carry theſe Goods 
to Market, at leaſt ten per Cent. cheaper than the 
Dutch. As lam ſpeaking of Trade, I ſhall take 
this Opportunity of ſaying a Word or two of their 
foreign Trade, which is very conſiderable. Mr. 
L——4, bo, by his Office, is obliged to 8 
ans a Re- 
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a Regiſter of them, tells me, that the Number of 
Engliſh Ships alone, which come yearly into this 
Harbor, exceeds 200. Of theſe, however, very 
few come from Eugland; but from Spain, Portu- 
gal and Italy, from and to which Countries, the 
Merchants of this City pay them double the Freight 
they do for their own Ships; becaule the Englyb, 
by Reaſon of their Mediterranean Paſſes, being 
free from the Turks, they more than fave that in 
Inſurance. Beſides, the Engli/þ Ships being, leſs 
than their own bulky Ships ot Force, which they 
lend to thoſe Parts, are ſooner diſpatch'd. They 
employ, however, great Numbers of their on 
Ships in the Greenland Fiſhery, to France and 


England. They have wholly engroſs'd the Landon 


Trade, in which they employ upwards of 20 large 
Veſſels, that generally make three Voyages each, 
every Year, and as they fail much cheaper than the 
Engliſh can do, hardly any Engh/oþ Ships come 
hither from London, except one or two, every 
Year, for ſuch Goods, as, by the Act of Naviga- 
tion, are not importable on foreign Bottoms. 
 Havine, by my Enquiries, found the Trade 
of this Place, both Foreign and Domeſtick, to 
be ſo great; I had the Curioſity one Morning, to 
ask after the Cuſtom-Houſe, thinking I ſhould 
have found there ſome ſpacious Hall, where I might 
have walk'd and diverted myſelf (as 1 — 
quently done in the Long - Room at London) with 
ſeing an infinite Number of Officers and Clerks, 
with their Deputies, and Sub- Deputies, per form- 
ing their Duties, over a Diſh of Tea or Coffee, 
with ſuch an incredible Eaſe and Pleaſure, as could 
not but give Delight to me, as a Spectator: Tho 
I can't but ſay, I pitied theſe laborious Gentlemen, 
for their being kept ſo hard to their Duty, as not to 
be allow'd Time to take their Breakfaſt elſewhere. 
My Landlord, to comply with my Deſire, carried 


me 
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me to the Senat-houſe, to what he call'd the Cuf- 
tom -houſe; but how great was my Surprize, to 
find it only a fmall upper Room, juſt big enough 
to hold the People who had Buſineſs there, but 
none leſt for Saunterers. as I propoſed to have 
been; and that all the Officers conſiſted of one of 
the Senators, who as Commiſſioner (in which Office 
they take their Turns and ſerve gratis) took the 
Mony, and fign'd the Cockets, and three Clerks, 
who, indeed, were very expeditious, and did not 
ſeem to have much Time to idle away. Upon far- 
ther Enquiry, 1 found, theſe few Officers, with 
two more, in the Nature of Searchers, at the En- 
trance into the Harbor, did e whole Buſineſs of 
the Cuſtoms, in a City of fo great Trade. This 
put me upon Reflecting what could be the Oc- 
cafton of fo | ge a Difference, in this Reſpect, 
between London and Hamburg: I allow the Trade 
of the latter to be much more inconſiderable than 
that of the former, but I hardly imagine the Dif- 
ference to be $60 to one, which, if I am not mif- 
inform'd, is the Proportion of Officers: I con- 
cluded it muſt be owing to the Smallneſs of their 
Duties, which gives little Encouragement to 
Smuggling, and the Severity of the Penalty, which 
is Confi ſcatien; tho? I have been told, that, for 
the Encouragement of Trade, when they are fen- 
fible the Goods entered are under-rated) for all 
Cuſtoms are paid ad valorem) if it do not amount 
to an allerum lantum, they very often wink at it. 
Happy Nation! thought I, whoſe Traders are 
not liable to the Scourge of their Inferiors. I could 
not, upon this Oceaſion, but think, chat if the Num- 
ber of our Cuftom-houſe Officers, and the Rates of 
our Duties, were both reduc'd to half what wy now 
D 


are, the Revenue would be rather encreas d than 
decreas d thereby; The Loweting of the Duties 
would leſſem the Encouragement to: Smugghing, 
3+ | ; an 
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and the reducing the Number of Officers would, 
according to our Friend NM, leſſen the Opportumty. 
This has ſomething of the Air of a Paradox, and 
I muſt confeſs, I cannot fo perfectiy give into it 
myſelf. His Poſition is, the more Officers the 
more Smugglers, and his Argument, that ſome 
People, who have but one Employ, and no Eftate 
either Real or Perſonal, live up to double er treble 
their Income: But may they not, upon the Credit 


of their Office, run into Debt, and, ſatisfying ald 


Demands, by creating new ones, carry it on man 

Years, till Death or a light Pair of Heels wipes 
of all Scores? I have however been led into this 
Way of Thinking, by a Diſcourſe 1 had yeiterday, 
with Mr. , a conſiderable Sileſian Mann- 
facturer of Linen, lately returned hither from Zp- 
land, in his Way home; who lodges in the fame 
Houſe with me. His Remark, in ſhort, was this: 
That being gang to England early this Spring, to 
ſettle ſome Affairs with his Correfpondents, and 
having received large Commiſſions for ſevetal 
Sorts of narrow and broad Germany, as they call 
his Manufacture at the Cuſtom-houſe, where the 
former pays little more than à third Part of the 
Duty of the latter, he reſolv'd to carry a dmall Par- 
cel with him upon his own Account, to ear the 
Expence of his Journy : But when he came 16.offat 
it for Sale to the Linen-Drapers, they evidently 
proved to him, that his Correſpondents had fold 
their broad Germany, at fix and nine Months Cre- 
dit, for 6 per Cent. leſs, than it actually caſt 
them, if they had-paid the Duty. © This (added 
he) as my Correſpondents are Men of Suhſtande, 
„and need not fell at Loſs to raife Mony, can 
have been no otherwiſe, than that their Broad 
« Germany, or a great Part of it, muſt have beet 
„entered as nafrow, and, by the Neglect, f 
« Connivance of the Officer, have paſe'd as ſuch” 
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I think no Puniſhment can be too ſevere for Smug- ' 
gling, a Crime, to me, equal to the worſt of Fe- 
lonies; and fo I would have it deem'd, in the Eye 
of the Law, at leaſt, with the Benefit of the Sta- 
tute, for all, either directly or indirectly concerned 
in it, either acting it themſelves, or hiring, or any 
Ways encouraging others to do it: But then, for 
the Officer, who ſhould be convicted for conniving 
at it, in any Shape, I would have his Crime Fe- 
lony without Benefit of his Clergy, as I would 
likewiſe Perjury, and that ſhocking Practice of 
one Perſon ſwearing for another; by which taking 
an Oath is, in ſome Places, become a mere Farce. 
But to return to Hamburg, the Exciſe, or Duty 
on Inland Conſumption, which, that the Cuſtom 
on Im- and Exportation may be the lighter, is 
wiſely laid pretty heavy, is levied in the ſame ex- 
peditious and frugal Manner. pgs 

Wirtn Reſpect to Artificers, I have but little 
to ſay ; they are but too apt here, as well as in 
other Parts, to follow the faſhionable Vices of 
their Betters. There is one Thing, however, with 
Reſpe& to Artificers, which was a Conſequence 
of their laſt Troubles, and the new Regulations 
which enfued, ſo very commendable that I muſt 
not omit it. This is, that when an Artificer of 
any Kind, can perform a Piece of Work, beyond 
the Skill of any of his Profeſſion in Hamburg, he 
is immediately made a Freeman of the Guild. or 
Company to which it belongs; a Benefit not other- 
wiſe to be obtain'd, but by Servitude, or by marry- 
ing the Widow or Daughter of a Freeman, or elſe 
at a very great e | | 

In common People are reckon'd very rude 
and brutiſh here; but where are they not ſo ? For 
my Part, I cannot complain of their being worſe 
than in other Countries; nay I will 9 to 
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affirm, that they are much more civiliz d and 
lite than in Holland, and ſeem to have a better 
nſe of Religion, and of their Duty to Gop and 
Man, than in England. 

GENTLEMEN or Nobility they have, properly, 
none: For when a Senator addreſſes himſelt to the 
Burghers, in Convention; his Words are, {br 
Herren, und Mit-Burger ; (Sirs, and Fellow-Citi- 
Zens.) The Gentlemen and Perſons of DiſtinQion, 
who do inhabit this City, are either foreign Mini- 
ſters (of which there are from almoſt all the Poten- 
tates of Europe) and the Nobility of the neighbor- 
ing Countries of Denmark, Holſtein, Lunenburg, and 
Brandenburg, for whom this City is a Sort of Fair 
or Aſſembly, chiefly in Winter; and many of 
them have Houſes here. 

As I have mentiond public Miniſters, I muſt 
tell you, that there are always ſome here, who 
are merely titular z and who generally make 
themſelves the Laughing-Stack of the whale Town. 
Of this Sort, I have been told of one, to whom I 
ſhall give the Name of Morpheus, R------nt, of a 
neigboring Power, whether now, or ſome Years 
ſince, I am not certain. Of this Morpheus there 
go more ridiculous Stories, than would fill a large 
Volume in Folio : One, however, may ſerve to give 
you an Idea of the Reſt. A neighboriag Sovereign 
Prince having graciouſly pleaſed to take up his Re- 
ſidence, together with bis Conſort, and Court, 
for ſome Weeks, at Hamburg, Morpheus took the 
Opportunity of ſome public Day, 'to invite the 
Duke and Ducheſs, with the principal Noblemen 
and Ladies of his Court, to dine with him, at his 
Country-houſe, about a Mile out of the Town, 
and the Invitation was accepted of. I ſhall but 
barely hint at ſome extraordinary Circumſtances 
of this mock Entertainment ; ſuch as the Hoſt 
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geting drunk before his Gueſts ; his indecent Be- 
avior to the Ducheſs ; his unhandſom Treatment 
of the Duke's Attendants, and particularly ſome 
Virtuof in Muſic ; his offering Wine he had not, 
and which when calld for, he pretended was for- 
got in Town by the Negligence of his Servants, 
and the like; I do but barely hint, I ſay, at theſe, 
and ſhall come now to the yy of the 
Feaſt, Among other Diſhes ſerv'd up, was a 
roaſted Pig, which to grace the Feſtival, and ho- 
nor his Princely Gueſts, Morpheus had caus'd to 
be adorn'd with his Lady's Diamond Necklace and 
Ear-rings. This could not but be a Matter of 
Laughter to all the Company : But it was near be- 
ing the Reverſe to Morpheus and his Lady. A 
Favorite of the Ducheſſes, Count D------, a little 
ſprightly dapper Gentleman, whom you have ſeen 
more than once at St. James's, calling for a Plate, 
and cuting off the Pig's Head, gave it to a Ser- 
vant, together with the Necklace and Ear-rings, 
and beging Excuſe for the Liberty, order'd it to 
be carried to a Lady, who he knew long'd for a 
Pig's-Head, from E Excellency's Table. The 
Servant obey'd and went off with it; Morpbeus 
ſwell'd, and knew not how to ſtifle his Reſentment ; 
Madam grew pale; and no one knows what would 
have been the Conſequences of it, had not the good 
Ducheſs, in Compaſſion to their Infirmities, or- 
der'd the Servant to be call'd back, and every 
Thing to be put into its former Order. What 
think you, Sir, of ſuch public Miniſters ? ; 
Bur to return; ſome of the Officers of the 
Gariſon are likewiſe foreign Gentlemen, enticed 
hither by the Goodneſs of their Pay, which is 
double what the Neighboring Princes give. Theſe 
foreign Noble or Gentlemen have generally a very 
mean Opinion of the Hamburghers, and _— 
them 
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them a rude, impolite, People; of which Mr. -a, 
ave me a ludicrous Inſtance, that happen'd in his 
| Pete, at an Ordinary at Rendsburg, a garl- 
ſon'd Town in Daniſh Holſtein, where the Company 
were chiefly Officers; but a young, Hamburgher, 
juſt fledg*d, who had taken his firſt Flight from 
his Mamma's Lap, happen'd to be among them. 
One of the Officers, impatient at the Dinner's not 
being brought upon the Table, enquir'd what they 
were to have, that could occaſion the Delay? Ano- 
ther anſwer'd him Boeuf a la- mode. The young Man 
who did not underſtand French, taking it probably 
for ſome foreign Fiſh or Fowl, unfortunately chanc'd 
to aſk what that was 3 whereupon a third replied, 
a Hamburgber, that had travel'd ; intimating that 
thoſe who had not, were-downright Boeufs. This 
ſet the whole Company into a loud Laughter, and 
the Eyes of every one were upon the young Man, 
who found he was the Jeſt of the Table, without 
knowing wherefore. What Wit there was in this 
Jeft, I ſhall not oem? to ſay : But it is certainly 
ſuch a Piece of ill Manners, that had I been pre- 
ſent, I ſhould not have wonder'd if the Ham- 
. had thrown a Diſh or a Bottle at the 
Officer's Head, and ſhould have been apt enough 
to have ſeconded him in it: For to affront any 
one Perſon, in a public Company, 1s certainly to 
offer an Indignity to the Whole. 

Tno' there is no Want of the meaner Sort of 
People in Hamburg, yet there are few or no Beg- 
gars in their Streets; which is chiefly owing to 
the Care of the Magiſtracy in keeping them em- 
ploy'd, as well without as within the Zucht-baufe ; 
and they have a Sort of inferior Beadles, call'd 
Pracher-Vigt, whoſe Bulineſs it is to pick them 
up, and carry them to this Houſe of Correction, 
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where; for their Encouragement, they receive a 
Reward for every Beggar they bring in *. 
I am, &c. 


One great Reaſon why there are now ſo few Beggars in 
Hamburg 1s, that there is a ManufaQture of knit Stockings 
eſtabliſhed there, at the Charge, and for the Benefit of the 
Public, which is ſufficient to employ all their Poor, were they 
more numerous than they are, and that under ſo wiſe and 
prudent a Regulation, as is worthy of Imitation. They have 
a ſufficient Number of Officers in each Pariſh, whoſe Buſineſs 
it is to enquire out the Poor in their Habitations, in Garrets 
and Cellars; to carry them Wool to be carded and ſpun, and 
Worſted to be knit; and to go to them every Saturday, to 
Fetch away their Work, and to pay them for what they have 


done: And they allow them the utmoſt Price, that can be af. 


forded, which prevents others from preying upon the Indigence 
of the Poor. As this Manufacture employs Women and Chil- 
dren of all Ages, no one is, or need to be deſtitute of a Live- 
lihood in Hamburg; all who are not capable of performing 
this Work; being maintain'd by their reſpective Pariſhes. By 
this wiſe Inſtitution, you ſee not only few or no Beggars, but 
Few common People in the Streets, none being oblig'd to go 
abroad to ſeek for Work, or their Payment, 5

8 We lar FEA; of he Male Part of the 
Inhabitants of Hamburg, I come now 
a to the Female Sex. 
Tux Women here are, in general, comely, of 
a fair Complexion, and well-ſhap'd, tho they ſel- 
dom wear Stays, except when they go abroad; 
but, inſtead thereof, have a Sort of cloſe Jacket, 
not unlike the Ladies riding Habits in Exgland, 
which look very decent and modeſt: When I fay 
well-ſhap'd, I mean ſuch as bountiful Nature, with- | 
out Art, has beſtow'd upon them; none of thoſe | 
fine forc'd Shapes, which reduce the Bodies of the f 
fair Sex to the Form and Uſe of a Funnel, are de- 5 
ſtructive of Health, and impeach the Wiſdom of 
the All- wiſe Creator. As plain and decent as they 
go at Home, as much they aim at Dreſs and 
Finery, when they go Abroad; and endeavour to 
imitate the French and the Exgliſb, tho“ ſomewhat ; 
Riff and aukwardly. They delight in Jewels, 0 
and wear them beyond what becomes their Rank. 
They are eſteem'd the Meaſure of the Bridegroom's 
Love to his Bride, and he is thought to he a very 
cool Courtier, who does not lay out half his Wife's 
Portion in this uſeleſs, dead Commodity; which 
many a young Merchant has experienced, to the 
Prejudice of his Trade, if not to his Ruin, the 
Remainder of her Fortune falling, perhaps, far 
ſhort of the additional Expence of Houſg-keeping, 
_ "WY Tie 
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The Remedy of this, I am told, has been fre- 
quently attempted by a Sumptuary Law : But, 
upon theſe Occaſions, the Power of the Fair Sex, 
even in the Government, has been experienced, 

thoſe intended Laws having always miſcarried, 
either in the Senat, or in the Lower Colleges. 
When the Ladies are . in all their Finery, 
they cover all again, with a black Veil and Petti- 
coat, ſuch as I deſcrib'd in one of my Letters from 
Bremen, which, among the better Sort, are. of 
Silk, and ſometimes laced with a handſome black 
Lace; but among the midling People, of a Kind 
of Ruſſel, and the Vulgar have them of Serge. 

Theſe cover them, and their Cloaths, in ſuch Man- 
ner, that a Man may meet his own Wife in the 
Street, and not know her. When they come to a 
Friend's Houſe, where they make any Stay, 
they not only lay aſide the Veil but the Petticoat 
is gently lifted over their Heads, tho* not without 
ſome Danger of diſcompoſing their Head-Attire, 
and they then appear in their Finery again. This 
1 muſt, however, ſay to their Praiſe, that, at 
Church, they keep their Veils on, and thereby 


prevent that indecent Behavior of both Sexes,

* Mon/. Du Maurier, in his Memoires d' Hambourg, written 
near 100 Years ago, gives a Character of the Women of this 
City, in thoſe Days, widely differing from that our Author 
gives now. In this City (ſays he) the Fair Sex think of no-

o mal y employed in the Affairs of the Family, and the Mai- 

dens with their Needle, or making Bone - lace. You ſee 
nothing but Prudence and good Houſe-wifery among them. 
« A Coguette would be eſteem d a Monſter ; and they read 
none of thoſe Romances, which are the Bane of Youth.

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NoTwiTHSTANDING all this affected Pomp and 
outward Shew, if I amrightly informed, they have 
no great Regard, either to the Fineneſs, or Clean- 
lineſs of their Linen, or under Apparel. I have, 
indeed, myſelf, more than once, ſeen a *very fine 
Lady, in triping into a Coach, unluckily diſcover 
herſelf in Slippers, and with dirty or dearn'd Stock- 
ings. Thoſe, who have examin'd them nearer 
than I have had an Opportunity, or ſhould think it 
decent, to do, will tell you, they are not the 
Cleaneſt limb'd downwards, and pretend to aſſign 
a Reaſon for it, which I ſhall not put you to the 
Bluſh by relating. 

Wuk the ; FOOD go thus veil'd to Church,

War think you, Sir? Would either of them, 
do you believe, ſtand upon her Rank, on theſe 
Conditions? No; the Queſtion was not now, Who 

| ſhould go firſt, but Who ſhould go laſt? And, 
had not there happen'd to have been two Doors 
to the Hall, it would have been as great a Diffi- 
culty to have perſuaded either of them to have 


gone Home. However, this Judgment had that 
ood Effect, that there was no ſuch Thing as a 
iſpute, in Point of Precedency, either in 3ruſ- 
ſels, or in all Flanders, for many Years afterwards.

' ſpeaking, good Houſe- wives, and are not ah ove

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looking into their Oeconomy themſelves, or even 
of puting a Hand to, upon Occaſion, in the Kit- 
chen, which I doubt not but they find turn to 
Account: But whether they may not be ſaid to 
carry the Matter too far, when, at the Entertain- 
ment of a Stranger, they do not, on this Account, 
appear at Table, *till the ſecond Courſe, I leave 
you to judge. They are open-hearted, benevolent, 
and, when in Health, good-humor'd : But there 
reigns a ſtrange Sort of Diſtemper amongſt them, 
which ſeems to be epidemical, or at leaſt to be natu- 
ral, and deſcend from the Mother to the Daugh- 
ter. This I take to be one Species of the Paſſio 
Hyſterica, a Diſeaſe chiefly fatal to the fair Sex: 
They call it, in their Language, Aergerni/z, of 
which I can give you a better Idea, by deſcribing 
the Paroxyſm itſelf, than by attempting the Ety- 
molozzy or Signification of the Word. They are 
inſtan tly ſeiz d with a Shivering in all their Limbs, 
and a violent Palpitation of the Heart; their Veins 
ſwell, their Eyes dart Lightning, their Counte- 
nances:, in ſome, turn as pale as Aſhes, in others, 
as rec l as Blood, and they find themſelves under 
ſuch /\nxieties, that they are ready to tear in Pieces 
whate ver comes in their Way. One almoſt cer- 
tain Effect of it is, a more than ordinary Vocife- 
ration, which vents itſelf in violent, and generally 
injurtous, if not imprecative Expreſſions, not very 
beco ning the fair Sex. When this Vent is want- 
ing, and the whole Venom is turned inward, it 
gene rally proves mortal; this Species of it is diſtin- 
guiſſ id by the Name of Alteration, and ſometimes, 
likes viſe, ſeizes the Male-Sex, of weak and effe- 
min ite Conſtitutions, in whom it diſcovers itſelf, 
among other * by an unconquerable Sullen- 
neſs of Temper. I am told, it is common for ſome, 


both i Men and Women, to carry a Catbolicon about 
| them,

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them, which, in ſome Caſes, may give a little 
preſent Eaſe, but ſeldom effects a perfect Cure, 

THz poor Huſbands, whoſe Wives are ſo 
unhappy to be afflicted with this deſperate Diſeaſe, 
are really to be pitied 3 and the more, as it pro- 
ceeds from ſo many different Cauſes, that it is 
next to impoſſible to provide againſt it. If a She- 
Friend has been too free with her Reputation ; her 
Maid has heedleſly broke a favorite Piece of 
China; her Huſband has happen'd to ly a Night 
abroad, or been too free with any other Female 
at Home: If the Cook has miſcarried in the Dreſ- 
ſing of a Diſh of Meat ; her Ladiſhip's Woman 
miſplaced a Patch, or a Curl in her Hair, or the 
Footman look'd askew on her Lap-Dog; thele, 
or any of theſe unhappy Incidents, are capable of 
bringing Madam within an Inch of her Life. I 
think to perſuade my Friend. Mr. 4, to 
tranſlate the Engliſh Play, call'd The Taming of the 
Shrew, into Higb- German, and to introduce it 
upon the Stage here. Who knows but it may 
have a good Effect? At leaſt he will deſerve the 
Thanks of the Huſbands for attempting the Cure 
of ſo chronical a Diſeaſe in their Wives. 

CarTain Lupiſcus, an Officer of this Gariſon, 
had the Courage to marry a Lady, who, in the 
Time of her. former Husband, and during her 
Widowhood, was fo terribly afflicted with this 
Diſtemper, that ſhe was hardly a Day free from it, 
and that with ſuch violent Paroxyſms, as would ſet 
the whole City in an Uproar, and make even the 
Senat tremble : But he had the good Fortune to 
cure her, even in her Wedding Shoes, by the Ap- 
plication of a Remedy, famous for being of ſove- 
reign Uſe with reſty Horſes, calld in their Lan- 
guage Peitſch, but in Latin, Scutica. 

Bur, to be ſerious ; if I were to recommend a 


Cure for this Diſeaſe, to the Patients themſelves, 
IT 
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it ſhould be, to read frequently the Story of Phi- 
lip II, King of Spain, and his Cabinet-Secretary, 
« This Prince having written a very long Letter, 
* on important Concerns, with his own Hand, 
<« his Secretary, who was order'd to put it in a 
« Cover, and ſeal it with the Royal Signet, by 
« Miſtake took up the Ink inſtead of the Sand- 
« Box, and pour'd it over his Maſter's Writing. 
« The King, without faying a ſingle Word, fat 
« down, and with the greateſt Patience imagi- 
c nable, wrote the ſame Letter again; which 
«© done, he turn'd to the Secretary, and only, with

« the Sand.” I am very much miſtaken, if fo | 
large a Doſe of Patience, frequently repeated, | 
would not work an effectual Cure. 

THe meaner, and even the pooreſt of the Female 
Sex go much more decent in their Dreſs here, than 
in England. Every Station among them has ſome- 
thing particular in Dreſs to diſtinguiſh them, nor 
do they aim at exceeding it, or = what 
they are not. It is rare to ſee a Woman here in 
Rags, which is owing to their not being given up 
fo entirely to Immorality and Debauchery, as with 
us. A poor Woman will rather pinch her Belly, 
to put ſomething upon her Back, than pamper her 
Belly at the Expence of Nakedneſs. They are 
contented to live as they can afford to do, and a 
= Widow, who can earn but 16 d. a Week, by 

iting or ſpining, will maintain herſelf, and three 
or four Children, decently out of it. This Pro- 
priety of Dreſs is no where more obſervable than , 
in their Servant-Maids, who are always decent 
and clean, in a plain and proper Habit, which con- 
fiſts of a Petticoat and Jacket of Serge, _ Day; 
and, perhaps, of Cloth, or a ſlight Silk, for Sun- 
days; a Linen Cap, cloſe to their Heads, and no | 
farther than their Ears, with an Edging or N 

| | o 
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of Muſlin, and a Linen or Silk Handkerchief. 
The Make of this their Habit is always the ſame; 
nor are they allow'd a Plait more in their Caps 
than cuſtomary. Their Wages are ſmall ; ſeldom 
or never above 40 5. and yet they are always neat, 
even at their Work ; and, when out of it, there is 
ſomething in the moſt of 'them very taking. A 
proud Mins, who like the Generality of ours, 
ſhould aim at dreſſing like her Miſtreſs, or but at 
wearing a Gown, or Headcloaths, would not be 
ſuffer'd in their Houſes. Theſe Wenches, when 
married to Handicrafts-men, Sailors, or the like, 
or when, pretending to be fo, and their Husband 
at Sea, or elſewhere abſent, they ſerve as Nurſes, 
are then allow'd two Plaits more in their Caps, or 
a Silk one over it, which is all the Difference Mar- 
riage makes in their Dreſs. 3 
Bu r ſince I have juſt mentioned Nurſes, I muſt 
not omit mentioning the vaſt Number of theſe Do- 
meſtick Conveniences, which this City affords, for 
the Uſe of idle and unnatural Mothers, who, for 
their own Eaſe or Pleaſure, can deprive their Chil- 
dren of that natural Suſtenance, which the Wiſdom 
of the Supream Being has ordained for them, and 
can turn them grazing into foreign Paſture, They 
are computed to be ſeldom leſs than 4 or 5000 
and the moſt, if not all of them, young Wenches, 
who have been debauch'd, and got rid of the 
Fruits of their unlawful Pleaſures, either by a na- 
tural Death, throwing them upon the Public, or, 
1 fear, but too often, by violent Means. The beſt 
Merchants, and even Senators, make no Scruple of 
taking theſe Huſſeys into their Houſes, and their 
being Wh——res is ſo far from being an Objec- 
tion, that they even chuſe them preferably to ho- 
neſt married Women ; and they alledge this whim- 
ſical Reaſon for it: Man and Wife (lay they) are 
frequently, if not continually, brawling and 
| „ ſcolding, 
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« fcolding ; this muſt of courſe ſour and taint the 
« Milk, and render it unwholſome; whereas ſtolen 
«© Pleaſures being ſweet, it is to be ſuppos'd, that 
« the Children theſe Wenches have, are begotten 


„in the Height of Delight, and conſequently 


their Milk wholeſome and nouriſhing”. People 
of Faſhion are, however, generally fo cautious, 
to have their Milk, as well as their Perſons, exa- 
mir'd by a Phyſician, or, at leaſt, by the Granny 
of the Family; that if they labour under any Diſ- 
eaſe, it may, if poſſible, be diſcover'd. Theſe 
Wenches, when thus employ'd, as Nurſes, have 
not only double the Wages they had as Maid-Ser- 


vants, and many other Advantages, but are fo 


pamper*d and tended, for the Sake of the Child, 
that it 1s no ſmall Encouragement to young Wenches, 
who are Eye-Witneſſes of it, to give way to their 
Pleaſures, when they can ſo much mend their Con- 
dition by it: And this undoubtedly is one Reaſon, 
why a Supply of theſe Creatures is never wanting. 
What think you, Sir? is this Method, or that of 
our good Women in England, of puting out their 
Children to Nurſe, moſt eligible ? They are both 
inhuman, and, without an abſolute Neceſſity, ſin- 
ful ; but I am inclin'd to pronounce for the former, 
notwithſtanding fome Inconveniences that attend 
lt. | 

T0o conclude this Letter, I ſhall juſt mention a 
Word or two of the Cheapneſs and Goodneſs of 
Proviſions here. I think I cook Notice, in a for- 
mer Letter, of the Cheapneſs of Fiſh ; but as cheap 
as it is, as good is it likewiſe. The Hamburgbers 
tell you, they have a different Kind of Fiſh, in the 


| beſt of its Seaſon, for every Month in the Lear: 


How far this is true, I have not been fo nice to ob- 
ſerve ; but for all Sorts of Fiſh, which we have in 
London, they have them here in much greater Per- 
tection, and for a ſixth Part of the Price; except- 


ing * | 
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ing Mackrel, freſh Herrings, and Sprats, which 
they have not at all; Salmon and Trouts, which 
they have, indeed, but as dear, or dearer than with 
us , and Oyſters, which they muſt have from Eng- 
land or Holſtein: And they are fo nice in their Fiſh, 
that excepting Cod and Haddock, which, rho? they 
have them very freſh, it is impoſſible to have alive, 
the pooreſt People will not buy dead Fiſh. Their 
Butcher's Meat is likewiſe very good, better than 
I have met with any- where elſe, in Germany; and 
excepting Mutton, which is not ſo well taſted, as 
good as in England. The Price is generally. one 
Sort with another, 2 d. or, at moſt, 2 54. per 
Pound. Tame Fowls are alſo very good, and not 
above half the Price as at London; but for wild 
Fowl and Veniſon it is very dear, and the latter 
very lean. Their Beer is very bad; but their Wine 
is ſo much the better and cheaper, chiefly French, 
and more white than red; and the older it is the 
more they value it, and the greater Price is ſet up- 
on it, from 3 d a Quart, which is the cheapeſt, to 
12 d, which is the deareſt, at Taverns. As Pro- 
viſions are cheap, ſo likewiſe is Day- labor, not 
above the Third of what it is with us; and labor- 


ing People can the better afford it, as they are us d 


to live very mean, and Houſe - rent is likewiſe cheap. 
Whatever elſe may, for the future, occur to me, 
with Reſpect to the Inhabitants of this Place, and 
their Way of living, I ſhall obſerve occaſionally. 
In the mean Time, I remain, &c. 


* There was formerly ſuch Plenty of Salmon caught in the 
River El, and it was ſo very cheap, that it was thought ne- 
ceſſary to make a Law, to exempt Servants from being con- 
ſtrained to eat it above twice a Week ; which Law is yet read, 
among other ancient Statutes, to the People, from a Window 
of the Senat-houſe, once every Year, but very unneceſſarily ; 
for few Maſters can now come at it twice in a Year.

Solemnity, was that of Julius Ceſar, in Gre, ot 
which I gave you an Account in a former Letter; 
but it was introduced and concluded with two mag- 
nificent ſeparate Drama's, compos d for this Pur- 
poſe, entitled, The Foy and Happineſs of the Britiſh 
Nation, in a Muſical Prologue and Epilogue, ac- 
companied with Illuminations and Fire-works. 
The whole Houſe was, upon this Occaſion, illumi- 
nated and adorn'd in a beautiful Manner; with Lu- 
ſtre's, and a vaſt Number of Glaſs-Sconces, with 
Wax-Candles. The Orcheſtre was provided with 
a better Concert of inſtrumental Muſick than ordi- 
nary, and in two Balconies over each End of it, 
were two Choirs of Trumpets, French Horns and 
Kettle-Drums. As ſoon as Mr. ch and his 
Gueſts entered the Houſe, they were ſaluted with 
a pompous Martial Symphony, which continued 
till every one was conveniently ſeated 3; when the 
Curtain drew up leiſurely under a fofter Symphony 


of Flutes and Violins, and diſcover'd the matt 
| noble 
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noble and beautiful Proſpect I ever ſaw on any 
Stage. The Whole Theatre was illuminated with 
ſeveral Thouſands of Lamps, diſpos'd, however, 
in ſuch. Manner, behind - tranſparent Scenes, that 
none of them were to be ſeen, and yet the Light 
they gave was extreamly penetrating by Reaſon of 
their great Number. 1 
TRE Fore-part of the Stage was deſign'd to 
repreſent a large Court before the Temple of Mars, 
with the Temple in View, open and finely illumi- 
nated. On each Side of the Front were two fine 
Thrones, on which - were placed two Singers re- 
— Mars and Minerva. Beyond theſe, in 
erſpective, was a double Row of Columns, 
wreath'd with Branches of Laurels and Olives. 
Before theſe were 12 Pedeſtals, and upon each a 
tranſparent Eſcutcheon, adorn'd with Trophies, 
in which were 12 Emblematic Repreſentations, 
deſcribing 12 Attributes, aſcrib'd to the Kings 
of Great Britain. * 
T n x Columns ſupported ſix threefold trium- 
phant Arches, tranſparent, adorn'd with Foliage, 
of ſundry Colors, interſpers'd with proper Em- 
blems, Mottoes and Devices, in Honor to his Ma- 
jeſty's facred Perſon, and moſt illuſtrious Houſe, 
BETWEEN the Pillars were erected 10 Thrones, 
in Niches, adorn'd with Feſtoons and Flowers, 
upon which fat 10 Nymphs (who ſung in the 
Choruſes ) repreſenting 10 Bleſſings, which his 
Majeſty's Dominions enjoy under his happy Ac- 
miniſtration, viz. Moderation, Tranquility, Liberty, 


| Concord, F uſtice, Toleration, P lenty, Security, Con- 
tent, Foy. Each of theſe Nymphs had a Repre- 


ſentation of her Adverſary, bound in Chains, at 
her Feet, viz. Tyranny, Civil Broils, Captivity, 
Diſcord, Injuſtice, Perſecution, Want, Incervitude. 
Deſpair and Sorrow And over each Nich was 
placed a proper Emblem, yu a Motto. 1 
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In the Middle of the Stage, under the trium- 


phal Arches, were ſix tranſparent Columns, adorn'd 


with Foliage and Flowers, in the Middle of which 
were ſix Ovals, and in them the following Words: 
Prerogativa Corone, Privilegium Procerum, Liber- 
tas Populi. The Columns were joined by a Chain 
of 32 Links, each containing a Letter, and to- 
gether forming the following Inſcription: Ex his 
tribus Vinculum indiſſolubile. Before theſe Columns 
were a Lion and Unicorn, ſupporting the two Ini- 
tial Letters of his Majeſty's Name, injCyphers; and 
upon the Columns reſted three tranſparent Arches, 
containing Chronogrammatic Inſcriptions. 

In the Center, under the fartheſt Arch, was 
erected, on a Pedeſtal of white Marble, a gilt 
Statue of his Majeſty, as large as Life, in his 
Royal Robes, adorn'd with the Enſigns of the 
moſt noble Order of the Garter, having the Im- 
perial Crown of Great Britain on his Head, and 
the Scepter and Globe in his Hands. On the

fant Proſpect in the County of Oxford, where the 

River 1/s falls into the Thame, and both * 
| J orm 
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form the famous River Thamiſis or Thames. At a 
Diſtance was diſcovered a large Arch, finely illu- 


minated, thro' which appeared the Conflux of 
theſe two Rivers. | 

On each Side of the Arch, between the Columns, 
were two tranſparent Niches, in which were Fl- 
gures, repreſenting theſe two Rivers; and above, 
on the Corniſh, two more, repreſenting Trade and 
Wealth, | 

Unvper the Arch, were the Arms of the City 
of London, in the Center, and, on each Side, 
thoſe of the twelve principal Companies, in their 
proper Colors, with a Latin Inſcription under 
them. 

Tun Perſons of the Dramma, were Neptune, 
ZEolus, the Thames, with the ſeveral Choruſes at- 
tending them, and as well in the Epilogue as the 
Prologue, was a great Variety of ſplendid Dances. 

Ar the Concluſion of the Epilogue, the Fore- 
part of the Stage was ſuddenly darken'd, the Conflux 
of the two Rivers diſappear'd, and inſtead thereof 
was diſcover*d, thro? the Arch, the River Thames, 
in its Courſe thro the City of London, with a 
beautiful Proſpect of that City by Moon: light; 
in the Nature ot the Theatre of the World, ſhewn at 
London, but infinitely larger. On the River lay fix 
Ships at Anchor, with Colors diſplay'd-and Pen- 
dants flying, in the Form of a Halt-Moon. In 
the Middle of this Half-Moon, was plac'd'the Fire- 
work, on ſundry Pontons, likewiſe in the Form of 
a Half-Moon, and in the following Order::

In the Center, under the fartheſt Arch, was 
erected, on a Pedeſtal of white Marble, a gilt 
Statue of his Majeſty, as large as Life, in his 
Royal Robes, adorn'd with the Enſigns of the 
moſt noble Order of the Garter, having the Im- 


| perial Crown of Great Britain on his Head, and 


the Scepter and Globe in his Hands. On the 
Peſteſtal was a proper Inſcription. | 
Ar the Foot of the Pedeſtal, on a ſmall Ele- 
vation, fat a Singer, repreſenting Great Britain, 
and, on each Side of her, four others, repreſent- 
ing France, Ireland, Hannover and America, in 
_ Habits, i NaN 

- BeninD all this were repreſented the Entrance 
into the Temple, thro? two magnificent Porches 
and the whole Temple finely illuminated. 


Tux Performers in the Dramma were thoſe al- 
ready mention'd, together with the Goddeſs of 


Peace, and the ſeveral Choruſes attending them.. 
Arrzx this Muſical Prologue, was perform'd the 


Opera of Julius Ceſar in Eg ypt; and, after the Opera, 


we were alſo entertain'd with a Muſical Epilogue. 
Tux Stage, in the Epilogue, repreſented a plea- 


fant Proſpect in-the County of Oxford, where the 
River Js falls into the Thume, and both goth 
F orm 
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form the famous River Thamiſis or Thames. At a 


Diſtance was diſcovered a large Arch, finely illu- 


minated, thro' which appeared the Conflux of 
theſe two Rivers. 

On each Side of the Arch, between the Columns, 
were two tranſparent Niches, in which were Fi- 
gures, repreſenting theſe two Rivers; and above, 
on the Corniſh, two more, repreſenting Trade and 
Wealth. | 

Unper the Arch, were the Arms of the City 
of London, in the Center, and, on each Side, 
thoſe of the twelve principal Companies, in their 
proper Colors, with a Latin Inſcription under 
them, 

Tux Perſons of the Dramma, were Neptune, 
Eolus, the Thames, with the ſeveral Choruſes at- 
tending them, and as well in the Epilogue as the 
Prologue, was a great Variety of ſplendid Dances. 

Ar the Concluſion of the Epilogue, the Fore- 
part of the Stage was ſuddenly darken'd, the Conflux 
of the two Rivers diſappear d, and inſtead thereof 
was diſcover'd, thro' the Arch, the River Thames, 
in its Courſe thro' the City of London, with a 
beautiful Proſpect of that City by Moon: light; 
in the Nature ot the Theatre of the World, ſhewn at 


London, but infinitely larger. On the River lay fix 


Ships at Anchor, with Colors diſplay'd and Pen- 
dants flying, in the Form of a Halt-Moon. In 
the Middle of this Half-Moon, was plac'd the Fire- 
work, on ſundry Pontons, likewiſe in the Form of 
a Half-Moon, and in the following Order: 

AT the two Corners, were plac d two Columns, 
with Crowns on them: Within theſe, two Pyramids, 
form*d of Stars, with two radiant Suns on the Top; 
and in the Middle of them the Letters G. R. and 
in the Pedeſtals Anno. 1727. Within theſe, on 
two Pedeſtals, were two of. the Royal Grenadiers 
ſtanding Sentry, on cach Side of the two Initial 
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Letters of his Majeſty's Name, G. L. in a Cy- 

her, with a Crown over them, which were plac'd. 
in the Center, ſupported by the Lion and Unicorn: 
And between theſe Figures, ſomething elevated, 
were the Letters VIVAT. 


Tur Fire-work was introduced by a fine Mar: 


' ſhal Symphony, accompanied with Trumpets, 


French Horns, and Kettle Drums, which was 
follow'd by the Diſcharge of 45 Cannon from the 
Ships and Shoar. After this, all Sorts of artificial 
Fire was pump'd out of the Tops of the” Crowns 
on the Columns. Then the Stars of the Pyramids, 
and radiant Suns on the Top of them burnt in 
white Fire, and the Letters in the Suns, and the 
Pedeſtal of the Pyramids in blue. After this, 
Neptune roſe out of the Water, and, with his 
blazing Trident, ſet Fire to the King's Cypher 
and Crown, with the VIVAT, which burnt the 
firſt in blue, and the laſt in white Fire; and, at 
the ſame Time, all Sorts of artificial Fire, Pea- 
cocks-tails, and the like, were play'd and fill'd 
the Air: And to conclude, a great Number of 
Rockets, and Fire-balls, proceeded from the Tops 
of the Grenadier's Caps: The Martial Symphony 
continuing all the while. The Curtain was no 
ſooner drop'd, than all the Doors, Windows and 
Twilights of the Stage, were immediately thrown 
ao" to carry off the Smoak, which, by that 
eans, did not in the leaſt offend the Audience. 
Trxsx Pieces were continued for four ſucceſſive 
Days, and met with the Applauſe they juſtly de- 
ſerv'd : But this I muſt beg Leave to obſerve, that 
tho my Friend, Mr. -d, has, upon this 
Occaſion, ſhewn a great Fertility of Invention, 
yet it borders too much on that falſe Wit ſo beau- 
tifully deſcrib'd by Mr. Addiſon, in the firſt Vo- 


Jume of the SpeFators, and abounds too much in 


Chrono- 
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. Chronograms and the like “: So likewiſe his Ar- 
chitecture, tho very beautiful, has a little too much 
of the Gothick in it, I mean of the Extravagances 
of an 2 Fancy 7. 

Tuis Entertainment being over, I was carried, 
by an Acquaintance, to drink a Glaſs of Wine, 
at a Tavern where there is the largeſt Caſk in 
this City, containing upwards of a Hundred Hogſ- 
heads. We found it fill'd with old French White» 
Wine, a Liquor very much in Eſteem; and, 
indeed, excepting Rheniſb or Old Hock, almoſt 
the only Wine drank here: For you ſeldom meet 
with Red Wine, except in the Houſes of the 

French or Engliſh: And this old French White- 
Wine is valued, and a Price ſet upon it, according 
to its Age. We drank three or four Pint-Rummers 
ſtanding at the Head of the Caſk, during which 
I took Notice of a more than ordinary Noiſe, as 
of Men quarrelling in their Cups ; but, at the ſame 
Time, accompanied with an almoſt inceſſant 
Laughing, which appeared to be in the fame 
Apartment, and at no great Diſtance. Theſe in- 
coherent Sounds ſeeming to proceed from one and 
the ſame Company, put me upon enquiring into 
the Meaning of them. My Friend told me, ſmil- 
ing, that, in an adjacent Room, there met, every

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Night, the oddeſt Set of Mortals that ever came 
together over a Bottle; that their whole Converſa- 
tion and Diverſion conſiſted in railing at and vi- 
lifying one another, with the moſt vulgar Ex- 


pron the Invention of the moſt abandon'd 
ob could produce, and he who excelPd, and 


was moſt ready in ſuch foul-mouth'd Language, 


was the Hero of the Night. As this ſeem'd 
to me, to be the moſt ſingular of all the ex- 
traordinary Clubs I had ever heard of, 1 was 
curious to be an Eye or rather an Ear-Witneſs 
of this polite Converſation ; and the Room, where 


this genteel Company aſſembled, being a public 


Room, we order d a Quart Rummer of Wine 
to be brought us into the ſame Apartment. We 
found the greateſt Part of the Society was already 
departed ; but the eight or ten Members, who 
were yet remaining, made a Clamor that might 
have paſgd for a Hundred, and were too intent 
on their Diverſion, to take any Notice of our 
coming in. They ſeem'd to be Artificers or 
Tradeſmen, who met to waſh away the Cares 
and Labor of the Day in a merry Glaſs ; but ſure 
never was Mirth ſo extravagant. Tho” their Num- 
ber was now ſmall, yet there was more Noiſe and 
Confuſion among them than at a Bear-Garden, and 
more vile and ſhocking Diſcourſe, than I ever 
heard at Billingſgate.

moſt ſhocking, this Society was far from conſiſting of Men 


of ſo mean Stations of Life as our Author ſuppoſes; there

LETTER XXXII. 


1 HAMBURG. 
5. TT WAS inform'd, ſome Time fince, of 
l BB: a very whimſical Aſſembly in this Town, 
SF which is frequented by Perſons of the 
greateſt DiſtinCtion , I mean at the Toilet 
of an ancient Lady of Quality. Tou may re- 
member, it was ſome Years ago the Faſhion for 
Ladies to receive Viſits in Bed: However, I be- 
lieve thoſe Compliments were not often paid to 
Ladies of 60 Years of Age or upwards. But for 
the Toilet, the ſecret TranſaQtions of it are and 
ought to be held as facred as the Cabinet of a prime 
Miniſter of State. Had ſome celebrated Beauty, 
indeed, condeſcended to have diſplay'd her Charms 
in ſo open a Manner, I ſhould not ſo much have 
wonder'd if the Beau Monde had reſorted: thither, 
to feaſt their Eyes at fo delicious a Banquet: But 
what Pleaſure the Male-Sex could have in viewing 
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a Lady not far ſhort of her grand Climacteric, in 
the Action of vainly attempting to repair the 
Ruins of Time, I could not conceive. I was, there- 
fore, impatient to ſee this grand Curioſity ; and 
having deſired a Friend to introduce me, was yeſter- 
day carried to this extraordinary Aſſembly. The 
Lady I mean, is the old Counteſs Y----z----t, who 
lives in one of the fineſt, beſt built, and beſt fur- 
niſh'd Houſes in this City, and this Aſſembly is 
held for an Hour or two before Dinner. We were 
carried into her Ladyſhip's Drefſing-Room, which 
we found almoſt fill'd with Perſons of Quality, and 
I obſerved ſome foreign Miniſters among them, 
who, I ſhould have thought, might have paſs'd 
their Time better. The Gentlemen were all ſtand- 
ing, and had form'd a Sort of Ring round the 
Lady's Toilet, where ſhe was ſiting on a low- 
back'd Elbow-Chair, bare-headed, with her Gentle. 
woman behind her, combing her grey Locks, 
whilſt ſhe was cleanſing the few Teeth ſhe had left, 
and between whiles diſcourſing with the Company. 
As I could find nothing in this that could give 
great Delight to the Eye, I flatter'd myſelf, that 
by geting towards the Front of the Ring, I 
ſhould not fail of meeting with ſome Entertain- 
ment for the Mind; for I had been inform'd, it 
was the Lady's Wit and Underſtanding that had 
gain'd her ſo many Admirers. I found the Lan- 
guage an odd Compoſition of German and French, 
ometimes indeed ſpoken alternatively ; but oftner 
interwoven, While I was at ſome Diſtance, I 
would have ſworn by the Airs, the Smiles and 
Mirth, that every Compliment which paſs'd muſt 
be refin'd to Sublimity, and every Jeſt, Wit An- 
=_ : But when I came within hearing, good 
» What Stuff! Hang me, if I have not heard 
Porters and Fiſh-wives talk better Senſe, and break 
Jeſts infinitely more touching. I was ſoon as im- 
PIWHY UL, patient 
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patient to be going, as I had been before to ſee 
this Aﬀſembly 3 but as I found my Friend would 
not be the firſt; nor did I care to appear ſingular ; 
I therefore bethought myſelf of a Stratagem to 
break up the Company. I remember'd I had 
ſome of my learned Friend's Univerſal Snuff, for 
refreſhing the 3 in my Pocket; and pul- 
ling out my Box, offer'd a Pinch of it to the 
Gentleman who ſtood next to me; and he, for 
the Singularity of it, offer'd it to the Lady. She 
had ſcarce clear'd her Fingers of the Pinch The 
had taken, before it began to work moſt Effica- 
ciouſly : Her Loquacity began to abate; a gloomy 
Penſiveneſs fat on her Brow, and the Vapors ſeiz d 
her Ladyſhip in ſo violent a Manner, that ſhe was 
oblig*d to retire, and of Courſe the Company 
broke up. The Symptoms were ſo extraordinary, 
that every Body was apprehenſive of the Conſe- 
quences 3 but happening to take a few Drops of 
the Water of Lethe, her Recovery was as ſudden 
as the Fit, and the Lady was in a Condition to 
ſee Company again the ſame Evening. 

Goinc from this whimſical Aſſembly towards 
the Exchange, I obſerv'd a great Concourſe of 
People flocking into the Town- Hall, which is 
near it, and, upon Enquiry, found it was to ſee 
the Ceremony of pronouncing Sentence of Death 
perform'd on a Malefactor, who had been guilty 
of a very barbarous Murder. As there is ſome- 
thing very ſingular in this Ceremony, as. well as 
in the Execution of it afterwards, a Relation thereof 
may not be unacceptable to you. When I came 
into the Town Hall, 1 found the whole Senat fit- 
ing, in a Sort of oc Tribunal, in their Habit 
of State. This Habit is ſo very extrordinary, 


that I ſhould find it difficult to deſcribe ir to you, 
fo as to be underſtood, To give you, however, 
a Sketch of this whimſical Dreſs, 1t conſiſts of a 


Sort 
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Sort of Tabard or looſe Coat (hanging over a 
common Suit of black Cloaths) with ſhort Sleeves, 
and reaching to the Calves of their Legs. This 

Garment, which conſiſts of a Mixture of 
Silk and Velvet, adorn'd with monſtrous large 
Tuffts, all black, is of the moſt odd Shape and 
Make of any Thing I ever ſaw. The Facings, 
which are at leaſt ſix Inches broad, I obſerv'd 
to be of Sattin, in the Habit of a Senator, and 
of a dark brown Fur, in that of a Burghermaſter. 
They all wear Ruffs of a monſtrous Size, and 
large high crown'd Hats of Velvet, likewiſe of a 
very ſingular Form, and the whole very heavy and 
cumberſom; and yet, with this ſweltering Dreſs, 
they are always burthen'd, when upon Buſineſs, 
which is daily of one Sort or other, and at Fune- 
rals. But to return; The Senat being ſeated, all 
cover'd, but the preſiding Burghermaſter, and the 
Priſoner brought into Court, his whole Proceſs 
was read over to him, and then the Sentence pro- 
nounc'd; which was to have the Fleſh torn off 
his Arms with red hot Pincers, and then to be 
broke, not on, but with the Wheel, alive. During 
the Ceremony, I obſerved ſeveral of the Senators 
had a Sort of Fan in their Hands made of Feathers, 
ſuch as they uſe here to blow Fires with inſtead of 
Bellows. Upon aſking a Perſon who ſtood near 
me, what was the Meaning of it, I was told it 
was the Remains of Popiſh Superſtition. It was 
luppos'd, that ſuch notorious Malefactors were poſ- 
ſels d with a Devil, who, when the Sentence was 
pronounc'd, having perform'd his Part, left him, 
and theſe Fans, which I ſuppoſe were dip'd in 
Peter's univerſal. Pickle, were a Sort of defenſive 
Weapons to ſecure their Worſhips from any Inſult 
from his D----1ſ----p ; and the ſame Perſon ſhewed 
me a ſquare Trap-Door in the Ceiling, thro* which, 
being open'd upon theſe Occaſions, he was ſup- 


pos'd 
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os d to make his Exit. Whether any ſuch idle 

tory did ever prevail among the Vulgar, in thoſe 
Days of Ignorance, or whether that Perſon endea- 
vor'd to impoſe on my Credulity, I leave undeter- 
min'd ; but I give it you as it was told me. The 
Day for pronouncing Sentence on Malefactors, for 
capital Crimes, is here always on a Friday, and 
Execution is on the Monday following. 

I Hap the Curioſity to go the next Day to ſee 
the Priſoner, in the common Priſon, which is here 
the Hangman's Houſe ; and was pleas'd to find, 
that theſe unhappy Wretches (tho? the Puniſhment 
they ſuffer is more adequate to the Atrocity of their 
Crimes, than with us) are, till the melancholy Hour 
comes, treated with more Humanity. Before Sen- 
tence, they are chain'd to an oblong Table, in a lower 
Room of the Priſon, and particular Care is taken 
that they behave with Decency. At Night, they 
are carried up Stairs, where they are chain'd to 
the Floor, with Straw to ly on, and the Hang- 
man is allow'd four Marks (or about 5 5. 4d.) a 
Week, for the Maintenance of each Priſoner. 
But they have no ſooner receiv'd Sentence, than 
inſtead of being thrown into a noiſom Dungeon, 
as is the inhuman Method with us, they are car- 
ried into a handſom upper Room, where they are 
allow'd a good Bed, and all reaſonable Comforts 
in Eating and Drinking; and from this Time, 
they are conſtantly attended by an able Miniſter, 
which Duty every Clergy-man who has a Living 
in this City, is oblig'd to perform by Rotation. 
However, the Clergy have introduced this Cruelty, 
that if the Convict happen to be a Roman Catholic, 
Calviniſt or Few, he is not allow'd to prepare for 
Heaven, in the Way he has been educated ; but is 
conſtantly harraſs'd by the Lutheran Prieſts, in 
Hopes of making a Convert of him. | 


BEING 
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BEIN o, upon this Occaſion, as a Stranger, 
ſhewn the whole Houſe, I obſerv'd the Hangman's 
Apartments handſomly furniſh'd, his Wife and 
Children decently dreſs'd, and the Man himſelf 
a clever, genteel, well-behav'd Fellow: This put 
me upon enquiring what might be the Revenue 
and Perquiſites of a Hangman ( Scharfrichter, or 
Severe Judge, for that is his Title) in this Place; 
and I was told, tho* the Office is in ſome Meaſure 
reckon'd ſcandalous, the Income is conſiderable, 
and, beſides the Salary, ariſes from the followin 
Perquilites: 1. As I faid before, he is allow' 
four Marks per Week, for the boarding of every 
Priſoner; and 2. the ſame Sum for each Priſoner, 
every Time he is carried up to his Trial, which 
is generally four or five Times. 3. One Mark 
for every Execution, of whatever Kind, whether 
Whiping, Hanging, Beheading, &c. 4. Two 
Pence for every Perſon who comes to ſee the Pri- 
fon and Priſoners, and four Pence after a Condem- 
nation 3 which, as the Curioſity of the Vulgar here 


is infatiable, raiſes a large Sum, the Houſe being 


almoſt continually full on theſe Occaſions. 5. The 
Hangman 1s T---m-t---dman general of the whole 
City. 6. He has the Privilege, that all dead 


Horſes, Cattle, and other dead Beaſts muſt be 


carried out of the City, by his Servants, for which, 
beſides the Hides, he is in Right to demand a 
Fee of a Dollar for a Horſe, and fo in Proportion: 
And if any preſume to throw out, bury, or other- 
wiſe convey away, but a Dog or a Cat without his, 
Knowledge, and Satisfaction given him, he has 


Power to ſet his Cart at their Door, and let it 


remain there till they have compounded with him. 
. Every other Year, his Servants, who, for that 
„go daily thro? the Streets with great Clubs, 
have Power, during the Dog-Days, to knock all 
the Dogs on the Head they meet with, that have 
not 
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not their Maſter's Ticket round their Necks, which 
muſt be purchav'd at four Pence each: 8. And in 
the enſuing Year, he is in Right to demand a 
Piece of Mony, which is generally an Halfpenny 
or a Penny of every Houle in the City, and in 
Caſe of Refuſal has Power to break a Pane of 
Glaſs. Judge you, Sir, what all theſe Perqui- 
ſites, in ſo great a City as Hamburg (which is ſaid 
to contain 30,000 Houſes) muſt amount to. With 
this, he is reputed a very good Surgeon, and in Caſes 
of Diſlocations and Fractures is employ'd preferable 
to any other. The very Superſtition and Folly of 
the Vulgar adminiſter to his Advantage: The 
Blood of Perſons beheaded ; a certain Moſs growing 
on the Head of Wretches who have hung ſome 
Months on the Gallows ; nay the Birchen Rods, 
with which a Criminal has been whipt, are fondly 
believed to be Sovereign Remedies in certain Caſes, 
and purchas'd at a dear Rate. A Knife, Sword, 
or any other Inſtrument, with which a Perſon has 
been murder'd, put into the Hands of a Woman 
in Labor, gives a ſpeedy Delivery: The Fat of 
Dogs, us'd- as a Pomade, is an excellent Preſerva- 
tive of the Skin, and as ſuch purchas'd by Ladies 
of the beſt Diſtinction at an extravagant Rate, 
with 20 more ſuch egregious Follies, which bring 
daily Griſt to his Mill. 

Havins ſeen all the upper Part of this Priſon, I 
was carried to fee the Place and Inſtruments of Tor- 
ture, which are in the Cellar. By their Laws, in cri- 


minal Caſes, no Man is puniſhable here, without a 


Self. Confeſſion; but ro extort this Confeſſion, they 
have five Degrees of Torture, which are applied, 
one after the other, in Proportion to the Strength 
of the Evidence, in Support of the Accuſation. 
If there be no direct Proof, they proceed no far- 
ther than the firſt Degree, or, as they call it, the 
Territion; when the Perſon accus'd is carried into 


the 
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the Place of Torture, ſtript, and the Executioner, 
in a Readineſs to perform the Office, with the In- 
ſtruments of Torture, ſhewn him; if this have 


no Effect, and no farther Proof appears, he is clear'd. 


If there be ſome direct Proof to any Part of the 
Fact laid in the Accuſation, attended with pro- 
bable Circumſtances, they proceed to the ſecond, 


third or fourth Degree, according to the Weight 


thereof, begining always with the loweſt 3 but 
they never go ſo far as the laſt Degree, unleſs 
the Fa& be clearly and inconteſtably made our. 
This laſt Degree of Torture being very ſingular, 
I ſhall give you a Deſcription of it. They call it 
the Pein-Banck (or Bench of Pain) and the Man- 
ner is this: At one End of the Cellar is a Sort of 
Bench or Table, ſloping downwards, about 10 
Foot long, and two and a half broad : The Pri- 
ſoner, after having before undergone the other 
Degrees of Torture, being ſtript naked to the 
Waiſt, is laid on this Table, on his Back, and 
his Feet ſtrap'd down to the two lower Corners 
of it. His Arms being tied behind him, with 
a Rope round his Wriſts, are, by Means of a 
Pully at the upper End of the Table, drawn up, 
in ſuch Manner as to diſlocate the Shoulder Bones, 
and turn them quite round, to ftretch the Body be- 
yond its uſual Length. In the mean Time, an 
nſtrument, which they call the Geſpictte Haſe 
(or Larded Hare ) being an Iron Roll as long as 
the Breadth of the Table, and about two Inches 
Diameter, the Surface of which is full. of Iron 
Spikes, about the third of an Inch long, is plac'd 
under the ſmall of his Back, and as the Weight of 
his Body forces thoſe Spikes, that are uppermoſt, 
into him, ſo every Twitch of the Pully removes 
it higher, and fixes other Spikes into his Back, 
*rill, in the Bnd, it comes up to his Shoulder- 


Bones: And as if all this was not ſufficient Tor- 
ture,

ture, the Executioner ſtands by the Side of the 
poor Wretch, with a Pot of melted Brimſton, 
which, by Means of a Bundle of Quills, with the 
Feathers on, he is continually ſprinkling on his Belly, 
Breaſts and Arms. What think you, Sir, of this 
Inhumanity ? Is it poſſible, that the Hopes of pre- 
ſerving a miſerable Life, ſhould enable a Perſon to 
endure ſuch exquiſite Pain for five or ſix Hours 
together; that being the Time uſually employ'd 
in going thro? all the Degrees of Torture? I am 
told it 1s, and that there have been Inſtances of 
Perſons who have endur'd them all, and eſcap'd 
with Life. They tell you, as ſomething remark- 
able, that two of their Magiſtrates, who, about 
che Year 1682, invented this laſt Degree of Tor- 
ture, were the firſt who experienc'd it: For havi 
conſpir'd to deliver the City into the Hands of 
the King of Denmark, the Plot was diſcover'd, 
and the two Ring-Leaders being brought to a 
Confeſſion, by the ſame cruel Argument they had 
invented for others, paid for their Treachery with 
their Heads. The interlocutory Sentence; by which 
a Priſoner is adjudg' d to Torture, is only general ; 
but the Degree is lock'd up in the Breaſt of the 
Judges, who are always preſent, fiting, with a 
Clerk to take down the Confeſſion in Writing, at 
a Table with a Curtain drawn round it, ſo that they 
can hear and ſpeak to the ſuffering Wretch, without 
being Eye-Watneſſes of this Cruelty ; and can mi- 
tigate or extend it, according to the Strength, or 
other Circumſtances of the Patient. | 
Bur to return to the Malefator I firſt men- 
tion'd ; T had the Curioſity, for once, to ſee ſo 
ſhocking a Sight as his Execution. On the Mon- 
day following his Sentence, at Noon, he was brought 
out of the Priſon, attended by two Miniſters, ohe 
on each Side of him; and was plac'd in a Cart, 
lating on a Bench, with his Hands tied to each 


Side 
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Side of it, and the Inſtruments, with which he had 
commited the Murder, hanging about his Neck. At 
the ſame Time, an iron Pan, with burning. Charcoal, 
and a Pair of monſtrous large Iron Pincers in it, were 
put in the Cart ; and the Cloaths and Shirt being 
torn off the Priſoner's right-Arm, the Executioner 
ſeiz d it above the Elbow, with the red hot Pincers, 
and, as I apprehended, tore the Piece off; for, not- 
withſtanding the Wound was cauteriz'd, with the 
red hot Iron, Blood iſſued plentifully from it. The 
Place where the Murder was commited being not 
far from the Priſon, the Cart was drove thither, 
and there the Priſoner. ſuffer*d the ſame in his left 


Arm. In this mangled Condition, he was carried 


to the Place of Execution, which is about half a 
Mile without the Town, in the Suburb of St. George's; 
a large high artificial Mount, with a broad Moat 
round it, and a Draw-Bridge ; and ſituate in ſuch 
a Manner, that the Execution may be ſeen at a 

t Diſtance. The Slowneſs of the Proceſſion, 
thro? an incredible Crowd, and the Diſtance, made 
it a good Hour before the Priſoner came to the 
fatal Place, the two Miniſters walking all the 
Way, on each Side of the Cart, praying for and 
exhorting him; a true Slavery, which our eaſy 
Prieſts here would hardly be brought to comply 
with. The Cart being come to the Foot of the 
Bridge, the Priſoner was led between the two Mi- 


niſters to the Top of the Mount, where, after a 


very ſhort Preparation, he was ſtript to the Waiſt, 
and laid on his Back, on a Sort of a wooden Frame, 
rais d about a Foot and a half above the Ground, 
in ſuch a Manner, that his Arms and Legs lay 
hollow. The Executioner then, with a wooden 
Cart-wheel, firſt broke his Legs and Arms, then the 
Body being turn'd, gave him three Strokes with 
the Wheel, on the Neck, and being again turn'd, 
three more on the Breaſt, which diſpatch'd 5 

en 
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When the Crime is not attended with very bar- 
barous Circumftances, they begin with theſe Coups 
de Grace, or Blows on the Neck and Breaſt, and 
the Criminal is ſtrangled at the ſame Time. The 
Body, mangled in this terrible Manner, was then 
thrown into the Cart again, and carried to the 
Gallows, which is about half a Mile farther, be- 
yond the Outworks of the Town, and there chain'd 
upon a Wheel rais'd to the Top of a Poſt about 
twelve Foot high, to remain a public Spectacle, 
among many others, who had ſuffer'd the fame 
ignominious Death. 

Axp here I could not without ſome Concern 
obſerve the ridiculous Curioſity of People of the 
beſt Faſhion in this Country. I found, when 1 
came to the Place of Execution, a vaſt Concourſe 
of People, as is uſual, indeed, every where, on 
theſe Occaſions : But I was ſurpriz'd to ſee among 
them great Numbers of Perſons of the firſt Di- 
ſtiction, and more Ladies than Gentlemen, in their 
own Coaches, 1 believe I may ſay ſome Hundreds: 
And I am inform'd, it is not, as it was with me, 
a Matter of Curioſity for once only ; but that you 
may ſee the ſame Perſons, at almoſt exery Execu- 
tion, feaſting their Eyes with the ſame horrid Spec- 
tacle over and over again (an Amuſement I think 
not very becoming the fair Sex, and Perſons from 
whom one might expect a more delicate and refin*d 
Taſte) and making the Circumſtances of ſuch a 
doleful Scene, the Subject of their Diſcourſe in all 
Aſſemblies, for many Days afterwards. The De- 
ſign (and a very commendable one it is) of public 
Puniſhment, is public Example; but ſure Perſons 
who have had the Advantage of a liberal Educa- 
tion, and either have or ought to have the Principles 
of Virtue deeply rooted in them from their Intancy, 
can't be ſuppos d to ſtand in Need of fuch public 
Admonition, But there was one Circumſtance, in

the Concluſion of this Tragedy, which, as much 
as it had ſunk my Spirits, I could not but look 
upon as ludicrous. When the mangled Body of 
the Malefactor was thrown into the Cart, to be 
convey'd to the Place where it was to remain ex- 
pos'd; what ſtriving was there not among the 
Coaches, which ſhould get neareſt to attend it; 

and as they were oblig'd to paſs a narrow Gate- 

way, where but one Coach could go abreaſt, it 

made a Proceſſion of a larger Number of Coaches 

than I remember ever to have ſeen attend the 

Corpſe of Perſons of the higheſt Quality to their 

Graves. 

Tunis melancholy Sight put me upon reflecting 

on the Difference between our Executions in Eng- 

land, and theſe here, and tho' the latter are attended 

with ſuch ſhocking Circumſtances ; yet as the Pu- 

niſhment is more adequate to the Crime, I think it 

certainly better anſwers the Deſign of it, as well 

with Regard to the Perſon ſuffering, as the Spec- 

tators. To ſee a Perſon, who has been guilty of 

a Murder, attended, perhaps, with all the cruel 1 

Circymſtances Barbarity could invent, ſuffer no q 

gow Puniſhment, than a poor Rogue who has 1 

olen the Value of a few Shillings only, to kee 

him, perhaps, from ſtarving, ſeems to caſt 24 

a Slur upon Juſtice, and to argue ſuch a Deficiency 

in our 3 as I cannot think on without Con- 

cern. The Manner of our public Executions defeat 

the very Intent of them: The Lowneſs of our Gal- 

lows, or Gibbets, and the Method of drawing the 

Eart from under the Malefactors, by which they drop 

with their Feet within two Foot of the Ground, de- 

prives nine in ten of the Perſons for whoſe Example 
'l the Execution is deſign'd, from ſeing any Thing 
4 of it: The Indecencies that are commited, even 
1 under the Gallows, turns the whole, inſtead of 
1 2 ſolemn Act of Juſtice, into a mere Farce; _ 
11 | the 
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the Perſons who ſuffer make ſo eaſy a Step out of 
this World into the next,. that theſe Examples ra- 
ther ſerve to encourage than to deter People of 
deſperate Fortunes, and little or no Principles or 
Education: Wretches who look no farther than 
the preſent Moment, 'till it is too late; who have 
no farther Care than to live well, according to 
their Notions of living, or at leaſt merrily ; 
and when the Hands of Juſtice puts a Stop to the 
Carrier of their Wickedneſs, to be caſed of their 
Miſeries at the Expence of a gentle Swing. But I 
am walking in a Path I have no right to, and there- 
fore ſhall ſtop ſhort to aſſure you of my being as

MON G other Rarities in my learned 
KFriend's Houſe in the Country, I was 

highly delighted with his Collection of 
Pictures; which diſcover as well his Judg- 
ment in Painting, as his Skill in Invention; to 
which latter they are moſt of them owing, for a 
Quality not always, nor indeed often, found in 
the beſt Pieces of Painting : I mean, that, at the 
ſame Time they delight the Eye, with the Maf- 
tery of dead Art, they pleaſe and inſtruct the 
Mind, by a lively and ſymbolical Repreſentation 
of ſome Virtue or Vice; of the Nature of which, 
they imprint in us a ſtronger Idea, than any Con- 
ception we can have of them from the moſt. ele- 
ant Deſcription in Words. An Account of ſoine 


ew of them may not be unacceptable to you. 
X 2 Is 
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In the Hall, oppoſite the Entrance into the 
Houſe, on each Side of the folding Doors, lead- 
ing into the circular Apartment, are two very large 
Pieces of Painting, of the ſame Size, anſwering 
one another, and containing ſeveral Figures as big 
as Life. In that, on the right Hand, is repreſented, 
ſiting on a magnificent triumphal Char, adorn'd with 
looking Glaſſes, and cover'd with a Canopy of Cloth 
of Gold, Paoſua, the Conſort of a Chine/e Emperor, 
call'd Yeu Yam, cloath'd in the richeſt and moſt 

mpous Apparel. The greateſt and almoſt only 
Delight this Princeſs had, was in hearing the 
ruſhing Noiſe made by the tearing of Silks and 
other coſtly Stuffs ; and in gratifying this Pleaſure 
ſhe expended ſeveral Millions during her Reign. 
She is repreſented in the very Action of tearing 
in Pieces a coſtly Piece of Velvet; at her Feet 
ly the Spoils of her Labor, and on her left Shoulder, 
ſhe has a Cameleon. The Horſes of her Char, 
richly capariſon'd, are led by Pride, on the one 
Side, adorn'd with Peacocks Feathers; and Va- 
nity on the other Side, with a Bubble in her left 
Hand ; but Ezvy, with a long leathern Bridle, be- 


hind the Char, keeps it back, with all her Might. 


Under the Char lies a great Heap of old-faſhion*'d 
Cloaths, ftiff-bodied Gowns, Fardingals, high- 
crown'd — and * El. her F — lies a 
t empty Bag, which two Figures, repreſentin 
lads File. Ja Deceit, the former hh a == 
rum on her Head, and the latter, with a Fiſhing- 
Rod in her right Hand, and a Bird's Net, in the 
Left;, are endeavoring to fill. At a Diſtance, is 
diſcover d Poverty, ſiting on a miſerable Dung- 
Cart, drawn by two wretched Horſes, ſo meagre 
that they ſeem to be bur the Skeletons of that noble 
Creature, and withal ſo feeble, that they can hardly 
ſupport their own Weight. Poverty is accom- 
2 1 We . © panied 
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panied by Servitude in Chains, and Contempt 
cloathed in miſerable Rags. 

Is the Picture on the left Hand, is repreſented 
a Heathen Temple, of a circular Form, the Pave- 
ment as well as the arched Roof of which is of 
Moſaick Work ; tho? not of Stone, but of ſmall 
Bones, artificially join'd and interwoven. The Idol, 
which is one of the moſt extraordinary, and withal 
moſt frightful Figures I ever ſaw, has a monſtrous 
large Head, with ſwoln puff*d out Cheeks, that 
almoſt hide his Noſe, a wide Mouth, with the 
Teeth of an Hyena, the Neck of a Crane, a fat 
purſy Belly, &c. His Breaſt is cover'd with a 
ſcaly Coat of Mail made of Oyſter and Cockle- 
Shells, his Head adorn'd with a wow, in the 
Form of a Turband, and his Mantle an Intermix- 
ture of the Feathers of Pheaſants, Ortolans and 
Quails. This Idol is not plac'd, as ufual, upon 
his Altar, but fiting behind it; and the Altar it- 
ſelf is in the Form of a Table, plentifully cover'd 
with the moſt delicious Foods, plac'd in beautiful 
Order, and many of them raiſed in the Form of 
Pyramids. A great Number of Perſons of both 
Sexes, in coſtly Attire, officiate as Prieſts, ſome 
with Chaffing-Diſhes and Lamps in their Hands, 
inſtead of Cenſers, but moſt of them with Spoons, 
Knives and Forks. They perform their Sacrifice 
neither ſtanding nor kneeling, but ſiting round the 
Altar. On a little Altar, on one Side, ſtands a 
Sand or Hour-Glaſs, which has ten Hours to run, 
to ſhew, that this Sacrifice muſt be of ſo. long 
Duration, and there are ſeveral other By-Altars, in 
the Form of Bouffets, Marble-Tables and. Tea- 
Tables, at proper Diſtances. One of the chief 
Prieſts, in the Habit of a Cook, drives Time, Pru- 
' dence and Temperance, out of a Door of the Tem- 
ple, with his Spit; while a ſecond, with a large 
Glaſs in his Hand, opens another, and lets in the 
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Dropſy, with a pale Viſage, but a thick Belly and 
Legs, and the Gout, with ſwoln Feet, and crippled 


Hands. At a Diſtance, thro! a Window of the 
Temple, are diſcover'd ſeveral Perſons, in ſhabby 
tatter d Apparel, running away, moſt of them 
gnawing of Bones, with which their Hands are 
filed. I need not now tell you, that theſe two 
Pieces of Painting repreſent Luxury in Apparel and 
Feaſting z and the Figures are ſo well diſpoſed, the 
Colors fo beautiful, the Shadowing ſo juft, and 
every Stroke of the Pencil ſo maſterly, that I was 
at 2 Loſs to determine whether the Invention, or 
the Execution of them, were moſt worthy my Admi- 
ration. I was likewiſe pleaſed at my Friend's 
placing them in the full View of every one who 
came into his Houſe, as a Token of his Abhorrence 
as well of one as the other. | 

Ov x the folding Doors, I diſcover'd another 
Piece of Painting, not ſo large indeed as the two 
former, but which, at firſt View, I perceived to be 
emblematic, and is, for its Invention, very well de- 


| ſerving a Place between the two former, in a more 


elevated Station. This Piece, which had evident 
Signs of its being the Performance of a maſterly 
Hand, ſhews a calm Sea, with the fineſt Repre- 
ſentation of Sun-ſhine, that it is poſſible tor the 
Imagination to frame. Upon this ſpacious and 
ſmiling Ocean, I could diſcover, but one only Bark, 
ſeeming to be near, and haſtening towards, a Har- 
bor, which appear'd to be the very Reverſe of the 
beautiful View I have juſt deſcrib'd. It was over- 
ſpread with black frightful Clouds, and the Shoar 
offer d nothing to View, but ruinous Sepulchres, 
Skeletons, and the like. An ancient Man, with a 
Scyth in one Hand, and an Hour-Glaſs ſtanding 
by him, fat at the Helm of this Bark, which was 
rowed by four ' Perſons, of very different A ſpects 
and Garb. One had his Brow girt with a Chaplet 
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of Flowers, another with a Garland of Ears of 
Corn, the third was adorn'd with all Sorts of Fruits, 
and the fourth was clad in Furs: And they all ſeem'd 
to ſtrive, with great Diligence, to reach the Har- 
bor they had in View. In the mean Time, the 
only Paſſenger, I faw in the Boat, lay unconcern'd 
in the Poop, ſeeming in a ſecure and profound 
Sleep, tho“ an Angel, who ſtood by him, and 
held a Label, on which were certain Words writ- 
ten in a Language which I did not underſtand, en- 
deavor'd to awake him. 

WaiLe I was reflefting what might be the De- 
ſign of this Piece, my Friend came up to me, and, 
finding me at a Loſe, gave me the following Ex- 
planation of it. The calm Sea and Sunſhine 
«« (ſaid he) are lively Repreſentations of thoſe 
« Happineſſes, which it has pleas'd the Supreals 
& Being, of his bountiful Mercy, to beſtow upon 
« us in this World, as ſo many Comforts in our 


_« Paſſage thro? it to Eternity, and which if we 


« would but be truely ſenſible of them, are innu- 
« merable. Time, the Conſumer all Things, mea- 
c ſures out to us the Hours of our Warfare, and 
„ guides, as it were, the Bark which carries us 
& to the Harbor of Reſt, our long Home; and 
« Spring, Summer, Harveſt and Winter, continually 
„ row on with us, till we arrive at it: While 
« we, ſenſeleſs, ſtupid Mortals, without any Re- 
« gard to the numberleſs Bleſſings we daily enjoy, 
e ſleep on, as if we were, in a State of Inſenbbility, 
«* *till a. Voice from Heaven rouſes us, with the 
« Words you obſerv'd on the Label held by the 
« Angel, Awake O Man! Bebold the Haven of 
Eternity.” J was ſo pleas d with the Invention of 
this Piece, and the Reflections which naturally 
reſulted upon the Conſideration” of it, that it was

LETTER XXXIV. 
SIR, Hauzuxc. 


WAS juſt going to make my Obſerva- 
tion ſome other Pieces of Painting in my 
= Friend's Hall, when he told me, we 
29g might take another Opportunity for that; 
but for the preſent, he would ſhew me, for the A- 
muſement of an Hour or two, the wonderful Ope- 
ration of a curious Laterna Magica, the Invention 
of a very great Artiſt, and an extraordinary Im- 
1 of that pretty Machine we generally call 
y that Name. He led me to his Attick Story, 
into a Gallery over his Library, which I found 
was ſet a-part, and prepar'd for that Purpoſe. It 
was entirely darkned, excepting two Candles on 
one Side, near which two Elbow-Chairs were 
placed, in which we were no ſooner ſeated, than 
the Candles went out, as if it were of themſelves. 
Immediately, upon a Signal given, a Curtain, at 
the End of the Gallery, was drawn up, and diſ- 
cover'd the moſt beautiful Firmament i had ever 
Teen. On one Side, the Sky appear'd diverſified 
with that Variety of beautiful Colors, which we ſee 
at the Setting of the Sun, after a fine Day; and, 
ſoon after, the Moon, riſing in a clear Horizon, 
and the Stars appearing, bright and twinkling, as 
on a froſty Night, diſcover'd new Beauties on = 
Other 
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other Side. I had not diverted myſelf with. this 
beautiful Proſpe& above two Minutes, before there 
ſuddenly appear'd, on the Middle of the Stage, a 
fine tranſparent Globe, partly green, and partly 
blue, which, being in continual Motion round its 
own Axis, I ſoon diſcover'd was deſign'd to repre- 
ſent the Planet we live on. I obſerv'd round the 
Globe a motly colour'd tranſparent ther, in 
which I perceiv'd ſeven Figures hovering, near the 
Surface of the Earth, ſo ſmall, that, with the naked 
Eye, I could not make any Diſtinction between 
them: But upon making Uſe of a Perſpective I 
had in my Pocket, I perceived that one, which 
. ſeemed ſuperior to all the reſt, was the Figure I 
had frequently ſeen painted to repreſent the Goddeſs 
of Riches. I was preparing to take a more exact 
View of the Figures, with the Help of my Glaſs, 
when my Friend told me, 1 need not give myſelf 
that Trouble, I ſhould ſoon ſee them diſtinct and 
ſeparate. 

HE, thereupon, gave a Signal, and the Curtain 
fell; but it Go roſe again, and diſcover'd the 
Goddeſs of Riches alone, as big as Life. One Part 
of the Stage repreſented a noble Palace, and the 
Other a' beautiful Garden, with pleaſant Walks, fine 
Statues and Fountains. The Goddeſs herſelf fat in 
the Middle of the Garden, on a triumphal Char, 
cover'd with Purple, richly embroider'd. She was 
clad in a Veſtment of Cloth of Gold, with a Man- 
tle of Silver Moor, embelliſh'd with precious 
Stones. In one Hand, ſhe held a rich Jewel, and 
a coſtly String of Pearls, and in the other, a large 
Bag of Gold Coin. Round about her were ſeveral 
open Cheſts of Money, and great Heaps of Gold 
and Silver Plate. The Horſes of her Char, which 
were led by a Figure repreſenting Subtlety, were a- 
dorn'd with Trappings, cover'd over with Masks, 
which ſeem'd to be ſo many Tokens of Deceit. 
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Uſury, in the Figure of a Moor, having Bags of 
Mony in both Hands; Luft, almoſt naked; Trea- 
chery, with two Faces, and Fire in both Hands, 
were her Retinue ; and in the Char fat forwards a 
little Perſon, in coſtly Apparel, but of a bold ar- 
rogant A ſpect. 

Wutz I was viewing this little Figure more nar- 
rowly, the Scene chang'd, and diſcover'd the ſame 
Figure, as large as Life. She held a Looking- 
glaſs in her Hand, was adorn'd with Peacocks 
Feathers, and a Mantle embroider'd with Pearls 
and Rubies ; which, together with her haughty 
Looks and Carriage, plainly diſcover'd her to be 
Image of Pride. The Stage repreſented a no- 
ble Square, in which were ſeveral Obelisks, trium- 


phal Arches, Pyramids, and the like coſtly Vani- 


ties. The Goddeſs herſelf was ſeated on a Char, 
in the Form of a Throne, the Canopy of which 
was ſupported by a Golden Peacock. One of the 
Horſes, which drew this Char, was decked with 
Trappings full of Eyes, as an Emblem of Curio- 
ſity, and the other was a lively Repreſentation of 
Stubborneſs. They were led by the Figure of Scorn, 


and follow*d by three others, which to me ſeem'd 


to be the Images of Slander, Self- Conceit, and Di/ſ- 
obedience. 2 

I ap hardly taken a diftint View of theſe 
Things, before there was again a ſudden Change 
of the Scene; and, inſtead of thoſe Beauties which 
had before offer'd to my View, appear'd a me- 
lancholy and diſagreable Proſpect. I diſcover'd 
a Figure, ſiting in a deſpicable Carriage on a Chair 
which ſeem' d to be compos'd of Snakes, Sa- 


lamaniers, and Adders, inter woven into that Form, 
and this Perſon I plainly perceiv'd to be the Figure 


of Envy. In her Hand ſhe held a bloody Heart, 

in which were viſibly the Prints of her venomous 

Teeth. The Stage repreſented nothing but _ 
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and Deſolation, and the very Air ſeem'd to be tem- 
peſtuous, and filPd with black, heavy Clouds. T he 
*arniture of her Horſes were cover*d with Tongues, 
probably, to repreſent Detraction, and they were 
drove, by Revengeſul Spite with a Scourge of Ser- 
pents, and Diſcontent with a Rod of Thorns. On 
each Side of this miſerable Vehicle, march'd Ref- 
lefſnefs, with a Larum on his Head, and Seditios 
with a Pair of Bellows in his Hand. | 
Tuts melancholy Scene was ſoon ſucceeded by 
another as terrifying. Here the principal Figure 
repreſented Var, ſeated in his Chariot, branding a 
naked Scymiter in his right Hand, and a burning 
Torch in his Left, in a wild, difcompogd Poſture. 
At his Feet lay Muskets, Piſtols, Battle-Axes, 
Balls and Bombs; and behind him was raiſed a 
Pile of Cannons, Mortars, Colors, Standards and 
Pikes. The whole Stage ſeem'd to be cover'd 
with dead Carcaſſes; and, at a Diſtance, T 
diſcoverd a City in Flames. The Horſes of his 
Chariot was lead by Rage, whoſe Head had the 
W of a fiery Coal, and in his Hand he 
held a burning Link, almoſt conſumed. Camen- 
tion, with the Head of a Dog; Blaſphemy, with 
the Tongue of a Serpent; Famine, gnawing a Bone, 
and Cruelty, loaded with Inſtruments of Torture, 
march*d on each Side of the Chariot, as the At- 
rendants of War. 8 
WriLEe my Thoughts were buſied in reflect- 
ing on this Scene of Miſery, it, on a ſudden, dif- 
appear'd, and the furious God of War was follow'd, 
at the very Heels, by the miſerable Figure of a 
Woman, almoſt naked, which, I ſoon found, re- 
preſented Poverty. She was ſeated on a paultry 
Cart, on which I could diſcover nothing but bro- 
ken earthen Ware, ſome Pieces of mouſdy Bread, 
and other the like Signs of Penury and Want. The 
whole Proſpect, round about her, was waſte and de- 
4s ſolate, 
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folate, and diſcover'd only a few thatch'd Cottages, 
which ſeem'd to be the poor Remains of a general 
Ravage. This miſerable Carriage mov'd very 
ſlowly, being drawn by two Animals, that had 
hardly the Appearance of Horſes; but repreſented, 
in a more lively Manner, Debility and Sickneſs. Care, 
almoſt ſtiff and motionleſs, ſupplied the Place of a 
Driver; and Patience, bearing an Anvil, with a 
Heart upon it, which ſeem'd to be torn with Hooks 
of Iron, together with Servitude in Chains, were 
the wretched Companions of this doleful Figure. 
TRISs melancholy Scene was no ſooner at an 
End, than a more agreable one appear'd, in which 
1 diſcover'd a Woman of a ſtaid, ſerene Counte. 
. nance, ſiting on a very low but decent Vehicle, 
which moved but juſt above the Surface of the 
Earth. In one Hand, ſhe held a broken Heart, 
and, inthe other, a Shepherd's Crook. Every Cir- 
cumſtance gave me to underſtand, that this Figure 
could be no other than that of Humility ; eſpecially 
as ſhe was accompanied by Faith, Hope and Cha- 
rity, the latter having a Child at her Breaſt, and 
leading two more by the Hand. This humble 
Vehicle was drawn by Meckneſs and Sobriety, led 
by Timorouſneſs. The Landſcape, as I have before 
beerw'd, was more agreable, than that of the pre- 
ceeding Scene; but with what Satisfaction did I ſee 
it, inan Inſtant, changed into one of the moſt beau- 
tiful and noble Views, I had ever ſeen; upon the 
Appearance of a lovely Nymph, ſeated in a coſt] 
Char, which, as well as her Perſon, was embel- 
liſh'd with every AIDS that could pleaſe the Eye 
and the Imagination. I concluded, without any 
Heſitation, that this pleaſing Figure muſt be the 
Goddeſs of Peace, IE with that amiable Denomi- 
nation it was my Friend diſtinguiſhed her. Con- 
cord and Public Good, guided by Love, drove the 
Char; and Truth, Juſtice, Diligence and Liberty 
accom- 
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accompanied it. At the Goddeſs's Feet lay all 
Manner of Mathematical, Mechanical and Muſi- 
cal Inſtruments, together with a Cornucopia; and 
looking more narrowly, I obſerved, in the Char 
with her, the little Figure, - which, at the Be- 
ginning, I had diſcovered, with the Help of my 
Glaſs, to be the Goddeſs of Riches. I was uſt 
going to make ſome Reflections, on theſe Things, 
when, upon a Signal given, the Curtain drop'd, 
the Candles burn'd again, of their own Accord, 
and my Friend ask'd me, how I liked this Re- 

reſentation of the Inſtability and Viciſſitude of the 
ranlactions of this World, which were in a con- 
tinual Rotation, and ſucceeded each other, much 
in the ſame Manner, as I had obſerved in this 
little Theater. I told him I could not enough ad- 
mire, as well the Invention as the Execution of it ; 
but this I would venture to affirm, that the excel- 
lent Moral, which was hidden under it, far exceed- 
ed either. I added that there wanted nothing more 
to make it an inimitable Copy, but the Invention 
of a perpetuum Mobile, to keep that Rotation in a 
continued Revolution; which I did not doubt, but 
he, or ſome one or other of his learned Correſpon- 
dents, would, ſoon or late, bring to bear. As I 
expreſs'd a Satisfaction in what i had ſeen, my 
Friend gave me a Paper with about a Dozen 
German Verſes upon it, in which he told me I 
ſhould find the Content of the whole briefly ex- 
preſs'd, and would ſerve me as a Memorandum of 
theſe Repreſentations. I did not look upon them 
then; but upon peruſing them, after I wasretir'd to 
my Chamber, they put mein Mind of ſome home- 
ly, but expreſſive Lines, which I have ſeen at the 
Top of ſome of our Sheet-Almanacks, and, if my 
Memory does not fail me, are as follows :

As it is a double Satisfaction to me, to fee any 
Thing curious, that ſeems to have had its Rite 
from our Country, I could not but pleaſe myſelf 
with the Imagination, that my Friend's Verſes, as 
well as the Invention of his Laterna Magica were 
originally taken from theſe Lines of one of our 
Philomaths : Tho? I muſt conſeſs he has beautifully 
augmented the Genealogy, with two very proper 
Characters; Envy and Humility , and not impro- 
perly made ſome Alteration in the Order: For, 
according to my Friend, Riches begets Pride ;

« and, together with his whole Subſtance, in Truſt 
„ for his Daughter, then but twelve Years of Age, 
« left both that and her to be diſpos'd of, as he 
« thought moſt expedient, without any Controul. 
« Philautus was a Bachelor, turn'd of fifty, of 
% abandon'd Principles, who tho? he cover'd all 
„ his Actions in public, with the Larve of Sanc- 
« tity, in private gave himſelf up to all Manner 
« of Vice and Debauchery ; and tho' he had no 
« Eſtate of his own, knew ſo well how to play 
« the Hypocrite, and to form Projects for the im- 
« proving thoſe of others, that he was never with- 
« out conſiderable Sums in his Diſpoſition 3 for 
« which, tho' he had no farther Employ for them,

A vING already given you an Ac- 
count of the Churches in this City, and 

A of the Inhabitants of it, in every Station. 
l and both Sexes, I think there remains 
nothing more to be ſaid of this Place, but to ſend 
you a brief Deſcription of the other public Build- 
ings; and I ſhall begin with the Senat-Houſe, 
which is a large and ſtately ancient Building, erefted 
however at ſeveral different Times. The principal 
Part, in which is now the Town-Hall, is ſuppos'd 
to have been built in the 13th Century. In 1601, 
that Part was added to it, in which the Senat now 
hold their Seſſion; and in 1648, that where now 
the Bank is. They have lately added another new 
Building for thier new or Current Bank : And, at 
the other End, is an ancient Building adjoining to 
it, where the Lower-Court of Juſtice fits, which 
was built in 1558. The Outſide of this Building 
is handſomly adorn'd with Statues of Emperors, 
as is, likewiſe, the great or Town Hall, and, in 
the upper Apartments, are held the Aſſemblies of 
the Colleges, and all the public Offices of the Cul. 
toms, Exciſe, Admiralty, &c. Oppoſite to the 
Town-houſe, on the other Side of the Street, is 
the Exchange; a Square, one Part of which is 
ppen, and planted with large Trees, and the other 
cover'd, with a large Hall over it, in which a Com- 
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mitee of the principal Merchants, call'd the Bir/err 
Aten (Elders of the Exchange, or properly Council 
of Commerce) aſſembles. The Exchange was built 
likewiſe at three ſeveral Times, in 1558, 1578 and 
1669. At the other End of the Exchange is the 
principal or public Crane ; and in a Street adjoining 
15 the Poſt-houſe for Holland and England, the only 
one which can properly be faid to belong to the 
Public ; for the Emperor, and feveral other Princes 
of Germany, as well as the Kings of Denmark and 
Sweden, have their own Poſt-houſes, in this City, 
manag d by Poſt-maſters or Commiſſaries appointed 
by themſelves. On the Street before the Town- 
houſe, the Lawyers hold a Sort of Exchange, as 
the public Miniſters do at or near an eminent Toy - 
ſhop, oppoſite ro one Part of it: Inſomuch that, 
as this Place is ſituate pretty near in the Center of 


the City, ſo all the public Buſineſs ſeems to center, 
or be tranſacted here. 
" FnxRE are, properly ſpeaking, two Houſes of 
Correction in this City; the Zucht- Haus (or Houſe 
of Diſcipline) and the Spinn haus (or Spinning- 
houſe:) The ancient Zucht- haus being conſum'd 
by Fire, in the Year 1666, the preſent Building 
was immediately begun, and finiſh'd in 1670. All 
of it, that preſents to View on the Street, is, on one 
Side of a pompous Entrance or Gate-way, the 
Chapel, which is very handſom, and on the other 
Side, a Range of Apartments, the upper Story of 
which only has Windows forwards Within the 
Gate is a large ſquare Area, with Apartments on 
every Side, of which the innermoſt are on the 
ſmaller Baſon or Head of the Alſter. This Houſe 
is reckon'd more honeſt or honorable than the Spinn- 
Baus, as it is not a Receptacle for Thieves, nor ſuch 
as have been under the Hangman's Hands; and 
as one Part of the Deſign of it is to employ the 
Poor, and particularly thoſe who have no 7 
Iouſe 
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Houſe or Habitation, or ſuch as are taken beging 
in the Streets, it may be calPd a Work-houſe ; and 
they carry on ſeveral little Manufactures in it, par- 
ticularly of Rugs, and a Sort of coarſe Kerſey, 
with which the Perſons confin'd there are cloath'd. 
But it is likewiſe a Houſe of Puniſhment for Va- 
grants, and incorrigible Rogues and 12 
as it alſo is for Perſons of a diſſolute Life, Profli- 
gates, bad Huſbands or Wives, and undutiful 
Children, who are confin'd here for a certain Num- 
ber of Years, or for Life, at the Diſcretion of the 
Judges, or ſometimes by Direction from the Senat 
to them; but without any public or formal Proceſs, 
and at the Expence of their Friends. For ſuch 
Perſons, they have private Rooms, which are diſtin- 


guiſhed by the Names of certain Countries or Cities, 


as England, Weſt-Indies, Portugal, Lisbon, e. 
and the Perſons there confin'd are ſaid to be abſent 
for a Time, on their lawful Callings, in thoſe 
Countries or Cities; or, if for Life, they are re- 
ported, after ſome Time, to have died in thofe 
Parts. Before I leave this Houſe, I muſt juſt men- 
tion a whimſical Kind of Puniſhment they have 
here for thoſe who are idle. The Perſon who has 
not perform'd his Taſk, is put into a Baſket, and 
hoiſted up over the Table, in the common Hall, 
while the Reft are at Dinner, where he is tantaliz*d 
with the Uſe of two of his Senſes, Sight and Smell, 
but is debarr'd that of Taſte ; and this during one 
or more Meals, according to the Heinouſneſs of 
his Neglect. ee 
THe Spinn baus, which is ſituate near one End 
df the former, was likewiſe begun to be built in 
1666, and finiſh'd in 1670, by a Legacy left for 
that Purpoſe, by a deceas'd Senator. It is a Place 
of Puniſhment for Thieves, Bauds, Whores, and 
other Malefactors, whoſe Crimes are not capital. 
They are generally firſt publicly whipt, and ſome- 
| Temes 


times branded, in the fame Manner I deſcrib'd to 
you from Bremen, and then confin'd here for a 
certain Number of Years, or for Life, according 
to the Atrocity of their Crimes ; tho? ſometimes, 
they are baniſh'd the Territories of the Republic 
4or Life. The Priſoners here, be they Men, Wo- 
men or Children, of whatever Age, are all kept 
cloſe to Spining, and are allow'd but very hard 
Fare and Lodging. I was told of an Officer, 
who underwent this Hardſhip for 15 Years, as a 
Puniſhment for boaſting of certain Favors he pre- 
tended to have received from the Wife of an emi- 
nent Citizen; which tho', by the general Character 
of the Woman, no one queſtion'd the Truth of, 
he could not prove: But it was very remarkable, 
that the injur d Huſband, many Years afterwards, 
partly by his own Extravagances, but more by 
thoſe of his Wife, was reduc'd to ſuch Streights, 
1 rom, rt — continue the Courſe of LI = 
n us'd to, he was tempted to miſap 
ſome public Mony, that, by Vieeue of an Office 
he bore, went t hro' his Hands; for which, bein 
accuſed and convifted of what they call Crimen 4 
Ræſiduis, he was condemn'd to be publicly whipt, 
and then confin'd to the very ſame Place, for Life. 
I faw this unhappy Perſon, together with another, 
formerly an eminent Woollen-Draper, who having 
Bren a conſiderable Sum of Mony for a public 
ploy (for all Offices are here fold by Auction) 
and not being able to render an Account of his 
Adminiſtration, when call'd upon, was condemn' d 
to the fame Puniſhment. ſaw another old 
grey-headed Man, who, with his whole Family 
ſuffer d this Puniſhment, for a very odd Crime: 
Ic ſeems they made it their Buſineſs, in the Night- 
Time, to pick up Dogs or Cats in the Streets, and 
make Sauſages of their Fleſh, which they fold from 
Door. to Door; and they not only throve 12 
| ime, 
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Time, in this ſcandalous Way, but were in Repu- 
tation for the Goodneſs of their Ware. | 
BzinG ſo near the Head of the Alfter, I muſt 
not omit mentioning a famous Walk, which runs 
along one Side of this beautiful Baſon, and leads | 
from the great Play- or Opera-Houſe, into the 
Heart of the City. I believe it may be rooo 
Foot long, and 20 or 25 broad, raifd in, and 
border'd by a Row of large high Trees, on each Side. 
On one Side is the Water, with ſeveral Stairs for 
the Convenience of Boats going off and landing; 
and, on the other, a broad Street, with a Row of 
noble Houſes facing it. This Walk is, not im- 
properly, call'd the Maiden's Walk, tho? I believe 
the Maidens who frequent it in an Evening, after 
the Play is done, are of the Covemt-Garden Kind: 
and there cannot be a greater Conveniency for their 
Profeſſion : For there are always a Sort of little 
cover*d Barges plying there, which upon Qccafion 
will hold eight or ten People, with a Table for 
them to Git at; but when a Couple have any pri- 
vate Concerns, in a dark Night, they may do 
what they will in the Stern, without being diſco» 
ver'd by the one, and only Waterman they have, 
who is rowing at the Head, with the Table berwixc 
them; and beſides, I don't doubt but theſe honeſt 
Fellows, if feelingly applied to, are as ready to look 
one Way and row the other, as our Thames Wherry- 
men. I remember at my firſt Arrival here, I once 
expreſs'd my Surprize to a Friend, that this City 
ſeem'd to afford no ſuch Thing as Night or Street- 
_ walkers; for I was not then acquainted with the 
Conveniency of this Walk: He imiPd at my Igno- 
rance, but {@on convinc'd me there was no Wan 
of ſach Cattle. After having fhewn me the Mai- 
dens Walk, and afk'd my Opinion of the Company 
we there found, he carried me to the more ſober Part 
of the Town, about the Exchange, It was about 
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ten at Night, the Time when the young Merchants, 
or their Book-keepers, carry their Letters ro the 
Poſt-houſe. As I ſaw nothing like what I had been 
enquiring after, I ask'd my Friend what he had led 
me thither for? He thereupon, by Means of the 
Lamp-light, bid me obſerve an old Woman or 
two, at the Corner of almoſt every Street. Sure, 


«* ſaid I, the young People of this Country are | 
&© not tied up to ſuch hard Commons, as to break | 
« a Commandment with theſe old Hags !” Not ſo; i 


(reply'd my Friend) As we paſs by them in ſerious 
Diſcourſe, they'll pretend to beg our Charity ; but go 
to one of them alone, and, with a pert Air, ask 7 6 
have not a handſom Daughter; take my Wor at 
it, you, will ſoon find the Scene change. Curiolity 
led me to follow my Friend's Directions; and I no 
ſooner began to open to one of theſe Underſtrappers 
in Iniquity, than ſhe bid me follow her. She car- 
ried me to a Place not far diſtant, where I found 
«all the Convenierce that could be defir'd to ſatisfy 
my Curioſity farther, had I been inclin'd ; but being 
thoroughly convinc'd with this, I gave my Guide 
a Fee for her Trouble, and Madam another for her 
good Will, and return'd to my Friend, who rallied 
me ſufficiently for my Incredulity. I believe the 
Creature, I was introduc'd to, muſt be one of 
thoſe fine Ladies who, I told you in a former 
Letter, are ſaid to be wink'd at by the Judges, for 
their own Advantage; for ſhe was gorgeouſly appa- 
rePd, and had very handſom Lodgings ; But to re- 
turn: On Moon-light Nights, it is exceeding plea- 
fant and diverting, in this Walk ; for then you ſee the 
Eaſon cover'd with theſe little Barges, fill'd with 
Perſons of the beſt Character and Reputation, at 
Supper or over a Bottle; and often attended by 
other Boats, with Muſicians or Fireworks. *. 
Auonc their Hoſpitals, that call'd the HYay/er; 
baus (or Hoſpital for Orphans) chiefly deſerves 
| our 
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our Attention. It is a decent, but not very coſtly 
Building, with a handſom Chapel (which was open- 
ed ſo * ſince, as 1611) towards the Street: 
This Houſe borders backwards on one of the Ca- 
nals, which makes it clean and airy, and renders 
it both wholeſom and pleaſant, This Hoſpital, 
tho' it always is exceeding full, and contains a great 
Number of Children of both Sexes, beſides many 
Hundreds which it always maintains, out of the 
Houſe, is ſo exceſſive rich, that I have been told 
they lend Mony at 1 per Cent. on good Land-Se- 
curity, provided it be taken for 20 or more Years. 
An eminent Merchant, reckon'd the richeſt in this 
City, who himſelf was no Enemy to the fair Sex, 
endow'd this Houſe, ſome Years ago, in his Life- 


Time, with a conſiderable Eſtate for the Mainte- 


nance of Baſtard-Children, and to prevent their 


being murder'd by unnatural Mothers. A Torno, - 


or Lanthorn, in the Form of a round Sentry. box, 
was erected in the Wall of the Houſe, next the 
Street, into which a Child being put, and the Ma- 
chine turn'd round, it rung a Bell, and thereby 


giving Notice in the Houſe, the Child was taken | 


in and provided for, without any Enquiry whence, 


or from whom it came. But Children were brought 


in ſuch Numbers, that the Eſtate given ſoon became 
inſuffictent to maintain them, and the Torno was 


thereupon ſhut up again: And tho' the Revenue be 


yet employ'd for the fame Uſe, Application muſt 
be made to the Governors of the Houſe, before a 


Child is admited, which in a great Meafure defeats / 


the Deſign of the Donor, the Parents of ſuch Chil- 
dren feldom caring to be known or feen, The 


Hofpital of the Holy Ghoſt, which was built be- 
fore the Year 1250, that of St. George's, efta- 


bliſh'd about that Year, that of St. Hiob (or Jab) 


in 1509, and the Gaſt-baus, in 1632, offer no- 
thing worthy our Notice; but that a commendable 
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Oeconomy and Management ſeems to reign every 
where, 

THrere are likewiſe ſeveral Convents or Cloi- 
ſters here, remaining from the Times of Popery, 
which are now Lutheran, and ſeculariz'd, as thoſe 
of St. Jobn's and St. Mary Magdalene's, founded by 
Adolph IV, Earl of Schauenburg, in 1227, and 
that calPd the Convent, which was founded before 
the Year 1255, and was confirmed, Anno 1360, | 
by Godfrey, Archbiſhop of Bremen. The Tenure 
of this Foundation is, to this Day, continued, by 
offering a Glaſs of Wine to every Malefactor, that 
paſſes by the Houſe, going to Execution. The | 
Sr. John's School was eſtabliſh'd in 1529, and main- ; 
tains a Rector, Conreftor, Sub-Conreffor, ſeven 
Praceptores, a Praceptor adjunctus, and a Cantor, 
er CEori Muſici Director, who have all conſiderable 
Stipends. The Gymnaſium, which maintains ſix: 
Profeſſors, (one of the Hebrew and other Eaſtern: 
Languages, one of the Mathematics, one of Phy/ic 
and Poetry, one of Logic and Metaphyſics, one of 
Eloquence and Morals, and one of the Greek Tongue 
and Hiſtory), was eftabliſh'd in 1613; in 1713, 
they celebrated their firſt grand Jubilee, and in 
1650 the Library was erected. 

Ar the Water-Side, juſt at the Entrance into the 
Harbor, is a large public Edifice, call'd the Baum- 
baus (or Boom-houſe) which is now a Tavern, but | 
for what Uſe it was built I am not inform d. It | 
has one very large Room or Hall up Stairs, of the 
whole Breadth, and almoſt the Length of the whole- 

Houſe, very fit for any grand public Entertain- 
ment, if it were not for the inconvenient winding 
Stair-Caſe leading to it; which is a general Fault 
of all the ancient Buildings here. Above this Hall, 
are Leads, from whence there is a very good View 
F of the City and the adjacent Country, with the 
F numerous Iflands made by the River: ONES. 
4 c NEAR. 
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Near the Exchange, is a large Houſe, call'd 
the Kramer- Compagnie, (or Retailers- Hall) that is 
likewiſe let to a Vintner, and has the Privilege of 
retailing all Wines of the Growth of the Rhine and 
Moſel, which no other Tavern but this, and the 
public Cellar, I gave you a Deſcription of in a for- 
mer Letter, is allow*d to do. I here ſaw a mon- 
ſtrous large Rummer, which contains three Gal- 
lons, and had the Courage, with the Help of ſome 
Friends, having it fill'd with excellent Old Hock, 
ro empty it. Of this Glaſs, the following very 
remarkable Story is recorded : A Perſon of a Gen- 
tlemanlike Appearance came one Day into this 
Houſe, and pretending he had a Mind to give ſome 
Foreigners the Pleaſure of drinking out of fo re- 
markable a Glaſs, order'd it to be fill'd with Old 
Hock. Soon after, a roaſted Turky was brought 
from a neighboring Cook's, (for, by the by, the 
Taverns dreſs no Victuals here) and no Friends 
appearing, after a while, the Gentleman fat down 
by himſelf, and emptied both the Diſh and the 
Glaſs, which done, he paid his Reckoning, and 
walk'd off very ſoberly. Some of the ſuperſtitious 
Hamburghers will tell you, with a ſerious Counte- 
nance, this could be no other than the little black 
Gentleman, with the cloven Feet, and that it was 
a Mercy he did not take Part of the Houſe along 
with him. For my Part, I rather take him to 
have been of the Family of the Fellow whom J 
once ſaw, in Southwark-Fair, eat a Cat, and a 
Pound of Candles, by Way of Deſart. | 

I BeLieve my next will be from ſome Part of 
our King's Country, on the other Side of the Eb ; 
for as his Majeſty is now ſoon expected in Hanno- 
ver, I think to leave this Place in a few Days.

M y firſt Stage was a very ſhort one; but a 
little Engliþ Mile, to Altena, where I ſpent three 
or four Days. They tell you this Place was for- 
merly known by another Name, (tho? I never 
heard what) and that it receiv'd this Name caſu- 
ally, when ſome Commiſſioners of Denmark, with 
others from Hamburg, being ſettling Bounds to the 
Territories of Hamburg; the Danes having drawn 
a Line for that End, one of the Hamburghers made 
Anſwer : Dat is Al to nae, (That is all, or much, 
too near,) whereupon the Name of Altonae, or, 
as it is now written, Altena, was given to the ad- 
jacent Town. Whether there be any Thing in 
this or not, certain it is, that this Place is much 
too near for the Hamburgbers, on many Accounts: 
The Liberty of Conſcience allow'd here, and its 
being a Porto Franco *, has encourag'd great 
Numbers of Families, who would otherwiſe have 
eſtabliſn'd themſelves in Hamburg, to ſettle there; 
and its being an Aſylum for all who, either for 
Debt or Crimes , are oblig*d to retire from Ham- 
barg, is the Occaſion of more frequent Bankrupts, 
and other Irregularities, than otherwiſe there would 


* The Hamburghers have, likewiſe, of late, made their 
City a Porto Franco; and if, with this, they could prevail upon 
tneir Prieſts to allow a Liberty of Conſcience, and oblige their 
Burghers, who, at the Expence of Perjury, have placed large 
Sums, for the Sake of One or Two per Cent. extraordinary In- 
tereſt, on the Security of the Houſes of Altena, to withdraw 
thoſe Sums, they would not have Reaſon long to complain of 
this Place being too near them. 

I I believe our Author is miſtaken, as to Crimes: For if 


my Memory does not fail me, I have known Malefactors taken 
in Altena, and deliver'd up to the Hamburghers, 
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| be. This Place is an open unfortified Town, on 
| the North Banks of the Elb, in the Territory of 
Stormaria, belonging to the King of Denmark. 
It is noted for a Treaty concluded there in 1689, 
between that King and the Duke of Haolſtein Got- 
torp. In 1711, it ſuffer'd very much by an acci- 
dental Fire; but in January, 1713, the Swedes 
under General Steinbock reduced it to a Heap of 
Aſhes; inſomuch, that of near 2000 Houſes, of 
which it then conſiſted, bare 200 eſcaped the Flames, 
and thoſe by particular Favor, and Orders; being 
either ſuch as were rebuilt after the laſt Fire, or be- 
longing to Churches. Various have been the 
Reports of the Occaſion of this Cruelty : Some 
pretend to lay it upon the Hamburgbers, who (ſay 
they) gave the Swediſh General a large Sum of 
Mony to perpetrate it T; others, that the Swedes 
were moved to it, in Revenge for the Burning of 
Stade, by the Danes; but the 'Caſe is far from | 
being parallel; Stade, being a fortified Town, 
held out a long Siege, and made a gallant Reſiſ- 
tance; which was the Ocaſion of its receiving ſo 
rude a Treatment from the Enemy's Bombs and 
Cannon: But Altena, upon the firſt Approach 
of the Swedes, having neither Walls, Ditches, nor 


* Beſides theſe Houſes, all Places of public Worſhip were 
ſpar'd: Not only the Lutheran Church belonging to the 
Town, but the Roman Catholic, Calviniſt and French Churches; 
Arabaptiſt and Quater's Meetings; and, if I miſtake not, even 
the Jews Synagogue. 

+ There is not the leaſt Grounds for this Report to the Pre- 
Judice of the Hanburgbers, as I could evidently prove, were it 
not already done, by a more eminent Hand : And, indeed, a 
bare Knowledge of the Conſtitution of Hamburg is ſufficient to 
relute this Error: and I therefore wonder, how ſo able a Wri- 
ter as Monſ. Voltaire, could fall into fo egregious a Miſtake ; 
which, tho” ſufficiently convinced of, he has not thought fig 
fuily 39 retract, in his latter Editions, 
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Gariſon, immediately offer'd to capitulate, and to 
pay Contribution * tho? in vain. Others again 
ſay, it was owing to a private Pique of General 
MWelling's, who, as his Eſtate lay chi:fly in the 
Duchy of Bremen, ſuffer'd greatly by the Daniſh 
Invaſion . Be this as it will, 'tis certain, that 
the Intent was rather to ruin the Place, than to en- 
rich themſelves by Plunder: And this probably 
was the Reaſon why only a Party of about 200 
Men were ſent to deſtroy it, and theſe, either by 
Order, or out of an uncommon Humanity, were 
ſo far from adding to the Affliction of the Inhabi- 
tants, by any Acts of Hoſtility or Pillage, that 
they, at the ſame Time they were obliged to ſet 
Fire to the Houſes, aſſiſted, where they could, in 
ſaving the Furniture, and offer*d Violence to none: 
Inſomuch, that they met with better Treatment, 
from theſe their Enemies, than from the Ham- 
burghers ; who, when they were periſhing for Cold 
and Want, would not open their Gates to give 
them Relief ||. IDE:

* It has been ſaid, that an actual Agreement for 50,200 
Dollars was made, and the Mony accordingly paid; but that 
it being otherwiſe reſolv'd afterwards, the Mony was return'd. 

+ This ſeems to be the moſt probable Account ; and I have 
been aſſur'd by an Officer of Diſtinction, who was preſent at 
the Conſultation held in Hamburg, the Afternoon before, that 
General Steinbeck inſiſted ſtrenuouſly upon ſparing the Place; 
but that Count We//ing would give Ear to nothing in its Favor, 

This is another Aſperſion unjultly caſt on the Homberg hers; 
for it is certain, that they readily gave theſe uabappy People 
all the Relief that was conſiſtent with their own Safety. Mon, 
de Voltaire carries this Error yet farther, and even in his latter 
Editions pretends, that the greater Part of theſe miſerable 
Wretches expit'd under the Walls of Hamburg 3 tho 1 never 
heard, that of about 12, or 14,000 Souls, which was ſuppo- 
ſed to be the Number of the Inhabitants of Altena, above 20 
1oſt their Lives upon this Qccafion, | 
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SINCE this Misfortune, Altena has been rebuilt 
in a more ſplendid Manner, and enlarg'd ; with a 
fine Town-houſe, and ſeveral other public Buil- 
dings; chiefly (as I have been inform'd) with 
Hamburg Mony; for the Lucre of a larger Inte- 
reſt, than is given there: But tho', as 1 obſerv'd 
above, this Place is of Prejudice to Hamburg ; yet, 
as far as I can perceive, their foreign Trade is very 
inconſiderable here, and conliſts chiefly in forward- 
ing Goods brought hither by Shiping, into the 
Inland-Parts of Germany. The King of Denmark 
was in Hopes, by prohibiting all Commerce with 
Hamburg, and obliging his Subjects to have all 
their foreign Goods from the Places of their Pro- 
duct, to have encreas d the Trade, as well of this 
Place, as of Copenbagen; but the good Effect of it 

as not hitherto appear*d in any very conſpicuous 

anner“. 

Tux Inhabitants of this Place are chiefly of the 
meaner Sort ; Artificers, petty Shopkeepers, Kee- 
pers of Public-Houſes of every Sort, good and 
bad, and Jews without Number; who all ſubſiſt 
chiefly on the Folly of the Hamburghers, who will 
not be perſuaded of the Truth of the Proverb, thar 
Beſt is beſt cheap. I have heard terrible Complaints 
of the Partiality and Corruption of the Magiſtracy 
of this Place, particularly if a Jem be concern'd, 
who is ſure to win his Cauſe, right or wrong. Of 


The good Effects, as our Author juſtly obſerves, were 
never very conſpicuous, but the bad ones ſoon appear 'd viſible 
enough: For. by this Prohibition, the foreign Trade of all 
Denmark fell into the Hands of about ten or twelve Perſons, 
ſome in Altena, and ſome in Copenhagen, half of whom were 
Fews, who, having monopoliz'd all the foreign Commodities, 
made the Reſt of the Subjects. of Denmark pay what Prices for 
them they pleas d: But by the Agreement lately made, between 
Hamburg and Denmark, Trade is open again. 
Cadet reed þ this 
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this, I have had the moſt notorious Inſtance given 
me, that ever was heard of in any Nation: A Jem, 
who beſides bore the vileſt of Characters, was ac- 
cuſed of Forgery, upon the Oath of five credible 
Witneſſes, all Chriſtians; but he offering to purge 
himſelf by a _— Oath, he was not only ac- 
quited, but the forg'd Writings deem'd valid. But 
it is no Wonder, that theſe Wretches are, in this 
Manner, ſtrengthen'd in their Villanies by the Ma- 
giſtrates, when they are encourag'd by Privileges 
from crown'd Heads, which are denied to Chrif- 
tians : Among theſe, they have one in this Place, 
which is very extraordinary; as they are alt of 
them, whatever other Buſineſs they follow, pro- 
feſſedly Pawn-brokers, they have a Patent for ta- 
king 25 per Cent. per Ann. Intereſt, on good Se- 
curity, when a Chriſtian is puniſhable for taking 
more than fix, 

I' vw my Way from Altena to this Place, I paſgd 
thro* Pinnenburg and Elmſborn, two inconfiderable 
Places not worth your Notice. The Country from 
the latter to this City particularly, and all round 
about it, is exceeding fruitful, and this Fertility is 
occaſion'd, in a great Meaſure, by the frequent 
Inundations of the River Elb, which ſo fattens the 
Land, that I think I never ſaw Corn ſo rank as 
what is now ſtanding on it. The Boors or Peaſants 
of this Part of Holſtein are reckon'd the moſt opu- 
lent of any in the lower Parts of Germany : I ſtop'd 
to bait at one of their Houſes, and it being Sun- 
day, about Noon, my Hoſt was ſo polite, ſeing 
me a Stranger, to ask me to dine with him. 1 ac- 
cepted of his Invitation, and was entertain'd in a 
Manner I little expected at the Houſe of a German 
Boor, after having ſeen the Miſery of thoſe who 
inhabit the Countries between Amſterdam and Ham- 
burg. We had Variety of Diſhes, in great Pro- 
fuſeneſs, ſerv'd up, after their Way, in an elegant 
25 | d Manner 
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Manner ; and, beſides very good home-brew*d 
Beer, a Glaſs of excellent French and Rheniſh Wine: 
But what I moſt admir'd at, was the Neatneſs and 
Fineneſs of the Table-Linen, and a vaſt Quantity 
of Plate of every Sort. After Dinner, I call'd for 
my Reckoning, the whole Amount of which was 
only 10 d. for my Horſes, and it was not without 
Difficulty, I perſuaded a Servant to accept of a 
Half-crown Piece. In my Way to Glackſtadt, 1 
enquir*d of the Waggoner (or Poſtilion, as they are 
here call'd) whether all the Boors of this Country 
Lved an that hoſpitable Manner? His Anſwer was, 
they were all rich, and lived well; but that the 
Perſon in whoſe Houſe I had din'd, might juſtly 
be call'd the King of the Boors, and was fam'd for 
keeping a profuſe Table, which, he added, he 
d very well afford : And upon my taking No- 
tice, in particular, of his Table-Linen and Plate, 
he gave me the following Hiſtory of ir: 4 Some 
«© Years ſince (ſaid he) our moſt gracious Sove- 
«<< reign (the King of Denmark) being in theſe 
% Parts, did this Farmer the Honor to dine with 
him, and let him know his Royal Intention ſome 
<< Days before-hand : The good Man, thinking 
«© he could never do enough ro ſhew his Zeal in 
<< entertaining his Prince, in the beſt Manner he 
4 could, laid out a very conſiderable Sum in Li- 
„ nen and Plate, befiting ſuch a Gueſt, and has 
c ever fince been very proud of ſhewing it upon 
«< all proper Occaſions: But he paid dear for his 
4 Vanity; for tho* the King expreſs*d his Satis- 
« faction in the moſt gracious Manner, the Mini- 
C ſtry thought fit, the enſuing Year, to augment 
« his Contribution, in Proportion to the ſplendid 

Appearance he had made, on this Occaſion. 
GLUCKSTADT, (or the City of Fortune) 
where I now am, tho? but a ſmall, is a conſiderable 
City of Holſtein, in Stormaria, belonging - the

King of Denmark, ſituate on the North Banks of 
the Elb, at the Confluence of the Nyn with that 
River, about fix German Miles below Hamburg. 
King Chriſtian IV of Denmark rais'd it, about the 
Begining of the __ Century, at a great Ex- 
pence, from the deſolate State it was before in, and 
gave it the Name it now bears. It is now a regular 
Fortification, has fine Walls, and a broad Ditch, 
with a Mole runing into the Elb, and Block-houfes, 
the Cannon of which command a good Part, 
and, if I miſtake not, the Channel of the River: 
It has a ſmall, but very good Harbour, which is, 
ſometimes, of great Service to Ships coming out of 
the Sea, in the Winter-Seaſon, when Drifts of Ice 
hinder their coming up to Hamburg : But when 
that City has been under the Diſpleaſure of the 
King of Denmark, it has ſerved. as a Priſon for the 
Ships belonging to it, which have been ſeiz'd by 
Orders of that Monarch, coming up or going 
down the Elb. 

I no ſooner came within the Gates of this City, 
than I ſaw feveral PerfonsGhain'd to little Carts, 
which they drew from Place to Place, and cleans d 
the Streets as they went. Upon Enquiry, I found 
they were Thieves, who are condemn'd to this 
Slavery for Life. I am very much miſtaken, if 
the Shame, Hardſhip and Duration of this Puniſh- 
ment would not have a better Effect with us, to 
prevent Thefts, Burglaries and Street- Robberies, 
than our Method of Tranſportation, and even 
Hanging itſelf, I obſerved another Curioſity be- 
fore I got to my Lodgings, which is, that the 
Women walk'd in the Streets here, tho' it was fine 
Weather, with monſtrous Straw-Hats, as broad, 
and almoſt as deep, as a middling Waſning - Tub; 
ſo that there is no ſuch Thing as ſeing their Faces, 
without ſtooping as low as their Waiſtg. — 


TJ an 
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IAM lodg'd in a pleaſant Houſe, on the Mar- 
ket-Place, which is pretty much frequented by 
Officers and Gentlemen, who have the Appearance, 
at leaſt, of being of ſome Diſtinction; and as I 
begin to like the Place, I may, probably, ſpend 
three or four Weeks here: I ſhall, therefore, have 
Time enough to give you an Account of what far- 
ther Remarks I may poſſibly make. In the mean 
Time, I can tell you, that I am very much di- 
verted, in my Lodgings, with an amphibious Crea- 
ture, a Kind of Hermophrodite in Appearance, 
and I cannot yet determine whether Man or Wo- 
man. As I have already heard ſome very odd 
Stories of this extraordinary Perſon, I may, pro- 
bably, againſt my next, have collected enough to 
give you a brief Account of her or his Life and 
Character, which, if I may judge by the Speci- 
mens I have already, cannot fail of being divert- 
ing.

. GLUCKSTAD T. 
HE amphibious Animal, or Hermo- 
Be phrodite in Appearance, whom I juſt 
bhinted at, in the Concluſion of my laſt 
Vetter, turns out a mere Woman; but 
withal a very Amazon, a Hero, in Petticoats, who 
has given herſelf the Romantic Name of Lucinda. 
She is, by Birth, a Holſtein Lady, the only Daugh- 
ter of a-good Family, who was married at 15 Years 
of Age, to a Daniſb Baron, Captain of a Troop 
| of 
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of Horſe, of that Nation. The Baron had been 
married to our Heroin, who follow'd him to the 
Field, not above 15 Months, before he had the

1714, for Holland; and, after ſome Stay there, 
went to England, where they ſpent their Winter. 
The next Spring, they went to Paris, and from 
thence continued their Tour. They ſpent five 
whole Years on their Travels together, and, if I 
may believe her own Relation, lived always in a 
greater Harmony, than they probably might have 
done, had they actually been Brothers: But whe- 
ther with that Continency ſhe would have it believ- 
ed, is what I very much queſtion, and think my 
Incredulity, in that Refpe&, ſufficiently grounded 
on the many Circumſtances and Paſſages, ſhe her- 
ſelf has told me, of their Gayeties and Gallantries, 
in ſeveral Parts of their Travels.

down. Whether ſuch Favors did not demand a 
more ſenſible Return, than a bare verbal Acknow- 
tedgment, which is all ſhe would ever confeſs to 
me, I leave you to judge. But before I bring 
Lucinda back from her Travels, I muſt tell you, 
that on their Return, throꝰ Germany, Cordelia fell 
ſick at Augsburg, where he died in her Arms, 
after having, by Will, bequeathed her his whole 
Eſtate, real and perſonal.

WE: But firſt let me give you a Skizzo of her 
rſon: She is now ſomewhat above Thirty, tall, 
well-made, ſomething too fat for a Woman, bur 
nimble and active; a fine Complexion, juſt mark'd 
with the Small-Pox, not enough to be any Diſ- 
grace to her Perſon as a Woman, but advantageous 
to hen in her Male-Capacity, with Coal-black 
| Hair 
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Hair and Eyebrows, and ruddy Cheeks and Lips. 
In ſhort, ſhe is the very Picture of Health, and 
has all the Marks of a hale, robuſt Conſtitution, 
with all the Sweetneſs that is deſirable in the Fair 
Sex.

(Here I obſerv*d Peter 
e bluſh'd, and was in the utmoſt Confuſion : ) 
Well! it is a Folly to deny it, (ſaid I) you are 
my Rival, and I like you ne'er the worſe for 
it: You ſhall tell me all you know, and I, on 
« my Part, will make you the Confident of my

Sir (replied Peter, with ſome Emotion, and a deep 
Sigh) jilt us, why that ſhe does every Day, there is 
not an arranter Filt in Chriſtendom ! I found I had 
touch*d poor Peter, who is but a Novice in Love, 
to the Quick, and that I ſhould now ſoon be Maſ- 
ter of all his Secrets, I therefore made him drink 
another Bumper to our better Acquaintance, and, 
at the ſame Time, gave him a Suit of caſt-off lac'd 
Cloaths, and bid him accept of that ſmall Token 
of my future Friendſhip. ] added, that we muſt 
„ overlook ſmall Frailties, and that, if her Beha- 
% yior was not too notorious, it would be beſt to 
„ink at it. Well Sir (ſaid Peter) ſince I am 
0 diſcover'd, I ſhall endeavor to merit your Fa- 
vor, by a frank Confeſſion; you are too gene- 
cc rous to take any Advantage of it to my Preju- 
« dice; and as you ſeem deſirous to have ſome 
<< Knowledge of Madam Lucinda's private Con- 
e duct, to ſhew my Gratitude, I will give you 
ce all the Satisfaction that lies in my Fower. It is 
* now about four Months ſince this Virago came 
« to our Houſe, from Rendsburg, in the Habit, 
e and with the Appearance of an Officer, and as 
„ ſuch ſhe was look'd upon by every one, for 
« above three Months; in which Time ſhe con- 
« trated an Intimacy, with ſeveral Officers and 
Gentlemen who are our daily Cuſtomers, She 
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s expreſs'd a more than ordinary Favor and Kind- 
« neſs to me, from the very firſt Day of her be- 
« ing here, giving me frequently Mony, calling 
te me pretty Fellow, and telling me I was never 
« defign'd for ſo mean a Station, but ſhe wo ild 
« ſoon better my Condition. You will ea.ily 
& conceive, Sir, I was not a little proud of ſo un- 
« expected a Turn of Fortune, as I now had in 
View, but had no Suſpicion of the true Source 
« of it. Her Generoſity ſoon enabled me, and 
« Vanity as ſoon prompted me, to equip myſelf 
& in a handſomer Manner, than perhaps became 
« me; and Lucinda, telling me I mult now be all | 
« of a Piece, gave me a Dozen of fine Holland | 
« Shirts, charging me, at the ſame Time, to be 


« always clean and neat, when I waited on her. 
In leſs than a Month after her being here, ſhe ] 
« told me, one Morning, ſhe had been under 
« great Anxicty the whole Night, and beliey'd 
« the Houſe was haunted ; it was true, indeed, 
« by a Prejudice in Education, and ſome idle ;

have performed her Promiſe ; for ſhe was ſhot thro' the 
Head, ſoon after, in another Duel; tho' ſhe hardly deſerv'd 
to dy in ſo honorable a Manner ; and ſome ſhameful untimely 
End would have been a more ſuitable Reward for her profli- 
gate Courſe of Life. If I am right in my Conjecture, ſhe 
was as arrant a Cheat, as ſhe was a Libertine, and groſsly 
deceived our Author in the Account ſhe gave him of the for- 


mer Part of her Life. She was not of a good Family, nor 


ever married to a Daniſb Baron, as ſhe pretended ; but a com- 
mon ſtrolling Strumpet, who, about the Time ſhe mentions, 
followed the Daniſh Camp ; and as the Baron had ſometimes 
convers'd with her, pretended to be his Widow after his Death, 
and had the Impudence to aſſume his Name.

8 IR HELGoOLAND. 


3 
AM at a Loſs, whether to date this Let- 
ter from the Land or Sea, in fo uncom- 
mon a Situation I am at prefent. I 
— have, indeed, Terra Firma, or rather a 
ſolid Rock, under my Feet ; but it is of fo ſmall 
a Circumference, and at fo great a Diſtance from 
any Shoar, that I rather fancy myſelf in a Ship 
at Sea, than in an inhabited Iſland. But be- 
fore I give you an Account of this extraordinary 
little Place, it may not be amiſs firſt to tell you 
how I came hither, 
THe firſt Place of Note I came to, after 1 | 
leſt Gluckſtadt, was Tonningen, and 1 obſerved no- | 
thing in my Way thither, worthy your Notice. | 
ONNINGEN is the principal Town of 
the Territory of Eyderſtidt, belonging to the Du- 
chy of Slefwick, probably ſo call'd from the Word 
Tonnen (Tuns or Casks) of which likewife its Coat 
of Arms conſiſts. This Place is famous for a con- 
venient Haven at the Mouth of the River Eyder, 
(which, ever ſince the Time of Charlemaign, has 
been the Boundary between Germany and Den- 
mark) where it flows into the German Ocean; as 
well as on Account of its excellent Fortifications ; 
the firſt of which, built by Duke George Frederic, 
of Holſtein Gottorp, are ſaid to have coſt 700,000 J. 
It was taken by the Danes, in 1675, and laid level 
with the Ground, Duke Chriſtian Albrecht re- 
built it in 1680, and Duke Frederic again made it 


a ſtrong, 
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a ſtrong Fortreſs. In 1700, the King of Den- 
mark caus'd it to be beſieg'd by the Duke of Vir- 
tenberg, and bombarded it in the moſt furious 
Manner; but he was oblig*d, after a Siege of fix 
Weeks, to abandon it. In 1715, on Occaſion of 
the Swediſh General Steinbock's retiring thither, 
after the Battle of Gadebuſch, and being admited by 
the Duke Adminiſtrator of Holſtein, it was taken 
by the Danes, and the Fortifications raz'd a ſe- 
cond Time. During this Siege, when the City 
was in great Extremity for Want of Proviſions, 
ſome private Engliſh Adventurers attempted to re- 
lieve it, and fited out a ſmall Fleet for that Pur- 
poſe, at the Head of which was that famous Ship, 
call'd the Ducheſs, which ſail'd round the World, 
and took the rich Acapulco Ship, three or four Years 
before. But the Pilots having taken up the Buoys, 
at the Mouth of the River, they all periſh'd, with 
the beſt Part of their Loadings, and I remember 
to have been ſhewn the Lion of the Ducheſs, fix*d 
at a Corner of one of the Streets of Hamburg. 
The Country round about it is very fruicful, and 
affords excellent Paſture. The preſent Inhabitants 
are a Mixture of Frieſlanders, Saxons, Danes and + 
Dutch, the latter of which have introduced the 
Sect of David Joris into this Place. This Town 
is likewiſe noted for a conſiderable Manufacture 
of Bone-lace, of which it furniſhes large Quaati- 
ties to almoſt all Parts of Germany. | 

I sTAID near a Month in Tonningen; but, du- 
ring that Time, made ſcveral Excurſions to ſome 
of the neighboring Places, and particularly to Fre- 
dericſtadt and Sleſw¾ick. The former is a pretty little 
City, at about two German Miles Dittance from 
Tonningen, built by Frederic, Duke of Sleſwick- Hot. 
ſtein, in the Year 1622, at the Confluence of the 
Rivers, Trenna and Eyder. If I miſtake not, the 
firſt Inhabitants of it were Dutch, who were tempt- 


ed 
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ed to ſettle there by certain Privileges granted 
them ; and the preſent Inhabitants ſeem to be a Race 
of that Nation, as well by their Aſpect, as by their 
Manners and Cuſtoms, and even their Language 
differs ſomething from that of the Country. 

SLESWICK 15 the Capital of the Duchy of that 
Name, otherwiſe call'd South Jutland, beyond the 
Bounds of the Roman Empire, and ſo properly in 
Denmark. It is ſituate on the River Sley, that falls 
into the Baltick, about four German Mites below 
this City, which was formerly a Place of conſide- 
rable Trade, and has a fine Haven, but is now 
greatly decay*d. 

THr1s whole Country was terribly harraſs'd, 
during the late Northern War, by the ſeveral Ar- 
mies of Denmark, Sweden, Saxony, and Muſcovy, 
alternately ; but I have heard the Inhabitants fre- 
quently ſay, that they would rather chuſe to have 
a Viſit from the Swedes as Enemies, than from the 
Muſcovites as Friends: For the former had the 
Compaſſion to leave them ſomething ; but the lat- 
ter, as good Allies, ſtrip'd them of all they had. 

Havinc heard much of this little Iſland of 
Helgoland, or, as ſome call it, Heilig Land (Holy 
Land) I reſolved to take a ſmall Voyage hither, 
and for that End went from Tonningen to Huſum, 
the neareſt Port to embark to it. 

HUSUM is ſituate on the little River Oz, 
which forms a good Haven there, near the Banks 
of the North-ſea, juſt oppoſite to the little Iſland of 
 Nord-Strand, and about four or five German Miles 
from Helgoland: It has a noble Caſtle, built by 
Duke Adolph of Holſtein, in 1582, and is generally 
the Reſidence of the Ducheſs-Dowagers of Sleſwicł- 
Holſtein. This Place drives a great Trade with 
Horſes and Cattle, and is famous for an Oyſter- 
Fiſhery, on the Banks of the German Ocean, near 


it. At this Place, I embark'd in one of the Hel- 
| goland 
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goland Fiſher-Hoys, and both Wind and Weather 
being favorable, arrived here in a few Hours. 

TE Iſland of Helgoland is ſaid to have been. 

formerly above four German Miles in Circumfe- 

rence; but in the Year 800, a good Part of it 

ſunk at once into the Sea, and in 1300, another 

Part was overftown by the ſame Element. What 

now remains may properly be divided into three 

Parts: The upper, or main Ifland, which riſes 

about 5o Yards high, a ſolid reddiſh Rock, al- 

moſt perpendicular out of the Sea, and is inhabi- 

ted; the Lower Iſland, or Sand, at the Foot of 

one Side of the Upper Iſland, which is likewiſe 

inhabited; and the ſandy Downs or Hillocks, with 

a Rock at the End of them, which riſe to no 

great Height from the Sea, and are uninhabited. 

5 At Low- Water, there is a narrow Communication 

f between the lower inhabited Iſland, and the ſandy 

Downs; but at High-Water, it is overflown. 

On theſe Downs, and in the Sand on the Lower 

Iſland, are found a Sort of Flints, which are cruſt- 

ed over like a Pebble; but the Inſide is as red as 

Blood, and excellent for Firelocks. Some Part of 

the ſmaller Rock affords a Sort of Stone, which, 

when broken, is ſomething tranſparent, and ſeems 

to be full of Gold Sand, not unlike the Talian 

Stone call'd Venturino, but neither ſo bright, nor 

ſo clear. Whether this Rock has ever afforded 

any Gold, or not, I have not been able to learn *. 

On the Lower Ifland, are only two or three tole- 

rable Houſes, and about 50 or 60 Fiſher-Huts;

L have ſeen, in the Chamber of Rarities at Copenhagen, a 
Ring, ſaid to be made of Gold extracted from this Rock: But 
they tell you, the Particles of Gold are ſo ſmall, and fo lock'd 
up in the hard Stone, that it will not anſwer the Charge of 
Refining. | 


the 
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the principal Inhabitants living on the upper Iſland, 
probably becauſe the lower Iſland, being almoſt a 


flat Sand, with a gradual], but almoſt imperceptible 
Deſcent to the Sea, upon high Floods the Sea 
reaches almoſt to the very Foot of the Rock, and 
fills the lower Part of their Houſes with Water. 
TRE Communication between the lower and 
upper Iſland is, by a Pair of wooden Stairs fix'd 
to the Side of the Rock, broad, and of an eaſy 
Aſcent. The Top of theſe Stairs land at the 
Governor's Houſe, and there is no Paſſage from 
them to the Iſland but thro? the very Guard-room, 
where the ſmall Gariſon, which is always kept 
there, is quarter'd: And as, beſides this, there 
are Cannon planted on the Ridge of the Rock to- 
wards the Haven, which command it, but are out 
of the Reach of any Artillery from Ships riding 
there, one would look upon the upper Iſland as 
impregnable ; eſpecially as, in Caſe of a Blockade, 
there 1s a Spring of freſh Water ariſing out of the 
Rock, and this Iſland affords both Corn and Mea- 
dow-Land, ſufficient for the Inhabitants. What 
Effect Artillery planted on the Downs may have 
on the upper Iſland, I ſhall not pretend to fay : 
But be this as it will, it is certain that the Dares 
took it from the Holſteiners, in the laſt Northern 
War, and are in Poſſeſſion of it to this Hour. 
On the upper Iſland is the Church, and about 150 
of 200 Houſes. The Inhabitants are all either 
Pilots or Fiſhermen, or both, and almoſt wholly 
furniſh the City of Hamburg (from which this 
Iſland is diſtant 18 German Miles) with Sea-Fiſh. 
They are a ſtrong hale People, tho* the meaner 
Sort of them live very hard, and eat little elſe but 
Fiſh, freſh or dried, and brown Rye-Bread, with 
Water for their Drink, and hardly eat a Bit of 
Meat, or drink a Draught of Beer, from Year's 
End to Year's End. In general, they are look'd 


upon

upon to be a tricking, griping, wicked People, of 
which ſome of the Inſtances given are their Ex- 
tortion for Pilotage, when Ships are in Diſtreſs, 
in bad Weather, or have loſt their Anchors and 
Cables, tho? it be good Weather; and their Cruel- 
ties and Pilferings when Ships are ſtranded on therr 
Coaſt. It is ſaid, that they oblige their Prieſts to 
offer up their Prayers to the Almighty, that Ships 


may be caſt away within their Juriſdiction ; but 


this I take to be a Calumny. He does indeed pray 
for a Bleſſing upon the Endeavors of the Inhabi- 
tants, in their | pune Callings; and as this may 
be ſaid to be one of them, fo far the Report may 
have ſome Grounds. At Huſum, | met with a £Lx- 
theran Prieſt, ſeemingly a very honeſt, ſober Man, 
who left the Living of Helgoland, becauſe he could 
no longer bear with the Wickedneſs of hrs Con- 
gregation, and chuſes rather to live on a {mall 
Eſtate of his own, hardly ſufficient to ſupport 
Life; but I have been told here, that the imme- 
diate Cauſe of his leaving it was this : One of the 
principal and richeſt Inhabitants, a Son of the chief 
Magiſtrate, having married a young and beautiful 
Wife, was caught, ſoon afterwards, in the very 
Act of Beſtiality with a Cow; and tho' the Fact 
was plainly prov*d upon him, and he was brought 
to his Trial, by Means of a large Sum of Mony, 
properly placed, he was acquited. 
THE Hamburghers are at the Expence of 
keeping a Light-houſe on the upper Iſland, which, 
from the Height of it, may be ſeen at a great 
Diftance out at Sea, and is a great Safety and Guide 
to Ships coming towards the EI; and, indeed, 
this little Iſland ſeems almoſt to be providentially 
left for the Security of that Navigation; for it is 
ſo deep a Bay to the Mouth of that River, with 
Shoals out of Sight of Land, that it would be 
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next to impoſſible to find it, were it not for ſome 
ſuch Guide. 

IT is ſaid of this Iſland, as of Ireland, that no 
venomous Creature will live on it; but perha 
with as little Truth. One Thing I have obſerv'd 
here, with Pleaſure, that it is common for all Sort 
of wild Fowl to ſettle on this Iſland, fo tir'd with 
flying at Sea, that they are not able to riſe again, 
but will ſuffer you to take them up with your Hands. 
They have a Tradition here, that about the Year 
1530, above 2000 of the Inhabitants of this Iſland 
had their Maintenance from the Herring-Fiſhery 
only; but that having cauſed a Herring to be diſ- 
dainfully whipt with Rods, the whole Fry left them, 
and they have never ſeen any on their Coaſts !ſince. 
This idle Story might have paſs'd among the Po- 

iſh Legends; but as this _—_— to be abour the 

ime of the Reformation, I think it rather to be 
ſome old Wife's Tale, to divert Children in a 
Winter's Evening. FRE 

As I have little or no Converſation here, my 
Stay will be ſhort: I ſend you this by Means of 
a Ship bound from Hamburg for London, which 
put in here by Streſs of Weather. I think to leave 
this Iſland to-morrow or next Day, and land at the 
neareſt Place on the Southern Banks, of the El}.

EE Ccorpinc to what I wrote you in my 
& 4 & laſt, I left Helgoland in one of their Fiſher- 
N Hoys, and landed on the South Foreland 

| of the River Elb, in the Bailiwick of 

Ritzbuttel. | | 
RITZBUTTEL (or Ritzenbuttel ) is the 

Bailiwick of which I gave you an Account in a 

former Letter, belonging to the Hamburghers, on 

the Coaſt of the Duchy of Bremen, where the 

South-Elb falls into the North-Sea. I have already 
iven you an Account by what Means the Ham- 

x got, and have hitherto kept Poſſeſſion of 

this Place. I ſhall now only add, that they have 

a pretty good Haven here, call'd Cuxhaven, which 

is of great Benefit to Ships coming on the Elb, in 

Winter, when the River is full of Ice. Here, 

likewiſe, the Hamburghers have their privileg'd 

Pilots, who, by their Statutes, ought to have al- 

ways a Yacht at Sea, near the outermoſt Buoy, 

ready to put a Pilot or two, as Occaſion may re- 
uire, on Board of every Ship coming into the 
: But, notwithſtanding the River Elb is one 
of the moſt dangerous in Europe to come into; as 
all Ships coming to Hamburg are oblig'd to pay half 

Pilotage, whether they have any Pilots on Board or 

not, they are ſeldom at Sea but in good Weather, 

when they are leaſt wanted, which has occaſion'd 
the Loſs of many a rich loaden Ship within the 

River. I think [ have not hitherto given you any 
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Account of this River, one of the moſt famous in 
Germany, and noted in ancient Hiſtory for ſeveral 
Conflicts between the Romans and ancient Germans, 
: ſhall therefore lay hold of this Opportunity to 
o It. 
TnE River Elb ariſes in Sileſia on the Rieſen Ge- 
Bie (or Giants Mountains) in the Lordſhip of 
Kynaſt, belonging to the Counts of Schaffgott, on 
the Borders of Bohemia. There are, at firſt, two 
Streams, one call'd the Great Elb, ariſing from ſix 
Springs, and the other call'd the Little Elb, ariſing 
from five Springs. They afterwards join near 
Gendorff, and thus united, taking in its Courſe 
thro*' Bohemia, Upper and Lower Saxony, ſeveral 
other conſiderable Rivers, falls, at Length, into 
the German Ocean near Ritzbittel, about 14 Ger- 
man Miles below Hamburg. 

ApJjoininG to the Bailiwick of Ritzbuttel, is 
the little Diſtrict of Hadein, the Capital of which 
is Otterndorff, on the River Medame, This Diſ- 
trict came, in the 16th Century, from the Arch- 
biſhops of Bremen, to the Houſe of Saxe-Lauem- 
burg; but the Male-Line of that Houſe becoming, 
extinct, in the Year 1689, and a Diſpute ariſing 
concerning the Inheritance, between the Female 
Heirs, and the King of Sweden, the Emperor caus'd 
it to be taken into Sequeſtration, by the Troops of 
the Circle of Lower Saxony, under which Sequeſtra- 

tion it remains to this Day. My Way from Hadeln 
| to this Place, lay thro' the Principality of Verden, 
and Part of the Duchy of Bremen, of both which 
5 F ſhall give you a brief Account. 
|: VERDEN (or Ferden) was formerly a Bi- 
| ſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop of Mentz, inſti- 
N tuted by Charlemaign, in the Year 776, of which one 
4 Schwibracht, an Engliſh Bendictine Monk, was the 
firſt Biſhop. Some have pretended to ſay, but 
without any Grounds, that this See was firſt laid 
: at 
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at a little Town call Konnede, and others that the 
firſt Biſhop reſided at Bardewick. In 890, Biſhop 
Wigbert gave his whole paternal Eſtate to this See. 
In 994, Bruno, Duke of Saxony, and Biſhop of 
Verden, was elected Pope, and took the Name of 
Gregory V. Biſhop George, of the Houle of 
Brumfwick, embrac'd. the Doctrine of Lutber, 
which his Succeſſor, Biſhop Eberhard fully intro- 
duced. Francis William the laſt Biſhop, endea- 
vor'd to reſtore the Roman Catholic Religion; but 
Guſtavus Adolphus, King of Sweden, carrying it, 
at that Time, with a high Hand, in Zower Saxony, 
the Biſhop was oblig'd to retire, whereupon Jobn 
Frederick, Duke of Saxony, and Archbiſhop of 
Bremen, took Poſſeſſion of the See of Verden; as 
his Name-ſake, and Succeſſor, a Prince of Den- 
mark, did after his Death; and ſo it remain'd till 
the Peace of Meſtpbalia, when it was converted to 
a Principality, and Sweden inveſted with it, as an 
hereditary Fief of the Empire. In 1675, the 
Troops of Lunenburg and Munfer ſeiz d this Prin- 
cipality, and would have divided it; but were. 
oblig'd to reſtore it, in 1679, purſuant to the 
Treaty of St. Germains. In 1709, it was pawn'd 
to the Elector of Hanover, and purſuant to a 

Treaty concluded in 1719, transfer'd to that Houſe 
for ever. The Town of Verden, which is the 


Capital of this Principality, and is now of very 


little Note, is ſituated on the River Aller, at about 
20 Miles diſtance from Bremen, to the Eaſt, and 
near twice as far from Hamburg, to the South. 

THz Duchy of Bremen was formerly an Arch- 
biſhoprick, of the Inſtitution of which, under Char- 
lemaign, I gave you ſome Account in a former 
Letter from the City of that Name. It takes in 
the beſt Part of the Country, between the two Rivers 
Elb and Weſer, almoſt from the Sea, and the 
Duchy of Oldenburg, to the Veſt, quite up to the 
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Duchy of Lunenburg, to the Eaſt. That Part of 
it which is ſituate on the two Rivers is ex- 
ceeding fruitful, and the Inhabitants rich; but the 
Inland Country is raw, ſandy, and chiefly Heath, 
and the Inhabitants much in the ſame poor State; 
as thoſe of the adjoining Duchy of Lunenburg, of 
whom 1 ſhall probably have Occaſion to ſay more 
bereafter. Of their ſeventh Archbiſhop Hojerus, 
who died Ann. 910, they have a Legend, that 
his Grave being open'd 120 Years after his Death, 
nothing was found in his Coffin, but the Pillow 
his Head had lain on, from whence it was con- 
cluded, and believ'd in thoſe Days of Ignorance, 
that his Body was tranſlated to Heaven. In the 
Time of Archbiſhop Frederic, Son of Chriſtian IV, 
King of Denmark, who ſucceeded to this See in 
1634, the whole Country was taken by the Swedes, 
and by the Treaty of Weſtphalia, being converted 
into a Duchy, that Crown was inveſted with it, 
in the ſame Manner as with the Principality of 
Verden. In the ſame Manner, likewiſe, it was 
ſeiz d by the Troops of Brandenburg, Lunenburg 
and Munſter, in 1675, but was reſtored to 
Sweden, by the Peace of Nimeguen. In 1712, it 
was taken by the Danes, but the Ele&or of Han. 
over having before advanced the King of Sweden, 
a conſiderable Sum, on the Security of it, it was 
by Agreement fold to the late King George, for 

three Millions of Dollars. | 
STADE is the moſt conſiderable Place in the 
Duchy of Bremen, on the River Schwing, which 
falls into the Elb, about two Engliſb Miles below it. 
It is about five German Miles from Hamburg, and 
about twelve from Bremen. This City had for- 
merly the Title of a Marquiſate, and Henricus 
Calvus, who, at the Tame Time, poſſeſ#d Dit- 
marſh, was made the firſt Marquis of it, by Hen- 
ricus Auceps, in 940. His Succeſſors were _ 
wiſe, 
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wiſe, Marquiſes of Brandenburg, and reſided at 
Alten- Landsberg, four German Miles from Berlin. 
Hartwick, the laſt of the Line, who was firſt Pro- 
voſt, and afterwards Archbiſhop of Bremen, left 
it to that Metropolitan, and died in 1168. And 
tho' Henry, the Lion, of Saxony, took Poſſeſſion 
4 of it, when he was put in the Ban of the Empire, 
. it was reſtor'd in 1180. It was afterwards a free 
[ Imperial City, and one of the Hanſe, but in 1648, 
was, by the Treaty of Munſter, given up to Sweden, 
together with the See of Bremen. In 1676, it was 
taken by the Duke of Brumſwick ; but, in 1680, 
was reſtor'd to Sweden. In 1712, it was taken by 
the King of Denmark, after a very vigorous De- 
fence, and was ſold, together with the whole Duchy, 
to the late King George, as Elector of Hanover, 
and is now in the Poſſeſſion of his preſent Majeſty, 
and like to remain ſo. The Fortifications, which 
were almoſt ruin'd at the laſt Stege, are repair'd, 
and the Place put into a good Condition of Da- 
fence; but agreat Part of the Town, which was 
then laid in Aſhes, is yer unbuilt. 

At the Mouth of the Schwing, at a Place calPd 
Brunſhuſen, our King has a conſiderable Toll, 
where all Ships coming out of the Sea, up the 
Elb, are oblig'd to ſtop, and give an Account of 
their Loading; for which, at their Arrival at 
Hamburg, they are oblig'd to pay a certain Duty, 
according to a Book of Rates, to a Comptroller 
plac'd there, for that Purpoſe, by the Government 
of Hanover. The Hamburgbers, however, are 
not oblig'd to ſtop here, an ancient Right, which 
they have long enjoy'd, on Account of their being 
at the Charge of buoying the River, and keeping 
the Light- Houſe at Helgoland. In Order to oblige 
all Ships to bring to, there rides a Ship of 24 Guns 
at Anchor on the Elb, at the Entrance into the 
Schwing, which wears Engh/þ Colors; and on the 
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Shoar, near it, is a Fort that has a certain Num- 
ber of Cannon mounted, which command the 
Channel of the River. This Man of War is of 
Service to the Engliſh in Trade and Navigation 
for when, at any Time, as I have been inform'd 
it frequently happens, the Hanburgbers have, by 
ſome illicit Means or others, procur'd Engliſh 
Mediterranean Paſſes, or have ſuffer'd their Shippers 


Government of Stade, at the Requeſt of Mr. F/--ch, 
has made no Difficulty to cauſe ſuch Hamburghe; 
Ships to be ſtop'd by their Man of War, and Eu- 
zliſþ Paſſes and Sailors to be taken out, and de- 
Iiver'd to the Britiſb Miniſter, and I am inform'd 
Mr. L------d has been lately here on ſuch an Oc- 
caſion. By this Means a Stop has, in a great Mea- 
lure, been put to ſuch clandeſtine Practices, and the 
Rights and Freedom of the Englih Commerce 

reſerv'd. The Captain of this Man of War, 

earing there was an Engli/þ Gentleman in the 
Place, invited me in a very polite Manner, to dine 
on board his Ship, and gave me a very elegant 
Reception. I have been here, and in the Neighbor- 
hood, about three Weeks; ſo deſign to return to 
Hamburg to morrow, and, after a ſhort ſtay there, 
to viſit Lubeck, ſome other Parts of Holſtein, and 
the Duchy of Mecklenburg, of which my future 
Letters ſhall give you the beſt Account I ſhall be 
able co procure. In the mean Time, &c. |

$ IX. HAMBURG. 


T XY laſt to you was of the from 
1 al Stade; I departed the next Day for this 
Place, and had a very pleaſant Journy, 
= chiefly on artificial Dykes, raigd to 
keep the Elb from overflowing its Banks, and lay- 
ing the low Lands under Water; which it other- 
wile would frequently do, eſpecially at Spring · tides; 
and there have been ſome Inſtances of ſuch high 
Tides, with North-Weſt Winds, that have even 
overflowed theſe artificial Banks, or, by the Violence 
of the Flood, broke thro? them; which, at ſuch 
Times, have been the Cauſe of great Miſery and De- 
ſolation to the Inhabitants. I remember, upon this 
Occaſion, a very remarkable Story told me by a 
noted Hamburg Shipper, callPd Ulrick FJanſſen. 
This honeſt Man, being coming from London for 


Hamburg, two or three Days after ſuch a Diſaſter, 


when he approach*d the Elb, obſerved ſomething, 
at a Diſtance, driving on the Surface of the Sea, 
which he at firſt, imagin'd to be the Wreck of a 
Ship, and, by the Help of a Glaſs, perceiv'd fome 
People upon it. Upon this, he made up towards 
it; but how great was his Surpriſe, when coming 


nearer, he found it to be the thatch'd Roof of a 


Houſe, which had been drove away by the Inun- 
dation, with a Man, a Woman, and five Children 
ſit ing aſtride upon it, almoſt periſh'd with Hunger 
and Cold, having been drove about, in that Con- 
dition, without any Suſtenance, 42 Hours; whoſe 

| Lives, 
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Lives, he, however, ſaved, by taking them into his 
Ship, and carrying them with him to Hamburg. 
But to return to my Journy ; I obſerved, - almoſt 
the whole Way to Boxtebude, adjacent to theſe 
artificial Banks, were Orchards, containing a pro- 
digious Number of all Manner of Fruit-trees, the 
Product of which are, in their ſeveral Seaſons, 
carried to Market to Hamburg. There, likewiſe, 
appear*d a Chearfulneſs in the Countenances of the 
Boors, that, together with their Houles (one End 
of which are, at leaſt, brick'd and tid, and ſome 
of them of two Stories) plainly ſhews the Fruitſul- 
neſs of this Part of the Country, beyond that I 
paſs d thro', in my Way from Bremen. 
BOXTEHUDE, which I juſt mention'd in 
a former Letter, on Occaſion of my Journy from 
Bremen to Hamburg, was, in ancient Times, a 
City and Fortreſs of ſome Note, and as ſuch ad- 
mited into the Hanſeatick League. Its firſt Riſe 
was by Means of a Convent of Nuns, founded in 
that Place, by a Noble Family of the ſame Name, 
and, in the Time of Emperor Rudolph I. Arch- 
biſhop Gifelbert endowed it with the Priveleges of 
a City; which it, indeed, ſtill retains, and has 
Burghermaſters and Senators, but is otherwiſe, at 
this Time, little better than a Village, It is 
{ituated on the River Ef, about a German Mile 
from its Conflux with the Elb, and about three from 
Hamburg, in the Duchy of Bremen, and conſe- 
quently now ſubject to our King, as Elector of 
Hanover. It is now remarkable for nothing but 
an idle Story they tell you in Hamburg, as a Banter 
upon thoſe who are ſuppos'd to want ſuch a Repair 
of Nature; that there is a Smith in this Place, 
who, with the Aſſiſtance of his Daughter, has 
the Art of new ſteeling the Membrum Virile; but 
whence this ridiculous Tale firſt aroſe, I am not 
inform'd. As, the laſt Time of my being Moy A 
croſo 
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croſy'd the Elb, and went by Land to Hambarg ; fo 
I now went up that River by Water, and arrived 
here, with Wind and Tide, in about two Hours. 

I LANDED at the Baum-hauſz, of which I 
gave you a Deſcription in a former Letter, and, 
in my Walk from thence to my Lodgings, ob- 
ſerved, to my great Surprize, at almoſt every 
Door, a Bullock tied, and the Streets very filthy 
with the Blood and Excrements of theſe Beaſts. 
Upon Enquiry, I found it was cuſtomary, at this 
Time of the Year, for every Houſe-keeper to 
ſlaughter a Bullock, and ſome two or three, ac- 
cording to the Largeneſs of their Families, for their 
W inter-Proviſion ; which is done with great For- 
mality in their Houſes, and is generally attended 
with great Feaſting and Expence. During this 
Seaſon, which laſts ſix or eight Weeks, there is a 
live Market for Bullocks, three Days in the Week, 
which laſts till Noon. Thither every Burgher re- 
pairs, to buy his Beaſt or Beaſts, ; and having 
bargain'd for them, they are drove to their Hou- 
ſes, where they ſtand tied to their Doors, three or 
four Hours, PA a Shew, to be admir'd by their 
Neighbours and Acquaintance. In the Afternoon, 
they are led into the Hall or Entrance into the 


Houſe, ſometimes with great Difficulty, up ſeve- | 


ral Steps, where they are ſlaughter'd, and after 
they are flay'd, and the Intrails taken our, are 
hung up by the hind Legs, adorn'd, in a ridiculous 
Manner, with cut Paper on the Fore-legs, in Imi- 
ration of Ruffles, and a Jarge Bunch of the ſame 
on the Tail; a fine Damask-Napkin a-crofs the 
Breaſt, the Body expanded, and frequently a Board, 
or Shelf in the Inſide, with a large Glaſs, of two 
Quarts or more of Wire upon it, to entertain 
every one who comes, to drink to the Health, or 
pious Memory (call it which you pleaſe) of the De- 
cealed, In this Manner, they hang two or three 


Days, 


* 
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Days, and nothing but Feaſting during the whole 
Time; inſomuch, that it is common to ſpend as 
much at theſe ridiculous Feſtivals, as their Bullocks 
coſt them. In the mean Time, the good Wives, 
with three, four, or more Aſſiſtants, have their 
full Employ, in preparing the Guts and Garbage, 
of which they make an Infinity of different ſavory 
Diſhes, which are preſerv*d for themſelves and Ser- 
vants; and nothing is thrown away but the Excre- 
ments, and a Part only of the Blood, which they 
ſeem likewiſe to part unwillingly with. Generally 


he third Day, the Bullocks are cut up into proper 


Pieces for ſalting and ſmoaking, being firſt duly 
weigh'd, and the neat Product faithfully regiſter'd, 
to furniſh Matter for Diſcourſe for a Month after- 
wards: And, indeed, during this whole Sea- 
fon, you hear of nothing elſe. Public and 
private Houſes, Taverns, Coffee and Ale-houſes, 
the Exchange, the Senat, and the Conſiſtory, and, 
if I am not miſinform'd, the very Churches too, 
ring of nothing elſe. In ſnort, all other Tranſ- 
actions ſeem to be in Suſpence, and ſwallowed 
up in this. If you go into a Shop, to chea- 
pen a Pound of Tea, or any other Commo- 
dity, it is twenty to one but, inſtead of an Anſwer, 
the Maſter accoſts you with a Sir, I never was 
«© ſo fortunate in the Choice of a Beaſt, as this 
* Year. It was the charming'ſt Creature, it would 
* have done you Good to have ſeen and felt it; 
« had ſo many Hundred of Meat, ſuch a Quan- 
<« tity of Suet, and 1 ſold the Hide for ſo much; 
« fo that, all Things conſider'd, it coſt me but fo 
% much a Pound. What think you, Sir, did not 
«© make a good Puchaſe? Have not I a good 
« Oxen-Underſtanding ?” It you have Patience 
to hear him out, it is poſſible you may, in about 
a Quarter of an Hour, have an Anſwer to 
your Queſtion ; but if you interrupt him, it is a 

great 
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great Chance but you are diſmiſs'd, as a Perſon 
who has no Taſte ; he will rather loſe your Cuſtom, 
than his Story. i a 
Bur to proceed; it was not without ſome Dif- 
ficulty, as well as Danger, that I made my Way 
thro' this Inundation of Filth, and Hurry and Con- 
fuſion of Men and Beaſts, to my own Lodgings 3 
and if ever I wiſh'd myſelf in London, for the Con- 
venience of a Hackny Coach, it was at this Time: 
For tho? there is no Want of Coaches here, which 
are let to hire, by the Day or half Day, at an 
eaſy Rate; yet you never find them plying in the 
Street; and when you want one, you muſt beſpeak 
it, at leaſt; an Hour before-hand. Glad I was, 
when 1 found myſelf ſafely houſed, and I imme- 
diately took a Reſolution, not to ſet a Foot in the 
Street again, *till this idle Story was over. While 
I was reflecting on the Folly of the Hamburghers, 


' who could put themſelves to ſuch an unneceſſary 


Expence, and undergo ſo much Inconvenience, 
both at home and abroad, to feed a ridicu- 
lous Vanity, that tends to no End, but to ex- 
poſe them to the Laughter of every Man of good 
Senſe, Mr. --- came to welcome me to 
Hamburg again. We had no ſooner got over the 
uſual Compliments, than I acquainted him, how I 
had been employing my Thoughts. He concur'd 
with me in condemning the univerſal Madneſs 
of the Hamburghers, at this Time of the Year, and 
he told me, that to expoſe it to the utmoſt of his 
Power, and, if poſſible ro ſhame them out of it, 
he had, two Years before, caus'd a Dramatic Piece 
to be writen on the Subject, in which all the Cir- 
cumſtances of this egregious Folly were painted in 
the moſt lively Colors: But that, after the firſt 
Night of Acting, when it had all the Proſpect in 
the World of a great Run, the Senat took it in 


their 
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their wiſe Noddles, to iſſue a Prohibition againſt 
t. They would, it ſeems, have ſuppreſs'd the 
Books too, but they being in Mr. . — s Cuſ- 
tody, were out of their Reach. They were after- 
wards diſpers'd throughout the whole Town, and it 
appearing that, tho? it did not want Satyr, there was 
not a ſingle perſonal Reflection in the whole Piece, 
and only the Follies of the Times ftruck at in 
general Characters, their Prohibition did not do 
them much Honor. | 

Mr. L——4 tells me he is making great Pre- 
parations for celebrating their Majeſties Coronation 
in the moſt ſplendid Manner, and that he believes I 
ſhall be better pleasꝰd with what will be exhibited, on 
this Occaſion, on the Opera-Stage, than I was with 
that on the late King's Birth-Day.

upon him not only the ſole Direction and Manage- 
ment, but the ſole Invention of it, had, indeed, 

1 told me, he had Mr. V. ch's Orders to ſpare for 

1 no Expence, and had ſhewn me ſome Skitches of 

| his Deſign 3 which tho? I could not but approve of 

in the II heory, I very much queſtion'd whether he 
would be able to bring to Execution. He has, 
however, ſucceeded, with the higheſt Approbation 
of the Spectators; and I ſhall give you the beſt 

Account I can of this Performance, within the 

Compaſs of a Letter, refering for the Reſt, to the 

printed Relation, with the Repreſentations finely 

engraven, which I ſhall ſend you, with the firſt 

Opportunity of Shiping. 

Tur Pit and Boxes, were embeliih*'d, and 
illuminated, upon this Occaſion, in a very extraor- 
dinary and beautiful Manner. Mr, I had 
cauſed an entire new Dramma of three Acts to be 
written and compoſed for this Purpoſe, calPd Great 

Britain Rejoycing, which was purpoſely ſo contriv'd, 

to introduce all the Grandeur of Shew, pompous 

Muſic, and ſplendid Dances poſſible; and for each 

5 Act, he had invented a new and ſeparate Illumi- 

| nation, beſides another which was introduc'd in the 

4 Middle of the firſt Act. 

THz Curtain roſe at the Concluſion of the Over- 
ture, as uſual, but to give the Audience an Op- 
portunity of viewing the Beauty of the Stage, a 
pompous Symphony continued playing for ſome 
Time, before the Dramma begun, and the ſame 
was obſerved at the Begining of each At, 

Tur firſt Illumination, at the Opening of the 
Stage, repreſented a vaſt Hall, finely embelliſh'd 
and illuminated, and decorated, on both Sides, 
with gilt Statues of the moſt renowned Kings of 


England, . 
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England, on Pedeſtals of white Marble, curiouſly 


adorn'd, 

On the Front of the Stage, at the Entrance 
into this Hall, was a noble triumphal Arch, finely 
illuminated, reſting upon tranſparent Pillars, of a 
bright Red, adorn'd with green Foliage, and gilt 
Corniſhes. 

BETween theſe Pillars fat, on elevated Thrones, 
two of the principal Female Singers, in proper Ha- 


bits, repreſenting Virtue and Honor: And over them 


were two large tranſparent Eſcutcheons, with pro- 
per Devices, adorn'd with Feſtoons, and ſuppor- 
red each by two flying Angels. | 

Ov n this triumphal Arch, in the Middle, was 
repreſented a noble Temple, tranſparent, dedicated 
to Virtue and Honor, on each Side of which were 
emblematical Repreſentations, and, in the Archi- 
trave, 2 Latin Inſcription, in Letters of Gold, 
ſhewing the Occaſion of this Illumination. 

Wirnix the triumphal Arch, on each Side of 
* Hall, was a double Row of twelve tranſparent 

illars, of a bright Red, adorn'd with green Fo- 
liage, and u £24 Trophies. 

ETWEEN/ theſe Pillars, ſtood the gilt Statues I 
mention'd befofe, and over each was a tranſparent 
Arch, with an Eſcutcheon, bearing the Arms of 
England, differently quatter'd, according to its ſe- 
veral Additions, from Time to Time. 

Uros theſe 24 Pillars, reſted ſix tranſparent 
Arches, which croſs'd the whole Stage, repreſent- 
ing fix of the principal Glories of the Briti/ Na- 
tion. Each Arch had three Diviſions, and in 
every one was a ſuitable emblematic Repreſentation, 
with 2 Latin Inſcription. 

Beninp theſe Arches, were three Piazzas of 
tranſparent Pillars, one large, in the Middle, and 
two leſs, on each Side, which led to a ſpacious 
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Amphitheater, adorn'd with tranſparent Niches, 
Orange-Trees and gilt Statues. 

BeroRE the middle Walk, upon a Pedeſtal of 
white Marble, ſtood the Arms of Great Britain, 
with its Supporters: And before the two Side 
Walks, likewife on Pedeſtals, the Initial Letters 
of their Majeſties Names, all tranſparent, with 
proper Inſcriptions on the Pedeſtals. 

Tux ſecond Illumination, which appeared about 
the Middle of the firſt Act, conſiſted of a large 
Machine of Clouds, of the Breadth of the whole 
Stage, which deſcended behind the trĩiumphal Arch, 
about half Way. In the Front were ſix tranſpa- 
rent Pillars, which ſupported five Arches, all adorn'& 
with Foliage and Flowers, in their natural Colors, 
and Feſtoons of the ſame, fupported by flying 
Cupids; who likewiſe bore the Arms of Great 
Britain over the middlemoſt Arch, and four Fields 
of it-over the other four. 

UNDER the middelmoſt Arch, on an elevated 
Throne, ſat a Singer, repreſenting the Goddefs 
Fame; and under the four other Arches, two or 
each Side, four Nymphs, her Companions, hold- 
ing each a tranſparent Eſcutcheon, with Inſcriptions, 
in Honor to their Majeſties, which in their De- 
ſcent, they fixed on the Arch. | 

FAME having ſung her Part, being accom- 
panied by her Companions in the Chorus, the 
whole Machine re-aſcended and left the Stage as it 
was before. 

Ar the End of the firſt Act, the three Piazzas, 
and the Amphitheatre, diſappear'd, and diſcover 
the third Illumination, which repreſented the hinder 
Part of the Hall, upon an Elevation, to which 
there were two Afcents, with a Balluſtrade between 
them. This Part of the Hall was richly deco- 
rated, in Honor to the preſent Royal Family. On 
each Side, were five white tranſparent Pillars. 

adorned: 
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adorned with Foliage, ſupporting as many tranſ- 
parent Arches, with Inſcriptions. 

TowaRDs the farther End of this Elevation, 
and under the fourth Arch, ſtood, upon two white 
Marble Pedeſtals, Statues of their Majeſties, in 
their Royal Coronation Robes ; over which hover'd 
two Angels, who, with one Hand, held the Crowns 
over their Heads, and, in the other, had Trum- 
pets, on the Fanes of which were proper Inſcrip- 
tions, 

O x each Side of their Majeſties, ſomething for · 
warder, ſtood, upon two lower Pedeſtals, Statues 
of their Royal Highneſſes, the Prince of Wales, 


and the Duke of Cumberland; and yet more for- 


ward, upon five leſſer Pedeſtals, in the Form of a 
Half-Moon, the Statues of five Angels, to repre- 
ſent the five Princeſſes: And upon all the Pedeſtals 
were ſuitable Inſcriptions. 

Beninp all theſe, on an Elevation of ſome Steps, 
was repreſented an Altar, on and about which, 
were ſeveral emblematical Figures, Devices and 
Inſcriptions, for a farther Account of which, as 
well as of all the other Inſcriptions, which give Life 
to the Whole, I muſt refer you, for Brevity's Sake, 
to the printed Relation. | 

Ar the End of the ſecond Act, that Part of 
the clevated Hall, which repreſented the Altar, 
Sc. diſappeared, and diſcover'd the fourth Illumi- 
nation, which conſiſted of a beautiful Heaven or 
Glory of tranſparent. Clouds, upon a higher Ele- 
vation. In the Middle of this Glory, ſeated on a 
Throne, was repreſented Providence, having Wiſ⸗ 
dom on her Right Hand, and the Public Good on 


her Left, attended by ſeveral Nymphs, repre- 


ſenting the Cardinal Virtues. 
PROVIDENCE, and her Retinue, being deſcended 
out of the Clouds, and advanc'd to the Front of the 


Stage, there roſe a glorious Sun behind her Throne, 
* whoſe 
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whoſe Beams diffus'd themſelves over the whole 
Stage, and, in the Middle of it, were diſcover'd 
the Initial Letters of their Majeſties Names. The 
Sun-Beams gave, at the ſame Time, Light to two 
large Conſtellations, on each Side of it, in which 
were the Initial Letters of the Names of the two 
Princes ; and to five ſmaller under it, with the Ini- 
tial Letters of the Names of the Princeſſes, Un- 
der all which was a proper Latin Inſcription, 

THz Stage was now above 100 Foot long, 40 
Foot broad, and 32 Foot high, in the Front, all, 
even the Plat-fonds, tranſparent, which diminiſh- 
ing, according to the Rules of PerſpeCtive, give it 
the Appearance of twice the Length: And the 
Beauty of it was ſo engaging, that the Curtain 


being purpoſely not let down, the greater Part of 
the Audience pleaſed themſelves with a View of it, 


long after the Drama was finiſhed. 

AFTER the Opera was ended, Mr. 5 
gave a very grand Entertainment to all the Public 
Miniſters, Nobility and Gentry, in and abour 
Hamburg, with their Ladies, at which, likewiſe, 
were preſent Deputations of the Senat, the Chap- 
ter, and the Britiſh Society; and after Supper a 
Ball, which laſted *cill the next Morning. At the 
ſame Time, the Britih Society had an Entertain- 
ment at their Bowling-Green, where, likewiſe, was 
a handſom Illumination, The next Night, the 
ſame Piece was perform'd again at the Opera-houſe, 
after which Mr. J/——þ gave a Supper and a Ball 
to the Britiſh Society, and their Families. After 
the third Time of 2 this Piece, this wor- 
thy Gentleman gave a Maſquerade to above 
Perſons of both Sexes, where the moſt delicious 
Wines, and all Manner of Refreſhments were diſtri- 
buted in great Plenty, the whole Night, and with 
that this Solemnity ended: Which, from the 
Begining to the End, was n on with all - 
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ſible Splendor, and, at the fame Time, with the 
greateſt Order and Decency, that could poſſibly be 
expected on ſuch an Occaſion, very much to the 
Credit of the Britiſh Nation, and to the Honor of 
his Majeſty's Miniſter, who, without Doubt, ex- 
ED upon this Occaſion, at leaſt, a Couple of 

ears Salary. I deſign, in my next, to give 
you a more particular Account of the Maſquerade, 
till when, as ever, Cc.

do ſend me a Couple of Tickets for 
che Maſquerade, as I had Time upon 
my Hands, I was tempted once more 
©ESS5W8z2 to miſpend a few Hours, at a Diver- 
ſion, the Folly and Abſurdity of which, notwith- 
ſtanding the apparent Grandeur of it, had long 
ſince given me an Averſion to: And I was, beſides, 
prompted to it by an Incident, which I thought 
might (as it, indeed, did) afford me ſome reaſon- 
able Amuſement, a Thing not very common at 
theſe Aſſemblies. There happen'd, at this Time, 
to be an Eugliſo Ship in Hamburg, from Pen/yl- 
vania, the Captain of which had brought a young 
Indian Lad with him, for whom, tho? his Appren- 
tice, I found he had a very great Value, He 
ſeem'd to be about 17 Years of Age, of a light 
Olive Complexion, that could but juſt be calPd 
tawny; thro* which, however, an agreable Rud- 
dineſs, not very common in theſe People, appear'd 
on 
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on his Checks and Lips. He was tall and well- 
made, with fine Eye brows, and long Hair hanging 
down his Back, as black as a Coal. His Maſter, 
who had cloath'd him very handſomly, carried him 
with him into all Companies, and once brought 
him to dine with me. This Youth had got the 
Engliſh Tongue in tolerable Perfection, and diſco- 
ver*'d a ſprightly Genius, by his Enquiries, as well 
as by an eager Deſire of being acquainted with the 
Nature and Circumſtances: of every Thing that 


ſeem'd ſtrange to him; with which he ſhew'd, at 
the ſame Time, a ſtrong and ſolid, tho' unculti- 
vated Judgment, in all his Reaſonings. This 


tempted me to carry him once with me to the 
Opera, a Diverſion, of which I could not, with 
all the Rhetoric I was Maſter-of, make him con- 
ceive the leaſt Idea; and there, I muſt confeſs, 


the Queſtions. which meer Nature prompred him 
to put to me, gave me infinitely more Satisfaction 


than the Drama. I was ſenſible the Maſquerade 
would furniſh him with Objects enough to employ 
as well his Wonder as his Curioſity: I, therefore, 


reſolved to carry him with me, and began to anti- 
eipate the Pleaſure I ſhould have in Obſervations 


rely natural, on Things in which Nature had 


Tun Day being come, 1 provided a Couple of 
Dreſſes tor myſelf, and my young Companion, 


and I had a Sample of the Pleaſure I was going to 


enjoy, even before I went out of my Lodgings. 


While L was puting on my owt Habit, Which was 


a purple Domino, edg*d with Gold-Lace, Ndelio 
(Which was the Name the Captain had given my 
young Indian) ask'd me, in what Country that 
Halit was wore? I told him, Venite. Sure, (replied 
he) the Inhabitants of that Country muſt be all great 
and wiſe Men? tbe Richneſs of it (added he) is 4 
. Mark of | their. Gtandeur, 25 the Decency and Gra- 
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Vity of it is of their Wiſdom, I ſmil'd, and pleas'd 
him with telling him his Obſervation was juſt. For 
him I had procured a Spaniſh Habit of white Satin, 
edg'd with Gold, and lin'd with Scarlet Taffeta, 
a ſhort Spaniſh Cloak hanging on one Shoulder, of 
the ſame, a white Hat, with a Gold-Lace, a Scar- 
let Feather, and Silk Stockings of the ſame Color. 
Thus equip'd, my young Indian, for all his Gra- 
vity, could not forbear being proud of his own 
Appearance. He view'd himſelf, with great At- 
tention, frrom Head to Foot, ſmi'd at every Limb 
he caſt his Eye upon, and run at every Moment to 
the Looking-Glaſs, to ſee thoſe Parts his Eye could 
not command. He often ſpread his Cloak, and, 
1 found, would have been better pleagd, had it 
it been expanded more in View, over both Shoul- 
ders. Sir, (ſaid he) at Length, after having ſuffi- 
ciently admir'd himſelf, tbe Inbabitants of the Coun- 
try where this Dreſs is worn, are ſurely all ſuch fine 
nimble Gentlemen, as we ſaw at the Opera (JI think 
von call it;) I am ſo light in it myſelf, that, methinks, 
J want nothing more than the Muſic to guide my 
Steps, to be as good a Dancer as the beſt of them, 
And, indeed, he was ſo gay, that, had there been 
a Fiddle, I believe he would have to prac · 
tiſe on the Spot. I ſmil'd at his Innocence, to 
think the Habit and the Muſic were alone ſufficient 
to form the Dancer: And told him, that tho' his 
Remark, as to the Gayety of the Dreſs, was juſt ; 
yet there was a great deal more requir'd to attain 
to the Art he made ſo light of; and as for the 
Spaniards, an Imitation of whoſe Dreſs he had on, 


they were the very Reverſe of what he thought, 


the graveſt People upon Earth. Sure, ther (replied 
he, ) they fall very fort of the Venetians, in Point 


of Wiſdom. He was ruminating for a Remark 


on the Inconſiſtency, which appear'd to be between 
their Dreſs and Temper, whea I interrupted him, 
ves a by 
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by puting a fair effeminate Mask into his Hand, 
and telling him he muſt wear it, during the whole 
Time we ſhould be at the Diverſion we were going 
to partake of. And what Advantage, Sir, (ſaid 
he, in the utmoſt Surprize) can we reap from this 
Diverſion (as you call it) where we are going, that 
can induce us to be aſham'd of the Faces the wiſe Cre- 
ator of Mankind has given us? This, it is true, is 
by far fairer than mine; but (added he) J am ſo 
pleas d with what 1 have, that, were it poſſible, I 
think I ſhould be loth to change. Here we were in- 
terrupted by the Maid, to acquaint me my Coach 
was at the Door, and we immediately went into 
it; but it was not without much Difficulty, I per- 
ſuaded Fidelio to put on his Mask. I was forc'd to 
tell him, that, in Order to go thro? this World, 
with Prudence, we muſt often conform to Cuſtoms, 
which in our Hearts we could not approve of; 
and that, tho' the Entertainment we were going to 
was one of thoſe I had not the greateſt Value for, 
yet it might give us Occaſion to make ſome Reflec- 
tions, that might be of ſuture Service to him. 
Tre Place Mr. /——cþ had pitch'd upon for 
this Entertainment was exceeding proper for it, 
being a large Orangery, or Nurſery-Houſe for ex- 
otic Plants, built for that Purpoſe, by a famous 
Gardiner, but now out of Uſe. It is behind a 
Row of Houſes, at ſome Diſtance from the Street, 
which, with a Guard at the Entry, ſcreen'd it from 
all thoſe Inſults, that frequently happen, upon ſuch 
Occaſions, from the Populace, This Place is 
equally divided into two ſpacious Halls, and a fine 
Entrance or Veſtibule between them, with large 
Folding- Doors, oppoſite to each other, which being 
taken away upon this Occaſion, the Whole was laid 
open into one Length, and might be, as near as 1 
could gueſs, about 200 Foot Jong, and 30 broad. 
T heſe two Halls were finely decorated with Look- 


es ing · Gla ſſes

ing-Glaſſes, Branches and Luſtres, and an infinite 
Number of Wax-Candles, with a ſeparate Band of 
Muſic in each: And, in the Paſſage between them, 
was a very large Bouffet, where ſeveral of Mr. 
W——c<'s Servants in Livery, and other Atten- 
dants, waited to diſtribute Wige, and all Manner 
of Refreſhments. I no ſooner enter'd, than 1 
found wherewithal to employ all the five Senſes. 
The Eye was ſufficiently delighted with the Beauty 
and Symmetry of the Decorations, rogether with 
the Magnificence of ſome of the Masks, and the 
Singularity of others: The Ear with the Excellency 
of the Muſic ; and the Taſte with the moſt delici- 
ous Wines. I cannor, indeed, ſay, that the Senſe 
of Feeling was ſo agreably gratified with me, as I 
found it was with ſome others, but that I had ſuch 
a Senſe, the Crowd about me gave me evident 
Proofs : And for that of Smelling, it was not al- 
ways ſo pleaſingly entertain'd, as the moſt of us 
could have wiſh'd, | 

I nap reſolved not to ſpeak a Word to Fidelio, 
*till he ſhould himſelf give me an Opportunity, by 
declaring his Thoughts. of what he ſaw and heard. 
I perceiv*d the utmoſt Confuſion of Mind in him, at 
our firſt Entrance into the Hall: Pleaſure, Doubt, 
Fear and Wonder ſeem'd alternatively to have the 
Aſcendant there, I watch'd him narrowly, but in 
fuch Manner, as if he was the leaſt of my Care: I 


\ obſerved him ſometimes ſtanding ſtock-ſtill, then 


advancing a few Paces, and then retiring again, 
When any ſplendid, or even but decent Mask ap- 
2 him, I found he was at a Loſs, in what 

anner to ſhew the Reſpect he thought due to Per- 
ſons, whom he imagin'd ſo much his Superiors, as 


their Dreſs ſhewed them to be: But when any ridi- 


culous or frightful Mask came near him, I per- 
ceiv'd he would gladly have been at a greater 
Diſtance. A Policinello puting himfelf in the Poſ- 
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ture of that Character, juſt under his Noſe, con- 
verted him to a motionleſs Statue, till Punch, en. 
rag'd that his Wit had no greater Effect upon 
him, laid hold of one of his Elbows, and gave 
him a Twirl quite round; at the ſame Time, a 
Scaramouch came up, and after having ſtared him 
full in the Face, with a frightful Grin, took him 
by the other Arm, and obliged him to make the 
ſame Tour back again. Poor Fidelio, half fright- 
ed out of the little Preſence of Mind he had left, 
and not being able to conceive in what all this wou'd 
end, fix'd his Eyes upon the Door; and if I had 
not ſeiz'd him, that Moment, by the Hand, was 
Juſt going to ſhew them a light Pair of Heels for 
it. I carried him to a Corner of the Room, where 
finding Part of a Bench empty, we ſeated ourſelves. 
It was ſome Time before the poor Boy could recover 
the Uſe of his Speech; but, at Length} he burſt 
out, with ſome Vehemency, Are theſe Figures, Sir, 
which we have here before us, human Creatures? 
Yes, my Dear, (was my Anſwer) they are all Men 
and Women, all our own Species: But, Sir, (re- 
plied he, with yet greater Vehemence) are they 
reaſonable Men and Women ? Are they Chriſtians £2 
Jaſſur'd him, they were all endued with reaſonable 
Souls, as we were, and, for any Thing that I knew, 
Chriſtians. How is it then, (continued he) that ma- 
ny of ibem put on ſuch Shapes and Figures, as would, 
were they real, be a Diſgrace to buman Nature, and 
behave in ſo brutiſh a Manner, as, even among us, 
would be thought the [eight of Folly and. Madneſs. 
] was preparing to put the bett Gloſs upon theſe 
Things I could, when Mr. L d, who, 1 
perceived, was deputed by Mr. / ch to do 
the Honors of the Place, came by us, in his own 
proper Habit. I took him by the Hand, and de- 
firing him to fit dowa by me, put off my Mask, 
and diſcover'd my ſelf to him. I gave Fidelio, at 
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the ſame Time, to underſtand, he might do ſo 
likewiſe ; but how overjoy*d was the poor Youth, 
to ſee at leaſt one Perſon, who had the Appearance 
of a reaſonable Creature, among ſo many Hun- 
dreds, whom he thought beſides themſelves. I di- 
verted Mr. L d with a Relation of our 
Adventure, who thereupon left us for a Moment, 
but return'd with a Servant who brought us a 
Plate of Biskets, with a Bottle of Champaign, to 
comfort our young Indian. A Couple of Glaſſes 
inſpir d him with freſh Vigor, and, by Degrees, 
we gave him ſuch an Idea of the Matter, that he 
began to be, in ſome Meaſure, reconciPd to it: 
Bur all our Skill was not ſufficient to prevail upon 
Him to go the Length of the Hall alone. Our 
Bottle being out, he again betrayed his Want of 
Experience, by offering to put a Spaniſh Dollar 
into Mr. . — s Hand to pay for it, and upon 
our telling him, this was all at the ſole Expence of 
one Gentleman, he thought, by All, we meant the 
Cloaths, Jewels, and whatever elſe he had ſeen, 
and concluded, be muſt ſurely be the King, or, at 
eat, Governor of ſome mighty Nation: For (added 
he) there are many Habits bere, one of which would 
purchaſe a King, with all bis Subjects, in my Coun- 
ory. 

* E were now fauntering thro' the Crowd 
in, when I accidentally eſpied a Maſk, in the 
abit of a Grecian Philoſopher, having a long 


Perſpective, in his Hand, with which, I obſerv'd, 


he was very attentively viewing ſeveral Perſons 
round about him, in different Parts of the Hall: 
This prompted me to aſk him, what valuable Diſco- 
veries be bad made? None very valuable (ſaid he;) 
and upon my puting the Queſtion, I bat in particu- 
lar? I ſee (replied he) amidſt this Scene of pretended 
Pleaſures, nothing but the Reverſe of them : I diſcover, 
by the Help of my Glaſs, weary Limbs, diſtemper d 
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Brains, empty Pockets, deprav'd Appetites, broken 
Conſtitutions, irregular Deſires, ſullied Reputations, 
and, what is worſt of all, evil Conſciences. My 
Mind immediately miſgave me, the Perſon I was 
diſcourſing with, could be no other than my learned 
Friend ; and I was not miſtaken; for he imme- 
diately lifted up his Maſk, and, at the ſame Time, 
told me, that his Glaſs, which had the Virtue, to 
ſhew, not only the exterior, but the interior Image of 
the Perſon towards whom it was directed, bad long 
ſince diſcover'd me to him; and he had ſpoken to me 
ſooner, but for interrupting me in the agreable Con- 
verſalion he heard me have with a young Foreigner. 
This ſurpris'd me, and my Anſwer was, I con- 
ceiv'd, by the Deſcription he had already given 
me of the Virtues of his Glaſs, that it was a won- 
derful Help to the Eyes: But how that could 
þ quiken his Hearing to that Degree, to know our 
4 Converſation, at ſo great a Diſtance, I was at a 
Loſs to comprehend. Ob! (replied he, pulling, 
at the ſame Time, a little Silver Inſtrument, in 
Shape not unlike a German Poſt-horn, out of his 
Boſom) I am provided for that too: This little Horn 
(faid he) rightly applied to the Ear, at a proper 
Diſtance, has the Virtue to raiſe the lot ſt, and moſt 
ſecret Whiſpers, to diſtinct and intelligible Sounds. 
While we were thus diſcourſing, a whole Volly of 
Cards came flying over our Heads, from an ad- 
joining Gaming-Table, and, looking about us, 
we ſaw a Perſon, in the Habit of a Scaramouch, 
raving, tearing his Cards, and throwing them, in 
that Manner, over his Head, in Hopes, with them, 
to get rid of the ill Fortune which attended him. 
My Friend having applied his Glaſs, ſatisfied my 
Curiolity with telling me, that Signor Scaramuzzo, 
was a young worthleſs Rake, a Canon *, who, 
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having tir'd himſelf with dancing, endeavor'd to 
gratify his Avarice with gaming, hoping to ſatisfy 
a Bill of Exchange, which would become due in a 
tew Days, with other Peoples Mony ; but, for his 
juſt Puniſhment, had loſt his own. 

Havins, at the ſame Time, my Friend's little 
Silyer Inſtrument in my Hand, I applied it accord- 
ing to his Direction, and overheard a Mother, in- 
ſtructing her Daughter, how to make the beſt Uſe 
of the beautiful Maſk ſhe was dreſs'd in, to draw 
an amorous young Heir, juſt come to his Eſtate, 
into her Snare. Continuing my Iaſtrument fix'd, 
without applying it to any Perſon in particnlar, I 
heard innumerable idle and vain Diſcourſes, Flat- 
teries, Detraction, and Scoffings, miſchievous and 
impious Contrivances, deceitful Inventions, Obſce- 
nĩties and Blaſphemies. Reſtoring this Inſtrument, 
and borrowing my Friend's Perſpective, I look*d 
about me, and ſaw Perſons, whom Jealouſy had 
one while converted to mere Statues 3 aud then 
again to a State of raving, brutiſh Madneſs: Others, 
1 diſcover'd, who, out of an earneſt Deſire of 


| thining in ſome one or other Quality, had, by their 


Affectation, made themſelves the Jeſt and Ridi- 
cule of all who were near them. 

AMonG the Dancers, I diſcover'd a Female 
Mask, who by her Stature, Shape, genteel Car- 
riage and well choſen, coſtly Habit, drew the Eyes of 
every one upon her: But how was I ſurpris'd, when, 
by the Help of my Glaſs, I diſcover'd the moſt de- 
formed Viſage I had ever ſet Eyes on, and not a few 
Tokens of a debauch'd Diſpoſition of Mind. Per- 
ceiving, at the ſame Time, two Perſons of either 
Sex, in very earneſt Diſcourſe, in a diſtant Corner, 
I made up towards them, to a proper Diſtance, and, 
with the Aſſiſtance of my Friend's magical Horn, 
heard the ſtrongeſt Profeſſions of Love, Conſtancy, 
and inviolable Secrecy, between two Lovers, mw. 
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tho', for any Thing they knew, they had never 
ſeen one another's Faces were contriving how to 
indulge this their preſent Paſſion for each other, 
by taſting the forbidden Fruit, that very Night: 
But how bitter was probably the intended ſweet 
Pill in the ſwallowing, for it feems they were Man 
and Wife, who were both ſick of the fame Di- 
ſtemper. Not far from theſe, I perceiv'd two 
Men of a fine Appearance, in rich foreign Habits, 
who upon my drawing nearer to them, I found to 
be in deep Conſultation, how to ruin a third Per- 
ſon of Diſtinction, who happening to join them, in 
the ſame Inſtant, they were as full of their Profe- 
ſions of Value and Eſteem for him, as if they 
had been the moſt ſincere of his Well-wiſhers.

practice the moſt neceſſary of all Arts, Diſſimulation. 
In another Corner, I ſaw ſeveral Perſons in a 
Cluſter, who ſcem'd to be in an earneſt Conſulta- 
tion on ſome Topic, which afforded them great 
Satisfaction. Upon drawing nearer, I over-heard 
one, who was endeavoring to perſuade the Reſt, 
that Maſquerades were an Invention of the higheſt 
Advantage to the public Good, and contributed 
oreatly to the Encreaſe of Riches. Another under- 
took to prove the Neceſſity, as well as Benefit of 
them, for the Preſervation of the Tranquility and 
Welfare of the State. They all, at Length, con- 
cluded, that they were of great Uſe, to amuſe the 
. — Minds 
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Minds of the Subjects, keep them from prying 
into Affairs above their Comprehenſion, and pick- 
ing Holes in the Adminiſtration; to lull them into 
the ſoft Slumber of Contentment, and Obedience; 
and to diſpel all the black Vapors of Diſcontent 
and Rebellion; I was eager to know, who all theſe 
wiſe Politicians were, and was looking out for my 
Friend, to borrow his Perſpective, for that Pur- 
poſe, when the whole Aſſembly was interrupted by 
a deep hoarſe Voice, which admoniſh'd them to 
confider that they were all mortal, and would ſoon be 
2 to exchange theſe Dreſſes of Voluptuouſneſs for 
melancholy Shrouds. This occaſion'd an univerſal 
Silence and Surpriſe ; but the Wonder ſoon ceaſed, 
upon the Diſcovery of a Perſon, near the Door; 
with a Speaking Trumpet ; and well it was for 
him, that he was in fo happy a Situation for a Re- 
treat, or he had been in a fair Way to pay dear 
for his Admonition. 

Havinc found my Friend again, we both ap- 
pear d to be of the ſame Mind, for retiring from 
this Chaos of Vanity and Folly; and I perceiv'd 
my young Indian, who had never left my El- 
bow, wanted to be gone as much as we: We, 
therefore, went together, in one Coach, to my 
Lodgings ; where I defign'd to have read a Lec-

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ſhew'd an Uneaſineſs, which gave me Room for a 
Suſpicion, which had not enter'd into my Mind 
before. This put me upon being more than or- 
dinary officious in helping to undreſs the Youth, 
and I ſoon found I had been gallanting a young 
Female to the Maſquerade, inſtead of an india 
Boy. I even diſcover'd thro” the Boſom of her 
Shirt, that the Complexion of her Face, Neck 
and Hands were borrow'd; and I begun now to 
imagine her Innocence likewiſe feign'd ; but this 
groundleſs Imagination ſoon vaniſh'd, and I con- 
cluded ſhe muſt have been ſome European Child, 
whom the Captain had pick*d up in her Infancy, and 
cauſed her to be brought up in America, in that State 
of Ignorance and Innocency I found in her, till ſhe 
was of Years to act the Part he deſign'd for her. 
I would not put him to the Bluſh, by leting him 
perceive I had made the Diſcovery ; ſo let them 
depart: Nor would I give my worthy Friend 
the Uneafineſs, I was ſenſible, a Reflection on 
this poor unhappy Creature would cauſe in him: 
Unhappy I call her : For I do not doubt, by the 
Seeds of Virtue and Innocence I had diſcover'd 
in her, that tho the Courſe of Life ſhe probably 
led with her pretended Maſter was criminal; yet 
he had perſuaded her to the contrary. I reſolv'd, 
however, if poſſible, to get at the Bottom of it, 
and if I found the Caſe to be as I ſuſpected, to 
think of ſome Means to free the pretty Innocent, 
from a State, which could not but end 1n her utter 
Perdition.

l 10 Bis introduced to the Acquaintance, of a 
8 . worthy Holſtein-Nobleman, in the. Ser- 
vice of Denmark, Baron von A——dt, of 
c, the Name of his Seat, which lies al- 
moſt at an equal Diſtance between theſe two Cities. 
He entertain'd me, with the greateſt Politeneſs, for 
three Days together, with all the Varieties of rural 
Diverſions, as Hunting, Fowling, Fiſhing, Sc. 
within the Compaſs. of his own Eſtate; but what 
Pleas'd me above all, was his elegant Garden, 
which exceeds any Thing I | have hitherto ſeen in 
theſe Parts. It lies in the Middle of a great Wood, 
and 1s laid out in a beautiful Manner. The Par- 
terre is very large and handſom, with two very fine 
Fountains, and encompaſs'd with Hedggs of a vaſt 
Height and Thickneſs; which likewiſe [encloſe 
large Plantations of all Sorts of Fruit-Trees and 
Kitchen-Plants, between the Side and. Croßs-Walks, 
on each Side of the middle Grand Walk, of near 
an Engliþ Mile long, beautified with Rows of 
Trees, in exact Symmetry and Order, and diverſi- 
fied with Graſs-Plats, cut in various Forms, and 
Gravel-Walks. In ſhort, Elegance and Variety 
rules throughout the Whole, and beſpeaks the | 
Owner to be endow'd with as large a Portion of 

fine Taſte, as he poſſeſſes of Politeneſs and Hoſ- 


pitality. At the End of the Parterre, on a Ter- 
ah raſs, 
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raſs, is a ſpacious Alcove, very properly, and 
in an agreable Manner, lin'd with the Bark of 
Oak, of which, it ſeems, a good Part of this 
Eſtate conſiſts, and from the Top of it, which is 
leaded, you have a fine View of the whole Gar- 
den. In this Nobleman's Eſtate, are the Springs 
of the River Alter, which, as I mention'd in a 
former Letter, flows thro* the City of Hamburg, 
into the Elb, and for the Benefit of which, that 
Republic pays him annually the Tribute of a 
Salmon. | 

I 8a nothing elſe, worthy of my Notice, in 
my Way from Hamburg hither, which is about 
nine German Miles, but the little ancient City of 
Oldeſioo, in Wagria, ſituate about a German Mile 
out of the Road between theſe two Cities, on the 
Trave, and nearer Lubeck than Hamburg : This 
Place was famous, in ancient Times, for its Salt- 
Works ; but they being of Prejudice to thoſe of 
Lunenburg, Henry the Lion, Duke of Brumſwick, 
deſtroy'd the Springs, in the twelfth Century; and 
it is now a Place of little Conſideration or Trade; 
tho? it bears the Name of one of the four ancient 
Cities of Holſtein. 

I navmz hitherto not ſeen very much of Lubeck, 
but what I have, ſhews it to have been a fine, an- 
cient and noble City, tho* now in its Decay. I 
ſhall ſtay long enough here to be able to give you 
ſome Account of it in a future Letter; but being 
deſirous of ſeing the famous Midland-Sea, calPd 
the Baltic or Eaſt- Sea, which is at no great Diſtance 
from hence, and meeting with an Opportunity of 
a Company, that was going down the Trave to 
Travemund, I ſhall poſtpone my Account of this 
Place, to give you a brief Relation of my ſhort 
Excurſion thither and back again, on the River 
Trave. n 20 
Tur 
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Tak River Trave, which waſhes the Walls of 


Lubeck, has its Source not far from the Town and 
Bailiwic of Arensbicke, in the Territory of Hagria, 
in the Duchy of Holſtein, formerly a A o- 
naſtery of Caribi ſians, founded by Nicholas, Earl 
of Holſtein, in 1398. This River not only divides 
the two Territories of Hagria and Stormaria, but 
likewiſe ſeparates Wagria from the Duchy of 
Mecklenburg, and, paſſing by Ploen, Segeberg, Ol- 
deſſoo, Lubeck and Travemund, (or the Mouth of 
the Trave) falls into the Eaſt-Sca or Baltic, near 
the latter. 

TRAVEMU N D, which has a fine Haven, 
and is well fortified, together with ſeven * 
which belong to it, are ſubject to the City of Lu- 
beck, being fold to that City, by Jobn III, Earl 
of Holſtein, for 4000 Marks, (or about 270 J.) 
2 very Trifle for the Importance it is of to the 
Trade of this Place. I know nothing, that this 
Place is particularly famous for, but for making 
excellent Pan-cakes, to the Value of a Crown 
a-piece, I ſhould not have mention'd a Thing fo 
trivial; but for a ridiculous Inference, the ſuper- 
ſtitious Part of the Lubeckers draw from thence, 
'They tell you, that when their Trade was in its 
moſt flouriſhing State, it was common for the 
Burghers to carry their whole Families to this Place, 
to treat them with Pan-cakes, and, in the Height of 
their Profuſeneſs, to order fo large a Number to be 
made, more than they could conſume, that, after 
Dinner, they would divert themſelves with throw- 
ing them at one another, *till the whole Floor was 
cover'd with them; and that the Decay of their 
Trade was a Judgment from Heaven upon them, 
for thus miſuling the Bleſſings of the ALmicarty. 

I 8H4ALL take this Opportunity to ſay a Word 
or two of the Baltick or Eaft-Seza, known, in La- 
tin, by the Name of Sinus Codanus, which may 


properly

2 be call'd the Northern Mediterranean. This 
ea is bounded, on one Side, by Mecklenburg, Po- 
merania, Caſſubia, Pruſſia, Courland, and Livonia, 
and, on the other, by Scania, Sweedland, Lapland 
and Finnland. Whence this Sea has its Name, is 
difficult to determine. It forms three large Bays 
or Gulphs, the Sinus Botnicus, between Sweedland, 
Lapland and Finnland; the Sinus Finnicus, between 
Finnland and Livonia; and the Sinus Livonicus, 
between Livonia and Courland; beſides ſeveral 
other ſmaller Bays, There are alſo ſeveral Iſlands 
in this Sea, ſome large, ſome ſmaller, particularly 
Zealand, Fubnen, Bornholm, Rigen, &c. It is, 
likewiſe remarkable for affording Amber, on the 
Coaſt of Pruſſia, in 8 large Quantities; which, 
in ſeveral Parts of the Eaſt, and eſpecially in 
Japan, is eſteem'd, in Value, equa! to Gold: 
But what is moſt particular in this Sea is, that it 
neither ebbs nor flows. That Part of the Bal- 
tick which ſeparates Fubnen from Futland is call'd 
the Little Belt, and that which is between the 
Iflands of Fibnen and Zealand, is call'd the Great 
Belt. The Baltic has two Communications with 
the German Ocean; one thro' the Little Belt, 


which is about two German Miles broad, and 


the other thro' the Sound, at Cronenburg, near 
Helſingir, which is ſo narrow, that the Cannon 
of that Fortreſs commands it: But as the Liiile 
Belt is fo full of Shallows, that no Ship of Burden 
can paſs thro? it with Safety, the Sound is the only 
trading Paſſage, the Toll of which brings a con- 
ſiderable Revenue to the Kings of Denmark. 
A GENTLEMAN, who happen'd to be one in 
this Party of Pleaſure, gave me a very remark- 
able Account of a Child of this City, who at three 
Years of Age ſpoke ſeveral Languages, and had 
a tolerable Knowledge of Hiſtory, both ancient 
and modern, As I ſeem'd to doubt of the Va- 
| D d | racity 
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racity of his Relation, he told me, that he had | 


not, indeed, been an Eye, or Ear-Witneſs of the 
Truth of it; but that being, at the ſame Time, in 
Holland, when this extraordinary Inſtance of early 
Learning was mention'd in the publick Prints, he 
wrote to a Friend, on whoſe Integrity he could 
depend, to give him a true Relation of this Mat- 
ter, whoſe Aniwer, he ſaid, left him no Room to 
queſtion the Truth of the Fact. He has ſince 
communicated this Letter to me, and I find ſome 
Things ſo very uncommon in it, that I ſhall give 
myſelt the Trouble to tranſlate it for your Peruſal, 
and it may probably be the Subject of my next 
Letter. 

Ar my Return to my Lodgings, and complain- 
ing of a violent Head-Ach, occaſion'd, as I ſup- 
poſed by a Cold I had caught, my Landlord ad- 
vis'd me to the Drinking of a Pint of old French 
White Wine, he would procure me, of above 
100 Years old, which he aſſur'd me would, by 
laying me into a breathing Sweat, the whole Night, 
effectually open the Pores, and give me immediate 
Relief. He ſent for a Bottle, and after having 
filtd me a Glafs, gave me this following Hiſtory 
of it. Some Years ſince (ſaid be) ſome Ruins 
« and Rubbiſh being remov'd, in Order to build 
« a Houſe in this City, where none had ſtood 
4c before, in the Memory of Man, a vaulted Cel- 
ec Jar was diſcover'd, which by many Circum- 
« ſtances plainly appear'd, not to have been 
c open'd in conſiderably above 100 Years. A- 
«© mong other Things, found in this Vault, were 
«© fix Iron-bound Casks, of about two Hogſheads 
each, fill'd, in the Opinion of every one, with 
old French White Wine, which, by Experience, 
<5 has been found to have the Medicinal Effect 
1 I told you”, For my Part, I really found it 
ſo, and therefore deſired my Landlord tg procure 
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me a Couple of Dozen, of it, of which, at my 
Return to Hamburg, I hope to find an Opportuni- 
ty of ſending you one.

LETTER XLV. 


FR Loszex. 
WT OWARDS the Concluſion of my laſt 


Letter, I promis'd you a farther Ac- 
count of an extraordinary Inſtance of 
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KIA carly Learning, in the Perſon of a Child 
of three Years of Age; and I ſhall do it, as 
near as I am able to tranſlate it, in the Words of 
the Letter I then mention'd : | 
« In the Year 1724, the 2d of January, I 
„ ſpent almoſt the whole Day (the Time of 
Divine Service only excepted ) *till ten at Night, 
« jn the Houſe of Madam Heincten, in Order to

c therefore, often lamented, that every one, who 
“ has had the Opportunity of ſeing this wonder- 
« ful Child, has not heard the ſame, out of its 

«« own Mouth. The Reaſons, why all have not 
« had this Satisfaction, are; becauſe he does not 
e much care to have Queſtions ask'd him by 
« any, but by Monſ. von Sch — a Gentleman 
5 D d 2 | « of 
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« of Sileſia, who lodges in the ſame Houſe. This 
very learned Gentleman, who has been a great 
&« Traveller, and is himſelf Maſter of a more than 
«© common Knowledge and Ingenuity, has impart- 
« ed ſo much of both to this Child, merely for his 
« own Diverſion and Pleaſure. But the Boy is 
« often ſtubborn, and will not anſwer to the 
«© Queſtions ask'd him; nor is he, on Account of 
c his tender Age, to be compePd to it. Thus, 
« the Day I ſpent in his Mother's Houſe, he 
« twenty Times broke off ſhort, whilſt I was ex- 
« amining him, with his uſual Expreſſion, Now I 
& will go to Nutrix ; upon which we were oblig'd 
< to let him go immediately; but then he would 
ce often return preſently, and continue what he had 
„ begun. To this we may add, that neither the 
« preſent feeble State he is in, on his Side, or 
„want of Time and Patience, on that of thoſe 
«© who come to ſee him, often will not allow of 
« ſo many Queſtions being ask'd him: Notwith- 
« ſtanding which I, by Degrees, heard many 
«© Things of him, which ſhew partly a wonderful 
Strength of Memory; for he remembers what- 
<< ever is {aid to him; and partly a very ſound Judg- 
© ment, by diſtinguiſhing Things very minutely, 
and not confounding one with another. He re- 
4 peats the Names of the Roman Emperors, both 
& ancient and modern, in one Series, without 
«« Heſitation, obſerving, at the ſame Time, 
et their ſeveral Deſcents. Of Charlemaign, he ob- 
cc ſerv'd, that he converted the Saxons to the 
& Chriſtian Faith, c. Of Charles IV, that he 
5 had been at Lubeck, and lodg'd in that very 
* Houſe we were in; that he founded the Univer. 
« ſity of Prague; that he loſt many of the Domi- 
& nions of the Empire, and was therefore call'd 
6% Vitricus Imperii, Sc. Of Maximilian, I, that 
he divided the Empire into Circles, (all _—_ 
cc e 
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« he nam'd) and that Luther and Tetzel lived in 
4 his Time; on which Occaſion, he took No- 
c tice of the Hiſtory of the Reformation, and re- 
<« Jated ſeveral remarkable Circumſtances of it. 
Of ancient Hiſtory, the Reigns of 7ulius Ceſar 
« and Auguſtus were more particularly mention'd, 
« and he gave an Account of the moſt memorable 
% Tranſactions of thoſe Times. He had as per- 
e fect a Knowledge, of the Eaſtern Emperors, 
« and, for Inſtance, knew how to diſtinguiſh be- 
«« tween Conſtantine, the Great, and Conſtantine 
«« Palzlogus : Of the former, he took Notice of 
de the Sign he ſaw in the Heavens; and, on that 
* Occaſion, repeated the Inſcription over it, in 
« Greek, Latin and German; and, of the latter, 
ce that, in his Reign, Conſtantinople fell into the 
* Hands of the Turks, Sc. So likewiſe of the 
t Perſian Monarchy, he gave a Series of its Kings, 
«« without omiting one, from Cyrus to Darius 
« Codomannus ; and the ſame of the Ptolemy's of 
« Egypt. Of the Hiſtory of the Old Teſtament 
« he gave us the Names of the Patriarchs, and 
« a Series of the Judges, and of the Kings of 
« 7uda and Iſrael : Not to mention many other 
&« Hiſtorical Matters, which it would be too te- 
6+ dious to enumerate ſingly. In Geography, as the 
«© Choice was left to me, I pitch'd upon the Maps 
<< firſt of Germany ; ſecondly, of the Land of Promiſe; 
e and thirdly, of Greece; and, with Aſtoniſhment, 
„ heard him repeat, on Occaſion of the firſt, the 
many Prineipalities and Lordſhips of Silefa, Ic. 
«« Of the ſecond, the twelve Tribes, diflinguiſhing 
« which and how many of them belong'd to each 
of the principal Countries; and, of the third, 
«« the principal Battles of the Grecia Hiſtory 
« which was we ſeveral Places famous. He has 
«« been indulg'd, when he has got a Knowledge 
of any particular Hiſtory, to have a Picture 
: Dd 3 or 
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« or Draught of it laid before him, to ſtrengthen 
& his Memory, in which he takes a particular 
„% Delight, Some of theſe Pictures, 8 be- 
« fore him, while I was there, upon turning one 
* of them, which happen'd to have a Piece of an 
cc old Map of Lower Germany paſted behind it, to 
« ſtiffen it, I was greatly ſurpriz'd to hear him of 
* himſelf cry out; O ! there's Lubeck, there's Ro- 
« ſtock ; and being ask'd how he knew that ? he 
& anſwer'd, why is not that the Baltick ? (or Eaſt- 
& Sea, near which both thoſe Cities are ſituated.) 
& Monſ. von Sch Jamented, that the Circum- 
«© ſtances of the Weather, and the State of Health 
ce the Child was in, would not then ſuffer him to 
& be long in the Garden, which was the Place he 
ce had taught him chiefly in. He ventur'd it, in- 
ce deed, for a ſhort Time; on which Occaſion, the 
« Child not only pointed to the four Cardinal 
0 Points of the Compaſs, but gave us an Account of 
« the principal Countries, which are ſituate to the 
« Eaſt, Weſt, North and South of us. In Genea- 
« [ogy, we made a Trial with the Houſes of 
& France, Denmark, and Sleſwick- Holſtein, in which

* the ten Commandments, Sc. very readily ; and 
F* likewiſe many choſen Texts of the Bible. He 
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ſoon after took a Fancy to ſing, and thereupon 
ſung the New Year's Hymn: Helft mir Gottes 


Gite preiſen, in its exact Melody; which, I 
muſt confeſs, affected me very ſenſibly: And 
I was aſſured, at the ſame Time, that he had 
learn'd this Hymn, by only hearing his Siſters 
ſing it the Evening before. But nothing gave 
me more Aſtoniſhment, than .that upon the 
Picture of a Skeleton being ſhewn him, he 
not only knew how to diſtinguiſh the ſeveral 
Parts of it ; butto name moſt of them by their 
proper Names: And a real Skull which Monſ. 
von Sch had brought with him, from Schel- 


lenberg, being ſhewn him, upon viewing it with 
the Picture, he immediately ſaid: Tes, it is like. 


I obſerved, during the whole Time, nothing 


„ childiſh in him, excepting once, that he took a 


cc 


Fancy to ride upon a Hobby-Horſe ; but was fo 
weak, that he was forced to be led between two. 


On this Occaſion, he was ask'd, if he knew 
nothing memorable of a Hobby-Horſe ? Upon 


which he related the Nurenberg Story, of the 
Year 1650, and deſired to ſee the Medal of the 


Hobby-Horſe Trooper, which Monſ. von Sch—— 


had before ſhewn him. He was likewiſe ask'd 


what a Hobby-Horſe meant? to which he 
anſwer'd, Equus Ligneus, By theſe, and more 
Inſtances, I was ſufficiently convinc'd, that there 


was ſomething very extraordinary in this Child, 
who can comprehend more by a bare Verbal 
Relation of Things, than many Thouſands of 
other Children can be brought to a Knowleyge 


of, with great Labour. I ask'd Monſ. von 


Sch — by what Means he firſt obſerv'd ſo un- 
common a Memory, and ſo peculiar a Capaci- 


ty in this Child ? Yo which he anſwer'd, that, 


as foon as he began to ſpeak, being ſiting by 
him, near the Stove, the Child ask*d him what 
« was. 
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« was the Meaning of the Figures on the Stove ? ® 
& and he having explain'd them to him in the 
« Manner he thought the moſt adapted: to his 
«© Comprehenſion, and mention'd ſeveral Circum- 
ce ſtances relating thereunto ; he was ſurpriz'd to 
* hear the next Day, that he repeated all he had told 
© him to his Siſters, and that almoſt in the very 
© ſame Words. Upon this he begun to teach him 
* ſome Scripture Hiſtories; and as he readily re- 
6 tain'd them in his Memory, and he obſerv'd 
« daily a greater Deſire (which yet continues) in 
% him, of hearing ſomething new, he, for his 
% Diverſion, taught him the moſt neceſſary Points 
« of other Sciences, which he happily attain'd 
© to a Knowledge of. When, at any Time, he 
cc js out of Humour, and will give no Anſwer to 
te the Queſtions ask d him, they lay before him 
&« the Example of the Watchman (whom, as he 
& ſleeps but little, he often hears, and asks after, 
<« in the Night-time,) who is repreſented to him 
« as an ignorant Wretch, not capable of giving 
«© an Anſwer to what is deſir'd of him, tho” he, 
= as a Child can do it. When he hears this, he 
< complies, and ſeems to take Pleaſure, in mak- 
* ing the Watchman aſham'd, as it were, of his 
«© Ignorance. Hitherto he has taken no Suſte- 
« nance, but his Nurſe's Milk, nor will he be 
« brought by any Means, to accuſtom himſelf to 
« any other Food. But it is to be lamented, that 
t there is ſo little Hopes of his Life: For ſeting 
e aſide the Power of the Almighty, in all human 
« Appearance, it is not poſſible for him to live long.

Tnus far the Letter communicated to me by 
my Fellow Traveller; and we have here a memo- 
rable and ſurpriſing Inſtance, on the one Hand, 
of the Power of Nature, and, on the other, of 
the Effect of Diligence, and the reaſonable Method 
of an ingenious Inſtructer. They both ſurpaſs 
what we generally meet with in the World; and yet 
I can't but think it may be accounted for, without 
the Expence of a Miracle; or, if duly conſider'd, 
thinking it ſo ad wonderful in itſelf, as it is 
uncommon. It is hard to ſay what human Nature 
is not capable of, with Diligence and N 
and the Difference between a good or bad Me- 
thod, is perhaps as great as between any two 
Things in the World of the ſame Kind. Not 
that I would, by any Means, be for encouraging 
ſuch Attemptsas this ; on the contrary, I am very 
apt to think, that the Want of Sleep, and feeble 
State of Health, taken Notice of by the Letter- 
Writer, of this Child, and its Death, which en- 
ſued not long after, were, in ſome Meaſure, at 
leaſt, occaſion'd, by a too great Application, which 
exhauſted the Spirits defign'd and requir'd by Na- 
ture for the Support of Life; and no Wonder it 
had this Effect on ſo tender a Plant, when we find 
many Inſtances of the like on Trees arriv'd to their 
full Growth; I mean on Men of Learning, who 
in the beſt of their Years, have ruin'd their Health 
and Conſtitution, and, at Length, loſt their Lives, 
by a too intenſe Study and Application, I ſhould 


* What the Writer of this Letter ſays of the early Know- 
ledge of this extraordinary Child is very true; and, as I have 
had the Opportunity of ſeing it more than once, I could add 
many Circumſtances here omitted ; but theſe may ſerve to 
juſtify the RefleQons our Author makes on the Whole, 


have 
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have been ſo far from uſing the Stratagem of the 
Watchman; that I ſhould rather have diſcouraged 
than encouraged ſo great a Forwardneſs and Pro- 
penſity to Learning in this Child. Had he been 
amus d with an Inter mixture of Trifles, and the 
Memory not over burden'd with ſo great a Variety 
of ferious Matters, at one and the fame Time, he 
might poſſibly have retain'd his Health and 
Strength, and have learn'd all this and more, with 
Eaſe and Conveniency, and to more Advantage, 
by the Age of ſeven or eight, of which J have 
known many Inſtances. Theſe Reflections put 
me in Mind of a Method as abſurd (I had almoſt 
Aid as cruel) on the other Hand; I mean that of 
our Schools, and more particularly of our large 
and famous Schools, where they think it beneath 
them to take a Lad under ten Years of Age, and 
then make him drudge on ſeven or eight Years 
to learn the Latin and Greek Tongues, which they 
might as well do in half the Time, neglecting, 
in the mean while, the more uſefu] Sciences, in the 
general Commerce of Life, (efpecially to thoſe 
who are not intended immediately to follow either 
of the three learned Profeſſions) Hiſtory, Geo- 
graphy, Genealogy, Philoſophy, the Mathema- 
ticks, a Knowledge of the Modern Tongues, and 
the Hiſtory and Knowledge of Men and Letters in 
general, but above all, thoſe Principles of Reli- 
gion, Morality and Humanity, which alone can 
render them uſeful and valuable in this World, and 
happy in that to come ; all which they might, by 
a well digeſted, reaſonable Method be inſtructed in, 
at the lame Time they are attaining to the learned 
Tongues, without oyerburdening the Memory, or 
a too intenſe. Application; nay, the very Exerciſes 
in che latter, may, and ought to be, ſubſervient to 
the former. How many of theſe over grown School- 


Boys (Block heads I had like to have ſaid) * not 
1 met

I met with, in my Time, who, after having ſpent 
ſeven or eight of the beſt Years of their Life, in 
a renown*d School, have not been able to give a 
reaſonable Anſwer to a Queſtion ask'd them, on 
any Subject whatſoever, except of the Claſſicks ; 
and who have been ſo little fit for any Company or 
Converſation, that it has been the Buſineſs of three 
or four Years more to unlearn (if I may be allow- 
ed the Expreſſion) the ill Habits they have got 
in their School-Years, and happy if they have not 
carried the School-Boy with them to their Graves. 
A learned Pedant is moſt certainly a moſt deſpica- 
ble Creature, and I cannot but allow a Man of no 
Learning, with a tolerable Knowledge of the 
World, to be infinitely his Superior. Theſe and 
the like Conſiderations, make me, notwithſtanding 
all that can be ſaid in Defence of a publick Edu- 
cation (which I allow to be a great deal) give the 
Preference, by much, to a private one : Not ſach 
a one however, as a young Gentleman or Noble- 
man can have of the Parſon of the Pariſh, or his 
Father's Chaplain, as arrant a Pedant perhaps as l 
have been deſcribing; but, where it can be afford- 
ed of a Gentleman, who has travelled and ſeen 
the World; and has himſelf had ſuch an Educa- 
tion as I would recommend. A noble Peer, in 
your Neighbourhood, has been very happy in his 
Choice this Way, and has found the Succeſs even 
exceed his Hopes. But what a Length have theſe 
Reflections carried me, and how far out of my 
Province ; but your Goodneſs will excuſe it, as well 
as my being oblig'd, for this Reaſon, to poſtpone,” till 
my next, the Hiſtorical Account of the ancient 
and preſent State of this City, which I promig'd 
you.

AURSUANT to the Promiſe, with 
which I concluded my laſt, this Let- 
ter is deſtin'd to give you an Hiſtorical 
Account of the ancient and preſent State 
of this famous City. 

Tno' the City of Lubect may boaſt of its An- 
tiquity, yet, in this * it cannot pretend to 
come in Competition either with Bremen or Ham- 
berg, as I think I have already obſerv'd, in a for- 
mer Letter. There was, however, a Time, in 
which this City had its Advantages, particularly 
in Trade, Riches, and Power, * conſiderably be- 
yond either of the other two; and was always 
accounted the Head of that once formidable Body, 
| known by the Name of the Hax/ſeatick League. 
Whence this City had its Name 1s uncertain, and 
the Conjectures we have of it are fo far fetch'd, 
that they are hardly worth mentioning : Nor is it 
fo exactly known when it was firſt built. Accord-

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ing to the Opinion of many, the firſt Foundation 
was laid by Godſchalc, King of the Venedi, in the 
Year 1040, but being deftroy'd by Prince Razo, 
of Rugen, in the Year 1134, was rebuilt, An. 1140, 
by Adelph, II, Count of Holſtein, and then was firſt 

endow'd with the Immunities of a City. In 1158, 
it was again totally reduc'd to a Heap of Ruins, 
by Fire; and was afterwards re- inſtated by Henry, 
the Lion, Duke of Saxony; and, at the lame Time, the 
Collegiate Church was founded. In 1181, Em- 
peror, Frideric, I, brought it under the Subjection 
of the Empire; but it was retaken from him, by 
Henry, the Lion; upon which, it fell into the 
Hands of Holſtein, and afterwards of Denmark : 
But being heavily oppreſs'd by the latter, the In- 
habitants ſent an Ambaſſy to Emperor, Frideric, II, 
imploring his Aſſiſtance to free them from this 
Yoke ; which, as it is ſaid, was done in 1227. 
The Danes, indeed, left no Stone unturn'd, to bring 
this City again under their Dominion; but all 
their Endeavours were fruitleſs ; and they were 
oblig' d to ſuffer an Invaſion themſelves, from the 
Forces of this City, which ravag'd in Denmark, 
far and near, and commited great Depredations. 
This City having, in the mean while, ſuffer'd 
ſeveral Times greatly by Fire, and particularly 
in the Year 1276, it was that Year rebuilt, in p 4 
magnificent Manner we now ſee it. In 1350, this 
City was almoſt depopulated pow Plague, which, 
if we may believe Paulus Langius, carried off 
90,000 of its Inhabitants. In 1422, this City was 
again engag'd in a War with Denmark, which 
laſted thirteen Years ; but did not, however, prove 
by far ſo detrimental to this Crown, as that which 
begun in 1509, during which the Libecters con- 
tributed not a little in diſmembring the Crown of 
Sweden from that Kingdom. In 2563, this City 
enter d into a League with Frideric, II, King of 
9 * | | Denmark, 
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Denmark, againſt Erick, King of Sweden; and, 
on this Occaſion, turniſh'd a great Number of 
Ships as well as Troops. The Year 1629 made 
this City famous, for the Peace concluded here, 
between the Emperor and the King of Denmark, 
by which all that had been taken, by the Imperia- 
liſts, from the latter, in Holftein, was reſtored ; 
but with this Condition, that the Kings of Denmark 
ſhould not, for the future, intermeddle in Favour 
of the Proteſtants in Germany. In 1651, a Treaty 
was ſet on Foot, in this City, between Sweden and 
Poland ; but after the Conferences had laſted ſeve- 
ral Months, they broke up without coming to 
any Concluſion. 

As to the Government of this City, it remain'd 
long under the Juriſdiction of Henry, the Lion, 
Duke of Saxony, the Counts of Holſtein- Schaum- 
burg, and likewiſe under the Crown of Denmark, 
as has already been obſerv*d ; but after it became 
an Imperial City, under the Emperor, Frederic II, 
(of which a Monument is yet remaining at the 
Gate, call'd the Mill. Port) it began to be govern'd 
by its own Burghermaſters, and Senators, and tak- 
ing then a Kind of Ariſtocratical Form, has pre- 
ſerv'd the ſame ever ſince. 

LUB ECA. in its preſent State, is a fine and 
noble City; which tho, as I obſerv'd before, it 
be not ſo ancient as Hamburg, or Bremen, has ne- 
vertheleſs the Appearance of a greater Antiquity 
than either, more of the ancient Buildings of it 
being yet ſtanding, and fewer modern Ones being 
built in the Room of theſe which are either already 
fallen, or now falling to Ruins. The principal 
Streets are larger and more commodious than the 
ancient Streets in Hamburg. The Houſes are large 
and ſtately, but inconvenient, and built much in 
the ſame Manner as thoſe I have given a Deſcrip- 
tion of in Hamburg. The Churches are magnifi- 

N | cent, 
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cent, and ſome of them far exceed the beſt in Ham- 
burg: But, before I deſcend to Particulars, give 
me leave to ſay a Word or two of the Biſhoprick, 
which bears the Name of this City. | 
Tais Biſhoprick was firſt eſtabliſh'd, by its 
Founder, Emperor, Otto I, at Oldenburg, in Wa- 
gria; but was afterwards transfer'd, in the Year 
1162, by Henry, the Lion, Duke of Saxony, with 
the Conſent, of the Emperor Frideric, I, to this 
City; tho? the Biſhop himſelf often reſided at 
Eutin, which is likewiſe, to this Day, the Reſi- 
dence of the Biſhops of Lubeck. In the Year 1530, 
Detleff von Rantzau being then Biſhop, this See 
embrac'd the Auguſtan Confeſſion. In the Year 
1586, Jobn Adolph, the third Son of the Duke of 
Gottorp, who was then Archbiſhop of Bremen, was 
elected Biſhop of Lubeck; and from that Time, 
this Dignity has generally been conferr'd, as an 
Apennage, on the younger Sons of that illuſtrious 
Houſe z and the Chapter have only, as it were, a 
Shadow of Election left; nay, in the Year 1647, 
they bound themſelves under an Obligation to the 
Houſe of Gottorp, that the fix next ſucceeding Bi- 
ſhops ſhould abſolutely be elected out of that 
Family. Purſuant to this Agreement, in 1655, 
Chriſtian Albrecht, who afterwards became Duke 
Regent, and, in 1666, Auguſt Frideric obtain'd 
the Epiſcopal Dignity : But when, during the 
Life of this Biſhop, it was propoſed to elect a Co- 
adjutor, the King of Denmark attempted to get 
this Stipulation annull'd. It was, however, con- 
firm'd, by the Imperial Court, in 1701, and tho', 
at the Election of a Coadjutor, which enſued, the 
King of Denmark had gain'd eight Canons, who 
gave their Votes for his Brother Charles; yet, after 
the Death of the Biſhop, in 1705, Prince Chriſtian 
Auguſt, of the Houſe of Gottorp, who had the 
Votes of the remaining Canons, for the | 
F Ps 
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ſhip, 'obtain'd the Biſhoprick. The Danes, who 
had made themſelves Maſters of Eutin, abandon'd 
it again, and, at Length, by the Mediation of 
England and Holland, the above-mention'd Prince 
Chriſtian Auguſt was, in 1706, confirm'd in the 
Poſſeſſion of the Biſhoprick. At the Treaty of 
Raſtadt, between the Emperor and Sweden, in 1707, 
the Agreement I mention'ꝰd above was again rati- 
fied ; by Virtue of which, two Sons of the faid 
Chriſtian Auguſt were ſucceſſively elected to this Bi- 
ſhoprick, viz. Prince Charles, in 1726; and, after 
his Death, at Petersburg, where he was upon the 
Point of being married to the Ruſſian Princeſs, 
Elizabeth, to his Brother Prince Adolph Frideric, 
this preſent Year 1727, a young Prince, yet un- 
married. But it is to be obſery'd, that, purſuant 
to an Agreement made between the King of Den- 
mark, and the Houſe of Gottorp, at Gluckſtadt, 
in the Year 1667, after the Death of theſe ſix ſuc- 
ceeding Biſhops, ' of the Houſe of Gottorp, the 
Princes of the Royal Family of Denmark are to be 
eligible alternately. 

Bur to return to the City of Lubeck: ] before 
obſerv*d, that it is fituate on the River Trave, in the 
Territory of Vagria, of which it is the Capital, about 
two German Miles from the Baltick, (or Eaſt-Sea) 
out of which this River brings Ships of Burden in- 
to the Heart of the City, and likewiſe ſurrounds it, 
without its Walls, as it were a Ditch, and adds to 
its Strength, as well as to its Wealth by Trade; 
which however is not near ſo conſiderable as it was 
formerly, the Hamburghers having rivald them in 
almoſt every Branch of it, but that to the North, 
by the Sea which waſhes almoſt their very Gates. 
This City, beſides its ſpacious Streets, has ſeveral 
large Market-Places, and ſtately publick Buildings; 
among which, the Senat-Houſe, the Archive of 
the Hanſee-Towns, the Arſenal, the Spital, and the 
Churches 
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Churches are the moſt remarkable, and of the Jat- 
ter, the Collegiate Church of St. Mary's is a no- 
ble Pile, which far exceeds any of the Reſt. To 
deſcend to a particular Deſcription of all, or in- 
deed any of theſe, would carry me too great a 
Length ; I ſhall therefore only take Notice of two 

or three Singularities. | 
In the St. Mary's Church they ſhew you the re- 
markable Picture, well known in Germany, by the 
Name of Death's Dance. It repreſents the com- 
mon Figure of Death leading an Empercr, in his 
Imperial Robes, and he taking hold, with his other 
Hand, of another ſuch Figure of Death, which 
leads up a King, and ſo alternately a Figure of 
Death and of a human Perſon, throughout all che 
Stations and Stages of Life, down to an Infant in 
ſwadling Cloaths. The Deſign is to ſhew that 
Death ſpares no Age nor Condition, which is more 
| gag expreſs'd in ſundry Verſes underneath : 
ut as I have bought a Print of it, with theſe 
Verſes, and a farther Deſcription, which I ſhall 
fend you as Opportunity offers, 1 forbear ſaying any 
thing farther of it now, In the ſame Church, on 
one of the Pillars of it which ſupports the Roof, 
I obſerv'd a ſmall Chain of three or four Links, 
and, being led by Curioſity, I enquir'd the Meaning 
of it; but how was I ſurpriz'd to find it affix d, 
in ſo ſacred a Place, for the Standard of Virility, 
and that a Judgment of Impotency would ly againſt 
any Man who could not come up to it : But whe- 
ther in a relax'd or extended State I am not in- 
form'd ; if the latter, I believe very few are in 
Danger. In another Church, I was ſhewn the 
Hand of a Parricide, of. which they tell you, that 
the Corpſe being buried, this Hand, the follow- 
ing Night, made its Way thro* the Coffin and 
Earth, and appear'd, the next Morning above 
Ground 3 and tho? it was again buried, ſeveral 
Ee Times 
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Times afterwards, it always appear'd again the 
next Morning, and never putrified. The latter 
Part of the Story may be accounted for, in the 
ſame Manner, as that of the Corpſe in the Cathe- 
dral of Bremen, and for the former Part, if it be 
io ancient (which however I can't affirm) as the 
Days of the Monks (for it has pretty much the 
Appearance of one of their Legends) we need not 
wonder at the Miracle *. I believe my next will 
be from the Univerſity of Roſtock, for which Place 
I deſign to depart, in a few Days: In the mean 
Time, I remain, as ever, Cc.

* dral: On one of the Pediments of this Church, you read 
c nine Latin Diftichs, which were given me, and make men- 
«« tion of the following very memorable Hiſtory, The Em- 
«« peror, Charlemaign, being diverting himſelf with the Chaſe, 
4 in theſe Parts of Lozver Saxony, took a Stag alive, and order- 
« ing a Collar of Gold, with a Croſs upon it, bearing the 
«« Inſcription, Hor (tEſar me donavit, and the Date of the 
«« Year, to be put about his Neck, turn'd him looſe again 
«© into the Foreſt. Four hundred Years after, one Leon, Duke 
«« of Saxony, having caught this ſame Stag, and obſerving the 
4 Croſs about his Neck, took a Fancy to build a Cathedral

s I have been here already a few Days, 
AT have had Time to make ſome Enquiry 
cs J Into the ancient and preſent State of this 
City and Univerſity, and ſhall therefore 

begin this Letter with a Deſcription of it. 

ROSTOCK, which is reckon'd very near, ni 
not quite, as large as Lubeck, is a very ancient and 
famous City, the Capital of a Lordſhip of the ſame 
Name, in the Duchy of Mecklenburg, about a, 
German Mile from the Baltick, at the Mouth of the 
River Warne, which forms a ſmall' Bay, and a 
good Haven, with a Sconce call'd Harnemund, (or 
the Mouth of the Warne.) They pretend it was 
known ſo carly as the Year 329, when, however, 
it was but a Village, which was afterwards (at 
what Time Hiſtory does not inform us) converted 
to a Town, by Godeſchalk, a King of the Obotrite- 
Menden. I do not, however, find any Thing par- 
ticular of it, *till the Year 1160, when Pribiſlaus, 
the laſt King of the Obotrites, is faid to have re- 
built it, out of the Ruins of the City of Yin, 
which is now but a Village, and ſurrounded it with 
a Wall. After the Death of Pribiſlaus, his Son 
Henry Burewin, I, and his Nephew, Niclotus, quar- 
rePd for the Succeſſion to this Lordſhip, which 
the latter, however, obtain'd, about the Year 1190, 
with the Aſſiſtance of the Danes, as a Fief to Den- 
mark, After his Death, it was reſtor'd to Barewin, I, 
Ee A and, 
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and, from him, fell to the Share of his younger 
Son, Burewin, II, who being ſucceeded by one 
of his four Sons, Burewin, III, he begun a Line 
there, which, however, became extinct in his 
Grandſon, Niclotus, ſurnam'd the Child of Roſtock. 
This Niclotus made a Ceſſion of his Lordſhip to 
the Danes; which, however, was transfer'd, in the 
Year 1323, by Cbriſtopber, III, King of Den- 
mark, as a Fief of that Crown, to Henry the Lion, 
Duke of Mecklenburg. The Fealty was, neverthe- 
leſs, remitted by Waldemar, IV, in 1360, to A- 
bert, II, (who was likewiſe King of Sweden) by 
Agreement, from which Time, it has remain'd 
ceable, and without any Interruption, in the 
Dukes of Mecklenburg, who, at ſundry Times, 
have granted it great Privileges, eſpecially that of 
Coining. After this City acceeded to the Hanſea- 
tick League, it often even refus'd Allegiance to 
the Dukes, eſpecially before the Year 1573, in 
which Year a Sedition ariſing againſt the Duke, 
he enter d it by Force of Arms, treated the Senat 
with great Severity, and the Inhabitants were ob- 
lig'd to ſwear Fealty. In the Year 1415, the Dukes 
Jobn and Albert, IV, founded a Univerſity here, 
which, however, was not open'd 'till 1419. A- 
mong other learned Men bred in this Univerſity, the 
Germans reckon Crantſſius, CHiræus, Bocerus, Poſ. 
ſelius, Caſelius, and Fechtius. The Lordſhip, of 
which this City is the Capital, contains, likewiſe, 
the Towns, Bailiwicks and Convents of Bitzoww, 
Dargun, Dobran, Gnoien, Laga, Marlow, Petzkow, 
Ribnitz, Salinas, Sulte, Schwan, Teſſin, and ſeve- 
ral others. The City of Roſtock, in its modern 
State, is divided into the old, the new, and the 
middle Towns. In the old Town, are the Churches 
ot St. Peters, St. Nicholas, and St. Katherine's, to- 
gether with the College of the Juridical Faculty, 
which however is now in Ruins. The 5 
Own 
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Town is ſeparated from the old Town, by an Arm 
of the Varne, and contains the Church dedicated to 
the Holy Virgin, and that of St. John's, together 
with the Rabt- or Town-houſe. In the new Town, 
are the Collegiate Church of St. Jacob's, that dedi- 
cated to the Holy Ghoſt, St. Michael's, that of the 
Holy Croſs, with a Convent of Nuns appertaining 
to it, and the other Colleges, with the Academy. 
In the Church-yard of St. Gertrud, which is with- 
out the City, they obſerve, the Sgil has this Pecu- 


liarity, that it entirely conſumes the Bodies buried 
there within the Compaſs of a Year. This City 


has, likewiſe, three large Market-places , the old, 


the middle, and the Hop-, or Horſe-market ; 140 
Streets, ſeven Gates, and 14 Ports leading to the 
Warne. In 1629, this City, with the whole Duchy 
of Mecklenburg, was taken by the Imperialiſts, but 
WAS — out of their Hands, by the Swedes, 
in 1631. ä 

Since I have been in the Duchy of Mecklen- 
burg, I have viſited ſeveral of the principal Cities 
of it, particularly Ratzeburg, Strelitz, Wiſmar and 
Schwerin, of which I ſhall give you a brief Account 
without obſerving any Order ; and with that con- 
clude this Letter. 

RATZBURG is a ſmall, but ſtrong City and 
Caſtle, in the Duchy of Saxe- Lauenburg, at about 
ſeven German Miles from Hamburg and Lunenburg, 
and ſomething more than three from Lubeck. Ir is 
ſituate on a Hill, in the Midſt of a large Lake, of 
the ſame Name, which is, in ſome Places half, but 
generally a Quarter of a Mile broad, and reaches 
almoſt to the City of Lubect. Upon this Iſland, 
on the North-Side of the Town, is the Cathedral, 
and towards the South the Caſtle. This Place was 
formerly ſubject to its own Earls, deſcending from 
Henry von Badewide, who, in the Year 1139, was 
made Earl of Holſcip, by Albert, the Bear, Duke 
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of Saxony; but, not being able to maintain it 
againſt Henry the Lion, and Adolph the II, of Schau- 
emburg, was forced to exchange that County for 
the Territory of the Polabi, an ancient Nation of 
the Wenden, who dwelt about Katzburg, which up- 
on that Occaſion was erected into a County, His 
Son Bernhardus was diſpoſſeſſed of it for a Time, 
by Henry the Lion, but reſtored again; and this 
Family becoming extin&, in his Grandſon, Bern- 
bard III, in the 13th Century, it devolved to the 
Dukes of Lauemburg, to whom it was a Fief. The 
Family of Lauemburg becoming extinct in 1689, 
the Houſe of Lunenburg took Poſſeſſion of it; and 
thereby fell into Diſpute with the Electoral Houſe 
of Saxony, and the Ducal Houſe of Anbalt. 

In or about the Year 1158, in the Time of the 
Emperor Henry IV, Archbiſhop Albrecht, of Bre- 
men, inſtituted a Biſhop's See here, at the ſame 
Time with that of Mecklenburg, for the Converſion 
of the Pagan Wenden, or Venedi, and made S. 
Ariſtus the firſt Biſhop. But theſe Barbarians, ſome 
Years afterwards, laying waſte the whole Country, 
it remain'd in that Condition, for the Space of 84 
Years, *till Duke Henry, the Lion, of Saxony, re- 
ſtored it, in 1153, and made Evermodus, a Canon 
of Magdeburg, the firſt Biſhop. From him, they 
ſhew a Succeſſion of 29 Biſhops, to Chriſtopher, the 
Son of Albert; the Fair, Duke of Mecklenburg, who 
firſt introduc'd the Doctrine of Luther, about the 
Year 1566, and died in 1592. He was ſucceeded 
by his Brother, Charles, who died in 1610, after 
whoſe Death this See had no Biſhop, but was admi- 
niſtred by the Dukes of Mecklenburg ; till, at the 
Treaty of Weſtphalia, in 1648, this, as well as the 
See of Schwerin, being ſeculariz d, and erected into 
a Principality, was alloted to them, cum voto & 
feſrone, as an Equivalent for the City of Wiſmar, 
Which, at the ſame Time, was transfer'd to the 


King 
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King of Sweden; and at the Diviſion, in 1701, 
fell to the Lot of the Line of Strelizz. The Ter- 
ritories belonging to this ſecularized See ly all in the 
Duchy of Mecklenburg ; for on the Iſland of Ratz- 
burg there is nothing appertaining to it but the Ca- 
thedral, and ſome few Houſes and Grounds there. | 
unto belonging. | 
STRELITZ, is a little Town, in the Lord- 
ſhip of Stargard, in the Duchy of Mecklenburg, 
the Reſidence of the Duke of Mecklenburg-Strelitz ; 
who has borrowed his Title from thence. The firſt 
Duke of this Line was Adolph Frederick II, who, 
in 1701, came to an Agrement with Duke Frede- 
rick Villiam of Schwerin, to take for his Inheritance 
the Lordſhip of Stargard, together with the Prin- | 
cipality of Ra!zeburg, certain Revenues from Mi- | 
row and Remeroev, together with the Sum of 8000 
Dollars, to build a Palace, and the yearly Sum of 
gooo Dollars, aſſign'd on the Toll of Boitzenburg. 
He was ſucceeded by his Son, Adolph Frederick III, 
who is yet living. The Town'of Strelitz is almoſt 
ſurrounded by ſeveral large Lakes, but has little elſe ] 
remarkable. The Ducal Palace was conſum'd by 1 
a Fire which broke out in the Night-time, together q 
1 


with all the Furniture. 


W ISMA AR is the principal City of Trade, and 
Metropolis of the Duchy of Mecklenburg, on the 
Eaſt-ſea, about ſeven German Miles from Lubeck, ö 
the fame Diſtance from Roſtock, and about four 
from Schwerin. This City is ſaid to have been firſt 
built, in the Year 340, by an ancient King of the 
Vandals, call'd Miſimerus, from whom it is ſuppo- 
ſed to have taken its Name, and there is yet a 
Church there, which, as a Remembrance of this 
ancient City, is call'd the Church of Old Wijmar 
But Time and War having wholly obliterated this 
ancient Place, we find no Remains of it in Hiſtory, 

*cill, in 1239, it was renew'd out of the Ruins of 
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Ola Mecklenburg, by Gunzelinus II, Earl of Schwe- 
Thi, from whom Henry of Feruſalem, Lord of 
Mecklenburg, obtain'd it for his Houſe, In 1262, 
it was almoſt wholly ruin*d by Fire, but by the En- 
couragement of its new Maſter, who granted great 
Privileges to thoſe who ſhould rebuild it, by 1266, 
it aroſe again out of the Flames, almoſt wholly of 
Stone. It was afterwards, on Account of its Haven, 
accounted one of the moſt conſiderable of the Han- 
ſeatick League, and has often refus'd Allegiance to 
the Dukes of Mecklenburg ; for which, in particular, 
it ſuffer*d ſeverely in the Year 1427, under Duke 
Henry, the Corpulent. The Importance of this 
Place is, without Doubt, chiefly owing to the Ex- 
cellency of its Haven, which is reckon'd the fafeſt 
and the moſt convenient of the whole Baltick. The 
Entrance into it is cover'd by a Sand, on which 
there is a ſtrong Caſtle built, calPd the Vhale. The 
City itſelf was formerly ſurrounded with a very 
ftout Wall, and other Fortifications, and is, beſides, 
ſtrong by Nature; one Part of it being waſn'd by 
the Sea, and the other ſurrounded with Fens and 
Moraſſes. It was, for many Years, in great Want 
of freſh Water ; but a fine Spring, which now 
ſupplies it, was afterwards found. f the 30 Years 

ar, it was taken by the Imperial General Wal- 
lenſtein, and afterwards by the Swedes, to whom, 
at the Peace which enſued, it was alloted, together 
with the Caſtle or Fort, call'd the F/bale, and the 


- adjacent Iſland of Poe}. In 1653 ſeveral Additions 
were made to the Fortifications: But in 1716, 


being taken by the Daniſh, Pruſſian and Hannove- 
rian Troops, after a long Blockade, they entirely 
raz d the Fortifications, and, in that Condition, it 
was reſtor'd to Sweden, in 1721. 

I round ſeveral of the public Buildings here 


worth ſeing, particularly the Town-houſe, and the 
- fſevera] Churches of St. Nicholas, St. Mary, St. 


George, 


George, and the Holy Ghoſt, eſpecially that of St. 
Mary's, from which you have a fine View of the 
Eaſt-ſea. An Iron Rail, round the Font of this 
Church, is ſhewn as a great Rarity, and for the 
Exquiſiteneſs of the Workmanſhip, in the Nature 
of Cords interwoven in a curious Manner, faid to 
be wrought by the Devil“. The Market-place, 
the Convents of the Grey and Black Friars, and 
an ancient Palace, call d the Court of Mecklenburg, 
the former Reſidence of the Dukes, are likewiſe 
Places I view'd with ſome Satisfaction. 
SCHWERTIN is the Capital of the Principa- 
lity, formerly Biſhoprick, and County of the ſame 
Name, in the Duchy of Mecklenburg, from whence 
the principal Line of that illuſtrious Houſe now 
bears the Title of Duke of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, 
to diſtinguiſh it from that of S. relitz, that of Gu- 


ſtrow being extinct. This City is ſituate on a Lake 


® The common People, and particularly the Women, are 
in general very ſuperſtitious and credulous throughout all Ger- 
many; but in no Part of it more ſo, than in Mectlenùurg, which 
has bred as many Witches as Lap/and : In moſt of theſe Nor- 
thern Countries they have a very great Opinion of the Devil's 
Skill in mechanical Arts, and if any Piece of Workmanſhip 
happen to excel, to be ſure the black Artiſt is call'd upon to 
account for it, At Rogſebi/d, in the Iſland of Zealand, for- 
merly the Reſidence, and yet the Burying-Place, of the Kings 
of Denmark, they ſhew you, in the Ca » four or five 
ſtately Chapels, containing ſo many pompous Tombs, which 
are ſeparated from the Body of the Church, by Iron-Work, 
which ſhews, indeed, the moſt exquiſite Skill of the Artiſt ; 
eſpecially one which far exceeds the Reſt ; and they tell you, 
that a Foreigner (4 /ittle black Man, to be jure) agreed for the 
Performance of this Work ; but after having finiſh'd that one, 
upon ſome Diſpute about the Payment, his Devilſhip (for ſuch, 


it ſeems, be was) vaniſh'd at once out of their Sight, and never 


came for his Mony afterwards ; and tho' the Kings of Den- 


wy le. an unlimited Price, the Workmanſhip could not 
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of the ſame Name, which is a great Addition to its 
Strength, efpecially to that of the Caſtle, which is 
built in the very Middle of it. 

In the Year 1160, Henty, the Lion, Duke of 
Saxony, having deprived Niclotus, King of the 
Obotrites, of his whole Country, of which Schwerin 
was a Part, rebuilt that City, which had been burnt 
down by Niclotus, and erecting it, with the Ter- 
ritories thereunto belonging, which, at that Time, 
extended beyond the Elb, into a County, gave it 
to his General, Gunzzlinus, of the noble Family of 
Bartenſleben ; and tho* Pribiſlaus, the Son of Ni- 
clotus, recover'd his Father's Dominions, Schwerin 
was exempted, and remain'd to the Heirs of Gun- 
zelinus. TWO of his four Sons, Henry and Gun- 
zelinus, II, poſſeſs'd it ſucceſſively. The former, 
in 1223, took Waldemar, II, King of Denmark, 
Priſoner, and thereby oblig'd him to reſtore the 
Conqueſts he had made, in Holſtein and Mecklen- 
burg. He likewiſe obtain'd the Privilege of Ex- 
emption from Toll, in Saxony, for the Burghers of 
Scbwerin, from the Emperor Otto, IV, which they, 
to this Day, enjoy in Wiſmar and Lubeck. This 
Earl, dying without Male-heirs, was ſucceeded by 

| his Brother, and he by his Son, Gunzelinus, III, 
who, in a War with Albert the Great, Duke of 
Brumfwick, loſt his Dominions, beyond the Elb. 
In his Son Otto, ſurnam'd Roſa, the Males of this 
Family became extinct, and, his 1 9 Richar- 
dis, being married to Albert, II, Duke of Mecklen- 
bure, and King of Sweden, at his Death, in 1360, 
the County of Schwerin, together with the Caſtle 
of Domitz, which had been pawn'd to this Houſe, 
by Brandenburg, in. 1328, fell to the Houſe of 
Meoklenburg, where they have remain'd ever ſince. 
Tux See of Schwerin was, likewile, founded 

in the Time of Henry, the Lion, Duke of Saxony, 
on Qccaſion of the City of Mecklenburg having been 
deſtroy'd 
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deſtroy*d in the Wars with the Obotrites, and that 
See ruin'd; tho' the Biſhops did not reſide at 
Schwerin. but at Birzow. Benno, the third Biſhop 
of Mecklenburg was the firſt of Schwerin, from 
whom they ſhew you a Succeſſion of thirty-one Bt- 
ſhops, to Magnus, the Son of Henry, the Pea- 
ceable, Duke of Mecklenburg, who firſt introduc'd 
the Doctrine of Luther, and married, but died 
without Heirs in 1550. He was ſucceeded, by 
Ulrick, I, Son of Albert, the Fair, Duke of Meck- 
lenburg, who was, likewiſe, Duke of Guſtrow, 
and died in 1603. The laſt Biſhop of Schwerin 
was Ulrick, II, Son of Frideric, II, King of Den- 
mark, who died in 1624, during the Time of the 
thirty Years- War; at the Concluſion of which, by 
the Treaty of Weſtphalia, this See, being ſecula- 
riz d, was erected into a Principality, together 
with that of Ratzeburg, and given to Adoalph-Fri- 
deric, Duke of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, who was 
then Adminiſtrator of the See, as an Equivalent 
for the City of Wiſmar (which was transfer*d to the 
King of Sweden) and it has remain'd, ever ſince, 
to him and his Succeſſors; one of whom Jobn 
Albrecht, appointed the Cathedral of Schwerin to be 


the Burial-Place of the Dukes, which before Was 
at Dobran. lam, &c.

« THis the Poſſeſſor of it obſervad, and there- 
ce fore pointed to a ſuperb Palace, which preſented 
<« itſelf to our View, where, he ſaid, Aſtræa her- 
« ſelf reſided. There I was firſt introduced into 
« an Anti-chamber, where I ſaw a great Number 
of Heralds, ſiting at a Table, with great Rolls 
of Parchment lying before them, in which they 
« were endeavouring to reduce the Arms of the 
« Nobility into due Order. Some were employed 
<« in effacing thoſe of many conſiderable Families, 
« which, for Want of real Merit, were deem'd 
* unworthy of them; while others were blazoning 
© new ones, for the new-created Gentry, who had

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« ON the Table, there lay a large Book, en-

© of thoſe who were now created, together with 
«* their Titles, Arms, Eſtates, and public Offices. 
In the laſt Claſs, I found, in particular, a great 
« Number of Privy-Counſellors, Chancellors and 
*« Ambaſſadors, whoſe Names I had never before 
met with in any of our Gazettes. 

44 THE Art of Heraldry has hitherto been in- 
« yolved in great Obſcurity and Confuſion, and 
« Arms are very ſeldom found to have any Affi- 
4 nity or Reſemblance to the Virtues, Qualities,

« them. I myſelf know a bluſtering General, who 
« bears a Lamb in his Arms; and, on the other

« more of them, if my Attention had not been 
« interrupted, by a great Number of Perſons of 
« Diſtinction, who were led in Chains, ſecured by 
t a numerous Guard, thro? this Anti- chamber into 
<« an inner Apartment. I follow'd them, and came 
ec * a magnificent Hall, hung with coſtly Tape- 
« ftry. 
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ce I was ſurpriz'd, at my firſt Entrance, at the 
„ Spaciouſneſs and Splendor of the Place; but my 
« Aſtoniſhment encreas'd, when J view'd the au- 

* ouſt Aſſembly with which it was fll'd. Aſtræa 
fat at the upper End of it, on a coſtly Throne, 
„ which ſeemed rather ſown than embe i iſh'd with 
«© Pearls and Jewels. In her left Hand, ſhe held a 
« golden Scale, in which ſhe weigh'd whatever 
„ was brought before her, with the utmoſt Impar- 
« tiality, and, in her right Hand, ſhe held a naked 
« Sword, as an Emblem of executive Juſtice. 

« AT her right Hand, fat Minos, Lycurgus, 
« Solon, Draco, and other great Heroes of Anti- 
„ quity, who were fam'd for their incorruptible 
« Equity; and I likewiſe ſaw, with a ſenſible Plea- 
& ſure, ſome of the preſent Rulers of this Part of 
« the World, together with the new-appointed 
« Officers of State, ſiting on her left Hand, who 
« all had their Eyes fix*d, with the greateſt Atten- 
tion, on the Empreſs, and on thoſe great Ex- 
« amples of Equity and Juſtice, who fat on her

% Crimes. One had ſtolen an old Garment, to 
4 cover his Nakedneſs; and a ſecond was an Eye- 
«© Witneſs of it. A third had been drove, by Hun- 
« ger, to ſhoot one of his Prince's Deer, in the Fo- 
cc reſt, and the like: And all of them, acknow- 


60 ledging their Crimes, humbly implored a Re- 


<< . of ſome few Days only. Upon Enquiry 
« Who were their Judges, it appear'd, that ſeveral 
e of thoſe who had condemn'd them, were now 
<« themſelves impeach'd of Crimes of a higher Na- 
« ture. This gave ſo favorable a Turn to their 
4 Caſes, that, upon Promiſe of Amendment, they 
« were immediately diſcharg*d, and, on the other 
Hand, their far more culpable Judges con- 
« demn'd to dy in their Room. 

„% MeTrovcnrs, I hereupon left this venerable 
« Afembly, for a Time, with an Intent to carry 
<« the joyful News of this happy Revolution to my

& Crowd of People aſſembled round a vaſt Fire,

« THe Remainder of this Dream was, I

« and Veſts of Cloth of Gold, following Flocks

«< to great Honors and Riches; that truly worthy 
% Clergy-man, Euſebius, who *till now has been a 
« Slave to one who is by far his Inferiar, on every 
« Account but Preferment, for a bare Lively-hood, 
«© was advanced to the Dignity of a Super- Inten- 
« dent: Your Friend, Eudaxius, had obtain'd the 
«« high Office of Chancellor, and you yourſelf pro- 
« moted, in his Room, to that of Inſpector Gene- 
4 ral of the Manners of the Age. 

« WEN I came to my own Lodgings, I like- 
« wiſe found, yg ok my Table, an Appoint- 
« ment from the Empreſs, to a more important 
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«« Poſt, than my Modeſty will ſuffer me to men- 


„ tion, and my Friends began to honor me with 


« their congratulatory Viſits, when a noiſy Watch- 


man robb'd me of my imaginary good Fortune; 


„ and, at the ſame Time he gave me to underſtand 
e it was paſt four o'Clock, unhappily turn*'d me 


« out of my Office. 


« I ngEED not tell you, Sir, that when I awak'd, 
« found my ſelf in another World, very different 


e from that I had pleasd myſelf with in my Sleep z 


“ and what is worſe, in ſuch a World, as, in its 
6 _ degenerate State, gives us very little 
Hopes of an Amendment, till its general Diſſo- 
c Jution, I could, therefore, find no Comfort but 
« by turning my Thoughts upon the World to 
« come, where every one will actually be rewarded 
« Or puniſhed according to his Deſerts : But as 
« ſuch, and the like Reflections are more befiting 
c you, as a Philoſopher, I content myſelt with a 
e bare Relation of my Dream, and leave it to you 
4 to make the proper Remarks upon it. I am, &c.”
